REPORT. 


Chapter  103,  section  11,  of  the  Public  Statutes  provides 
that  *'the  Chief  of  the  District  Police  shall  report  to  the 
governor,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year, 
in  relation  to  factories  and  public  buildings,  with  such 
remarks,  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  he  may  deem 
necessary." 

Accordingly,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  Fifteenth 
Annual  Report. 

I  have  endeavored  to  incorporate  herein  all  the  informa- 
tion which  tends  to  show  what  has  been  accomplished  by  the 
District  Police  during  the  year  covered  by  this  report,  which 
includes  not  only  the  prevention  of  crime  and  the  detection 
and  punishment  of  criminals,  but  also  the  enforcement  of  the 
numerous  laws  relating  to  the  inspection  of  factories,  work- 
shops and  public  buildings. 

The  entire  number  of  this  force  is  thirty-eight,  of  whom 
twenty-six  are  detailed  for  service  in  the  inspection  depart- 
ment, eleven  designated  for  detective  duty,  and  one  for  the 
inspection  of  uninsured  steam  boilers  and  to  inquire  into  the 
ability  and  competency  of  the  engineers  in  charge  thereof. 

The  Inspection  Department. 

Some  idea  of  the  extent  and  nature  of  the  duties  of  the 
inspectors  may  be  had  by  reference  to  the  statutes  defining 
them ;  but  not  even  the  detailed  reports  of  the  several  in- 
spectors made  to  this  office  can  give  to  those  not  familiar 
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with  the  matter  discussed  an  adequate  idea  of  the  vast 
amount  of  hibor  performed  by  this  department.  Its  duties 
embrace  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  hours  of 
labor;  the  protection  of  operatives  from  unguarded  ma^ 
chinery  ;  the  employment  of  women  and  minors ;  the  school- 
ing of  children  employed  in  factories  and  workshops ;  the 
preservation  of  the  health  of  females  employed  in  mechani- 
cal, manufacturing  and  mercantile  establishments ;  reports  of 
accidents  in  manufactories ;  safety  appliances  for  elevators ; 
provisions  for  escape  from  hotels  and  other  buildings  in  case 
of  fire ;  proper  ventilation  for  factories  and  workshops,  and 
uniform  meal  hours  for  children,  young  persons  and  women 
employed  therein  ;  the  suppression  of  nuisances  from  dniins, 
and  provision  of  water-closets,  eto.,  for  the  use  of  each  sex 
employed  in  factories  and  workshops,  and  various  other 
sanitary  regulations ;  the  inspection  of  buildings  alleged  to 
be  unsafe  or  dangerous  to  life  or  limb,  in  case  of  fire  or 
otherwise ;  the  sul)mission  to  the  inspector  for  approval  of  a 
copy  of  plans  and  specifications  of  any  building  designed  for 
certain  [mblic  purposes,  as  factory,  workshop,  mercantile 
structure,  hotels,  apartment  houses,  lodging  or  tenement 
houses,  above  a  certain  height;  communication  between 
engineer's  room  and  each  room  where  machinery  is  run  by 
steam,  in  every  manufacturing  establishment;  proper  safe- 
guards at  hatchways,  elevator  openings  and  well-holes  in 
public  buildings,  factories  and  mercantile  establishments ; 
forbidding  the  use  of  portable  seats  in  aisles  or  passageways 
in  public  halls,  theatres,  school-houses,  churches,  public 
buildings,  etc.,  during  any  service  or  entertainment  held 
therein  ;  requiring  fire-resisting  curtains,  approved  by  inspect- 
ors, for  use  in  all  theatres,  etc. ;  competent  watchmen,  lights 
in  hotels,  gongs  or  other  proper  alarms,  and  notices  posted 
describing  means  of  escape  from  fire  in  boarding  and  lodging 
houses  above  a  fixed  size,  family  and  public  hotels ;  fire- 
escapes  on  tenement  or  lodging  houses  three  or  more  stories 
in  height ;  prohibiting  during  working  hours  the  locking 
of  any  inside  or  outside  door  of  any  building  where  operatives 
are  employed  ;  public  buildings  and  school-houses,  in  respect 
to  cleanliness,  suitable  ventilation  and  sanitary  conveniences ; 
the  weekly  payment  of  wages   by  certain   corporations  to 
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each  of  its  employees,  the  inspection  of  steam  boilers,  and 
their  appurtenances,  and  the  inquiring  into  the  ability  and 
competency  of  the  engineers  in  charge  thereof;  and  also  the 
enforcement  of  the  act  to  prevent  the  manufacture  and  sale 
of  clothing  made  in  unhealthy  places,  a»d  sundry  other 
matters  not  necessary  here  to  describe. 

Detective  Department. 

There  is  an  obvious  difference  between  the  reports  that 
are  made  by  the  officers  of  the  inspection  depaitment,  and 
those  detailed  for  duty  in  the  detective  department. 

An  inspector  of  factories  and  workshops,  in  the  proper 
discharge  of  his  duties,  is  constantly  employed  in  the  task 
of  investigation ;  but  the  facts  he  discovers  and  the  action 
developed  therefrom  may  be  formulated  into  statistics  and 
become  the  basis  of  recommendations  for  legislation.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  work  done  by  the  officers  detailed  for 
detective  duty  is,  much  of  it,  of  a  confidential  character  and 
known  in  its  essence  and  particulars  to  the  district  attorneys 
under  whose  specific  direction  the  men  have  operated. 

It  is  as  true  of  them  as  it  is  of  the  factory  and  workshop 
inspectors  that  they  possess  peculiar  qualifications  gained 
by  experience  in  similar  callings  and  years  of  training  in  the 
service  of  the  State.  It  gives  much  satisfaction  to  record 
my  appreciation  of  their  honesty  and  fidelity. 

The    Employment   of  Children  in  Factories,  Work- 
shops AND  Mercantile  Establishments. 

No  public  official  should  dread  fair  and  honest  criticism 
upon  his  acts,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  performance  of  his 
duty. 

In  the  nature  of  the  case  some  of  the  laws  which  this 
force  is  required  to  execute  invite  more  or  less  opposition 
from  those  who  are  chiefly  affected  by  such  enforcement. 

As,  in  the  employment  of  children,  under  the  conditions 
existing  to-day  in  Massachusetts,  on  one  hand,  we  are  met 
by  the  persistent  purpose  of  a  certain  class  of  parents,  who, 
from  necessity  or  otherwise,  intend  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  earnings  of  their  children,  and  consequently  often  make 
false  statements  as  to  age,  and  in  other  ways  seek  to  baffle 
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proper  inquiries.  And  on  the  other  hand,  we  are  confronted 
by  an  uninformed  and  unreasonable  clamor  which  is  founded 
upon  the  notion  that  the  District  Police  wink  at  violations 
of  the  law  relating  to  child  workers. 

This  office  was  recently  asked  for  information  relating 
to  the  effect  of  shutting  down  the  mills  upon  children  em- 
ployed therein.  It  was  stated  that  in  Providence,  R.  I., 
during  the  business  depression,  especially  in  textile  estab- 
lishments, the  public  schools  were  crowded  with  children  who 
had  formerly  been  at  work  while  the  mills  were  running. 
And  the  inquiry  was  made  at  this  office  whether  a  similar 
condition  of  things  might  be  expected  in  Massachusetts  in 
the  event  of  any  general  '*  shut-down." 

In  order  to  secure  a  trustworthy  result  the  individual  re- 
ports of  inspectors  from  Fall  River  were  taken,  that  being  a 
city  which  is  noted  for  its  textile  mills.  The  inquirer  states 
the  result  of  his  investigations  as  follows :  — 

It  was  shown,  according  to  the  report  for  1892,  that  the  number 
of  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age  was  663.  As  no  children 
are  allowed  to  be  employed  in  Massachusetts  mills  until  they  are 
at  least  thirteen  years  of  age,  this  number  practical!}*  represents 
the  number  of  employees  who  were  between  the  ages  of  thirteen 
and  fourteen  years.  These  children,  however,  were  not  allowed 
to  stay  in  the  mills  during  the  entire  year,  but  were  required  to 
spend  a  portion  of  their  time  in  school.  As  there  were  last  year 
about  twenty-five  thousand  employed  in  the  Fall  River  mills,  it  fol- 
lows that  about  two  and  one-half  per  cent  of  the  number  were 
children  who  were  below  the  age  when  school  attendance  ceases  to 
be  compulsory. 

It  has  been  known  to  me  for  some  time,  and  I  have  stated 
the  fact  in  recent  annual  reports,  that  the  effect  of  the  law 
as  to  the  age  at  which  children  might  be  employed  in  facto- 
ries, and  the  law  as  to  school  requirements,  was  to  induce 
superintendents  to  decline  to  employ  them  when  it  was  clear 
they  came  within  the  prescribed  limit  of  age. 

The  reports  for  1893  began  in  January  and  extend 
through  the  calendar  year.  They  embrace  106  manufactur- 
ing establishments,  and  show  that  but  nine  children  were 
found  at  work.  In  fourteen  of  the  largest  establishments, 
giving  work  to  more  than  twenty  thousand  employees,  not 
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one  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age  was  found  among  that 
large  number. 

This  result  is  in  accordnnee  with  the  statements  of  my 
reports,  and  shows  that  the  strict  and  thorough  inspection  of 
these  establishments  and  the  impartial  enforcement  of  the 
laws  regulating  child  labor  in  factories  have  induced  em- 
ployers to  exercise  great  care  so  as  to  prevent  the  hiring  of 
children  who  are  within  the  terms  of  the  statute.  It  may 
confidently  be  affirmed  that  it  is  the  settled  policy  of  the 
mill  owners  and  superintendents  to  comply  to  the  fullest 
extent  with  the  law  relating  to  their  employment  of  children. 

Let  me  add  that  the  inquirer  who  has  been  thus  quoted 
further  says,  *'  Whether  the  same  tendency  to  refuse  employ- 
ment to  children  who  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
school  authorities  is  as  apparent  in  all  other  manufacturing 
towns  cannot  be  said  positively  until  the  reports  of  the 
inspectors  are  all  received,  but  it  is  hardly  possible  that 
Fall  River  is  the  only  large  manufacturing  centre  where 
such  a  condition  of  things  is  apparent." 

In  view  of  a  careful  suiTey  of  the  whole  field,  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  saying  that  what  is  true  of  Full  Biver  is  equally 
true  of  other  cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth. 

The  great  textile  industries  of  Massachusetts  are  conducted 
with  marked  respect  for  the  laws  which  the  Legislature  in  its 
wisdom  has  enacted  for  the  benefit  of  the  wage-earner,  and 
when  instances  of  unintentional  violations  of  the  so-called 
labor  laws  have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  this  depart- 
ment, a  cheerful  and  speedy  compliance  has  always  followed.

Summary  of  Inspection  Work. 

The  records  of  this  department  show  that  4,441  manu- 
facturing, mechanical  and  mercantile  establishments  have 
been  inspected. 

From  the  reports  of  the  various  inspectors  I  find  the 
whole  number  of  children  employed  number  11,854. 

The  children  employed  between  fourteen  and  sixteen 
years  of  age,  11,601. 

Children  employed  between  thirteen  and  fourteen  years  of 
age,  253. 
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Orders  have  been  issued  to  the  number  of  2,688,  and  it 
is  gratifying  to  state  that  there  has  been  a  general  com- 
pliance with  said  orders. 

In  addition  to  the  number  of  inspections  made,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  investigating  complaints  and  to  ascertain  if  orders 
issued  by  the  inspectors  had  been  complied  with,  visits  were 
made  to  the  number  of  348. 

Elevators. 

The  first  legislation  in  relation  to  the  use  of  elevators  in 
our  Commonwealth  was  in  connection  with  the  general 
inspection  of  buildings.     It  provided  — 

That  the  openings  of  all  hoistways,  hatchways,  elevator  and 
well-holes  upon  every  floor  of  a  factory  or  mercantile  establibh- 
ment  or  public  biiildiDg  shall  be  protected  by  good  and  sufficient 
trap-doors  or  self-closiug  hatches  and  safety  catches  or  such  other 
safeguards  as  the  inspector  directs.  And  all  due  diligence  shall 
be  used  to  keep  such  trap-doors  closed  at  all  times,  except  when  in 
use  by  the  occupant  of  the  building  having  the  use  and  control  of 
the  same. 

All  elevator  cabs  or  cars,  whether  used  for  freight  or  passengers, 
shall  be  provided  with  some  suitable  mechanical  device  to  be 
approved  by  the  said  inspector,  whereby  the  cab  or  car  will  be 
securely  held  in  the  event  of  accident  to  the  shipper  rope  or 
hoisting  machinery  or  from  any  similar  cause. 

A  further  step  in  advance  was  taken  by  the  Legislature  to 
provide  against  the  use  of  unsafe  elevators.  It  was  pro- 
vided— 

That  if  any  elevator,  whether  used  for  freight  or  passengers, 
shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  of  factories  and  public 
buildings  of  the  district  in  which  such  elevator  is  used,  or,  in  the 
city  of  Boston,  of  the  inspector  of  buildings  of  said  city,  be  unsafe 
or  dangerous  to  use,  or  has  not  been  constructed  in  the  manner 
required  by  law,  the  said  inspector  shall  immediately  placard  con- 
spicuously upon  the  entrance  to  or  door  of  the  cab  or  car  of  such 
elevator  a  notice  of  its  dangerous  condition,  and  prohibit  the  use 
of  such  elevator  until  made  safe  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  in- 
spector. Any  person  removing  such  notice  or  operating  such 
elevator  while  such  notice  is  placarded  as  aforesaid  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollara. 
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Experience  had  long  shown  the  imperative  necessity  of 
some  restriction  in  relation  to  the  employment  of  custodians 
of  elevators.  In  many  cases  boys  in  their  early  teens  were 
entrusted  with  the  care  of  elevators.  They  were  too  young 
to  comprehend  the  perils  inherent  in  such  employment.  The 
dangers  to  themselves  and  to  the  numerous  passengers  whom 
they  were  required  to  carry  were  so  great  that  further 
legislation  became  essential  and  the  Legislature  provided 
that  — 

No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  employ  or  permit  any  per- 
son under  eighteen  years  of  age  to  have  the  care,  custody,  manage- 
ment or  operation  of  any  elevator  running  at  a  speed  of  over  two 
hundred  feet  a  minute.  Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  forfeit  a  sum  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence. 

The  pressure  for  employment  on  the  part  of  boys,  whether 
by  themselves  or  by  their  parents  in  their  behalf,  is  so 
incessant  that  they  are  put  into  places  of  too  great  respon- 
sibility. The  judgment  required  and  the  perils  necessarily 
encountered  by  custodians  of  elevators  are  such  that  the 
strictest  precautions  should  always  be  taken  to  secure  proper 
persons  for  such  work. 

Many  of  the  office  buildings  in  the  large  cities  are  of  an 
extreme  height.  It  is  stated  that  one  of  the  tallest  office 
buildings  in  the  world  is  that  of  the  Manhattan  Life  Insur- 
ance Company  in  the  city  of  New  York.  Its  height  is 
eighteen  stories,  and  will  measure  350  feet  from  its  base  to 
the  foot  of  the  flagstaflf.  The  elevator  service  in  such 
enormous  structures,  in  order  to  satisfy  the  popular  demand 
of  rapid  transit,  must  involve  great  rapidity  and  peril  to 
those  depending  upon  it.  Statistics  have  been  published 
which  declare  that  more  than  a  half  million  passengers  ride 
in  the  elevators  of  New  York  City  every  business  day  of  the 
year.  In  Boston,  the  proportion  would  certainly  be  as 
great. 

Too  much  importance  cannot  be  attached  to  the  task  of 
selecting  suitable  persons  to  have  the  charge  of  elevators. 
It  is  a  position  demanding  much  skill  and  judgment.  Occa- 
sions are  liable  to  arise  frequently  when  rare  nerve  and  great 
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presence  of  mind  must  be  constantly  available.  It  is  a  fact 
of  common  knowledge,  however,  that  many  accidents  have 
been  caused  by  the  gross  negligence  and  inexperience  of 
those  in  charge  of  elevators. 

Formerly  steam  or  hydraulic  power  was  almost  universally 
employed  in  elevator  service,  but  the  use  of  electricity  is 
becoming  general.  The  constant  tendency  to  an  increased 
and  excessive  rate  of  speed  in  the  operation  of  passenger 
elevators  has  introduced  a  new  element  of  danger. 

Further  legislation,  providing  some  check  upon  the  speed 
with  which  these  elevators  are  operated,  and  in  the  direc- 
tion of  securing  greater  safety  in  their  use,  would  seem  to 
be  demanded. 

The  proverbial  haste  of  our  people  is  not  satisfied  when 
they  are  lifted  to  the  upper  floors  of  high  buildings  at  a 
proper  rate  of  speed  and  in  a  period  which  is  but  a  fraction 
of  what  was  required  formerly  in  walking  the  same  distance. 
They  must  be  rushed  still  more  rapidly,  without  much  con- 
sideration for  safety  of  life  and  limb.  The  speed  employed 
in  some  elevators  is  already  too  great.  And  reasonable 
caution  requires  that  it  shall  not  only  not  be  increased,  but 
a  suitable  limit  fixed  beyond  which  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to 
run  an  elevator  passenger  car. 

Inspection  of   Uninsured   Stationary   Steam   Boilers 

AND  their  Appurtenances. 
The  statutory  provisions  in  relation  to  the  erection  and 
use  of  stationary  steam  engines  in  cities  and  towns  prescribe 
the  place  where  the  building  shall  be  erected  in  which  the 
steam  engine  and  furnace  is  to  be  used,  and  the  materials 
and  construction  thereof,  with  such  regulations  as  to  the 
height  of  flues  and  protection  against  fire  as  the  local  authori- 
ties deem  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  neighborhood. 
Such  engines  cannot  be  legally  used  without  license  granted 
after  written  application,  due  notice  and  public  hearing. 
Stationary  steam  engines  and  steam  boilers,  whether  fixed 
or  portable,  may  be  examined  and  their  use  forbidden  if 
upon  such  examination  it  appears  probable  that  the  use  of 
such  engine  or  boiler  is  unsafe.  If,  after  due  notice  and 
hearing,  the  duly  authorized  authorities  adjudge  such  engine 
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or  boiler  unsafe  or  defective  or  unfit  to  be  used,  they  may 
pass  a  permanent  order  prohibiting  the  use  thereof  until  it 
is  rendered  safe.  If,  after  notice  to  the  owner  or  person 
having  charge  thereof,  such  engine  or  boiler  is  used  con- 
trary to  order,  it  is  deemed  a  common  nuisance  without  any 
other  proof  thereof  than  its  use.  And  such  steam  engine  or 
steam  boiler,  erected  or  used  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
law,  may  be  abated  and  removed  as  boards  of  health  may 
remove  nuisances. 

Another  important  provision  of  the  statute  is  the  follow- 
ing:— 

No  person  shall  manufacture,  set  up,  use,  or  cause  to  be  used, 
a  steam  boiler  unless  it  is  provided  with  a  fusible  safety-plug 
made  of  lead  or  some  other  equally  fusible  material,  and  of  a 
diameter  of  not  less  than  one-half  an  inch  placed  in  the  roof  of 
the  fire-box,  when  a  fire-box  is  used,  and  in  all  cases  in  a  part 
of  the  boiler  fully  exposed  to  the  action  of  the  fire,  and  as  near 
the  top  of  the  water  line  as  any  part  of  the  fire  surface  of  the 
boiler,  and  for  this  purpose  ^' Ashcrofts"  protected  safety  fusible 
plug  may  be  used. 

Whoever  without  just  and  proper  cause  removes  from  a  boiler 
the  safety-plug  thereof  or  substitutes  therefor  any  material  more 
capable  of  resisting  the  action  of  the  fire  than  the  plug  so  removed, 
shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

Whoever  manufactures,  sets  up,  or  knowingly  uses  or  causes  to 
be  used  for  six  consecutive  days  a  steam  boiler  unprovided  with 
a  safety  fusible  plug,  as  described  in  section  fifty-one,  shall  be 
punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

Directly  in  the  line  of  such  legislation  is  chapter  387  of 
the  Acts  of  1893,  entitled  :  — 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  an  additional 

DISTRICT   police  OFFICER   FOR   TEMPORARY    SERVICE   IN  THE   IN- 
SPECTION  OF   UNINSURED   BOILERS. 

Be  it  enctctedf  etc,,  cis  follows : 

Section  1.  The  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  one 
additional  member  of  the  district  police  force,  who  shall  serve  for 
the  term  of  one  year,  shall  receive  a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred 
dollars,  and  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  chief  of  said  force, 
inspect  uninsured  stationaiy  steam  boilers  and  their  appurtenances, 
in  this  Commonwealth,  and  inquire  into  the  ability  and  competency 
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of  the  engineers  in  charge  thereof,  and  report  from  time  to  time, 
as  required,  to  said  chief.  Said  chief  shall  embody  the  results  of 
said  inspection  in  his  annual  report  made  to  the  next  general 
court,  with  such  recommendations  of  legislation  as  he  may  think 
proper. 

Sect.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

For  the  first  time  in  this  Commonwealth,  an  attempt  is  to 
be  made  to  secure,  compile  and  report  upon  such  informa- 
tion as  may  be  obtained  by  an  officer  of  this  force  appointed 
for  this  specific  purpose,  relative  to  the  safety  of  uninsured 
stationary  steam  boilers  and  their  appurtenances,  and  the 
ability  and  competency  of  the  engineers  in  charge  thereof. 

From  all  the  facts  that  have  been  brought  to  my  attention 
relative  to  this  matter,  it  may  be  safely  stated  that  this  ad- 
ditional inspection  law,  if  rigidly  enforced,  will  do  much  to 
insure  the  safety  of  those  in  charge  of  boilers  and  of  the 
public  generally. 

The  result  of  the  inspections  made  by  the  inspector  under 
the  authority  conferred  by  the  last  Legislature  is  of  the 
gravest  importance  and  suggests  the  imperative  need  of 
additional  work  in  the  same  direction.  It  is  a  common  im- 
pression that  low-pressure  boilers,  which,  by  the  way,  are 
employed  for  generating  steam  for  heating  purposes  in  many 
of  our  school-houses  and  other  buildings  used  for  public  pur- 
poses, do  not  need  to  be  inspected  for  the  purpose  of  safety ; 
but  this  is  erroneous,  as  any  one  familiar  with  the  subject 
well  knows. 

The  number  of  boilers  that  come  within  the  scope  of 
investigation  by  the  lately  appointed  inspector  is  quite  large. 
Included  within  it  are  the  boilers  of  all  the  State  institutions. 

As  to  the  competency  of  men  in  charge,  instances  are 
known  of  men  in  that  capacity,  calling  themselves  engineers, 
whose  chief  qualifications  consist  in  the  knowledge  of  how 
to  build  the  fire  and  keep  the  water  at  a  certain  mark  in  the 
gauge.  If  an  emergency  arises  requiring  immediate  action 
and  some  knowledge  of  the  construction  of  boilers  and  ability 
to  make  slight  repairs,  it  is  discovered  that  the  alleged  engi- 
neer is  scarcely  more  than  an  ordinary  fireman. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  following  report  of  the  inspector 
that  in  many  instances  steam  boilers  were  in  charge  of  in- 
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competent  so-called  engineers.  I  should  fail  in  the  discharge 
of  my  duty  did  I  refrain  from  entering  my  most  emphatic 
protest  against  this  criminal  system  of  running  steam  boilers 
by  men  inexperienced  and  in  fact  ignorant  of  the  first  prin- 
ciple of  steam  engineering. 

The  following  statements  made  by  the  inspector  will  show 
the  condition  of  some  of  the  uninsured  steam  boilers  in- 
spected, and  the  incompetency  of  those  in  charge  thereof:  — 

The  boiler  at  the  Barnstable  County  court-bouse  was  found  in 
such  a  poor  condition  that  1  did  not  consider  it  safe  for  them  to 
use  it  further.  The  tubes  were  worn  very  thin  and  many  tube 
ends  burned  off.  They  were  considerably  corroded  and  pitted  in 
such  places  as  could  be  seen,  and  it  was  quite  safe  to  assume  that 
those  portions  of  the  tubes  that  could  not  be  seen  were  equally 
injured.  The  front  sheet  of  the  shell  of  the  boiler,  directly  over 
the  fire,  had  been  burned  at  one  time,  and  was  perceptibly  de- 
creased in  thickness  for  a  considerable  area  at  this  point.  The 
return  and  blow-off  pipes  were  defective  and  almost  worn  out  by 
corrosion.  The  safety  valve  could  be  tested  under  pressure,  but 
was  not  as  free  in  its  movements  as  is  necessary.  The  back  con- 
nection of  the  boiler  was  filled  with  soot,  and  this  and  the  back 
head  bore  the  marks  of  not  having  been  cleaned  for  a  long  time. 
The  boiler  had  no  man-hole,  so  nothing  of  the  inside  of  the  boiler 
could  be  seen  except  what  was  visible  from  the  lower  band-bole, 
and  therefore  there  was  no  knowledge  of  the  extent  of  corrosion 
along  the  water  line.  The  boiler  bore  many  evidences  of  not 
receiving  the  attention  it  deser^'es,  and  the  manner  in  which  it 
was  left  during  the  warm  season,  when  it  should  receive  the  most 
careful  consideration,  Indicated  that  the  person  in  charge  knew 
nothing  of  the  wear  and  tear  of  a  boiler  or  the  safe  method  of 
handling  it.  The  boiler,  in  addition,  was  called  upon  to  do  more 
than  it  should  do,  and  this  added  another  element  of  danger.  The 
recommendation  in  this  case  was  for  a  new  and  larger  boiler. 

At  one  establishment  a  bad  condition  of  affairs  was  found. 
When  I  went  into  this  place  there  was  no  engineer  in  sight, 
although  the  boiler  was  under  steam  and  supplying  steam  to  an 
engiue  that  was  running  near  by.  There  was  no  water-glass  on 
the  boiler,  but  from  the  side  of  the  boiler,  at  the  rear,  three  try- 
cocks  projected.  Trying  the  lower  one  of  these,  I  was  surprised 
to  find  no  water  appear.  I  therefore  instituted  a  hunt  for  the 
engineer  and  found  him  on  the  roof  patching  it.  He  grumbled 
considerably  about  coming  down  and  the  amount  of  work  he  had 
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to  do  besides  run  the  boiler,  and  claimed  he  could  not  take  care 
of  everything  at  once.  He  tried  the  lower  water  tr^'-cock,  saw 
there  was  no  water,  and,  although  he  had  no  knowledge  of  how 
low  the  water  was,  he  started  the  injector  as  coolly  as  though  it 
was  a  common  thing  to  find  no  water  in  that  try-cock.  It  took 
ten  minutes  by  my  watch  before  the  water  appeared  in  the  lower 
cock,  showing  that  the  water  must  have  been  far  below  the  level 
of  the  tubes.  It  was  clear  that  this  boiler  did  not  receive  the 
attention  it  required,  and  my  expectation  to  find  other  defects 
appear  was  well  grounded.  The  tubes  were  leaking  very  badly, 
and  those  tliat  were  not  leaking  had  been  stopped  up  by  rust. 
The  dry  sheet  had  been  burned  off  in  places  and  the  setting  had 
sprung  away,  so  that  the  fire  came  up  directly  to  the  up-take 
without  going  under  the  boiler,  at  the  same  time  exposing  the 
rivets  of  the  first  course  to  the  direct  action  of  the  flame,  with 
nothing  whatever  to  protect  them.  The  engineer  claimed  that  he 
blew  water  from  the  boiler  quite  frequently,  yet  the  most  strenu- 
ous efforts  of  the  engineer  and  myself  could  not  start  the  blow-off 
plug,  showing  conclusively  that  it  had  not  been  used  for  a  very 
long  lime.  The  setting  was  filled  with  large  gaps  and  holes,  and 
the  general  appearance  was  one  of  extreme  neglect.  The  engineer 
stated  that  the  boiler  had  a  fusible  plug.  I  inquired  when  he  had 
renewed  it  last,  and  his  reply  was  *'  last  week."  I  next  inquired 
where  he  had  put  it.  He  said  "  in  the  head,  at  the  front."  I 
asked  him  to  show  it  to  me.  He  opened  the  front  doors  and 
looked  around,  and  then  admitted  that  he  did  not  know  what  a 
fusible  plug  was.  This  boiler  was  in  a  positively  dangerous  con- 
dition itself,  and  the  danger  was  intensified  by  the  absence  and 
incompetence  of  the  engineer.  This  boiler  is  on  one  of  the 
crowded  thoroughfares  of  South  Boston.  The  recommendation 
was  the  removal  of  the  boiler. 

The  boiler  at  another  establishment  inspected  was  defective  in 
two  p'articulars,  there  were  no  means  of  blowing  off  the  water 
column,  and  the  blow-off  valve  was  out  of  doors  where  it  could 
readily  be  frozen  during  the  winter.  These  defects  were  of  such 
a  nature  as  to  be  easily  remedied  by  the  engineer,  had  he  been 
sufficiently  posted  in  his  business  to  understand  what  might  happen 
from  such  a  condition  of  affairs.  The  defects  noted  are  very  com- 
mon, but  never  found  where  the  engineer  is  competent.  So  much 
depends  upon  knowing  what  the  water  level  in  a  boiler  is,  that 
every  care  should  be  taken  that  the  accuracy  of  the  glass  or 
gauges  is  not  impaired.  Where  water  columns  are  not  provided 
with  means  to  drain  them,  they  shortly  fill  up  with  deposits  and 
maintain  a  false  water  level  in  the  glass,  or  shut  off  the  column 
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entirely  from  connection  with  the  boiler.  The  danger  from  blow- 
off  valves  placed  outside  is  in  freezing.  If  this  occurs,  and  the 
engineer  is  not  competent,  the  mattej:  is  left  and  the  sediment  col- 
lecting in  the  boiler  fills  the  blow-off  pipe,  it  is  burned  off,  and 
trouble  results,  by  having  no  means  to  draw  the  sediment  from  the 
boiler^  in  many  cases  burning  the  shell  of  the  boiler,  because  the 
water  is  prevented  by  the  deposited  sediment  from  coming  in  con- 
tact with  the  heated  plate,  which  soon  becomes  overheated. 

One  boiler  inspected  had  defective  attachments.  The  water- 
glass  was  set  in  such  a  way  that  there  could  be  three  inches  of 
water  shown  in  the  glass,  yet  the  crown  sheet  of  this  boiler  be 
uncovered  by  water.  Unless  the  engineer  should  first  examine 
this  water-glass  it  would  be  easy  to  burn  out  this  crown  sheet  with 
plenty  of  water  showing  in  the  glass.  This  boiler  was  7iot  pro- 
vided with  a  fusible  plug,  as  required  by  law,  to  guard  against  just 
such  a  mishap  as  this. 

At  another  establishment  no  engineer  could  be  found.  '^  He  had 
just  gone  off  with  the  team,"  was  the  remark  of  one  of  the  men. 
The  boiler  was  a  small  horizontal  tubular,  had  been  burned  at  one 
time  and  patched ;  there  was  some  corrosion  on  top  and  the  wheel 
gone  from  the  lower  try-cock,  and  the  general  appearance  not  sat- 
isfactory. 

In  another  case  the  boiler  was  found  considerably  corroded  and 
pitted  along  the  water  line  inside ;  the  corrosion  could  not  yet  be 
considered  dangerous,  but  the  conditions  that  brought  about  this 
corrosion  and  the  pitting  noted  are  still  present,  and  its  develop- 
ment should  be  watched,  and  when  it  becomes  dangerous,  that  fact 
known.  The  boiler  has  no  engineer,  and  is  not  insured.  There 
is  no  way  it  can  have  the  proper  inspection,  except  by  a  good  engi- 
neer in  charge,  or  by  regular  inspection  by  some  outside  competent 
person.  It  has  reached  the  point  where  it  needs  frequent  inspec- 
tion. The  safety-valve  was  not  in  a  satisfactory  condition  or  posi- 
tion. The  top  of  the  boiler  is  so  close  to  the  ceiling  that  a  hole 
had  to  be  cut  in  the  fioor  overhead  to  get  at  the  safety-valve.  It 
is  an  inconvenient  matter  to  get  at  this  safety-valve  to  try  it,  as  it 
should  be  tried,  every  day,  and  it  is  quite  possible  for  the  lever  to 
get  jammed  against  the  rafters  overhead,  so  as  to  prevent  its 
working. 

At  one  establishment  visited  were  found  three  boilers.  One  of 
them  I  consider  unfit  for  further  use,  and  the  other  two  should  be 
limited  in  their  pressure.  Directly  over  this  dangerous  boiler  is  a 
box  shop  in  which  are  employed  a  large  number  of  girls.  None 
of  the  boilers  was  provided  with  fusible  plugsy  although  these  have 
Buice  been  added,  at  my  suggestion.    The  two  tubular  boilers 
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have  had  at  one  time  an  extension  front  attached  to  them,  built  of 
brick.  In  this  front  tlie  fnel  was  burned,  the  flame  striking  im- 
mediately under  the  front  end  of  the  boiler.  The  rivets  at  this 
place,  on  both  boilers,  are  burned  almost  to  the  shell,  and  all  along 
the  bottom  of  the  boiler  the  rivets  exposed  to  the  action  of  the 
fire  are  burned.  The  dry  sheet  is  burned  off,  there  is  considerable 
corrosion  along  the  seams,  and  serious  leakage  about  the  tubes. 
The  tubes  are  thin,  many  ends  burned  off,  and  considerable  corro- 
sion about  the  head  and  hand-holes.  The  boiler  is  dangerous  in 
its  present  condition.  When  asked  concerning  a  new  boiler,  or 
repairing  these,  the  owner  resented  any  suggestions  from  the 
State.  ^'  I  am  the  only  one  who  has  anything  to  lose  if  that  boiler 
bursts,"  was  his  reply.  When  asked  about  those  employed  over- 
head, he  could  only  reply,  '*  Let  them  look  out  for  themselves." 
One  of  the  boilers  was  reported  unfit  for  further  use,  and  changes 
suggested  in  the  others,  and  a  compliance  with  the  law  requiring 
fusible  plugs.  Putting  in  fusible  plugs  was  the  only  compliance 
with  the  recommendations  made. 

Another  boiler  was  found  not  insured,  the  companies  not  caring 
to  assume  the  risk  at  the  pressure  carried,  70  pounds.  Another 
boiler  owned  by  the  same  firm  is  insured.  This  boiler  is  a  Sullivan 
compound  tubular  boiler,  and  has  been  patched  at  one  time  on  the 
bottom  of  the  shell,  a  crack  appearing  in  the  shell.  This  boiler, 
the  engineer  states,  he  found  with  several  inches  of  mud  and  scale 
covering  the  bottom  inside.  The  only  thing  that  prevented  the 
plnte  being  burned  entirely  its  whole  length  was  the  fact  that  the 
dirt  so  filled  the  combustion  chamber  that  it  touched  the  bottom 
of  the  shell  and  prevented  the  fire  reaching  the  scaled  and  dirty 
portion,  the  fire  hugging  the  sides  of  the  boiler.  The  present 
engineer  is  a  competent  man,  but  the  pressure  I  consider  excessive 
to  carry  upon  this  boiler. 

At  another  shop  an  old  hoisting  engine  was  used  to  supply  the 
power.  The  engineer  has  other  work  to  do  all  over  the  yard,  and 
goes  to  the  boiler  occasionally  and  puts  on  plenty  of  coal.  The 
safety-valve  is  a  pop-valve,  and  is  set  at  80  pounds.  The  water 
is  blown  from  the  boiler  once  in  three  months  only.  Nearly  every 
seam  has  some  leaks  and  a  large  number  of  the  rivets  are  leaking, 
and  all  the  hand  holes  are  so  poorly  cared  for  that 'water  is  leak- 
ing from  them  all,  and  has  corroded  the  shell  considerably  all 
around  them.  This  is  a  case  of  general  neglect  and  the  absence 
of  a  suitable  person  to  care  for  the  boiler.  If  this  boiler  was 
cooled  off  and  subjected  to  hydraulic  test  it  would  show  defects 
about  the  top  tube  sheet  and  elsewhere.  The  boiler  is  not  safe  at 
the  pressure  carried,  and  the  recommendation  was  to  caulk  the 
seams,  tighten  rivets,  and  reduce  the  pressure  to  50  pounds. 
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In  another  place  the  boiler  was  of  the  Atlas  portable  type,  and 
the  head  and  slieet  were  flanged  outward  and  the  two  sheets 
riveted  together.  There  was  some  evidence  of  previous  leakage 
at  this  joint,  but  it  had  corroded  sufficiently  to  stop  the  leak. 
The  engineer  was  so  ignorant  of  the  construction  of  his  boiler 
that  when  this  was  pointed  out  to  him  he  said  it  could  not  leak 
there,  as  the  plate  there  was  solid,  and  it  was  hard  to  convince 
him  that  two  plates  were  riveted  together  here.  This  man  called 
himself  the  engineer,  but  he  knew  almost  nothing  of  what  an 
engineer  should  know. 

In  another  case  two  of  the  boilers  were  found  defective,  and 
upon  having  the  matter  pointed  out  to  him  the  owner  has  removed 
the  boilers  and  substituted  one  new  and  very  superior  boiler.  This 
battery  had  four  boilers.  Two  of  the  boilers  were  found  in  good 
shape,  but  the  other  two  were  defective.  They  were 'very  old 
boilers,  and  the  engineer  in  charge,  a  competent  person,  had 
called  the  attention  of  the  proprietor  to  them,  but  as  they  were 
covered  with  brick  no  thorough  inspection  had  been  given  them, 
or  could  be  given  until  the  shell  was  exposed.  This  the  owner 
decided  to  do,  and  at  the  time  of  the  inspection  there  was  present 
the  engineer,  a  boiler-maker  and  myself.  The  first  boiler  showed 
a  considerable  amount  of  corrosion  along  several  of  the  seams, 
and  corrosion  sufficient  to  make  the  boiler  dangerous  had  it  con- 
tinued unknown.  The  shell  of  the  boiler  had  been  burned  and 
patched ,  and  on  top  one  of  the  plates  was  laminated  to  such  an 
extent  that  the  iron  could  be  peeled  off  with  a  cold  chisel  and 
hammer,  the  lamination  taking  half  the  thickness  of  the  plate. 
The  boiler-maker  thought  this  boiler  could  be  repaired  at  some 
expense  and  still  be  used  at  low  pressure.  My  opinion  was  that 
the  boiler  was  unfit  for  further  use,  even  if  repaired.  The  fact 
that  the  boiler  had  been  burned  and  patched  left  no  assurance  as 
to  the  strength  of  the  remaining  plate,  and  the  lamination  found 
was  a  defect  in  the  original  plate  that  was  as  liable  to  be  found  in 
other  sheets  of  the  boiler  as  in  this  one.  The  second  boiler  was 
found  in  very  bad  shape,  positively  dangerous,  yet  the  boiler- 
maker  was  prepared  to  fix  it.  Scratching  the  corrosion  away 
along  one  of  the  seams,  it  did  not  take  long  to  scratch  a  hole 
through  the  plate.  This  corrosion  extended,  of  various  depths, 
almost  half  way  around  the  boiler,  and  was  found  to  exist  at  all 
the  seams,  although  not  to  such  an  extent  as  at  this  one.  This 
boiler  had  been  burned  a  number  of  times,  and  had  a  large 
number  of  patches  upon  it.  Many  of  the  tubes  had  split  and  had 
been  ferruled  or  thimbled,  or  entirely  plugged  up.  The  boiler- 
maker  said  this  boiler  ought  to  be  taken  out,  although  he  was 
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ready  to  fix  it  if  the  owner  said  so;  but  the  other  boiler  he 
thought  coald  be  made  tight  and  safe  at  a  low  pressure  by  a  few 
patches  at  places  he  designated.  My  opinion  was  that  neither 
boiler  was  nor  could  be  made  safe  with  any  proper  margin  of 
safety.    The  proprietor  has  removed,  as  stated,  both  boilers. 

The  ominous  feature  of  this  case  is,  that  such  a  dangerous  con. 
dition  of  aflPairs  actually  existed  with  75  to  100  persons  within  a 
radius  of  75  feet.  It  showed  conclusively  that  the  boilers  had  not 
been  thoroughly  inspected  for  a  very  long  time,  or  some  of  this 
corrosion  would  have  been  discovered,  or  else  it  has  been  known 
and  disregarded.  From  the  inquiries  I  made,  I  concluded  it  was 
lack  of  inspection  and  an  arrangement  of  the  setting  that  prevented 
efficient  inspection.  The  engineer  is  a  competent  man,  and  has 
doubted  these  boilers,  from  such  inspection  as  he  was  able  to  make, 
and,  in  rAy  opinion,  his  carefulness  had  much  to  do  with  preventing 
the  boilers  doing  damage.  No  insurance  company  would  insure 
such  boilers  as  these  were,  and  they  could  have  no  inspection, 
except  what  the  engineer  gave  them,  and  engineers  are  usually 
hampered  in  many  ways  from  making  such  an  efficient  inspection 
as  the  employer  thinks  might  develop  serious  defects.  In  talking 
the  matter  over  with  the  owner,  he  defended  himself  on  the 
ground  that ''  we  must  all  run  risks,"  yet  it  is  hardly  fair  to  run 
risks  without  judgment.  It  is  one  thing  to  run  risks  with  a 
knowledge  of  the  risk,  and  another  to  run  risks  not  knowing  the 
magnitude  of  the  risk.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  duty  of  an 
employer  is  to  not  force  his  employees  into  ninning  risks  that 
imperil  their  lives,  as  these  defective  boilers  undoubtedly  did. 

In  another  place  a  boiler  was  found  in  very  bad  condition.  The 
boiler  is  an  old  one,  and  had  been  subjected  to  hard  usage.  The 
most  serious  defect  was  that  the  dry  sheet  of  the  boiler  had  been 
burned  clear  to  the  rivets,  and  these  rivets,  so  far  as  could  be  seen, 
were  also  pretty  well  burned  off,  and  the  boiler  at  this  place  must 
have  only  a  portion  of  its  original  strength,  and  a  small  portion. 
An  attempt  had  been  made  to  protect  the  rivets  from  further 
injury  by  placing  a  sheet  of  iron  over  them  and  cementing  at  the 
side  nearest  the  fire,  but  this  cement  had  nearly  all  dropped  out, 
leaving  the  weakened  spot  still  exposed  to  the  action  of  the  fire. 
This  boiler  is  very  seldom  given  an  internal  inspection.  The 
blow-off  was  leaking  badly ;  the  boiler  was  not  provided  with  a  fusi- 
ble plug ;  there  was  considerable  corrosion  on  tubes  and  heads ; 
some  of  the  tube  ends  have  been  burned  off :  most  of  the  tubes  are 
leaking,  or  have  been  leaking  and  tightened  by  corrosion  ;  the  fire 
sheets  have  been  burned  at  times  and  repaired  by  patching ;  the 
hand-holes  have  been  leaking  and  the  plate  below  the  hand-hole  at 
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frout  head  is  reduced  by  corrosion  in  places  to  not  more  than  a  thick- 
ness of  one-eighth  of  an  inch.  The  recommendation  in  this  case 
was  that  the  boiler  be  removed.  This  plant  has  also  two  other 
boilers.  Neither  of  them  was  provided  with  a  fusible  plug  and  the 
general  condition  of  one  of  them  was  very  poor.  One  of  these 
boilers  was  provided  with  an  external  furqace,  in  which  the  fuel 
was  burned,  and  then  allowed  to  pass  under  the  boilers,  strikiog 
the  shell  very  near  to  the  front  head.  The  two  other  boilers  had 
been  provided  with  this  external  furnaoe,  and  its  effects  are  to  be 
seen  in  the  poor  condition  of  the  first  sheet  and  its  rivets.  These 
boilers  were  in  the  basement  of  a  mill,  and  directly  over  them  a 
large  number  of  men  and  girls  were  working.  The  whole  cellar  in 
front  of  the  boilers  was  found  filled  with  shavings,  with  no  wall 
between  the  boilers  and  this  large  pile  of  inflammable  material. 
A  slight  accident  to  these  boilers  could  easily  be  sufi9cient  to  do 
considerable  damage  and  add  the  horrors  of  fire  to  any  boiler 
accident.  When  the  attention  of  this  proprietor  was  called  to  the 
matter  he  replied  that  he  was  the  only  one  who  had  anything  lo 
lose ;  if  the  boilers  exploded  it  would  be  his  loss.  Fusible  plugs 
have  been  put  in,  but  no  other  recommendations  followed. 

In  another  place,  where  the  blow-off  pipe  is  placed  in  the  front 
head,  it  appeared  that  the  water  had  been  very  bad  and  the  bottom 
blow-off  very  frequently  became  clogged  up  with  dirt  and  burned 
out.  This  is  no  reason  for  the  change,  as  it  indicated  that  the 
boilers  were  very  seldom  blown  off,  and  when  this  was  done  the 
accumulation  of  dirt  was  so  much  that  it  stopped  up  the  blow-off 
pipe. 

In  another  place  near  this  establishment  was  a  boiler  beneath  a 
shop  in  which  a  large  number  of  people  were  working.  It  was 
some  time  before  I  could  find  out  who  the  engineer  was  or  where 
he  was.  The  proprietor  showed  me  the  boiler,  first  saying  he  was 
engineer.  After  some  time  a  man  running  a  machine  in  an  adjoin- 
ing room  was  brought  out  as  the  engineer,  but  some  inquiries  of 
him  showed  that  he  did  not  know  much  about  the  boiler.  Between 
them  both,  I  learned  that  the  boiler  had  been  frequently  allowed  to 
run  with  water  so  low  that  the  fusible  plug  would  melt  out,  indi* 
eating  the  attention  it  received.  The  boiler  was  built  originally 
for  heating  only,  but  is  now  being  run  at  fifty  pounds  pressure. 
One  tube  is  split. 

In  one  place  steam  is  supplied  from  three  locomotive-type  fire- 
box boilers.  These  boilers  are  twenty  years  of  age.  Two  of  the 
boilers  were  leaking  at  the  mud-drum  and  at  each  of  the  four  cor- 
ners of  the  fire-box.  The  rivets  were  rusted  away  considerably  in 
places.     There  was  considerable  corrosion  of  water-leg  at  the 
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grate  line,  and  in  some  places  this  corrosion  was  quite  deep.  A 
number  of  the  stay-bolts  were  leaking.  The  exhaust  steam  from 
the  engine  returned  to  a  tank  and  was  then  pumped  into  the 
boiler.  An  attempt  was  made  to  prevent  the  oil  in  the  exhaust 
steam  getting  into  the  boiler,  but  with  little  success.  A  pipe  had 
been  run  to  the  bottom  of  the  tank.  This  was  the  suction  pipe  to 
the  pump,  and  it  was  so  fixed  that  it  would  draw  air  when  the 
water  was  within  a  foot  of  the  bottom  of  the  tank,  the  supposition 
being  that  when  the  pump  commenced  to  take  air  instead  of  water 
the  oil  floating  on  the  top  of  the  water  would  not  enter  the 
pump.  Oil,  however,  did  get  into  the  boilers,  and  its  mixture 
with  the  dirt  in  the  boiler  probably  caused  so  much  leakage  around 
the  water-leg.  The  corrosion  of  the  water-leg  was  due  to  careless 
attendance.  When  the  boilers  were  laid  off,  as  frequently  hap- 
pened, the  ashes  were  not  cleaned  from  the  grate  bars.  Moisture 
would  collect  in  these  ashes  and  the  inevitable  result  is  corrosion  ; 
but  the  engineer  had  not  realized  there  was  any  danger  in  not 
removing  the  ashes.  A  general  overhauling  and  repair  of  the 
boilers  was  recommended. 

Cases  were  very  frequent  where  the  "engineer"  did  not  even 
know  the  name  of  the  engine  he  was  running,  and  did  not  pretend 
to  know  anything  about  the  boiler.  From  one  of  the  boilers  the 
water  was  leaking  very  freely  from  a  poor  attempt  at  a  hard  patch 
that  had  been  put  on  by  a  local  machinist  where  the  plate  had 
been  burned  and  cracked.  In  another  case,  near  by,  nine  of  the 
tubes  w^re  leaking  and  the  genera]  appearance  very  bad.  The 
engineer  could  tell  nothing  of  the  condition  of  the  boilers,  as  he 
did  not  know  anything  about  them.  There  was  no  water-glass  on 
either  boiler  and  the  gauge-cocks  were  in  very  bad  shape.  Prob- 
ably an  internal  inspection  of  these  boilers  would  show  them  to 
have  other  defects.  They  have  had  no  internal  inspection  for 
years.  In  another  case,  where  the  engineer  had  no  right  to  that 
appellation,  the  safety-valve  was  so  twisted  and  bent  that  it  could 
not  be  operated,  and  other  defects  were  noted  and  changes  recom- 
mended. In  still  another  of  these  cases  nearly  every  tube  in  the 
back  head  of  the  boiler  was  leaking  badly.  The  man  in  charge 
knew  of  it,  but  had  never  said  anything  about  it  to  any  one. 

In  the  city  of  Lawrence  the  custom  prevails  of  giving  one 
janitor  the  charge  of  three  boilers  in  different  schools,  these 
schools  being  a  long  distance  apart.  It  was  therefore  very  diflS- 
cult  to  find  these  janitors,  and  only  one  was  found  at  the  school. 
In  all  the  other  cases  in  this  city  the  janitors  were  at  the  other 
schools  in  their  charge  at  the  time  of  inspection.  The  method  of 
the  janitors  seems  to  be  to  put  plenty  of  coal  on  the  fire  and 
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leave  everything  until  he  gets  around  again.  It  had  been  the 
experience  of  the  only  janitor  having  three  buildings  that  I  saw 
that  his  boiler  had  been  emptied  at  one  time  in  his  absence,  and 
from  other  sources  I  learned  that  others  had  this  same  experience, 
in  the  case  of  one  boiler,  a  number  of  times.  Very  little  will 
cause  this  to  happen,  and  when  it  does  it  should  have  some  one 
around  to  look  after  things  in  time. 

In  another  city  the  boilers  were,  many  of  them,  not  provided 
with  fusible  plugs,  as  required  by  law,  and  the  reason  they  were 
not  so  provided  was  because  it  was  very  possible  that  low  water 
would  be  a  common  occurrence  and  the  relieving  of  the  safety- 
plug  might  frighten  the  scholars.  Some  of  the  boilers  in  school- 
houses  are  obviously  too  small  to  do  sufficient  heating  without 
forcing  the  fires,  and  in  these  cases  the  opportunity  of  burning  the 
boiler  is  very  good,  particularly  when  the  janitor  is  away  and  the 
teachera  shutting  off  and  turning  on  different  radiators.  Where 
the  janitor  is  in  the  building  he  has  found  by  experience  that  the 
handling  of  the  radiators  by  teachers  has  been  the  cause  of  trouble, 
and  Las  been  obliged  to  ask  that  the  teachers  shall  not  open  or 
close  the  valves.  But  in  places  where  the  janitor  is  away  for 
hours,  journeying  to  and  looking  after  other  schools,  this  cannot 
be  done ;  but  the  same  trouble  will  come  by  the  teachers  handling 
the  radiators  with  the  janitor  away  as  was  found  when  he  was 
present  to  see  the  results. 

As  a  general  rule  the  janitors  in  schools  were  found  not  to  have 
had  any  experience  at  the  time  they  became  janitors.  Many  of 
them  have  obtained  some  knowledge  by  experience,  while  others 
have  not  had  their  experience  yet,  and  questions  asked  them  show 
that  they  have  no  idea  as  to  what  this  trouble  is  going  to  be. 
Many  of  them  cannot  point  out  a  single  way  that  water  can  be 
drawn  from  their  boiler  under  any  other  condition  than  blowing  it 
out  of  the  blow-off  pipe.  The  experience  of  one  janitor  who  does 
know  is  but  a  duplicate  of  the  experience  of  others.  This  school 
held  about  500  pupils.  The  first  trouble  came  at  night,  just  as 
an  evening  school  was  opening  its  session.  He  had  forgotten 
about  his  supply-valve  and  had  filled  the  boiler  to  overflowing  and 
up  into  the  radiators.  When  this  was  discovered  he  opened  the 
blow-off  to  blow  out  the  surplus  water,  and  as  this  was  an  uncom- 
mon occurrence,  forgot  he  had  done  so,  and  left  the  school  until 
the  session  should  be  over.  When  he  returned  at  9  o'clock  he 
*'  could  smell  the  burning  iron,"  was  the  way  he  put  it.  Every 
drop  of  the  water  had  gone  from  the  boiler,  with  a  hot  fire  on  and 
children  in  school  over  it.  He  drew  his  fires  and  waited  until 
after  12  o'clock  before  he  put  in  water,  and  he  was  rejoiced  to  find 
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that  the  boiler  showed  do  signs  of  leaking  and  the  incident  was 
never  mentioned.    His  next  experience  was  this : 

One  day  he  noticed  on  entering  the  room  that  all  the  water  had 
gone  from  the  glass,  and  whether  entirely  gone  from  the  boiler  he 
could  not  say.  Upon  looking  around  he  found  the  steam-valve 
had  been  closed,  shutting  off  the  supply  from  the  house,  and  a 
neglected  check-valve  had  allowed  the  water  to  be  forced,  by  the 
pressure  in  the  boiler,  out  through  the  returns  into  the  radiators, 
and  the  water  was  in  the  radiatora  instead  of  the  boiler. 

The  experience  of  another  janitor  is  a  very  common  one.  "  The 
lowest  bidder"  puts  in  very  cheap  valves  sometimes.  It  came 
up  warm  while  he  was  off  at  some  other  school  and  the  teachers 
closed  the  radiators,  closing  both  valves ;  but  the  steam-valves 
leaked,  consequently  the  steam  condensed  in  the  radiators,  and 
the  returns  being  closed  also,  but  happening  to  be  tighter,  the 
water  was  prevented  from  returning.  In  this  case  the  master 
of  the  school  smelted  something  burning,  went  into  the  cellar 
and  found  it  was  the  boiler.  School  was  dismissed  and  the 
janitor  sent  for,  the  master  covering  the  fire  wilh  ashes  mean- 
while, and  when  the  janitor  arrived  he  found  no  water  in  the 
boiler ;  he  opened  all  the  radiators  and  the  water  soon  came  in  sight. 
It  was  some  time,  however,  before  he  found  out  how  it  happened. 
Other  cases  could  be  cited,  all  of  them  showing  that  these  janitors 
obtained,  and  others  are  going  to  obtain,  their  knowledge  of  what 
may  happen  to  a  boiler  by  experience  obtained  running  a  boiler 
with  a  school  full  of  children  overhead.  They  ought  to  know 
these  things  before  being  allowed  to  take  charge  of  the  boiler. 

Some  attention  seems  to  be  needed  concerning  hotel  boilers. 
The  engineers  in  charge  of  them  are  very  poor  in  very  many  cases, 
and  in  many  cases  are  no  more  than  firemen  with  a  janitor  over 
them,  the  janitor  pretending  to  know,  but  in  reality  knowing 
nothing  of  the  proper  inspection  of  the  boilers  or  engines.  In  a 
large  hotel  in  this  city  an  external  inspection  only  showed  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  paint  and  bright  work  about  those  portions  of 
the  boiler  and  pumps  that  could  be  seen,  yet  two  of  the  boilers  had 
inoperative  safety-valves.  It  is  commendable  to  have  a  neat-look- 
ing boiler-room,  but  it  is  more  commendable  for  a  hotel  to  have 
some  one  about  the  place  who  knows  something  about  the  inside 
of  the  boilers.  On  one  boiler  the  safety-valve  was  found  with  the 
ball  at  the  extreme  end  of  the  lever,  and  in  addition  two  heavy 
iron  weights  hung  on  the  lever  as  well.  The  boiler  besides  had 
the  lever  so  twisted  and  bent  as  to  render  the  safety-valve  useless 
in  case  of  emergency. 
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In  another  hotel  a  large  number  of  defects  were  fonnd  about  the 
boiler  that  should  have  been  looked  after ;  but  the  worst  one  was 
a  safety-valve  outlet  pipe  out  of  doors  and  a  valve  on  the  end  of 
this  outlet  closed.  Thus  this  safety-valve  was  absolutely  useless. 
I  asked  this  engineer  what  that  valve  was  on  the  safety-valve 
outlet  for,  and  he  replied  there  was  none  there,  and  appeared  very 
much  surprised  when  it  was  pointed  out  to  him.  Yet  he  had  been 
around  that  boiler,  day  in  and  day  out,  for  three  months  and  never 
discovered  that  valve  or  even  gave  his  safety-valve  a  moment's 
thought  all  that  time. 

In  another  hotel  on  the  principal  street  I  found  60  pounds  of 
steam  on,  but  no  engineer.  After  a  wait  of  15  minutes  a  search 
found  him  sitting  in  a  back  yard,  smoking.  The  boiler  was  in 
pretty  bad  shap^,  the  diy  sheet  having  been  nearly  burned  oflf  and 
the  fire  coming  directly  up  into  the  up- take  and  exposing  all  the 
dry  rivets  at  this  point  to  the  fierce  heat  of  the  fire.  This  was  a 
bad  condition  of  afifairs,  but  the  whole  appearance  of  the  plant 
was  of  the  same  neglectful  order.  The  various  pipes  leading  to 
the  boiler  were  badly  corroded  ;  the  tin  covering  on  the  ceiling  over- 
head had  fallen  down  and  was  resting  on  the  boiler  or  propped  up 
over  the  safety-valve  with  loose  sticks  ;  the  back  connection  was  so 
filled  with  dirt  that  it  was  impossible  to  see  how  the  back  head  looked 
and  the  engineer  could  tell  nothing  of  its  condition,  not  even  if  it 
was  provided  with  a  fusible  plug.  In  examining  this  engineer,  I 
asked  him  to  point  out  the  blow-oflP  valve.  He  pointed  to  the 
valve  draining  the  water  column.  "  I  don't  mean  that,"  I  re- 
plied ;  *'  if  you  were  obliged  to  quickly  blow  the  water  out  of  this 
boiler,  where  would  you  blow  it  from?"  He  pointed  again  to  the 
water  column  and  said  he  could  not  see  any  other  place  but 
that.  Then  I  pointed  to  the  blow-oflf  pipe  provided  for  this  very 
purpose  and  asked  him  where  that  led  to,  and  he  replied  that  he 
hadn't  traced  out  that  pipe  yet.  That  was  a  sample  of  his  knowl- 
6^ge,  yet  there  was  a  large  hotel  overhead  with  its  occupants 
depending  n[>on  such  knowledge  as  this  for  their  safety. 

A  source  of  danger  is  apparent  from  the  use  of  portable  boilers 
in  chaise  of  incompetent  men.  These  boilers  are  subjected  to 
severer  usage  than  if  stationary.  They  are  obliged  to  use  such 
water  as  is  available  at  the  spot  they  are  located,  and  these  places 
are  in  many  cases  isolated  from  a  good  water  supply.  That  avail- 
able is  often  very  dirty ;  in  cases  it  is  filled  with  lime  and  similar 
deposits,  and  often  contains  gases  and  acids  that  are  very  injurious 
to  the  life  of  the  boiler.  Such  boilers  need  competent  men,  and 
men  who  understand  what  effect  the  different  waters  will  have  on 
the  strength  of  boilers  and  how  they  should  Ue  treated.     Instead 
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of  this  T  fiad  them  very  frequently  in  charge  of  boys  or  men 
utterly  iDcompetent.  In  one  case  the  engineer  was  a  boy  who  had 
been  put  on  to  run  the  boiler  and  engine  with  no  experience  what- 
ever. He  had  been  at  it  then  nearly  two  months,  but  had  done 
nothing  whatever  but  shovel  in  coal  and  pump  in  water.  This 
boiler  was  drawn  up  close  to  a  house  in  Melrose.  A  number  of 
the  rivets  were  leaking  badly ;  the  different  hand-holes  were  also 
leaking  and  corroding  the  shell  where  they  leaked  ;  the  blow-off 
pipe  was  plugged,  and  the  various  union  joints  about  the  boiler 
were  dropping  water  upon  the  boiler  shell.  Frequent  inspection 
and  careful  attendance  this  boiler  should  have.  It  received  no 
inspection  and  the  service  of  any  boy  who  happened  to  be 
available.

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The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  early  in  the  history 
of  her  legislation  recognized  the  necessity  of  protecting  the 
working  people  employed  in  manufacturing  and  mechanical 
establishments  from  the  dangers  to  which  they  are  exposed 
by  unprotected  machinery.  Other  laws  providing  for  the 
proper  ventilation  of  work-ft)oms,  adequate  means  of  egress 
from  buildings  where  operatives  are  employed,  and  looking^ 
to  and  providing  for  the  safety  and  comfort  of  the  industrial 
classes  throughout  the  State,  were  subsequently  enacted. 

But  there  was  one  link  absent  which,  if  inserted  in  the 
chain,  would  make  our  system  of  factory  inspection  as  nearly 
perfect  as  legislation  could  provide,  and  satisfy  the  work 
people  that  the  Commonwealth  is  doing  everything  in  its 
power  to  provide  for  them  healthful  work-rooms,  and  to 
secure  safety  to  life  and  limb.  This  missing  link  in  our 
factory-inspection  laws  is  that  of  boiler  inspection  and  the 
proper  supervision  over  those  in  charge  of  them. 

The  safety  of  the  public  requires  this  safeguard.  It  is  not 
necessary  to  create  a  separate  department  of  inspection  for 
this  work.  The  appointment  of  additional  inspectors  com- 
petent to  perform  the  duties  of  boiler  inspection  would  be 
all  that  is  required.  I  cannot  too  earnestly  recommend  the 
enactment  of  a  law  providing  for  the  inspection  of  uninsured 
steam  boilers,  and  the  licensing  of  all  persons  in  charge 
thereof. 

Ventilation  and  Other  Sanitary  Provisions  in  Fac- 
tories, Workshops,  School-houses  and  Public 
Buildings. 

Perhaps  if  a  complete  code  of  so-called  labor  legislation 
had  been  formulated  at  the  time  when  the  Commonwealth 
inaugurated  its  policy  for  the  protection  of  those  employed 
in  textile  and  other  similar  pursuits,  ventilation  and  other 
sanitary  provisions  might  have  been  almost,  if  not  entirely, 
overlooked. 

Of  course  it  has  always  been  known  that  there  were  great 
evils  in  that  direction  to  be  remedied,  and  it  has  also  been 
considered  that  something  ought  to  be  done  to  provide 
suitable  accommodations  for  the  comfort  and  health  of  the 
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working  people,  whose  surroundings  were  certainly  suscep- 
tible of  improvement. 

Scientific  investigation,  however,  within  a  few  years,  has 
been  actively  directed  towards  the  discovery  of  the  actual 
condition  of  workers  in  our  manufacturing  and  similar 
establishments ;  and  the  disclolures  that  have  been  made 
have  resulted  in  legislation  which  seeks  to  correct  at  least 
the  most  glaring  evils. 

The  duty  of  the  State  to  interfere  in  behalf  of  the  %vork- 
ing  classes  (using  this  phrase  in  its  popular  sense)  had  often 
been  disputed. 

Given  the  opportunity  to  labor  and  the  removal  of  such 
restrictions  as  may  properly  be  considered  within  the  prov- 
ince of  government,  what  further  concern,  it  has  been 
asked,  have  the  constituted  auihorities  with  the  comfort, 
health  and  general  welfare  of  the  laboring  classes? 

The  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  has  never  allowed 
theoretical  objections  to  stand  in  the  way  of  such  factory 
legislation  as  careful  investigation  has  shown  to  be  essential 
to  the  welfare  of  the  operative.  Only  in  recent  years  has 
the  supreme  importance  of  sanitary  science  been  recognized. 
To  be  sure,  medical  men  have  long  insisted  upon  the  necessity 
of  suitable  ventilation  in  the  houses  of  the  people.  And 
sanitary  science  has  shown  the  dangers  of  bad  air,  imperfect 
drainage  and  other  sources  of  disease  and  death. 

But  it  seemed  to  be  tacitly  conceded  that  workshops, 
factories,  school-houses  and  public  buildings  generally  were 
beyond  the  scope  of  sanitary  protection.  Good  air  in  a 
factory  almost  seemed  to  be  an  unattainable  luxury ;  dust, 
heat  and  foul  odors  were  apparently  regarded  as  necessary 
evils  in  workshops  and  like  establishments.  The  dense, 
stilling  atmosphere  which  was  once  endured  in  school-houses 
seemed  to  be  inseparable  from  masses  of  children.  Occasion- 
ally some  crude  attempts  were  made  to  remedy  the  most  of 
the  evils,  but  people  worked  in  the  dark  and  were  more 
inclined  to  accept  the  situation  than  to  put  forth  efforts  to 
chnnge  it.  Sanit^iry  appliances  in  public  buildings  were 
public  nuisances;  but  when  the  facts  in  some  of  the  moie 
conspicuous  cases  were  brought  to  public  attention  by  the 
newspapers,  discussed   in   conventions  by  the  people,  and 
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sabmitted  to  the  Legislature,  the  most  approved  ideas  of 
sanitary  science  were  incorporated  into  statutes  the  vigorous 
enforcement  of  which  has  already  produced  in  this  Common- 
wealth changes  which  are  scarcely  yet  appreciated. 

Until  within  a  few  years  there  was  absolutely  no  attempt 
at  ventilation  anywhere  in  our  school-rooms,  unless  by  the 
crude  and  senseless  method  of  opening  doors  and  windows 
occasionally.  This  meant  the  sudden  inflow  of  cold  air, 
instantly  lowering  the  temperature,  and  in  some  instances 
doing  more  harm  than  good. 

To  educate  the  public  concerning  the  correct  principle  of 
ventilation,  drainage  and  similar  matters  has  been  a  labori- 
ous and  somewhat  discouraging  task.  It  has  been  necessary 
to  stem  the  tide  of  indifference  and  to  arouse  the  sense  of 
responsi!)iIity.  Evils  that  are  palpable  to  the  senses,  that 
thrust  themselves  upon  our  notice,  and  whose  results  are 
immediate,  it  is  natural  to  suppose  would  challenge  prompt 
and  vigorous  resistance.  The  history  of  the  movement  to 
secure  scientific  ventilation  and  drainage  by  legislation  show, 
however,  that  not  until  recently  have  suitable  efibrts  been 
made  to  secure  and  maintain  the  public  health  by  sanitary 
laws,  rigidly  enforced. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  no  appeals  have 
been  made  during  the  past  year  by  school  authorities  from 
orders  issued  by  this  department  for  better  ventilation  and 
sanitary  provisions  in  school  buildings.  The  school  boards 
throughout  the  State  have  acted  with  commendable  prompt- 
ness in  their  endeavors  to  secure  an  abundance  of  pure  air 
for  the  children  while  in  school. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  some  of  the  school  buildings 
which  have  been  provided  with  systems  of  ventilation  under 
the  requirements  of  chapter  149,  Acts  of  18»8,  and  the 
cubic  feet  of  air  supply  and  exhaust  per  minute  per  pupil, 
estimating  on  the  basis  of  forty-five  per  room,  which  is 
found  to  be  the  average  of  attendance  in  the  school-rooms 
visited :  —

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The  following  plans  or  methods  or  systems  of  ventilation, 
designed  by  the  inspectors  detailed  for  thi«  important  work, 
give  useful  and  practical  information  on  this  subject  of  uni- 
versal interest.  Their  long  experience  and  the  exceptional 
opportunities  afforded  them  have  given  this  department  facts 
that  are  worthy  of  adoption,  and  I  respectfully  call  the 
attention  of  those  interested  in  the  best  achievements  in  the 
art  of  ventilation  to  this  portion  of  my  report. 

System  of  Heating  and   Ventilation  of  a  Fourteen- 
ROOM  School-house  by  Mechanical  Means. 

I  renew  ray  statement  that  I  believe  that  the  distinguish- 
ing excellence  of  any  method  of  ventilation  must  consist  in, 
and  be  in  exact  ratio  to,  its  adaptivcness  to  meet  the  require- 
ments in  each  case.  Nor  do  I  think  it  possible  for  any  plan 
to  succeed  which  does  not  include  the  architecture  and  situa- 
tion of  the  building  to  be  ventilated,  its  surroundings  and 
the  number  of  those  who  occupy  it.  In  order  to  effect  at 
once  the  most  perfect  heating  and  ventilation  of  any  apart- 
ment it  is  necessary  to  introduce  at  a  very  low  velocity  and 
temperature  a  large  volume  of  pure  air,  delivered  at  a  point 
that  will  admit  of  complete  circulation  through  all  parts  of 
the  apartment,  and  then  removal.  Particular  attention  must 
be  given  to  the  position  of  the  inlets  and  outlets.  The 
apparatus  used  should  be  of  such  a  type  as  to  enable  the 
person  in  charge  to  completely  control  the  temperature  at  all 
seasons  of  the  year  and  under  all  atmospheric  conditions, 
without  diminishing  the  supply  of  fresh  air. 

It  will  be  seen  by  Plate  1  that  ample  provision  has  been 
made  for  the  introduction  of  cold  air.  A  largo  cold-air 
room,  marked  b  b,  is  provided,  and  through  large  openings 
sufficient  air  is  drawn  into  this  room  to  supply  the  whole 
building.  Fans  by  which  the  desired  volume  of  air  can  be 
forced  through  a  heater  are  also  provided.  Experience  has 
demonstrated  the  fact  that  a  series  of  coils  of  steam  pipe  is 
the  most  effectual  and  economical  form  of  heater.  The  ducts 
are  constructed  of  material  which  will  present  a  smooth  sur- 
face to  the  air,  and  the  areas  should  be  such  as  to  allow  the 
desired  volume  of  air  to  pass  at  a  low  velocity,  in  order 
to  diminish  the  friction.     The   ducts  or  passages,  marked 
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b  b  and  c  c  on  basement  plan,  should  have  a  sectional  area 
of  at  least  125  square  feet;  the  two  side  chambers,  marked 
gg,  at  least  75  square  feet  each;  h  h,  34  square  feet;  and 
the  openings  supplying  heaters  a  a,  16  square  feet.  The 
above  are  the  important  areas,  and  are  calculated  to  handle 
the  air  at  a  velocity  of  750  feet  per  minute,  which  is  about 
the  best  speed  for  the  ducts  leading  to  the  individual  heaters. 

Heating  Apparatus. 

Two  horizontal  tubular  boilers^  brick-set  and  twin  con- 
nected, valved  and  piped  in  such  a  manner  as  will  allow  the 
use  of  either  one  or  both. 

Twenty-eight  thousand  and  thirty-eight  lineal  feet  one-' 
inch  steam  pipe^  made  up  into  coils  and  placed  as  shown 
upon  Plate  1,  and  connected  with  the  boilers  by  extra  large 
steam  mains  and  returns,  laid  out  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
give  free  circulation  and  allow  the  return  of  the  water  of 
condensation  to  the  boilers  by  gravity  alone.  The  amount 
of  the  radiation  and  the  size  of  the  boilers  is  such  as  to  insure 
the  required  amount  of  heat  under  a  very  low  steam  pressure, 
probably  never  exceeding  20  pounds  in  the  most  severe 
climate.  The  amount  of  radiation  is  figured  at  1  to  60  ;  that 
is,  1  square  foot  of  radiating  surface  to  60  cubic  feet  of  space 
to  be  heated,  excepting  in  the  sanitaries,  where  it  is  figured 
1  to  20,  for  reasons  stated  hereafter.  As  auxiliaries  to  be 
used  in  the  event  of  an  accident  occurring,  preventing  the 
operation  of  the  fans,  means  for  direct  radiation  should  be 
supplied  in  the  schoolrooms,  hallways,  auditorium  and  other 
rooms  in  general  use  in  the  building. 

Four  fans  (see  Plate  1,  marked  c  c,  and  Plate  4,  marked 
ad)  for  moving  the  air ;  some  approved  form  of  the  pro- 
peller type,  of  such  size  that  when  revolving  at  a  low  speed 
each  will  have  a  capacity  of  not  less  than  90,000  cubic  feet 
per  minute  when  blowing  into  open  space,  and  each  fan 
provided  with  a  steam,  water  or  electric  motor.  The  posi- 
tion of  the  fans,  air  passages  and  ducts  will  be  seen  by 
reference  to  Plates  1  and  4. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  one  branch  of  the 
apparatus,  and  will  serve  to  show  the  general  arrangement 
of  the  whole :  — 
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The  fresh  air,  after  being  drawn  through  the  filters  and 
passed  into  the  fresh-air  chambers  by  means  of  the  plenum 
fans,  is  conducted  through  a  brick  duct  into  the  brick 
receiving  chamber  containing  the  heater  (marked  a  a  on 
Plate  1 ;  also  a  sectional  view  is  shown  on  Plate  6).  This 
heater  is  to  heat  the  air  supply  for  four  regular  school-rooms 
(.first-floor  rooms,  C  and  D ;  second-floor  rooms,  R  and  S). 
After  passing  through  this  heater,  the  air  is  conveyed  into 
the  brick  ducts  leading  to  the  school-rooms  by  means  of 
galvanized  iron  conduits  (see  Plates  I  and  6),  each  one 
supplied  with  a  mixing  damper  which  can  be  controlled  from 
its  respective  room.  The  advantage  to  be  gained  by  having 
a  large  number  of  isolated  heaters  is  that  any  portion  of  the 
building  may  be  cut  ofi*  at  will  when  not  in  use,  thus  effect- 
ing a  considerable  economy.  For  instance,  there  will  be 
many  days  when  the  auditorium  is  not  needed,  at  which 
time  its  heater  can  be  shut  off,  leaving  less  surface  presented 
for  the  condensation  of  steam,  and  consequently  so  much  fuel 
saved.  The  main  air  ducts  are  also  arranged  so  that  any 
branch  may  be  cut  off  or  regulated  at  will. 

Each  school-room  in  this  building  is  35  by  30  by  14  feet 
high,  equalling  14,700  feet  cubic  contents.  Number  of 
occupants  to  be  58,  thus  allowing  253.45  cubic  feet  of  space 
to  each.  The  fresh-air  supply  is  50  cubic  feet  per  minute 
for  each  occupant,  making  2,900  feet.  This,  to  be  delivered 
at  a  velocity  of  400  feet  per  minute,  will  require  a  duct 
presenting  an  area  of  7|  square  feet ;  35  by  30  by  14  feet 
equals  14,700  feet,  divided  by  58  equals  253.45 ;  58  multi- 
plied by  50  equals  2,900,  divided  by  400  equals  7^. 

Each  room  also  has  a  foul-air  duct  the  same  size  as  the 
fresh  duct,  through  which  the  foul  air  passes  to  the  ex- 
haust chamber  in  the  top  of  the  building,  and  is  forced  out 
by  means  of  the  exhaust  fans  when  the  room  is  in  use. 
(See  plates  for  illustration.)  But  at  night  the  air  from  the 
room  will  be  allowed  to  pass  into  the  foul-air  duct,  and  then 
will  be  deflected  by  means  of  a  regulator  so  that  it  will  pass 
back  down  into  the  receiving  chamber  containing  the  heater, 
a  a,  and  thence  back  from  the  heater  into  the  room  (see 
Plate  6),  making  a  return  circulation  of  the  air,  which  will 
maintain  a  moderate  temperature  in  the  rooms  without  the 
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use  of  the  fans,  thus  dispensing  with  the  necessity  of  any 
attendant,  the  fires  simply  being  banked,  and  holding  little 
or  no  steam  pressure  in  the  boilers.  The  areas  of  the  open- 
ings from  the  hot-air  duct  and  the  foul-air  duct  into  the 
room  are  fifteen  per  cent,  greater  than  the  areas  of  the 
ducts,  so  as  to  allow  for  the  friction  presented  by  the  wire 
guards. 

The  heater,  a  a  (Plates  1  and  6),  consists  of  308  one- 
inch  steam  pipes,  9  feet  long,  made  up  with  headers  and 
return  bends  in  two  sectionsj  the  lower  section  containing 
350  square  feet,  the  upper  section  630  square  feet,  of 
radiating  surface,  piped  and  valved  so  that  either  one  or 
both  sections  may  be  used,  thus  giving  cither  350,  630,  or 
980  square  feet  of  radiating  surface  for  use  in  warmiqg  the 
air,  according  as  the  outside  temperature  may  require. 
Above  the  two  outside  rows  of  pipe  in  each  side  of  the 
heater  is  placed  a  three-quarter-inch  cold-water  pipe,  per- 
forated with  minute  holes,  and  arranged  so  as  to  throw  a 
fine  spray  upon  the  steam  pipes,  and  thus  supply  the  proper 
amount  of  moisture  to  the  heated  air.  All  of  the  regulated 
school-rooms,  including  the  recitation-rooms,  are  cared  for 
in  the  above  manner. 

The  hallways  (marked  K,  L,  O,  Z,  Z^  on  Plates  2  and  3) 
throughout  the  building  are  provided  with  heaters  of  the 
same  general  construction  (see  Plates  1,  2  and  3,  and  d  d 
on  Plate  5),  but  not  with  mixing  dampers ;  and  the  volume 
of  air  is  introduced  through  large  floor  registers,  which  can 
be  used  as  foot-warmers,  and  is  such  as  will  insure  a  com- 
plete change  of  all  the  air  in  the  hallways  once  in  ten 
minutes. 

The  teachers'  rooms,  on  the  first  floor,  are  supplied  with 
both  cold  and  hot  air,  regulated  by  mixing  dampers,  and 
in  such  a  volume  as  to  change  the  air  in  the  room  once  in 
ten  minutes.  In  the  teachers'  toilet-room,  on  the  second 
floor,  the  air  is  changed  once  in  five  minutes. 

In  the  auditorium  (marked  Y,  Plate  3)  the  available  floor 
space  is  3,600  feet,  which  gives  a  seating  capacity  of  600, 
allowing  each  person  to  occupy  6  square  feet.  The  fresh- 
air  supply  is  at  the  rate  of  35  cubic  feet  per  minute  for  each 
person,  thus  making  21,000  cubic  feet;  velocity,  400  feet 
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per  miDute,  making  52^  square  feet  duct  area.  The  fresh- 
air  supply  is  admitted  to  the  room  through  an  opening 
above  the  cornice  on  the  warm  side  (see  Plate  5,  ac), 
extending  the  whole  length,  and  is  allowed  to  follow  the 
line  of  the  ceiling  and  descend  on  the  cold  side  of  the  room, 
and  from  thence  pass  back  at  and  below  the  breathing  line 
to  the  four  foul-air  ducts,  thus  insuring  a  perfectly  uniform 
circulation.  The  temperature  can  be  regulated  from  the 
room  by  means  of  the  mixing  dampers. 

The  boys'  and  girls'  toilet*rooms  are  heated  by  means  of 
indirect  steam,  the  air  being  sufficiently  heated  to  insure  the 
proper  temperature  in  the  several  apartments.  The  fan 
pressure  is  not  used  in  supplying  fresh  air  for  these  rooms, 
because  there  must  be  no  approach  toward  an  outward  pres- 
sure of  the  air  which  might  in  the  least  interfere  with  the 
operation  of  the  foul-air  duct.  All  air  is  removed  from 
these  rooms  by  passing  through  the  bowls  of  the  closets  and 
under  the  urinals  (see  Plates  5  and  6),  and  from  thence  by 
means  of  brick  air  chambers  into  the  foul-air  duct,  which 
extends  directly  to  the  exhaust  fans  in  the  top  of  the 
building. 

The  laboratory  is  provided  with  the  same  amount  of  fresh 
air  as  one  of  the  regular  school-rooms,  which  will  change 
the  air  of  the  room  once  in  three  and  one-half  minutes  ;  and, 
as  it  has  a  separate  foul-air  duct  extending  to  the  exhaust 
chamber  (see  Plates  3  and  4)  in  the  top  of  the  building,  it 
will  be  seen  that  any  possibility  of  foul  odors  usually 
emanating  from  a  laborsitory  is  done  away  with. 

The  warm-air  supply  for  the  basement  is  to  be  taken  from 
the  several  school-room  heaters,  which  can  be  shut  off,  as 
they  will  not  be  needed,  during  the  recess  (see  Plate  6). 
That  is  the  only  time  the  basement  will  be  used,  and  then 
only  in  bad  weather.  For  this  reason  it  has  been  thought 
best  not  to  arrange  for  a  separate  supply  of  heated  air,  but 
the  air  will  be  removed  from  the  basement  through  the 
special  ducts  extending  up  to  the  exhaust  chamber  in  the 
top  of  the  building,  as  shown  in  the  plans. 
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System  of  Heating  and  Ventilation  tor  the  New  High- 
School  House  at  Arlington,  Mass. 

The  perspective  view  of  this  school-house  has  been  fur- 
nished by  Messrs.  Hartwell  &  Richardson,  architects,  Bos- 
ton, Mass.,  who  designed  the  building. 

The  form  of  the  building  is  of  course  due  to  the  carefully 
studied  arrangement  of  the  interior,  and  the  character  of  the 
design  is  dependent  on  a  good  composition  of  window  and 
door  openings  in  the  wall  surfaces.  Special  emphasis  is 
given  to  the  entrances  (which  are  arched),  by  decorating 
them  with  a  little  good  carving. 

The  effect  produced  by  the  use  of  red  brick  in  two  shades 
—  the  lighter  being  used  for  a  pattern  on  a  ground  formed 
by  the  darker  —  is  taken  advantage  of  in  the  treatment  of  the 
second  story.  The  scheme  was,  in  part,  suggested  by  the 
brick  chateaux  of  Normandy  of  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth 
centuries. 

The  two  central  rooms  in  the  basement  are  intended  for 
future  use  for  a  manual  training  school. 

The  rooms  on  the  first  floor  are  designed  for  present  use 
as  grammar  school-rooms,  and  eventually  for  the  high  school, 
as  the  needs  of  the  town  may  require. 

On  the  second  floor  are  the  high-school  rooms,  the  large 
assembly  room,  which  will  seat  112  scholars,  having  a  rolling 
partition  in  the  centre,  so  that  it  may  be  divided  into  two 
rooms  whenever  desired. 

On  the  third  floor  is  a  large  hall,  capable  of  seating  450 
persons. 

There  are  also  physical  and  chemical  laboratories,  chemi- 
cal supply  room,  superintendent's,  principal's  and  teachers' 
rooms,  with  book  closets,  water  supply,  etc. 

The  location  and  arrangement  of  the  stairways  give  safe 
and  commodious  egress  from  all  parts  of  the  building. 

A  peculiar  feature  of  this  building  is  in  the  arrangement 
of  the  sanitaries,  which  are  in  a  separate  tower  opening  on 
each  floor  from  near  the  middle  of  the  corridors.  There  will 
be  no  plastering  on  the  walls  or  ceilings  of  this  tower,  and 
DO  unnecessarily  concealed  plumbing  work.  The  closets 
and  urinals  will  be  of  the  best  make,  individual  porcelain 
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bowls,  fitted  in  the  best  manner  with  shite  backing  and  floors. 
The  wood  partitions  between  the  closets  will  rest  on  metal 
posts  six  inches  above  the  floor. 

Heating  and   Ventilation. 

The  building  will  be  heated  by  steam  by  two  water-tube 
boilers,  one  of  forty-horse  power  and  one  of  twenty-five- 
horse  power,  connected  so  that  one  or  both  may  be  used. 

These  boilers  are  set  low  enough  to  insure  the  return  of 
the  water  of  condensation  from  all  parts  of  the  system, 
except  from  the  primary  coil,  for  which  a  trap  will  be  used. 

The  school-rooms,  laboratories,  laro^e  hall  and  corridors 
will  have  both  indirect  and  direct  radiation,  although  it  is 
expected  that  the  direct  will  only  have  to  be  used  in  extremely 
cold  weather.  ^  The  sanitaries  and  smaller  rooms  will  be 
heated  by  direct  radiation  only.  The  location  of  the  radi- 
ators is  shown  on  the  plans. 

The  system  of  ventilation  designed  for  this  building  is  of 
the  kind  known  as  forced  ventilation,  the  air  being  supplied 
to  the  principal  rooms  and  corridors  by  a  fan  driven  by  a 
steam  engine,  and  the  foul  air  removed  through  brick  flues 
heated  by  steam  coils  or  by  «ras,  as  may  be  found  most  con- 
venient. The  hall  on  the  third  floor,  not  shown  on  the 
plans,  will  be  supplied  with  warm  air  from  ordinary  indirect 
steam  coils,  as  shown  on  sectional  drawings,  and  the  air  will 
be  extracted  from  this  hall  by  the  same  method  of  heated 
flues  as  from  the  school-rooms.  When  the  school-rooms  are 
not  in  use  the  hall  can  be  supplied  with  air  from  the  fan  by 
opening  a  switch-valve,  shown  on  the  sectional  drawings. 

By  a  simple  arrangement  of  doors  from  the  basement 
rooms  to  the  coil  chambers,  as  shown,  the  air  for  hall  or 
school-rooms  may  be  taken  from  these  basement  rooms  when 
the  fan  is  not  running,  thus,  at  will,  converting  a  mechani- 
cal into  a  simple  gravity  system,  a  very  economical  arrange- 
ment for  night  use. 

In  supplying  the  air  to  the  rooms  by  the  fiin,  the  air  is 
forced  through  a  primary  coil  or  heater  having  a  suflScient 
heating  surface  to  raise  the  requisite  amount  of  air  from  zero 
to  about  sixty  degrees  F.  From  this  chamber  the  air  passes 
through  the  pipes,  as  shown,  to  the  plenum  chambers  under 
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the  flues  rising  to  the  rooms.  From  the  plenum  chambers 
the  air  may  pass  through  the  supplementary  coils,  increasing 
its  temperature  to  any  degree  required  to  warm  the  rooms, 
or  it  may  pass  directly  to  the  rooms  at  its  primary  tempera- 
ture, according  to  the  way  in  which  the  switch  or  mixing 
valves  are  set. 

These  valves  are  so  arranged  that  they  can  be  operated 
from  the  school-rooms  by  the  teachers.  On  each  warm-air 
inlet  there  will  be  placed  a  standard  metallic  thermometer, 
perforated  at  back  and  sides  to  allow  the  air  to  come  in  con- 
tact with  the  interior  mechanism.  These  thermometers  can 
be  read  from  any  part  of  the  room,  and  a  teacher  will  soon 
learn  what  should  be  the  temperature  of  the  incoming  air  to 
keep  her  room  at  seventy  degrees,  and  if  from  any  cause 
such  temperature  rises  too  high,  or  falls  too  low,  she  can 
change  the  valve  in  time  to  prevent  uncomfortable  changes 
in  the  air  of  the  room. 

Both  the  primary  and  supplementary  heating  coils  are 
made  up  in  two  sections  each,  one  section  having  double  the 
heating  surface  of  the  other. 

In  the  main  supply  pipes  there  will  be  equalizing  valves, 
as  shown,  by  which  the  flow  of  air  through  any  pipe  may  be 
increased  or  diminished,  and  there  will  be  valves,  not  shown 
on  the  plans,  by  which  the  air  may  be  entirely  shut  off*  from 
any  room  when  desired. 

The  velocity  of  the  air  in  the  main  pipes  is  calculated  to 
be  900  feet  per  minute,  and  its  velocity  at  the  inlets  to  the 
rooms  to  average  3G0  feet  per  minute.  The  area  of  the  in- 
lets will  be  5  square  feet,  thus  giving  a  supply  of  air  to  each 
room  of  1,800  cubic  feet  per  minute. 

For  rem  )ving  the  vitiated  air  a  separate  flue  is  provided 
for  each  room.  These  flues  have  a  cross-sectional  area  of 
four  and  one-half  feet  each. 

The  openings  to  these  flues  from  each  room  will  be  24 
inches  high  by  30  inches  wide  and  covered  by  a  bronze  wire 
grating 

Valves  will  be  placed  in  each  flue  so  that  the  exhaust  from 
any  room  can  be  closed  at  night,  or  at  any  time  desired. 

The  sanitaries  will  be  ventilated  by  exhausting  the  air 
from  the  rooms  and  closets  through  the  large  brick  chimney, 
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in  which  is  placed  the  iron  smoke-pipe  from  the  boilers. 
The  amount  of  air  extracted  will  be  large,  and,  as  there  is 
DO  direct  supply,  there  will  be  at  all  times  a  draught  from 
the  corridors  through  the  sanitaries.  A  small  furnace  or 
heater  will  be  placed  at  the  foot  of  this  stack,  for  use  in 
warm  weather,  when  the  boilers  are  not  used. 

Plans  and  Elbvations  of  a  Two-story  School  Building, 
SHOWING  Methods  of  Heating  and  Ventilation. 

This  is  a  brick  building  containing  two  school  and  one 
teachers'  room  in  each  story,  with  wide  corridors  and  two 
stairways.  In  the  basement  are  two  play-rooms,  sanitary 
arrangements,  boiler  and  fuel  rooms. 

The  outer  walls  have  a  two-inch  air  space,  and  are  well 
bonded.  The  interior  walls  are  of  brick,  except  for  the 
teachers'  rooms.  The  partitions,  stairs  and  floors  are  fire- 
stopped,  as  required  by  specifications  issued  from  the  office 
of  Chief  Inspector  Wade,  July  1,  1892.  The  building  is 
not  fire-proof,  but  the  construction  is  such  that  it  is  slow- 
burning  and  fire-resisting  in  a  great  degree.  Two  separate 
stairways  and  two  outside  doors  (hung  to  open  both  ways) 
give  ample  means  of  exit. 

The  stairways  are  of  good  width  and  easy  rise.  The 
corridors  extend  the  whole  length  of  the  building,  and  are 
well  lighted.  The  clothing  is  hung  on  hooks  placed  on  stout 
wire-netting  screens  in  the  corridors,  thereby  being  aired 
and  dried  while  the  pupils  are  in  the  school-rooms.  Each 
teachers'  room  is  provided  with  a  lavatory,  is  well  lighted, 
and  has  a  transom  over  the  door  leading  into  the  corridor. 
The  teachers'  rooms  being  occupied  by  only  a  limited  num- 
ber of  persons  fi»r  a  short  time,  the  heating  is  by  direct 
radiators,  placed  in  front  of  the  windows. 

Each  school-room  is  28  by  32  feet,  and  12  feet  high,  in- 
tended to  accommodate  48  pupils,  although  56  of  the  lower 
grades  can  be  comfortably  seated.  Each  school-room  is 
lighted  by  nine  windows,  allowing  the  light  to  come  from  the 
left  and  rear  of  the  pupils.  The  windows  are  provided  with 
double  sashes  and  a  transom  over  each.  The  doors  lead- 
ing from  the  school-rooms  to  the  corridors  have  each  one 
light  of  heavy  plate  glass,  to  enable  the  teacher  to  see  into 
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the  corridor.  A  transom  is  provided  over  each  of  these 
doors. 

Heating  is  provided  for  by  a  fifty  horse-power  water-tube 
boiler  in  the  basementi  the  boiler-room  being  enclosed  in 
brick  walls,  with  terra-cotta,  wire  lathing  and  plastering 
overhead.  A  small  upright  boiler  is  provided  for  use  in 
beating  the  exhaust  vent  ducts  when  steam  is  not  up  in  the 
main  boiler. 

Each  school-room  has  364  square  feet  of  indirect  radiating 
surface  (Eureka  indirect  radiators),  divided  into  three  sec- 
tions. Two  rows  of  one  and  one-half  inch  steam  pipe  are 
placed  around  the  two  cold  sides  of  the  room.  These  pipes 
are  only  to  be  used  at  night,  when  the  indirect  radiators  are 
shut  off,  or  to  warm  up  the  room  quickly  in  the  morning 
before  the  school  session  opens. 

In  the  lower  corridor  two  floor  registers  with  indirect 
radiation  are  provided,  to  enable  the  pupils  to  warm  and  dry 
their  feet  in  cold  or  wet  weather.  A  direct  radiator  is  pro- 
vided at  each  end  of  each  corridor,  and  placed  in  front  of  the 
windows.  Each  teachers'  room  and  lavatory  is  provided 
with  direct  radiators  in  front  of  the  windows.  In  the  base- 
ment two  rows  of  one  and  one-quarter  inch  pipe  are  placed 
overhead  around  the  sides  of  the  large  rooms. 

The  indirect  radiators  for  the  school-rooms  are  placed  in 
cold-air  rooms  in  the  basement  on  the  centre  of  the  outer 
side  of  the  building,  each  school-room  being  provided  with  a 
separate  set  of  radiators,  encased  on  the  top  and  sides,  but 
open  on  the  bottom.  These  radiators  are  in  sections,  to  be 
used  as  desired,  one,  two  or  three  sections. 

The  fresh  warm  air  is  taken  up  into  each  school-room 
through  a  separate  brick  duct,  24  by  30  inches,  inside 
measure,  and  enters  near  the  corner  of  the  room,  8  feet 
above  the  floor.  These  ducts  are  plastered  inside  with  a 
light  coating  of  adamant  plaster,  to  give  a  smooth  surface 
and  reduce  the  friction.  The  top  is  of  galvanized  iron, 
rounded,  to  throw  the  air  into  the  room  at  a  proper  angle 
and  with  little  friction.  The  air  after  passing  the  radiators 
enters  these  ducts  through  an  opening  30  by  24  inches.  A 
mixing  valve  is  here  provided  to  shut  off  the  warm  air  and 
allow  cold  air  to  pass  up  from  an  opening  30  by  24  inches, 
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at  the  bottom  of  the  duct  and  under  the  radiators,  thereby 
graduating  the  temperature  without  materially  cutting  off 
the  supply  of  fresh  air.  These  mixing  valves  are  operated 
from  the  school-rooms  by  means  of  a  chain  and  pulley,  the 
chain  being  held  in  position  by  a  suitably  arranged  stop  on 
a  graduated  plate  fastened  to  the  wall.  The  warm-air  inlet 
to  the  room  is  covered  with  a  wire  OTatinor  of  one-eio^hth 
inch  wire,  one  and  one-half  inch  diamond  mesh,  set  in  a 
light  iron  frame. 

The  foul-air  ducts  are  in  one  stack,  grouped  around  the 
smoke  Hue,  thereby  utilizing  the  waste  heat  to  assist  the  out- 
flow of  foul  air.  A  separate  foul-air  duct  is  provided  for 
each  school-room,  the  corridors  and  the  sanitary  closets. 
Inside  these  ducts  and  just  above  the  outlets  from  the  rooms 
are  placed  rows  of  steam  pipe,  to  cause  an  outward  draught 
of  foul  air.  Twenty  square  feet  of  radiating  surface  are  used 
in  each  duct.  The  foul-air  ducts  from  each  room  are  30  by 
24  inches,  inside  measure,  and  the  openings  are  placed  level 
with  the  floor,  being  protected  by  wire  netting  the  same  size 
as  ft)r  the  inlets. 

Each  foul-air  outlet  from  the  school-rooms  and  corridors 
is  provided  with  a  heavy  curtain  on  a  spring  shade  roller,  to 
pull  down  when  desiring  to  reduce  the  outflow  of  air  in  very 
cold  or  windy  weather,  also  at  night,  when  a  large  supply 
of  fresh  air  is  not  required  in  the  rooms,  and  when  the  direct 
radiation  is  used.  These  curtains  do  not  cover  the  whole 
outlet,  but  leave  a  space  not  less  than  three  inches  at  the 
bottom  when  pulled  down,  thereby  allowing  some  circulation 
of  air  in  the  room.  These  curtains  are  provided  with  a  cord- 
and-stop  pulley,  to  allow  adjustment  at  any  point  desired. 

In  the  basement,  which  is  11  feet  high  in  the  clear,  are 
the  boiler  and  fuel  rooms,  also  separate  rooms  for  the  boys 
and  girls.  In  these  rooms  are  placed  the  sanitaries,  which 
are  ventilated  into  the  sanitary  vent  flue  through  a  galvan- 
ized-iron  duct  at  the  back  of  each  set  of  closets  and  boys' 
urinals.  Automatic  flush  tanks  are  provided  for  each  set  of 
closets.  The  covers  of  these  closets  are  provided  with  a 
check  at  the  back,  to  cause  them  to  close  automatically. 

The  basement  floor  is  concreted,  the  top  of  the  concrete 
being  covered  with  Portland  cement. 
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Overhead,  and  fastened  between  the  bottom  of  the  floor 
timbers  and  the  furring,  are  two  thicknesses  of  heavy  calen- 
dered building  paper.  Between  the  floor  boarding  is  placed 
a  layer  of  asbestos  building  paper.  Overhead  of  the  cold- air 
chamber  is  filled  in  with  mineral  wool. 

A  stand-pipe  with  hose  attached  passes  up  through  each 
story,  for  use  in  case  of  fire.  Hose  is  also  provided  in  the 
basement  for  fire  purposes,  and  also  for  flushing  and  washing 
the  boys*  urinals. 

A  sink  is  also  provided  in  the  boiler-room  for  use  of  the 
janitor.  A  faucet  and  bowl  are  provided  in  each  corridor 
for  the  pupils.  All  sinks  and  bowls  are  thoroughly  trapped. 
The  teachers'  sanitary  closets  are  also  provided  with  vent 
pipe. 

Teachers'  platforms  are  not  provided,  but  a  suitable  table 
desk  is  substituted  in  each  school-room. 

Each  school-room  has  one  closet  for  books  and  one  for 
general  use.  Closets  are  also  provided  in  each  teachers' 
room, 

A  Model  School-house,  Nokth  Adams,  Mass. 

The  building  i0  shown  by  six  sheets,  as  follows:  front 
elevation,  basement,  first  and  second  story  floor  plans,  and 
longitudinal  and  transverse  sectioiis. 

In  construction  the  exterior  walls  are  double,  with  air 
space,  and  the  interior  or  partitions  solid,  all  of  stone,  brick 
or  porous  terra-cotta ;  and  the  plastering,  finish,  black- 
boards, etc.,  are  put  flat  on  the  walls,  avoiding  any  smoke 
or  fire  channels. 

The  building  is  ventilated  by  an  exhaust  fan,  and  the 
sanitaries  by  a  heated  flue.  The  six  school-rooms  are 
warmed  by  six  furnaces  of  special  design,  thereby  insuring 
a  uniform  heat  and  supply  of  air;  and  the  corridors, 
master's  and  teachers'  rooms,  storage  and  toilet  are  warmed 
by  a  combination  warm-air  and  hot-water  heater;  the  hot 
water  can  also  be  extended  to  sanitary  rooms. 

There  are  two  ways  of  exit  from  the  first  story,  corridor 
connecting  with  covered  porch ;  and  the  stairways  are 
double  and  easy  in  rise  and  run.  In  the  tower  is  a  fire 
stairway,  connecting  the  several  rooms  in  second  and  third 
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stories,  independent  of  the  corridors,  with  the  front  porch. 
The  construction  of  the  stairways  is  of  iron  and  concrete. 

The  basement  plan  shows  the  location  of  the  sanitaries, 
the  closets  being  automatic  flushing  sinks ;  and  the  urinals, 
within  the  tower,  are  plate-glass  slabs,  with  perforated 
water  pipes  on  top.  They  are  all  connected  with  drain 
pipes,  not  shown,  and  ventilating  ducts  to  the  flue  within  the 
fire  stairway  in  the  tower,  which  is  heated  by  a  small  fur- 
nace. 1  his  plan  also  shows  the  location  of  the  fresh-air 
rooms,  heaters,  fuel  rooms,  etc.  The  air  is  taken  from  the 
fresh-air  rooms  below  the  floor  to  the  heated  chambers  and 
bottom  of  the  warm- air  flues,  marked  W  A,  for  mixing  with 
the  warm  air  taken  from  the  top  of  the  heater.  Three  of 
the  six  school-room  heaters  are  omitted,  showing  the  fresh- 
air  connection  with  the  chambers.  Those  heaters  have  a 
fire-box  about  one-half  their  length,  large  heating  surface 
and  compound  smoke  connection  ;  and  the  shape  of  exterior 
is  such  as  to  obtain  all  the  benefits  of  the  radiant  heat  of 
the  fuel  possible. 

The  first-story  plan  shows  three  school-rooms,  1,  2  and  3, 
and  their  arrangement  of  seats  and  connection  with  fliies. 
The  windows  are  of  good  width,  and  doors  are  in  pairs  and 
hung  with  double-acting  spring  hinges  of  sufficient  tension 
to  hold  in  place.  Also  the  stairways,  teachers'  toilet,  coat- 
stalls,  floor  register  for  warming  feet,  water  supply  and 
exits. 

The  second-story  plan  shows  school-rooms  4,  5  and  6, 
office  or  master's  room,  over  front  vestibule,  and  teachers* 
room,  opening  from  the  stairway  landing  midway  between 
the  first  and  second  story,  with  lockers.  These  two  small 
rooms  are  heated  by  direct  hot- water  circulation,  and  pro- 
vided with  fireplaces  for  ventilation.  The  arrangement  of  the 
school-rooms,  flues,  etc.,  is  about  the  same  as  in  first  story. 

The  transverse-section  plans  show,  besides  the  general  con- 
struction and  interior  finish,  the  heights  of  stories,  and  fire- 
stops  each  side  of  and  about  six  inches  from  the  party  walls 
in  each  tier  of  floor  timbers,  to  overcome  any  imperfection 
which  might  exist  or  occur  by  settlement  in  said  walls.  In 
A  A,  a  section  through  two  of  the  school- room  heaters, 
their  connections  with  fiesh-air  room  and  flues;  an  elevation 
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io  rooms  1  and  4,  showing  the  location  of  the  inlet  and 
outlet  of  grills,  the  former  l>eing  provided  with  five-inch 
standard  thermometers,  sunk  in  the  centres,  to  denote  the 
temperature  of  the  incoming  air ;  the  cutting  away  of  ceiling 
joist  in  first  story,  showing  the  depth  of  floor  beam,  which 
will  be  more  fully  illustrated  in  the  longitudinal  section 
plan;  and,  by  doited  lines,  the  water  motor  for  propelling 
the  exhaust  fan,  which  stands  just  back  of  storage  room  in 
third  story.  In  B  B,  a  section  through  smoke,  warm-air 
and  exhaust  flues  of  rooms  2  and  5,  and  exhaust  flue  from 
second-story  corridor.  These  flues  are  of  brick,  with  struck 
joints  isside.  The  mixing  valves  in  the  W  A  flues  are 
shown,  one  closed,  taking  all  air  from  under  the  heater 
chamber,  and  one  open,  taking  the  air  from  the  chamber; 
and  their  operating  chains,  by  dotted  lines,  to  their  respect- 
ive rooms.  In  C  C,  a  section  through  the  warm-air  and 
hot-water  heater  in  basement,  the  coat-stalls  in  first  and 
second  stories,  and  the  receiving  chamber  and  exhaust  fan  in 
third  story.  The  location  of  inlet  and  outlet  grills  or  open- 
ings has  been  carefully  studied  relatively  to  the  size  and 
shape  of  the  several  rooms  and  their  exposure ;  and  it  will 
be  observed  in  A  A  and  B  B  that  by  carrying  the  flues 
the  location  of  said  grills  or  openings  are  the  same  in  their 
respective  rooms  in  each  story.  For  convenience  of  space, 
the  top  of  roof  is  cut  away. 

The  longitudinal-section  plan  shows  the  construction  of 
the  second-story  floor,  of  beams,  and  the  ceiling  of  first 
story,  of  joists,  entirely  sepai*atc,  thereby  avoiding  vibration 
of  the  ceiling  from  exercises  in  rooms  above,  and  making  a 
perfect  deafener.  In  D  D,  a  section  through  the  exhaust 
flues,  marked  F  A,  of  rooms  2  and  5 ;  and  in  E  E,  through 
the  heater  and  W  A  flue  to  room  3,  and  a  portion  of  VV  A 
flue  to  room  6  ;  the  mixing  valve  being  open,  or  to  take  air 
from  top  of  heater  chamber.  Also  a  section  through  one  of 
the  boy^'  sanitaries,  and  its  water  supply,  ventilation  and 
drainage. 

The  front  elevation  gives  the  general  style  of  architecture. 
The  walls  are  of  brick,  with  stone  and  ten'a-cotta  trimmings  ; 
the  roofs  covered  with  block  slate.  The  coping  of  the  front 
gable  intersects  with  the  front  and  centre  of  the   tower, 
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while  the  arch  and  coping  of  the  front  porch  dies  away  on 
the  side,  and  in  perspective  gives  a  pleasing  effect. 

The  arrangement  and  capacity  of  the  flues,  heaters  and 
fan  are  such  that,  with  low  to  medium  speed  of  the  motor, 
each  room  may  be  provided  with  from  forty  to  sixty  cubic 
feet  of  air  per  seat  per  minute,  and  without  objectionable 
draughts ;  and  the  temperature  in  rooms  controlled  by  their 
respective  teachers.  The  ventilation  of  the  sanitaries  is  of 
large  capacity,  and  independent  from  the  other  system, 
making  it  positive  at  all  hours  ;  and,  the  flue  for  this  system 
being  in  the  tower,  the  height  is  such  that  the  discharge  is 
beyond  complaint. 

Description  of  a  School  Building  at  Springfield  and 
A  SrsTEM  OF  Heating  and  Ventilating. 

This  school  is  a  two-story  brick  structure,  containing 
eight  school-rooms  and  two  reception  rooms.  It  is  finished 
in  hard  wood,  and  has  a  seating  capacity  of  about  four 
hundred.  The  outside  walls  are  constructed  with  a  two- 
inch  air  space  in  the  centre  of  the  wall.  The  partitions 
are  of  brick,  and  plastered  with  Winsor  cement  directly  on 
the  brickwork,  thus  avoiding  all  openings  and  small  air 
spaces  caused  by  furring,  which  in  case  of  fire  act  as  flues  to 
conduct  and  spread  the  fire  over  the  entire  building.  There 
are  two  stairways,  entirely  separate,  as  shown  upon  draw- 
ings. Each  stairway  is  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the 
building,  independent  of  and  from  the  other.  In  case  of 
fire  in  one  stairway,  escape  can  be  had  from  the  other. 

Heating. 

The  heating  is  by  a  hot-water  system,  part  direct,  part 
indirect  radiation.  Each  room  has  a  separate  hot-air  cham- 
ber, as  shown  on  basement  drawings.  Uniformity  of  tem- 
perature is  thus  secured  throughout  the  building.  Heat  is 
carried  to  each  room  by  brick  flues  24  by  30  inches,  the  heat 
entering  the  room  eight  feet  above  the  floor  level,  as  shown 
on  cross-section  drawings.  At  the  bottom  of  each  of  these 
warm -air  flues  there  are  two  openings,  as  shown  on  basement 
drawings,  one  at  top  of  warm-air  chamber,  where  the  mixing 
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damper  is  located  for  admitting  warm  air,  another  at  the 
bottom,  for  admitting  cold  air.  In  order  to  get  the  full 
benefit  of  the  warm-air  inlet,  the  top  of  flue  at  the  entrance 
to  each  room  is  on  a  sixty-degree  curve,  as  shown  on  cross- 
section  drawings  of  warm-air  duct. 

There  is  a  mixing  valve  or  damper  properly  hung  at  the 
bottom  edge  of  the  inlet  leading  from  the  warm-air  chamber 
to  hot-air  flue,  as  shown  on  basement  drawings.  This  is 
supplied  with  chain  and  pulley  that  can  be  opened  or  closed 
in  each  room,  enabling  one  to  regulate  the  temperature  with- 
out diminishing  the  fresh-air  supply. 

Each  room  will  have  about  500  feet  of  radiating  surface, 
or,  in  other  words,  1  foot  of  radiating  surface  to  20  cubic 
feet  of  air  space  to  be  heated  in  each  room.  Four  hundred 
feet  of  indirect  pipe  radiation  will  be  placed  in  hot-air  cham- 
ber for  each  room,  where  shown  on  basement  drawings,  and 
100  feet  of  direct  pipe  radiation  is  placed  around  the  outer 
walls,  auxiliary  to  this,  for  use  in  extremely  cold  weather. 
The  radiators  in  warm-air  chamber  will  be  constructed  of 
pipe  placed  about  one  and  one-half  inches  apart,  alternating 
over  each  other,  the  second  row  of  pipe  being  placed  over 
the  opening  between  the  first  row,  and  the  third  between  the 
opening  in  second  row,  and  so  on. 

Ventilation, 

Each  room  has  a  separate  ventilating  shaft,  24  by  30 
inches,  and  located  as  shown  on  drawings.  They  will  extend 
from  two  feet  below  the  cellar  bottom  to  a  suitable  height 
above  the  roof.  The  bottom  of  each  shaft  is  connected  with 
the  warm  air  chamber  by  a  brick  duct,  24  by  36  inches, 
beneath  the  cellar  bottom.  The  foul-air  outlet  from  each 
room,  located  as  shown  on  drawings,  is  level  with  floor  line, 
the  opening  being  24  by  30  inches,  covered  with  coarse  wire 
netting.  Opposite  the  centre  of  each  of  these  outlets  is 
placed  an  economy  damper,  so  arranged  as  to  cover  each 
opening  up  or  down,  as  shown  on  cross-section  of  ventilating 
shaft,  and  supplied  with  chains  and  pulleys  in  such  a  manner 
that  it  can  be  opened  or  closed  in  the  basement.  During 
school  hours  this  damper  will  remain  at  the  bottom,  closing 
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the  opening  leading  to  the  warm-air  chamber  in  basement. 
The  remainder  of  the  time  this  damper  may  be  raised,  cover- 
ing the  outlet  so  that  the  air  can  pass  from  the  room  to  the 
warm-air  chambers,  back  to  the  room  again.  The  air  thus 
revolving  results  in  a  great  saving  of  fuel. 

Just  above  the  foul-air  outlet,  inside  of  the  flue,  is  placed 
a  suitable  radiator,  connected  with  a  small  hot-water  or 
steam  heater,  independent  of  the  main  heater;  the  pipes 
leading  to  these  stack  radiators  to  be  also  connected  with 
the  main  heating  apparatus,  and  arranged  so  that  it  can  be 
shut  off  when  desired.  The  small  heater  is  designed  for  use 
in  mild  weather. 

Sanitary  Appliances. 

The  Demarest  flushing-rim  washout  water-closet  range, 
with  automatic  supply  tank,  is  used.  Two  of  these  ranges 
are  placed  with  the  backs  separated  from  each  other  about 
four  inches,  the  back  of  the  wood  seat  raised  one  inch  from 
top  of  range.  This  opening  is  connected  with  a  metal  duct, 
which  extends  the  entire  length  of  range.  In  the  four-inch 
space  between  the  two  ranges  the  metal  duct  is  connected 
with  a  twelve-inch  vitrified  pipe,  placed  beneath  the  cellar 
bottom  and  connected  with  the  smoke  flue,  as  shown  on  base- 
ment plan.  The  urinal  is  constructed  with  a  slate  back  and 
floor.  The  floor  is  bedded  in  Portland  cement,  on  an  incline 
toward  the  back,  with  an  opening  of  four  inches  between  the 
back  and  floor.  Beneath  this  opening  there  is  placed  a  cast- 
iron  trough,  laid  on  a  proper  grade,  well  bedded  and  lined 
with  Portland  cement.  There  is  a  thimble  overflow  at  the 
lower  end,  properly  trapped  and  connected  with  the  sewer. 
This  overflow  extends  up  one  and  one-half  inches  above  bot- 
tom of  trough,  thus  leaving  the  trough  partially  filled  with 
water.  Above  the  trough  behind  the  slate  back  is  a  foul-air 
flue,  extending  the  entire  length  of  urinal,  and  connected 
with  same  chimney  as  the  closet  through  a  vitrified  pipe. 
A  perforated  water  pipe  is  placed  at  or  near  the  top  edge  of 
slate  back,  which  keeps  the  back  wet  and  the  trough  partially 
filled  with  water. 
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A  Model  School  Building. 

The  John  R.  Rollins  School  —  Detailed  Description  of  the 

Imposing  jStinicture  on  the  Hill. 

It  is  more  than  a  year  since  ground  was  broken  for  the 
erection  of  this  school,  and  its  erection  in  some  respects  has 
been  unnecessarily  slow,  but  that  it  is  well  appreciated  there 
can  be  no  doubt. 

As  it  stands  on  the  very  top  of  Prospect  Hill,  commanding 
a  view  of  the  entire  city  and  miles  of  the  surrounding 
country.  It  is  a  monument  to  the  city's  enterprise,  and  a 
fitting  memorial  of  him  for  whom  it  was  named. 

The  number  of  pupils  already  exceed  the  seating  capacity, 
but  as  the  rooms  are  sufficiently  large  more  desks  will  be 
put  into  position. 

The  John  B.  Bollins  School,  as  it  is  named,  in  honor  of  a 
mayor,  a  gallant  soldier,  a  school  superintendent  and  com- 
mitteeman, stands  at  the  corner  of  Howard  and  Piatt  streets. 
It  is  so  situated  as  to  give  a  frontage  of  156  feet.  The 
building  is  two  stories  in  height,  containing  ten  class-rooms, 
four  teachers'  rooms,  principal's  office  and  a  large  hall. 

It  is  a  handsome  building,  built  of  faced  bricks,  inlaid 
with  red  mortar.  The  trimmings  are  of  North  Conway 
granite,  cut  m  the  latest  and  most  approved  style.  Beneath 
the  planceer  are  copper  cornices  with  projections  of  brick 
dentil  work.  The  large  groups  of  windows  are  encased  in 
copper  work.  All  the  panes  of  the  windows  are  set  in  cop- 
per mullions. 

The  roof,  slated  with  dark  Manson  slate,  is  set  to  a  pitch 
at  45  degrees.  When  within  about  four  feet  of  the  cornices, 
it  curves  slightly,  beautifying  its  general  appearance  a  great 
deal.  Much  benefit  is  derived  from  this  curve,  as  it  is  the 
means  of  allowing  much  more  light  to  enter  the  rooms  on  the 
second  floor  than  would  result  from  a  strict  slant  roof.  On 
this  account  the  windows  are  nearer  the  ceiling,  whence 
comes  the  benefit. 

The  ridge  crestings  and  terminals  are  of  copper,  as  also 
are  the  finals  on  the  tower  and  ventilator.  Small  wire  loops 
are  so  placed  over  the  entire  surface  of  the  roof  as  to  keep 
the  snow  from  remaining.  "  > 
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Under  the  clock-room  rests  the  bell,  weighing  between 
four  and  five  thousand  pounds.  The  bell  is  from  the  Blake 
Bell  Company  of  Boston,  and  on  it  is  the  following  in- 
scription :  —

Each  hour  the  bell  peals  forth  in  cheerful,  delightful  tones 
the  time.  A  striker  is  also  attached  to  the  bell  for  the  fire- 
alarm,  and  as  the  huge  hammer  strikes  the  number  of  the 
box  it  represents  a  force  of  several  hundred  pounds.  The 
bell  can  also  be  rung  by  a  rope,  as  a  church  or  school  bell, 
or  as  occasions  may  call  for  it. 

The  room  wherein  the  clock  works  are  is  located  directiv 
beneath  the  belfry.  The  clock  works  are  protected  by  a 
large  partition,  in  which  a  large  window  is  placed,  allowing 
visitors  to  inspect  the  workings.  An  automatic  attachment 
is  aiTanged  so  as  to  turn  on  and  off  the  lights  which  illumi- 
nate the  clock  at  any  time  the  arrangement  is  set  for.  The 
building  contains  six  entrances,  two  on  the  Howard  Street 
side,  the  face  of  the  building,  and  four  in  the  rear.  The 
front  entrances  are  through  massive  granite  arches.  '  In  the 
rear,  two  entrances  are  from  the  first  floor,  and  the  remaining 
two  from  the  basement,  where  the  play-rooms  are  situated. 
The  construction  of  play-rooms  in  the  basement  is  a  notable 
feature.  The  pupils  will  find  these  large,  airy  and  spacious 
rooms  very  acceptable  on  stormy  and  cold  days. 

The  sanitaries  are  also  located  in  the  basement.  The 
scholars,  in  going  to  the  basement  from  the  school-room,  pass 
out  through  the  rear  doors,  descending  a  covered  stairway, 
entering  either  door. 

Ample  provision  has  been  made,  in  case  of  fire,  by  the  con- 
struction of  the  six  entrances,  giving  plenty  of  ways  of  exit. 

The  grounds  in  front  of  the  building  are  to  be  cared  for 
as  a  lawn,  concrete  walks  going  to  the  principal  entrances, 
while  the  rear  grounds  are  given  up  to  the  pupils  for  play. 

On  the  northwest  corner  of  the  building,  over  the  main 
entrance,  the  tower  is  located,  being  about  125  feet  from  the 
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ground  to  the  top  of  the  final.  The  principal's  office,  on  the 
second  floor,  the  belfry  and  clock-room  are  located  in  the 
tower. 

Here  is  the  illuminated  clock,  protected  somewhat  from 
the  weather  by  large  semicircular  pediments  of  copper. 

The  clock  is  a  Seth  Thomas  make,  seven  feet  in  diameter, 
being  constructed  in  the  best  manner  that  workmen  could 
make  it.  It  is  provided  with  a  gravity 'escapement  and 
compensating  pendulum,  zinc  and  steel.  The  cost  of  the 
clock  was  provided  for  by  subscriptions  collected  from  many 
residents  in  the  ward  by  School  Committeeman  Crombie. 
Behind  each  of  the  four  faces  of  the  clock  are  incandescent 
electric  lights  of  32  candle-power.  The  total  candle-power 
required  to  light  is  128. 

It  is  said  by  leading  school  authorities  who  have  inspected 
the  interior  of  the  building  that  its  workmanship  and  arrange- 
ments are  second  to  none  in  the  State.  As  well  as  being  a 
beautifully  constructed  building  it  is  based  upon  scientific 
principles.  The  plans  were  from  the  establishment  of  Archi- 
tect George  G.  Adams,  and  completed  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  James  E.  Allen,  Mr.  Adams'  foreman.  In 
the  main  entrance  through  the  tower  is  a  handsome  bronze 
tablet  on  the  north  side  of  the  large  oak  doors.  The  tablet 
contains  the  names  of  Henry  P.  Doe,  mayor,  members  of  the 
city  government  of  last  year  and  school  board.  From  this 
entrance  the  main  hall  is  entered.  This  corridor,  being  18 
feet  wide,  extends  the  entire  length  of  the  building  through 
the  centre  from  north  to  south,  and  in  the  north  and  south 
wings  running  east  and  west. 

Between  the  two  main  entrances  are  two  school-rooms, 
each  22x32  feet.  Each  wing  also  has  two  rooms  of  the  same 
dimensions.  In  the  end  of  either  wing  there  is  a  room  for 
supplies  and  a  teachers'  room.  These  rooms  are  furnished 
in  a  very  appropriate  style,  supplying  all  the  needs  required, 
unlike  many  other  school  buildings. 

Every  part  of  the  building  is  well  lighted,  no  school-room 
being  supplied  with  light  for  an  amount  less  than  one-fourth 
of  the  floor  surface.  The  windows  are  so  placed  so  as  to 
have  no  bad  effects  on  the  scholars'  eyes.  Massive  stairways 
lead  to  the  second  floor  on  both  wings. 
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On  the  wall  at  the  first  landing  in  the  north  wing,  leading 
to  the  principaPs  office,  the  following  tablet  is  placed  :  — '

Rooms  on  the  second  floor  are  arranged  precisely  in  the 
same  manner  as  on  the  floor  beneath.  The  entire  central 
portion  of  the  building  is  given  up  to  a  large  hall,  50x60 
feet,  with  a  height  of  twenty  feet.  The  rooms  in  the  south 
wing  and  the  large  hall  on  this  floor  are  not  yet  completed, 
only  the  plastering  having  been  finished  off  roughly.  They 
will  be  completed  as  soon  as  the  demand  for  room  necessitates. 

In  the  tower,  on  this  floor,  the  principal's  room  is  located. 
It  is  18  feet  square.  Speaking-tubes  connect  the  room  with 
all  the  school-rooms  and  the  basement.  Electric  bells  in 
the  corridors  and  on  the  outside  are  rung  from  this  room. 
Here  an  iron  circular  staircase  leads  up  to  the  clock-room 
and  belfry.  All  the  rooms  and  corridors,  with  four-foot 
dados,  are  finished  in  North  Carolina  pine.  Blackboards 
completely  encircle  each  room,  being  made  of  slate.  All  of 
the  architraves  are  panelled  with  blocks  of  the  same.  The 
woodwork  of  the  interior  is  finished  so  as  to  show  the  natural 
grain  of  the  wood.  The  bright  and  even  coat  of  varnish  sets 
this  tint  off  with  noticeable  effect.  The  floors  are  of  maple, 
in  narrow  stripes  evenly  matched.  Just  outside  the  door  of 
each  room  wardrobes  are  placed  in  the  con'idors.  In  the 
erection  of  these  wardrobes  a  new  and  improved  plan  has 
been  adopted.  Light  partitions  about  10  feet  from  the 
floor  are  placed,  open  at  the  bottom,  on  which  are  hooks  for 
the  hats  and  wraps  of  the  scholars.  No  foul  air  can  lodge 
anywhere  in  the  wardrobes  or  in  the  corridors,  there  being 
no  obstructions.  The  building  is  supplied  with  gas  for  dark 
days  and  evening-school  work. 

Great  care  has  been  taken  to  select  a  perfect  ventilation 
system.  In  the  basement  are  two  large  brick  chambers,  into 
which  fresh  air  is  forced  by  three  fans,  3^  feet  in  diameter 
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each.  The  air  passes  through  coils  of  steam  pipes,  thus 
heatiug  it  and  removing  all  the  foul  air.  A  large  5^-foot 
fan  is  at  the  very  top  of  the  building,  which  removes  all  the 
foul  air  from  the  rooms.  The  fans  make  it  possible  to  cool 
the  rooms  in  hot  weather  by  forcing  in  cool  air  from  the 
outside.  The  fans  are  run  by  a  gas  engine,  manufactured 
by  White  &  Middleton  of  Baltimore,  Md. 

In  the  heating  of  the  school  two  systems  are  used.  A 
50-hor8e-power  McCabe  boiler  sends  heat  directly  into  the 
radiators  in  the  various  parts  of  the  building.  Hot  air  is 
also  used,  being  supplied  in  the  same  manner  as  the  ventila- 
tion system.  The  air  as  it  comes  into  the  brick  chambers  is 
forced  through  pipes  into  hot-air  boxes. 

The  rooms  present  a  cheerful  appearance,  the  desks  and 
seats  being  of  a  bright  color,  while  the  teachers'  desks  are 
of  a  dark  shade.  In  each  room,  a  small  closet,  made  into  the 
room,  is  placed,  where  supplies  can  be  kept.  The  radiators 
are  gilded,  as  also  are  all  of  the  steam  pipes  in  many  parts  of 
the  school.  About  500  scholars  can  be  accommodated  when 
the  entire  building  is  ready  for  use. 

The  Sweating  System. 

The  conditions  under  which  manual  labor  is  performed,  at 
least  in  this  country,  are  continually  changing.  These 
changes  are  not  necessarily  improvements,  although  they 
may  be  so  intended,  and  such  as  are  injurious  may  be,  and 
sometimes  are,  modified  so  that  anticipated  evils  disappear 
or  become  neutralized.  Then,  again,  what  are  admitted  to 
be  evils  under  existing  conditions  of  labor  were  formerly 
entirely  unknown. 

The  methods  of  manufacturing,  as  well  as  of  business 
generally,  are  in  a  certain  sense  more  complex  than  formerly. 

Human  advancement  in  material  affairs  is  not  always  upon 
straight  lines.  In  theory  the  interest  of  one  is  the  concern 
of  all.  But  self-interest  easily  develops  into  selfishness, 
and  no  man  can  be  wholly  trusted  to  care  for  the  rights  of 
another  when  his  own  rights  come  into  competition  there- 
with. 

For  examples,  what  can  be  more  obvious  than  the  fact  that 
the  introduction  of  machinery  into  the   various   fields  of 
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industry  has  been  an  important  factor  in  the  history  of  man- 
kind? 

Every  aspect  of  the  life  of  wage-earners  has  been  radically 
affected.  To  have  some  faint  appreciation  of  this  change, 
which  really  amounts  to  a  revolution,  consider  how  vast  the 
gulf  which  lies  between  the  primitive  methods  that  were  once 
universal  in  the  manufacture  of  shoes  and  those  which  pre- 
vail now.  The  shoemaker  wrought  alone,  or  perhaps  with 
an  apprentice,  in  his  little  shop,  with  his  kit  of  tools  and 
small  amount  of  stock.  By  hand  labor  wholly  he  turned 
out  a  few  pairs  of  shoes,  not  remarkable  for  style  nor  finish, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  week  took  his  work  to  the  dealer. 
Now  millions  of  cases  are  turned  out  annually  from  a  multi- 
tude of  factories,  supplied  with  machinery  adapted  to  pro- 
viding the  separate  parts  of  the  shoe  and  putting  them 
together  in  fashionable  forms ;  millions  of  capital  are  invested 
and  scores  of  thousands  of  working  people  are  employed. 
And  if  the  shoemaker  of  half  a  century  ago  could  witness 
the  operation  of  a  pegging  or  a  lasting  machine,  he  would 
doubt  the  evidence  of  his  senses. 

The  system  of  subdivision  of  labor  which  prevails  in  all 
branches  of  manufacturing  was  wholly  unknown  in  former 
times.  Fifty  years  ago  the  house  carpenter  and  the  ship- 
joiner  in  their  respective  trades  dealt,  in  the  first  instance, 
with  lumber  as  it  came  rough  from  the  saw-mill.  They 
planed  it  to  width  and  thickness  ;  they  tongued  and  grooved 
it ;  they  made  all  mouldings  and  trimmings,  sash  and  doors 
by  hand  labor.  Now  all  that  work  is  done  at  the  mills. 
Machinery  produces  the  principal  part  of  the  materials  used 
in  such  construction,  and  those  trades  have  been  revolution- 
ized in  consequence. 

The  clothing  business  affords  another  instance  of  the  facts 
stated.  The  manufacture  of  clothing  is  done  under  greatly 
changed  conditions  from  those  which  formerly  existed.  To 
a  considerable  extent  the  work  of  cutting,  making  and  finish- 
ing is  farmed  out  to  small  contractors,  whose  help  in  many 
cases  are  ground  and  pulverized  between  the  upper  millstone 
of  human  greed  and  the  lower  one  of  physical  necessity. 

There  are  other  classes  of  help  in  the  clothing  business 
further  removed  from  the  original  sources  of  employment. 
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They  are  the  tenement-house  workers,  among  whom  are 
found  the  worst  evils  of  the  sweating  system.  Tliese  great 
changes  in  the  methods  of  production  in  almost  every  branch 
of  industry  have  affected  not  only  the  quality  of  products, 
their  prices,  the  profits  thereof,  and  the  channels  of  distri- 
bution, but,  more  seriously,  have  given  a  new  and  con- 
trolling impulse  to  the  lives  of  all  wage-earners;  and  no 
man  is  wise  enough  to  foretell  the  final  results  of  these  fun- 
damental industrial  changes. 

It  is  necessary  to  keep  these  facts  in  mind  when  we  con- 
sider the  so-called  sweating  system  and  the  best  way  to 
eradicate  its  confessed  evils.  The  most  thorough  investi- 
gation that  has  been  made  of  this  system,  so  dangerous  to 
health  and  destructive  to  morals  and  comfort,  was  that  set 
on  foot  by  Congress  a  couple  of  years  ago.  A  committee 
held  numerous  sessions  in  those  large  cities  where  the 
evils  complained  of  had  originated  or  taken  the  deepest 
root.  New  York,  Philadelphia  and  Cincinnati  were  found 
to  be  the  centres  of  the  country  where  the  system  was 
most  prevalent.  It  had  begun  to  fasten  itself  upon  the 
clothing  business  of  Boston  likewise ;  but  it  had  not  long 
been  in  operation  in  this  Commonwealth  when  the  most 
strenuous  opposition  to  it  was  shown.  The  most  stringent 
measures  were  taken  at  once  to  check  the  advance  and,  if 
possible,  extirpate  this  enemy  of  the  wage-earners. 

It  ought  to  be  said  that  the  practical  difficulty  in  the  way 
of  dealing  with  the  system,  so  far  as  its  operation  over- 
lapped State  lines,  could  only  be  effectually  met  by  federal 
law.  That  is  to  say,  clothing  made  in  New  York,  for 
instance,  under  the  most  unsanitary  conditions,  might  be 
shipped  to  Boston  as  a  distributing  centre,  and  it  would  be 
practically  impossible  to  determine  whether  it  was  bring- 
ing to  oar  State  the  germs  of  infectious  diseases  or  was  in- 
nocuous* 

A  law  of  the  United  States,  uniform  ih  its  application, 
effective  in  its  provisions  and  faithfully  administered,  seemed 
to  be  the  only  conclusive  way  of  dealing  with  the  '<  sweating 
system.**  But  the  enforcement  of  the  law  is  rendered  more 
easy  and  impartial  if  it  has  public  opinion  behind  it ;  and 
this  needed  only  the  wide  publicity  that  was  given  to  the 
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facts  that  were  brought  out  by  the  committee  at  its  numerous 
sessions. 

In  the  early  stage  of  the  investigation  it  was  clearly 
shown  that  the  evil  was  not  diminishing  in  any  of  the  large 
clothing  centres,  with  the  exception  of  Boston.  One  fact 
appeared  in  evidence  furnished  by  a  number  of  competent 
witnesses.  It  was  shown  that  the  law  of  Massachusetts  was 
most  vigorously  and  impartially  executed,  and  had  resulted 
in  abating  the  system  throughout  the  State,  and  especially 
in  Boston,  where  its  operations  had  been  greatly  restricted. 

The  contrary  was  shown  to  be  the  case  in  New  York, 
owing  in  a  measure  to  the  fact  that  the  o£Scials  to  whom  the 
enforcement  of  the  law  was  entrusted  were  not  paid  em- 
ployees, and  consequently  could  not  be  held  to  such  strict 
accountability,  nor  were  they  so  attentive  to  their  duties  as 
those  in  Massachusetts. 

It  may  be  of  interest  in  this  connection  to  state  that  one 
of  the  witnesses  before  the  congressional  committee,  who 
was  one  of  the  oflScers  of  the  Garment  Workers'  Association, 
testified  that  one-half  of  the  clothing  made  in  New  York  was 
made  under  the  <' sweating  system."  He  further  testified 
that  the  alleged  accommodations  of  the  tenement-house 
workers  were  appalling. 

It  must  be  remembered  that,  in  addition  to  the  unsanitary 
conditions  under  which  these  extremely  ignorant  people 
work,  their  hours  of  labor  are  almost  without  limit,  except 
such  as  may  be  imposed  by  the  direst  human  necessity. 

Meanwhile,  awaiting  such  action  by  Congress  as  may  be 
required  in  view  of  the  whole  situation,  our  Commonwealth 
has  taken  important  steps  towards  the  suppression  of  the 
*•  sweating  system." 

The  Legislature  of  1891  enacted  the  first  law  on  the  sub- 
ject in  chapter  357  of  the  Acts  of  that  year. 

The  experience  obtained  by  the  enforcement  of  this  statute 
showed  the  necessity  of  a  revision  of  some  of  its  provisions, 
and  the  last  Legislature  has  enacted  chapter  246  of  the  Acts 
of  1893,  which  reads  as  follows  :  — 
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[Chap.  246.] 

An  Act  relating  to  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  clothing 

hade  in  unhealthy  places. 

Be  U  enacted,  etc,,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  house,  room  or  place  used  as  a 
dwelling,  is  also  used  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  any  process 
of  making,  altering,  repairing  or  finishing  for  sale  any  ready-made 
coats,  vests,  trousers,  overcoats  or  any  wearing  apparel  of  any 
description  whatsoever,  intended  for  sale,  it  shall,  within  the 
meaning  of  this  act,  be  deemed  a  workshop ;  and  every  person  so 
occupying  or  having  control  of  any  workshop  as  aforesaid  shall, 
within  fourteen  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act  or  from  the  time 
of  beginning  work  in  any  workshop  as  aforesaid,  notify  the  chief 
of  the  district  police  or  the  special  inspector  appointed  for  that 
purpose,  of  the  location  of  such  workshop,  the  nature  of  the  work 
there  carried  on,  and  the  number  of  persons  therein  employed; 
the  exercise  of  such  work  in  a  private  house  or  private  room  bow- 
ever  by  the  family  dwelling  therein,  or  by  any  of  them,  shall  not 
of  itself  constitute  such  house  or  room  a  workshop  within  this 
definition:  provided^  that  such  family  or  any  member  of  such 
family  engaged  in  the  process  of  making,  altering,  repairing  or 
finishing  for  sale  any  such  coats,  vests,  trousers,  overcoats  or  any 
wearing  apparel  of  any  description  whatsoever,  intended  for  sale, 
in  a  private  house  or  private  room  used  as  a  dwelling  as  aforesaid, 
shall  before  beginning  such  work  procure  a  license,  approved  by 
the  chief  of  the  district  police,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
inspectors  especially  appointed  for  the  enforcement  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act ;  and  no  person,  contractor,  firm  or  corporation 
shall  give  to  any  person  not  holding  said  license  any  such  gar- 
ments or  articles  of  wearing  apparel,  intended  for  sale,  to  be  made 
in  any  private  house  or  room  as  aforesaid ;  and  every  such  work- 
shop, and  every  such  private  house  or  private  room  shall  be  kept 
in  a  cleanly  state  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
section ;  and  each  of  said  garments  made,  altered,  repaired  or 
finished  for  sale  in  any  of  such  workshops,  private  houses  or 
rooms  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  and  examination  of  the 
inspectors  of  the  district  police,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
whether  said  garments  or  any  of  thera,  or  any  part  or  parts 
thereof,  are  in  cleanly  condition  and  free  from  vermin  and  every 
matter  of  an  infectious  or  contagious  nature. 

Sect.  2.  If  said  inspector  finds  evidence  of  an  infectious 
disease  present  in  any  workshop,  or  in  goods  manufactured  or  in 
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the  process  of  manufacture  therein,  he  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
chief  of  the  district  police,  who  shall  then  notify  the  state  board 
of  health  to  examine  said  workshop  and  the  materials  used  therein  ; 
and  if  said  board  shall  find  said  shop  in  an  unhealthy  condition, 
or  the  clothing  and  materials  used  therein  to  be  unfit  for  use,  said 
board  shall  issue  such  order  or  orders  as  the  public  safety  may 
require. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  it  shall  be  reported  to  said  inspector,  or  to 
the  chief  of  the  district  police,  or  to  the  state  board  of  health,  or 
either  of  them,  that  ready-made  coats,  vests,  trousers  or  over- 
coats are  being  shipped  to  this  Commonwealth,  having  previously 
been  manufactured  in  whole  or  in  part  under  unhealthy  condi- 
tions, said  inspector  shall  examine  said  goods  and  the  condition 
of  their  manufacture,  and  if  upon  such  examination  said  goods 
or  any  of  them  are  found  to  contain  vermin,  or  to  have  been 
made  in  improper  places  or  under  unhealthy  conditions,  he  shall 
make  report  thereof  to  the  state  board  of  health,  which  board  shall 
thereupon  make  such  order  or  orders  as  the  safety  of  the  public 
shall  require. 

Sect.  4.  Whoever  knowingly  sells  or  exposes  for  sale  any 
ready-made  coats,  vests,  trousers  or  overcoats  which  have  been 
made  in  a  tenement  house  used  as  a  workshop,  as  specified  in  sec- 
tion one  of  this  act,  shall  have  altixed  to  each  of  said  garments  a 
tag  or  label,  not  less  than  two  inches  in  length  and  one  inch  in 
width,  upon  which  shall  be  legibly  printed  or  written  the  name  of 
the  state  and  the  city  or  town  where  said  garment  or  garments 
were  made. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale  any  of  said 
garments  without  a  tag  or  label,  as  aforesaid,  affixed  thereto,  nor 
shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale  any  of  said  garments  with  a  tag  or 
label  in  any  manner  false  or  fraudulent,  nor  shall  wilfully  remove, 
alter  or  destroy  any  such  tag  or  label  upon  any  of  said  garments 
when  exposed  for  sale. 

Sect.  6.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  forfeit  for  each  offence  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars.     [^Approved  April  24^  1893. 

The  reports  of  the  inspectors  especially  assigned  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  statute  above  quoted  will  show  the  good 
results  attending  their  efforts. 
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Codification  of  Statutes  relating  to  the  Inspection 
Department  of  the  District  Police. 

An  important  law  affecting  the  eflSciency  of  this  depart- 
ment, and  contributing  to  the  conscience  and  enlightenment 
of  all  concerned,  is  chapter  108  of  the  Resolves  of  1893. 

[Chap.  108.] 

Resolve  to  provide  for  the  codification  of  certain  statutes 
which  the  inspection  department  of  the  district  police 

is   REQinRED  TO   ENFORCE. 

Resolved,  That  the  attorney-general  cause  to  he  codified,  con- 
solidated and  arranged  all  laws  now  in  force  relating  to  the  regu- 
lation of  the  hours  of  labor  in  manufacturing  and  mechanical 
establishments,  the  attendance  of  children  in  schools,  the  inspec- 
tion of  factories,  workshops  and  public  buildings,  and  all  laws 
which  it  is  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  inspection  department 
of  the  district  i)olice  to  enforce.  Such  codification,  consolidation 
and  arrangement  shall  be  repoHed  to  the  next  general  court  on  or 
before  the  second  Wednesday  in  January  next.  There  shall  be 
allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  in 
order  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  sums  as  the 
governor  and  council  may  approve  and  allow.  [^Approved  June  P, 
1893. 

Appeals  from  the  Orders  of  the   Inspection  Depart- 
ment. 

It  has  been  my  policy,  while  insisting  that  the  work  of 
inspection  by  my  ofiScers  shall  be  as  thorough  and  impartial 
as  possible,  and  that  the  orders  issued  shall  be  reasonable 
and  in  no  sense  oppressive,  to  insist  also  that  any  person  or 
corporation  violating  the  laws  in  relation  to  inspection  shall 
render  prompt  and  complete  obedience.  While  requiring 
compliance  with  the  statutes  in  such  cases,  I  have  been  care- 
ful to  avoid  unnecessary  friction. 

Soon  after  the  statutes  in  relation  to  ventilation  of  school- 
houses  and  other  public  buildings  went  into  effect,  it  became 
apparent  that  unless  the  inspectors  were  willing  to  tem- 
porize and  concede  more  than  in  fairness  and  justice  could

be  done  they  might  expect  local  opposition  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  law.  The  opposition  in  question  was  limited  to 
very  few  localities,  but  it  was  sufficiently  active  to  secure 
amendments  to  the  inspection  laws,  which  provided  in  cer- 
tain cases  a  right  of  appeal.  After  one  or  two  attempts  to 
avoid  and  annul  certain  orders  of  the  inspectors  the  right  of 
appeal  therefrom  seems  to'  be  no  longer  exercised. 

Theatres. 

Section  90,  chapter  419  of  the  Acts  of  1892,  contains  the 
following  provision  of  law  relating  to  the  erection  of  theatres 
in  the  city  of  Boston.     It  reads  as  follows :  — 

In  all  theatres  hereafter  erected  the  level  of  the  stage  above  the 
street  level  shall  not  exceed  five  feet. 

This  wise  provision  of  law  should  be  incorporated  into  the 
inspection  laws,  which  are  especially  entrusted  to  the  in- 
spectors of  this  department  to  enforce. 

It  has  been  reported  to  me  by  the  inspectors  that  in  many 
cases  the  owners  or  architects  erecting  or  altering  buildings 
intended  to  be  used  for  theatrical  purposes  have  located  the 
auditorium  upon  the  second  or  third  floor  of  the  building. 
This  practice  should  be  prevented  by  the  most  stringent 
law.  The  appalling  loss  of  life  occasioned  by  the  burning 
of  the  theatres  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  at  Vienna,  Paris,  and 
at  Exeter,  England,  can  be  prevented  by  timely  precau- 
tions. 

The  means  of  e^cress  from  all  theatres  should  be  as  direct 
as  possible.  The  descent  of  a  flight  of  stairs  from  a  crowded 
theatre  in  case  of  fire  or  panic  can  be  better  imagined  than 
described. 

So  many  sad  accidents  have  been  chronicled  all  over  the 
land  attributable  to  the  lack  of  means  of  escape  from  burn- 
ing buildings  that  it  would  seem  that  no  rational  doubt  could 
exist  as  to  the  positive  necessity  of  this  provision  of  law  in 
relation  to  the  erection  or  alteration  of  buildings  intended  to 
be  used  as  theatres. 
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Recommendations  . 

That  the  following  provision  be  added  to  chapter  316  of 
the  Acts  of  1888  :  — 

First.  That  in  all  theatres  hereafter  to  be  erected  or 
buildings  altered  for  theatrical  entertainments  the  level  of 
the  stage  above  the  street  level  shall  not  exceed  five  feet. 

Second.  The  licensing  of  all  persons  having  charge  of 
steam  boilers  under  pressure,  and  the  inspection  of  boilers 
at  stated  periods,  unless  insured  in  some  boiler-inspection 
company  duly  authorized  by  law  to  do  business  in  this  State. 

Third.  That  section  1  of  chapter  307  of  the  Acts  of  1890 
be  amended  so  as  to  include  lodging-houses  containing  ten 
or  more  rooms  above  the  second  story. 

Reports  of  District  OmcERS. 

Instead  of  summarizing  the  reports  made  to  me  by  the 
officers  in  this  department,  I  believe  a  better  knowledge  of 
the  character  and  extent  of  work  accomplished  can  be  gained 
by  printing  the  most  important  parts  precisely  as  they  are 
stated  by  the  officers.  The  subjects  are  well  treated  and 
the  suggestions  made  are  interesting. 

Report  op  Inspector  White. 

I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  work  done 
by  me  in  the  inspection  of  factories  and  public  buildings  since  my 
last  annual  report :  — 

Under  instructions  received,  this  report  is,  as  far  as  practicable, 
submitted  in  a  tabulated  form ;  but  there  is,  of  course,  a  large 
part  of  the  work  that  cannot  be  exhibited  in  this  way.  For  in- 
stance, I  find  that,  in  addition  to  the  examination  of  plans  and 
inspection  of  buildings,  as  shown  in  the  tabulated  reports,  I  have 
made  268  visits  to  buildings  in  various  parts  of  my  district  for  the 
purpose  of  testing  ventilation  or  seeing  that  orders  or  suggestions 
given  by  me  were  properly  carried  out,  and,  in  quite  a  number  of 
instances,  to  examine  buildings  represented  by  the  local  authori- 
ties to  be  in  a  dangerous  condition.  For  every  examination  of  a 
dangerous  building  and  every  inspection  of  ventilation,  when  re- 
quested by  the  local  authorities,  a  special  report  has,  of  course,  to 
be  filed  in  this  office. 
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Consultations  with  owners,  architects  and  contractors,  in  regard 
to  plans  and  other  matters,  have  been  so  numerous  that  I  have 
not  endeavored  to  keep  any  record  of  their  number. 

The  law  of  1893,  chapter  199,  so  amending  chapter  316,  Acts 
of  1888,  as  to  require  architects  as  well  as  owners  to  see  to  it  that 
plans  of  buildings  are  deposited  in  this  department,  has  worked 
excellently  well. 

In  all  the  matters  of  egress  and  ventilation  it  is  very  important 
that  proper  means  should  be  considered  in  planning  the  building. 
By  having  the  plans  deposited  here  in  proper  season  we  can  sug- 
gest the  necessary  changes  before  the  contracts  are  made,  and 
thus  many  times  we  save  owners  expense  that  would  be  necessary 
in  making  such  changes  after  the  building  is  in  process  of  con- 
struction. 

I  have  noticed  during  the  past  year  a  very  much  better  feeling 
among  not  only  architects,  but  owners  and  building  committees, 
in  regard  to  the  question  of  ventilation.  When  the  law  requiring 
good  ventilation  in  school  buildings  was  passed,  in  1888,  I  think 
the  general  feeling  among  those  who  were  compelled  to  give  the 
subject  any  consideration  was  that  ventilation  was  a  sort  of  scien- 
tific puzzle  which  nobody  had  yet  solved.  The  work  done  in  the 
five  years  since  that  law  went  into  effect  has  shown  that  the 
problem  is  a  far  simpler  one  than  was  generally  supposed,  and 
that  at  least  fair  ventilation  in  our  school-rooms  can  be  easily 
secured,  and  at  a  not  unreasonable  expense.  Of  course  there  is 
more  or  less  experimental  work  to  be  done,  and  this  is  often 
necessary  in  adapting  a  known  successful  system  to  differently 
arranged  buildings,  and  the  results  of  such  experimental  work  are 
less  certain  than  when  the  work  can  be  laid  out  on  well  proven 
lines.  But  I  think  it  may  be  safely  said  that  failures  to  secure 
good  ventilation,  where  the  work  is  planned  by  any  one  having  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  what  has  been  done  in  that  line,  are  less 
frequent  than  are  failures  to  satisfactorily  heat  buildings  where 
no  ventilation  is  attempted ;  and  this  in  face  of  the  fact  that  our 
contractors  have  had  fifty  years'  experience  in  the  present  methods 
of  heating  and  less  than  five  years*  experience  in  the  more  recent 
methods  of  ventilation.  Certainly  this  is  encouraging  work,  in 
view  of  which  we  may  feel  that  the  State  legislation  was  wise  and 
timely. 

It  is  becoming  quite  common  for  architects  and  owners  to  con- 
sult this  department  in  regard  to  their  buildings  before  their  plans 
are  fully  decided  upon.  Suggestions  of  changes  made  by  me  at 
such  times  I  have  this  year  included  in  the  column  under  that 
head. 
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Very  great  progress  has  been  made  under  the  present  law  in  the 
matter  of  preventing  the  spread  of  fire  in  buildings.  Fire-stops, 
if  properly  put  in,  greatly  retard  the  work  of  fire.  I  have  been 
told  that  at  a  large  fire  which  occurred  in  one  of  our  larger  cities, 
a  five-story  brick  factory  fell  in  in  seventeen  minutes  after  the 
fire  first  began  in  the  building.  If  the  fall  of  this  building  could 
have  been  delayed  for  one  hour  much  adjoining  property  might 
have  been  saved. 

If  insurance  companies  could  see  their  way  clear  to  make 
special  low  rates  on  such  buildings  as  are  certified  by  an  inspector 
to  be  provided  with  proper  fire-stops  it  would  aid  very  much  in 
carrying  out  this  important  improvement  in  construction.

In  making  report  of  the  work  done  by  me  under  the  require- 
ments of  chapter  149,  816  and  426,  Acts  of  1888,  much  of  it  can- 
not be  reported  in  detail,  having  been  of  an  advisory  nature  with 
committees,  owners,  architects  and  builders,  and  in  the  examina- 
tion of  buildings  in  process  of  construction  or  alteration,  or  reported 
as  unsafe.  Providing  proper  ventilation  for  schools,  churches  and 
public  buildings,  and  the  examination  of  this  work,  also  drawing 
plans,  has  taken  considerable  of  my  time,  but  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  cannot  be  reported  in  detailed  or  tabulated  form.  A  num- 
ber of  school  buildings  have  been  completed,  but,  owing  to  the 
mild  weather  prevailing  up  to  the  date  of  making  this  report,  full 
examinations  have  not  been  made,  although  most  of  them  give 
indications  of  good  results.  Great  improvement  is  noticed  in  the 
class  of  buildings  erected,  especially  in  school  buildings,  and  the 
beneficial  effects  of  the  laws  relating  to  this  class  of  buildings  are 
very  apparent. 

New  school  buildings  have  been  or  are  being  erected,  and  old 
ones  much  improved,  in  Avon,  Brookline,  Braintree,  Canton, 
Dartmouth,  Dedham,  Dighton,  Fall  River,  Framingham,  Medfield, 
Mansfield,  Marlborough,  Milton,  New  Bedford,  Norwood  and 
Wellesley.

Report  ok  Inspector  Brown, 

I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  my  tabulated  report  of 
buildings  inspected  and  orders  given,  which,  with  meeting,  con- 
sulting and  advising  with  the  architects  and  owners  of  buildings, 
and  advising  with  the  committees  on  the  ventilation  and  sanita- 
tion of  their  school  buildings,  have  comprised  my  duties  during 
the  past  year. 

By  your  direction,  early  in  the  season  I  visited  the  public  insti- 
tutions of  the  several  cities  and  towns  of  my  district,  with  a  view 
to  improving  their  ways  of  egress  in  case  of  fire,  and  to  recom- 
mend any  other  changes  that  might  tend  to  better  protect  the 
safety  of  their  inmates.  Quite  a  number  of  buildings,  particularly 
almshouses,  have  been  provided  with  additional  and  approved 
ways  of  escape,  such  as  broad  piazzas  connecting  with  stairways 
to  the  ground,  those  in  authority  not  only  being  willing  to  provide 
everything  that  I  requested,  but  in  several  instances  suggested 
more  liberal  arrangements  than  I  had  felt  justified  in  recommend- 
ing, so  anxious  were  they  that  every  possible  precaution  should  be 
taken  that  might  prevent  any  unfortunate  person  in  their  charge 
from  being  injured  in  case  of  a  sudden  fire. 

The  act  requiring  knotted  ropes  or  better  appliances  to  be  placed 
in  the  sleeping-rooms  of  hotels  for  use  as  fire-escapes  is  generally 
complied  with,  the  exceptions  being  some  of  the  summer  boarding- 
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houses,  whose  proprietors  are  not  licensed  as  innholders,  and  who 
claim  that  their  houses  do  not  come  within  the  provisions  of  this 
statute.  Where  I  have  found  a  register  of  the  guests  being  kept 
I  have  required  the  ropes  to  be  provided,  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  statute,  but  it  requires  frequent  and  more  than  annual 
inspections  to  keep  this  law  well  enforced,  for  many  of  these  sum- 
mer houses  change  their  proprietors  often,  and  one  that  to-day  is 
found  to  be  simply  a  boarding-house,  with  no  register  kept,  may 
on  the  next  visit  be  a  regular  licensed  hotel.  If  this  act  should 
be  made  to  include  boarding-houses  as  well  as  hotels  it  would 
afford  protection  to  a  numerous  class  whose  safety  from  fire  is  now 
very  inadequately  provided  for. 

The  act  requiring  proper  and  suitable  ways  of  egress  in  case  of 
fire,  in  both  public  and  manufacturing  buildings,  has  been  well 
looked  after  and  enforced,  and  all  orders  and  recommendations 
for  both  new  and  old  buildings  have  been  cheerfully  complied 
with.  I  do  not  recollect  a  single  objection  or  remonstrance  having 
been  made  to  anything  that  I  have  thought  necessary  to  be  pro- 
vided to  insure  the  safety  of  the  occupants  of  any  building. 

The  act  which  requires  that  a  copy  of  the  plans  of  certain 
buildings  be  deposited  with  the  inspector  of  the  district  in  which 
the  building  is  to  be  constructed,  to  meet  with  his  approval,  is,  in 
consequence  of  the  amendment  of  last  season,  now  well  complied 
with,  and  the  sagacity  of  this  act  is  unquestioned,  as  the  fire-stops 
in  the  walls  and  partitions,  fire-resisting  stairways  and  other  pre- 
cautionary measures  required  render  the  buildings  of  such  slow 
combustion  as  to  afford  every  occupant  ample  time  to  escape. 

During  the  past  year  new  school  buildings  have  been  completed 
in  Brockton,  Hull,  Marshfield,  Orleans,  Provincetown,  Rockland, 
Revere,  Scituate,  Whitman  and  Winthrop,  all  of  which  have  been 
provided  with  modern  and  satisfactory  means  of  ventilation,  while 
in  Abington,  Chelsea  and  Hingham  various  old  school-houses 
have  been  well  ventilated  in  an  approved  manner. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  add  that  all  my  rela- 
tions with  those  with  whom  my  official  duties  have  brought  me  in 
contact  have  been  harmonious  and  without  friction.  I  have  found 
the  many  school  committees  practically  unanimous  in  favoring 
good  ventilation  in  their  school-houses,  the  manufacturers  desirous 
of  doing  whatever  they  can  to  protect  their  employees  from  injury, 
and  the  owners  of  public  buildings  willing  to  provide  every  reason- 
able precaution  to  insure  the  safety  of  those  who  frequent  their 
buildings.

Report  of  Inspector  Dyson. 

I  enclose  tabulated  report  of  work  done  in  the  district  assigned 
to  me,  under  the  provisions  of  chapters  104,  149,  173,  307,  316 
and  426  of  the  Public  Statutes.  This  report  will  show  but  a  small 
part  of  the  work  required  of  the  inspector,  more  especially  under 
chapters  149  and  316.  After  the  plans  of  buildings  are  submitted 
and  approved  it  is  rare  that  more  or  less  changes  are  not  desired 
and  made  by  owners,  contractors  and  committees,  all  of  which  re- 
quire the  approval  of  the  inspector  and  many  visits  to  the  work  to 
see  that  it  is  properly  done.  Still  I  am  glad  to  say  that  very  little 
opposition  has  been  made  to  the  requirements  of  this  department. 

Very  little  work  has  been  done  in  the  matter  of  ventilation  of 
old  school-houses  in  this  district  outside  of  the  city  of  Worcester, 
but  in  all  of  the  new  buildings  constructed  particular  pains  have 
been  taken  to  have  the  buildings,  when  completed,  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  laws  as  to  ventilation  and  sanitary  conditions. 

Chapter  386  of  the  Acts  of  1893,  entitled  '^  An  Act  constituting 
ten  hours  in  twelve  consecutive  hours  a  day's  work  for  certain 
employees  of  street  railway  companies,"  went  into  effect  on  the 
first  day  of  August,  and  the  several  street-railway  corporations  in 
this  district  have  complied  with  its  provisions  after  their  attention 
had  been  called  to  the  matter  by  the  inspector.

Report  of  Inspector  Dexter. 

In  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  de- 
partment, I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  in  addition  to  my  tabulated 
report,  a  brief  statement  in  regard  to  my  work  during  the  year. 

The  most  of  my  time  has  been  occupied  in  looking  after  the 
enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  chapters  816  and  426  of  the  Acts 
of  1888.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  every  order  sent 
under  chapter  426,  with  one  exception,  has  been  promptly  com- 
plied with.  In  the  case  mentioned  as  the  exception  the  order  has 
been  partly  complied  with,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  will  be 
fully  complied  with  in  a  short  time  without  my  being  obliged  to 
resort  to  extreme  measures  to  enforce  a  compliance. 

I  have  also  reason  to  believe  that  my  suggestions  in  regard  to 
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the  placing  of  fire-stops  in  the  walls  and  partitions  in  certain 
baildings,  as  required  by  chapter  SIT),  are  in  most  cases  carried 
out ;  but  as  it  is  impossible  for  an  inspector  to  personally  oversee 
in  all  cases,  he  must  therefore,  to  some  extent,  rely  on  the  good 
faith  of  the  persons  entrusted  to  do  the  work. 

Some  trouble  is  still  experienced  in  obtaining  plans  as  promptly 
as  is  desirable.  Especially  is  this  true  in  cases  where  the  owner 
of  the  building  is  of  foreign  birth  and  understands  the  English 
language  but  indifferently,  if  at  all.  I  do  not  think  there  is  any 
wilful  intent  on  their  part  to  evade  the  law,  but  they  are  ignorant 
of  the  law  and  its  requirements.  As  a  rule  these  people  make 
their  own  plans,  or  will  employ  some  person  of  their  own  nation- 
ality to  make  the  plans  and  erect  their  buildings,  who  is  as  igno- 
rant of  the  law  as  they  are  themselves. 

Except  in  such  cases  as  the  above,  the  plans  have  usually  been 
received  in  good  time. 

Chapter  251,  *^  An  Act  to  secure  better  provisions  for  escape 
from  hotels  and  certain  other  buildings  in  case  of  fire,'*  and  chap- 
ter 807,  *'  An  Act  for  the  better  protection  of  human  life  in  hotels 
in  case  of  fire,"  are  well  complied  with.

Report  of  Inspector  Buxton. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  work  ac- 
complished daring  the  year  1893  in  district  No.  7,  assigned  to  me, 
which  comprises  Hampden  and  Hampshire  counties  :  — 

I  am  glad  to  state  that  progress  has  been  made  along  the  differ- 
ent lines  under  my  charge.  No  wilful  opposition  has  been  met 
and  nothing  serious  has  occurred  to  retard  the  work. 

Many  new  buildings  have  been  erected  in  this  district  the  past 
year  which  come  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  316  of  the  Acts 
of  1888,  and  much  time  and  labor  have  necessarily  been  given  to 
examining  plans  and  specifications  and  seeing  that  the  provisions 
against  the  spread  of  fire  are  provided  and  properly  put  in. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  recent  amendment  in  the  law 
which  makes  the  architect  equally  responsible  with  the  owner  in

having  plans  forwarded  to  the  inspector  is  having  a  good  influence, 
and  less  trouble  is  experienced  in  obtaining  plans,  specifications, 
etc.,  promptly.  The  present  trouble  is  largely  from  those  who 
attempt  to  erect  such  buildings  without  employing  an  architect. 
These  persons  make  a  crude  floor  plan,  on  a  board,  or  a  pencil 
sketch  on  paper,  without  any  detail  whatever.  This  is  done  pre- 
sumably to  save  architect's  fees,  but  it  always  proves  poor  econ- 
omy in  the  end,  as  the  workmen  are  obliged  to  feel  their  way  with 
a  certain  degree  of  uncertainty  and  doubt,  owing  to  having  no 
clear  conception  of  the  task  assigned  them.  It  is  thus  impossible 
for  them  to  do  good  work  either  in  quality  or  amount,  while  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  avoid  bad  mistakes,  causing  much  vexation 
of  spirit  as  well  as  waste  of  money  and  time.  It  is  a  well- 
established  fact  that  the  best  economy  in  erecting  buildings  of 
any  grade  whatever  is  to  first  obtain  suitable  plans,  details  and 
specifications,  setting  forth  in  detail  the  work  to  be  done  in  a 
clear,  concise  manner ;  no  money  expended  upon  the  construction 
of  a  building  gives  better  returns  or  more  satisfactory  results. 

My  experience  as  an  inspector  strengthens  year  by  year  my 
opinion  of  the  wisdom  of  furnishing  dll  buildings  with  fire  and 
smoke  stops,  whether  erected  in  city  or  country,  of  brick  or  wood, 
blocks  or  private  dwellings ;  it  pays  to  have  these  simple,  inex- 
pensive, but  effective  preventives  for  spread  of  fire  provided  and 
properly  placed.  A  striking  illustration  of  the  truth  of  this  fact 
was  furnished  in  a  fire  that  occurred  in  this  city  a  short  time  since. 
It  was  a  dwelling-house  erected  about  three  years  ago.  The  fire 
started  in  the  cellar,  and  in  a  very  few  minutes  the  roof  was 
all  ablaze.  The  rear  part  of  the  upper  story  and  the  roof  were 
nearly  burned  off,  while  the  damage  by  fire  to  the  first  story  was 
very  slight  indeed.  Had  suitable  fire-stops  been  provided  the 
damage  by  fire  in  this  case  would  have  been  very  little,  as  it  would 
have  been  confined  to  the  cellar,  where  it  started,  for  a  time  at 
least,  instead  of  finding  its  way  almost  instantaneously  to  the 
attic  between  the  partition  studdings.  I  have  been  repeatedly 
told  that  a  lining  floor  was  all  that  was  necessary.  There  was  the 
usual  lining  floor  in  this  building,  and  the  partition  chanced  to  be 
set  over  the  joint  between  the  lining  boards.  Such  lining  floors 
are  usually  of  unseasoned  lumber,  and  the  natural  shrinkage  will 
leave  quite  an  opening  between  them,  which  was  the  fact  in  this 
case ;  hence  the  fire  found  an  unobstructed  passage  to  the  attic. 

We  always  feel  it  a  duty  to  improve  opportunities  such  as  this 
fire  afforded  to  impress  the  importance  of  these  precautions  being 
taken  in  the  construction  of  buildings  of  all  kinds  and  descrip- 
tions. 
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Chapter  807,  Acts  of  1890,  reqairing  knotted  ropes  or  other 
appliances  to  be  properly  placed  in  each  lodging-room  above  the 
first  floor  in  all  hotels,  was  found  to  be  fairly  well  complied  with. 
In  two  hotels,  however,  where  such  appliances  had  previously  been 
furnished,  it  was  found  that  the  property  had  changed  hands  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  the  former  owner  had  removed  them  with  his 
other  belongings,  and  the  new  proprietors  had  failed  to  supply 
others.  In  another  place  it  was  found  the  rope  escapes  were  in 
use  for  other  purposes  about  the  premises,  while  in  a  few  others 
the  lodging-rooms  were  found  to  be  only  partially  supplied  or  the 
ropes  improperly  put  up.  Some  of  these  latter  had  been  reported 
by  the  local  inspector  as  being  all  right.  These  parties  have  all 
been  notified  and  suitable  rope  escapes  have  been  put  up 

In  my  judgment  it  would  be  much  better  and  less  trouble  to 
have  the  whole  matter  placed  entirely  under  this  department,  as 
experience  proves  conclusively  that  it  is  necessary  that  all  hotels 
should  be  carefully  inspected  annually. 

Under  Acts  of  1888,  chapter  389,  providing  for  the  inspection 
in  certain  cases  of  buildings  and  other  structures  alleged  to  be  un- 
safe or  dangerous,  I  have  been  called  upon  several  times  to  exam- 
ine buildings  classed  under  this  head.  All  notices  given  under 
this  act  have  been  properly  complied  with. 

Acts  of  1888,  chapter  149,  requiring  proper  sanitary  provisions 
and  ventilation  in  public  buildings,  school-houses,  etc,  has  claimed 
its  due  share  of  attention  this  year.  There  is  no  longer  any  active 
opposition  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  my  district.  Rapid 
prepress  has  been  made  in  this  direction ;  an  intelligent  public 
opinion  is  demanding  better  conditions,  and  it  is  now  conceded 
unanimously  by  the  better  class  in  the  community  that  the  require* 
ments  are  just  and  eminently  humane.  No  new  school-houses  or 
public  buildings  of  any  kind  are  now  erected  without  provision 
being  made  for  ventilation  in  accordance  with  recent  improved 
methods.  The  only  obstacles  met  relate  to  the  money  involved 
and  the  difficulty  experienced  in  making  old  buildings  conform  to 
the  requirements  of  the  law. 

While  the  question  of  finances  is  an  important  one  and  does 
much  to  retard  the  progress  of  improvements,  yet  it  is  one  that 
can  be  mastered  by  time  and  patience,  while  the  old  buildings 
must  in  time  give  way  to  new  and  improved  ones.  We  are  fully 
convinced  that  substantial  and  permanent  progress  has  been  made 
in  tbis  direction,  and  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  school- houses 
and  public  buildings  will  reflect  credit  upon  the  intelligence  and 
humanity  of  the  Commonwealth. 
The  Worthington  Street  school  building  is  a  three-story  brick 
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structure,  containiDg   nine    rooms,    one    recitation-room    and   a 
superintendent's  room,  with  a  large  assembly  hall  in  the  third 
story.     It  had  been  furnished  with  the  Emerson  ventilators,  but 
when  tested  they  were  found  to  be  wholly  inadequate  for  the  pur- 
pose of  supplying  pure  air.    In  1892  notice  was  sent  to  the  proper 
authorities  to  provide  better  means  of  ventilation,  but  owing  to 
unavoidable  circumstances  the  work  was  delayed.    During  the  long 
vacation  of  the  past  summer  an  exhaust  system  was  put  in.     The 
building  was  formerly  heated   by  indirect  steam,  and  the  same 
boiler,  with  the  addition  of  one  small  one  to  be  used  in  very  cold 
weather,  is  used  in  the  present  system.     There  are  four  warm-air 
chambers  with  three  separate  stacks  of  pin  radiators  in  each  cham- 
ber, each  section  containing  about  400  superficial  feet  of  heating 
surface.    Each  of  these  sections  is  divided  into  three  parts  in  such  a 
manner  that  each  can  be  used  separately  or  all  together,  making  it 
economical  to  maintain,  and   also  to  provide  for  regulating  the 
temperature   and  prevent  overheating  in   mild  weather.      Each 
room  is  provided  with  a  separate  heating  chamber  to  maintain  an 
even  temperature  in  the  rooms  and  throughout  the  building.    Each 
of  the  warm-air  ducts  is  supplied  with  suitable  mixing  valves  in 
order  that  a  uniform  amount  of  inflowing  air  may  be  maintained. 
The  exhausts  of  foul-air  ducts  have  an  area  of  about  600  square 
inches.     Each  room  has  an  independent  duct  that  extends  to  the 
attic  and  connects  with  the  foul-air  gathering  chamber,  said  foul- 
air  gathering  chamber  being  about  10  feet  square  below  the  ex- 
haust fan  and  about  8  feet  square  above  the  fan.     The  foul-air 
shaft  is  drawn  in  at  both  top  and  bottom  on  an  angle  of  45°,  leav- 
ing a  48-inch  circular  opening  in  the  ceiling  of  the  foul-air  cham- 
ber, where  a  48-inch  Blackman  fan  is  fastened,  the  fan  being 
driven  by  a  water  motor  located  in  the  basement,  with  a  IJ-inch 
shaft  extending  from  the  basement  to  the  attic,  with  a  pulley  on 
top  of  the  shaft  which  is  connected  with  the  fan  by  a  3-inch  belt, 
thus  doing  away  with  the  necessity  of  a  long  rope  belt,  which  is 
more  liable  to  get  out  of  order.      Equalizing  dampers  for  each 
duct  are  placed  at  the  entrance  to  the  foul-air  chamber.     The 
fan  makes  about  350  revolutions  per  minute  without  objectional 
noise. 

On  the  30th  day  of  October  a  test  was  made,  with  the  following 
results  :  Temperature  outside,  52°  ;  temperature  in  rooms,  70°  to 
74°.  Allowing  50  pupils  for  each  room,  the  average  amount  of 
warm  air  introduced  was  32.46  cubic  feet  per  minute  per  pupil; 
the  air  removed  averaged  29.52  cubic  feet  per  minute  per  pupil. 
The  total  result  was  highly  satisfactory. 

The  York  Street  school  building  is  a  two-story  brick  structure 
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containing  four  school  rooms ;  it  is  very  old  and  illy  adapted  for 
school  work  in  all  respects,  without  suitable  sanitary  provisions, 
and  with  poor  ventilation.  An  order  was  sent  to  the  proper 
authorities  calling  for  better  sanitary  provisions  and  improved 
ventilation.  After  procuring  plans  and  obtaining  estimates  of  the 
cost  it  was  deemed  unwise  to  expend  the  amount  necessary  on  so 
old  a  building,  and  after  due  consideration  it  was  decided  to  post- 
pone repairs  and  erect  a  new  building  the  coming  year.  I  fully 
acquiesced  in  the  wisdom  of  this  decision,  as  there  would  be  a 
great  outlay  of  money  to  obtain  even  moderately  good  results, 
owing  to  the  condition  of  the  building. 

There  is  now  in  process  of  construction  in  the  city  of  Spring- 
field two  new  school  buildings,  both  of  which  are  to  be  supplied 
with  the  best  modern  appliances  for  ventilation  and  sanitary  pro-  ' 
visions.  One  is  to  be  a  two-story  brick  structure,  containing 
twelve  school-rooms,  recitation-rooms,  etc^  The  other  is  to  be  a 
two-story  wood  structure,  containing  four  rooms,  etc.  Both  when 
completed  will  comply  amply  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  in 
every  respect,  and  add  to  the  number  of  handsome,  substantial 
school  buildings  of  which  that  city  is  justly  proud.

Report  of  Ansel  J.  Cheney. 

As  the  year  comes  to  a  close,  in  accordance  with  the  usual  cus- 
toms of  the  department,  I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report.  I 
am  pleased  to  say  that  the  laws  requiring  proper  ways  of  egress  or 
other  means  of  escape  from  fire  in  buildings,  manufacturing,  mer- 
cantile, tenement-houses  and  hotels,  are  more  carefully  considered 
and  better  complied  with  than  ever  before  in  my  district.  During 
the  past  year  I  have  inspected  a  great  many  buildings,  as  my 
tabulated  report  will  show,  and  never  before  have  I  found  so  few 
violations  of  the  law  or  issued  so  small  a  number  of  orders  as  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  Yet  I  think  the  number  of  buildings  inspected 
exceeds  that  of  any  previous  year.  During  the  past  twelve  months 
I  have  inspected  every  almshouse  in  Essex  County,  and  many  of 
its  other  institutions,  both  public  and  private,  and  I  am  glad  to 
report  the  most  of  them  in  good  condition.  Where  I  have  found 
them  otherwise,  either  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view  or  as  con- 
cerns the  means  of  egress  or  escape  from  fire  or  the  spread  of  fire, 
I  have  immediately  issued  such  orders  to  the  proper  authorities  as 
would  put  them  in  a  proper  and  safe  condition,  and  they  have  been 
complied  with. 

Fire-escapes  have  been  provided,  ceilings  over  boilers  and  fur- 
naces and  elevator  wells  tinned,  better  communications  between 
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stairways  made,  and  means  for  extinguishing  fire  provided,  and 
all  rubbish  and  combustible  material  removed  from  build iugs  and 
cellars,  thus  providing  against  the  outbreak  of  fire  in  these  build- 
ings, and  means  have  been  provided  for  extinguishing  fires  when 
they  occur.  I  think  the  buildings  in  my  district  will  compare 
favorably  with  any  of  a  similar  kind  in  the  State  in  this  respect. 

The  practice  of  keeping  violently  insane  people  in  country  alms- 
houses that  are  not  provided  with  necessary  and  proper  provisions 
for  such  cases  is  dangerous  and  should  not  be  allowed,  and  in 
every  such  case  coming  under  my  observation  during  the  past 
year  I  have  recommended  that  they  be  provided  for  in  some  State 
or  private  institution,  where  they  will  have  competent  and  faithful 
attendants  both  night  and  day.  I  speak  of  the  small  towns  in 
this  particular.  The  cities  seem  to  be  better  provided  with  these 
necessary  attendants  in  their  institutions.  But  in  some  of  the 
country  almshouses  that  I  have  inspected  there  are  insane  people 
who  are  so  violently  insane  that  they  have  to  be  confined  in  a 
barred  cell  all  of  the  time  and  left  to  the  care  and  attention  of 
other  inmates  during  the  night,  at  a  distance  from  the  keeper's 
quarters  beyond  the  reasonable  reach  of  an  ordinary  voice.  This 
is  unsafe,  but  I  had  no  power  to  act  with  authority,  except  to  make 
necessary  recommendations. 

The  law  requiring  architects  to  deposit  copies  of  plans  of  certain 
buildings  with  the  inspector  has  been  more  readily  complied  with 
since  it  was  amended.  This  amendment  made  the  architect  liable 
as  well  as  the  owner,  and  the  good  effect  of  it  has  been  quite 
noticeable  since  its  passage.  It  has  also  enabled  the  inspector  to 
better  provide  against  the  spread  of  fire  in  buildings,  for  under 
the  old  law  buildings  were  sometimes  completed  before  the  in- 
spector had  any  knowledge  of  their  construction.  The  owner,  not 
being  familiar  with  the  laws,  expected  his  architect  to  attend  to  all 
of  the  minor  details  in  the  matter. 

Chapter  307  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  providing  for  knotted  ropes 
or  other  better  appliances  in  every  sleeping-room  in  a  hotel  above 
the  ground  floor  not  otherwise  provided  for,  requires  constant 
attention  on  the  part  of  the  inspector.  The  guests  of  these  hotels, 
when  they  are  to  occupy  a  room  for  any  number  of  days,  take 
them  down  and  put  them  in  the  closet  if  the  room  contains  one ; 
if  not,  they  are  thrown  under  the  bed,  and  to  the  casual  obseiTcr 
it  might  appear  that  they  were  not  provided  at  all.  Then,  too,  I 
am  told  that  more  or  less  of  them  are  lost  every  year  by  the  occu- 
pants taking  the  rope  to  tie  up  their  trunks  with.  So  it  requires 
constant  attention  on  the  part  of  the  inspector  to  see  that  this  law 
is  complied  with. 
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In  conclusion,  let  me  say  that  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  I  ex- 
pressed last  year  in  my  report,  that  better  protection  should  be 
provided  for  guests  of  hotels  of  less  than  fifty  rooms,  as  under  the 
present  law  a  hotel  may  be  six  stories  or  more  high,  and  if  it  does 
not  contain  fifty  rooms,  no  watchmen,  notices,  alarm-gongs,  or 
lights  indicating  the  stairways  are  required,  and  in  case  of  fire  in 
one  of  them  the  absence  of  these  might  lose  many  lives.

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Inspector  Merriah's  Report. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  work  per- 
formed by  me  during  the  past  year.  A  portion  of  it  is  shown  in 
tabulated  form.  Much  time  has  been  given  to  conferring  with  com- 
mittees,  architects  and  owners,  and  one  hundred  and  sixty-five 
visits  made  testing  ventilated  buildings,  examining  conditions  and 
work  which  cannot  well  be  given  in  detail. 

The  work  in  my  district  under  chapters  316  and  426,  Acts  1888, 
is  light  compared  with  that  of  others,  but  the  requirements  are 
promptly  complied  with.  The  laws  pertaining  to  hotels  are  gener- 
ally observed,  though  in  some  cases  occupants  of  rooms  remove 
the  notices  from  doors,  and  even  the  rope  fire-escapes  from  their 
rooms  to  the  closets,  without  permission  of  the  proprietor.  In 
one  case  the  proprietor  said  he  posted  a  notice  in  a  boarder's  room 
every  morning  for  three  weeks.  If  the  notices  were  painted  on 
enamelled  metal  and  put  up  with  wire  nails,  and  the  ropes  secured 
with  staples  instead  of  screw  eyes  or  hooks,  it  would  be  better  and 
save  considerable  trouble  to  both  the  proprietor  and  inspector. 

In  connection  with  other  work,  I  have  visited  the  several  town 
almshouses,  conferred  with  overseers  of  the  poor  and  those  in 
charge,  relative  to  better  protection  against  fire  and  better  egress. 
None  of  these  buildings  are  over  two  stories  in  height  and  many 
of  them  but  one.  They  all  seem  to  have  sufiScient  ways  of  egress. 
Those  of  Pittsfield  and  North  Adams  have  an  average  of  about 
thirty  people.  In  the  former  I  suggested  an  additional  entrance 
and  stairway  to  the  insane  ward.  Aside  from  these  two  institu- 
tions and  two  or  three  others  the  average  number  of  inmates  is 
less  than  five  people,  and  many  of  the  towns  board  their  poor  in 
private  families.  My  suggestions  were  all  promptly  complied 
with. 

Under  chapter  149,  Acts  of  1888,  calling  for  proper  sanitary 
provisions  and  ventilation  of  public  and  school  buildings,  the  work 
has  progressed  satisfactorily  considering  the  depression  in  business 
and  closeness  of  money  for  the  last  few  months.  Several  build- 
ings were  laid  over  by  necessity  from  that  cause.  The  work  that 
has  been  done  is  of  a  thorough  and  permanent  nature,  but  the 
weather  has  been  such  that  my  tests  have  only  been  with  the 
anemometer  for  the  purpose  of  equalizing  the  several  flues  and 
making  changes  if  necessary.  The  indications  are  favorable  for 
good  results.  Several  new  school  buildings  are  in  construction 
throughout  the  district.  All  but  one  are  so  located  that  plans  are 
not  deposited  with  me;  so  they  do  not  appear  in  my  tabulated 
form,  though  the  sanitary  and  ventilation  portions  are  referred  to

me  for  approval  or  reoommendation.  All  of  these  have  satififac- 
torj  provisions. 

Of  the  several  school  buildings  provided  with  systems  of  venti- 
lation nnder  my  direction  prior  to  this  year,  many  are  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  change  the  air  in  the  rooms  every  five  to  eight  minutes. 
All  went  through  the  extreme  cold  weather  of  last  winter  without 
inconvenience,  and  in  most  cases  with  small  additional  expense 
for  fuel  to  that  of  their  former  direct  heat. 

I  receive  many  complimentary  indorsements  upon  these  build- 
ings from  those  connected  therewith,  and  from  people  who  take  an 
interest  in  our  schools.

Report  of  Inspector  Murray. 

In  completing  the  work  of  the  past  inspection  year  it  is  very 
pleasing  to  me  to  be  able  to  say  that,  with  but  few  exceptions, 
loy  suggestions  and  orders  have  been  promptly  and  cheerfully 
attended  to,  and  that  I  have  met,  in  my  large  number  of  inspec- 
tions, with  nothing  but  civil  and  attentive  consideration  where 
changes  and  improvements  were  necessary  and  imperative. 

I  have  given  close  attention  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
factories  and  workshops  in  the  district  assigned  me,  having  had 
occasion  to  issue  several  orders  for  additional  closets,  better  sani- 
tary arrangements  and  ventilation,  all  of  which  have  either  been 
complied  with  or  are  in  the  process  of  construction. 

The  act  prohibiting  the  locking  of  doors  in  buildings  wherein 
operatives  are  employed  during  the  hours  of  labor  is  generally 
complied  with  in  this  district.  I  had  occasion  to  send  but  five  or 
six  orders  during  the  year,  which  were  promptly  complied  with. 

The  act  in  relation  to  ways  of  egress  and  means  of  escape  from 
fire  in  certain  buildings  I  found  violated  in  a  few  instances ;  in 
one  case  I  found  a  large  tank  of  oil  on  the  stair  landing  in  the 
second  story,  which  I  had  removed  before  leaving  the  building. 

Chapter  348,  Acts  of  1888,  An  Act  in  relation  to  the  employ- 
ment of  children,  has  been  given  close  attention.  I  found  minors 
employed  in  a  number  of  factories  in  the  district  without  certifi- 
cates, especially  during  the  vacation  of  schools,  in  many  cases  the 
manufacturers  maintaining  that  no  certificate  is  needed  during 
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vacation.  I  have  found  four  or  five  children  under  thirteen  years 
of  age  at  work,  but  the  attention  of  the  employer  being  called  to 
the  law,  they  were  immediately  discharged. 

The  enforcement  of  chapter  433,  Acts  of  1877,  relating  to  the 
employment  of  minors  fourteen  years  of  age  or  over  who  cannot 
read  and  write  in  the  English  language,  is  working  a  great  benefit  to 
the  illiterate  class,  in  whose  behalf  it  was  enacted,  and  the  em- 
ployers are  heartily  in  sympathy  with  the  enforcement  of  the  law. 

The  orders  to  guard  dangerous  machinery,  shafting,  gearing 
and  set-screws  have  been  cheerfully  complied  with. 

The  law  relating  to  the  employment  of  women  and  minors  under 
eighteen  years  of  age  in  manufacturing  and  mechanical  establish- 
ments is  promptly  complied  with  in  this  district. 

A  careful  inspection  has  been  made  of  nearly  all  the  elevators 
in  my  district  and  where  not  having  safety  devices  the  owners 
were  notified  to  have  them  placed  on  the  cars,  which  orders  were 
immediately  complied  with. 

There  have  been  three  fatal  accidents  in  this  district  the  past 
year :  in  one  instauce  a  young  woman  employed  on  the  fourth 
floor  of  a  shoe  factory,  to  send  uppers  of  shoes  down  to  the  first 
floor  on  the  elevator,  in  some  manner  unknown  fell  down  the  ele- 
vator well,  breaking  the  gate  and  carrying  it  down  the  well  with 
her.     She  lived  but  five  hours  after  the  accident. 

On  submitting  this,  my  second  annual  report,  I  am  pleased  to 
say  that  a  marked  improvement  and  progress,  in  comparison  with 
previous  years,  is  apparent  in  industrial  pursuits,  and  that  the 
laws  affecting  labor  in  shop  and  factory  are  generally  complied 
with.

Report  of  Inspector  Halstrick. 

In  connection  with  the  enforcement  of  the  factory  laws,  I  wish 
to  state  that  much  of  my  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  following  section,  chapter  98  of  the  Acts  of  1887 : 

Whoever  on  the  Lord's  day  keeps  open  his  shop,  Warehouse  or  work- 
shop, or  does  any  manner  of  labor,  business  or  work,  except  works  of 
necessity  and  charity,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars  for  each  oflfence. 


Complaint  having  been  made  against  photographers  for  alleged 
violations  of  the  above  law,  a  thorough  investigation  was  made, 
which  resulted  in  the  finding  of  a  majority  of  the  studios  in  Boston 
open  and  doing  business  on  the  Lord's  Day,  and  as  such  work 
could  not,  in  conformity  with  said  law,  be  classed  as  work  of 
necessity  or  charity,  orders  were  immediately  issued  to  all  photog- 
raphers in  the  city  of  Boston  to  close  their  studios  and  cease  work 
on  the  Lord's  Day.  Personal  investigation  subsequent  to  the 
issuing  of    said  orders  has  failed  to  discover  a  single  instance

Report  of  Inspector  Mullen. 

Adhering  to  the  cuBtom  of  previouB  years,  I  have  the  honor  to 
Bubmit  the  following  report  in  regard  to  the  lawB  regulating  the 
employment  of  wage-earners  in  factories  and  other  establishments 
located  in  the  district  under  my  supervision  :  — 

In  the  matter  of  the  employment  of  women  and  minors  in  the 
various  establishments,  there  is  no  law,  perhaps,  upon  the  statutes 
that  is  better  complied  with.  I  have  found  no  reason  for  complaint 
of  any  violation  of  the  fifty-eight-bour  law.  The  requirement  of 
certificates  for  children  has  been  promptly  complied  with,  and  in 
but  very  few  instances  have  children  been  found  without  them.  It 
is  gratifying  to  say  that  there  is  a  high  standard  of  intelligence 
among  the  women  and  minors  engaged  in  the  various  pursuits. 

In  a  comparative  degree  good  results  have  emanated  from  the 
law  in  force  regarding  the  running  of  elevators.  The  number  of 
fatal  elevator  accidents  has  been  greatly  reduced  in  my  district 
since  my  last  report.  Those  that  have  occurred,  resulting  fatally, 
were  through  carelessness  on  the  part  of  those  injured.  When  it 
is  taken  into  consideration  that  there  is  a  class  of  people  whose 
lives  and  limbs  must  be  to  a  great  extent  imperilled  by  insecure 
elevatora,  we  come  to  realize  the  fact  that  the  duties  of  an  inspector 
are  of  an  ordinary  character. 

The  law  relating  to  the  guai*ding  of  belting,  gearing,  shafting, 
etc.,  is  one  that  requires  constant  attention  and  vigilance  on  the 
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• 

part  of  an  inspector.  '  Gears  and  set-screws  that  are  exposed 
become  extremely  dangerous.  There  is  now  a  tendency,  to  a  great 
extent,  to  have  as  complete  a  protection  as  possible  for  the  safety 
of  employees. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  various  factories  and  workshops  is 
commendable.  Factories  recently  built  are  so  constructed  that  the 
provisions  relating  to  sanitation  are  excellent. 

The  act  providing  for  proper  ventilation,  wherein  a  suflScient 
supply  of  pure  air  may  be  properly  conducted  throughout  buildings, 
is  of  great  importance,  and  the  greatest  improvement  is  noted  in 
this  direction. 

The  locking  of  doors  while  the  operatives  are  at  work  has  not 
been  carried  on  to  any  extent.  This  matter  has  been  carefully 
noted,  and  no  complaints  have  been  necessary. 

In  the  minor  matter  of  inspection  work,  such  as  providing  seats 
for  females,  I  have  had  no  trouble  in  enforcing  the  law  in  relation 
thereto,  and  employers,  in  every  instance  where  it  has  been  neces- 
sary, have  complied  with  such  orders  as  have  been  given. 

It  is  without  doubt  a  fact  that  the  condition  of  the  wage-earners 
needs  to  be  improved.  The  bringing  of  workshops  and  factories 
to  a  condition  of  cleanliness  and  providing  good  air  make  the  sur- 
roundings more  pleasant  to  all  concerned.  The  employee  becomes 
more  comfortable  and  capable  of  healthy  improvement. 

The  same  courtesy  has  been  extended  to  me  as  heretofore  by 
those  whom  it  has  been  my  duty  to  come  in  contact  with. 
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Report  of  Inspector  Bardwell. 

There  have  not  been  in  my  district  as  many  changes  in  the  line 
of  enlargement  of  factories  and  providing  increased  facilities  for 
production  in  the  inspection  year  just  closed  as  during  the  previous 
one,  but  there  have  been  added  to  my  list  63  establishments,  of 
which  82  are  new ;  and  of  the  factories  and  workshops  inspected 
last  year,  12  have  removed  to  other  districts  and  18  have  gone  out 
of  business. 

I  have  found  but  4  children  employed  between  the  ages  of  thir- 
teen and  fourteen,  and  195  between  fourteen  and  sixteen,  of  which 
number  41  were  in  one  factory ;  and  in  a  new  establishment  I 
found  3  boys  twelve  years  old,  who  were  immediately  sent  out  by 
the  proprietor,  whom  I  believe  to  have  been  ignorant  of  the  law. 

The  few  illiterate  minors  at  work  were  required  to  attend  even- 
ing schools. 

A  few  complaints  of  the  violation  of  the  fifty-eight-honr  law 
have  been  received  and  investigated,  and  found  to  be  based  upon 
slight  grounds ;  nevertheless,  in  these  and  all  other  cases,  strict 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of 
the  statute,  and  I  believe  the  law  is  being  complied  with. 

Careful  attention  has  been  given  to  the  inspection  of  machinery, 
and  when  found  necessary,  orders  for  guarding  the  same  have  been 
issued,  and  in  most  cases  promptly  complied  with. 

The  elevators  have  been  inspected  and  generally  found  to  be  in 
good  order ;  two,  however,  were  in  such  poor  condition  that  the 
owners  chose  to  discontinue  their  use  rather  than  comply  with  the 
orders  for  their  repair.  There  have  been  no  elevator  accidents  in 
my  district  the  past  year,  and  but  few  accidents  from  any  cause  ; 
one,  however,  was  fatal,  caused  by  the  man  slipping  while  passing 
from  a  platform  to  a  temporary  staging.  He  endeavored  to  save 
himself  by  throwing  bis  arms  over  a  shafting  and  his  clothing  was 
caught  by  a  projecting  set-screw. 

The  sanitary  appliances  of  factories  and  workshops  are  often 
put  into  most  excellent  order  with  the  expectation  that  they  will 
remain  so ;  but  in  their  use  I  find  that  the  employees  too  often  fail 
to  second  the  efforts  of  the  employer,  and  this  fact  is  used  as  an 
excuse  for  the  condition  in  which  they  are  subsequently  found ; 
but  I  think  each  year  shows  some  improvement  over  the  one  last 
passed. 

There  have  been  two  instances  where  outside  doors  of  factories 
were  locked  during  working  hours  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent 
free  egress  in  case  of  fire.     This  was  at  once  remedied. 
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The  special  duty  of  enforcing  the  statute  relative  to  the  employ- 
ment of  school  children  at  theatres,  to  which  you  assigned  me, 
together  with  OfiScers  Halstrick  and  Mullen,  has  been  attended  to. 
There  are  many  plays  put  upon  the  stage  in  which  minor  parts  can 
be  acceptably  taken  by  children  who  have  had  no  special  training 
for  the  work,  and  they  are  selected  from  the  large  number  of  ap- 
plicants that  always  present  themselves  at  the  stage  entrance  as 
soon  as  it  is  known  that  such  material  is  wanted,  and  among  them 
are  likely  to  be  school  children,  who  usually  conceal  the  fact  in 
order  to  secure  the  employment ;  and  our  aim  is  to  so  assist  the 
theatre  managers  that  they  will  not  violate  the  law.  In  a  few 
instances  school  children  have  been  found  upon  the  stage,  but 
excepting  in  one  case,  where  it  became  necessary  to  make  prosecu- 
tion, which  was  carried  to  a  successful  issue,  they  were  withdrawn.

Report  of  Inspector  Abbott. 

In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  submit  this  annual  report 
with  my  tabulated  statement  for  the  current  year. 

The  employment  of  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age  has 
been  growing  gradually  less,  very  few  being  employed  this  year. 
The  requirement  of  thirty  weeks'  sphooling  making  the  employ- 
ment of  such,  in  the  opinion  of  manufacturers,  unproQtable. 
There  has  been,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  a  good 
attendance  at  the  evening  schools,  and  many  employers  express 
the  desire  that  those  in  their  employ  should  attend  the  same, 
although  able  to  read  and  write.  School  certificates  have  gen- 
erally been  placed  on  file,  and  where  they  have  not  been  it  appears 
to  be  by  reason  of  misunderstanding  of  the  statute,  some  em- 
ployers thinking  if  the  child  has  been  at  school  the  required  time, 
till  fifteen  years  of  age,  no  certificate  is  needed ;  but  on  having  it 


^ 
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explained,  they  see  at  once  that  the  officer  has  no  way  of  knowing 
such  to  be  the  fact  except  by  seeing  the  certificate  showing  the 
same. 

I  have  given  particular  attention  to  elevators  and  have  found 
them  generally  in  good  condition,  and  where  they  have  needed 
but  little  work  to  make  them  satisfactory  I  have  assisted  to  make 
them  so  before  leaving  the  factory.  Often  cleaning  out  the  slot 
in  the  beam  or  setting  up  nuts  on  bolts  was  all  that  was  required. 
The  few  accidents  that  have  occurred  appear  to  have  been  caused 
by  the  carelessness  of  the  persons  injured. 

The  running  time  in  factories  since  July  1  has  been  generally 
much  less  than  that  required  by  law.  A  majority  of  them  have 
been  on  short  time,  from  thirty  to  fifty  hours  per  week,  and  most 
of  them  shut  down  from  two  weeks  to  two  months  during  the 
summer. 

Hotels  are  as  a  general  thing  equipped  as  required  by  chapter 
307  of  the  Acts  of  1890.  Those  that  I  have  visited  that  were 
not  have  complied  with  ordefs  issued  as  soon  as  possible. 

Sanitary  conditions  are  for  the  majority  of  places  good.  Some 
orders  have  been  issued  for  additional  accommodations,  and  have 
been  promptly  complied  with.  Where  it  has  been  necessary  to 
issue  orders  I  have  seen  the  parties  interested  and  talked  the  mat- 
ter over  fully  with  them,  if  possible,  before  issuing  them,  thereby 
avoiding  any  misunderstanding  of  what  was  required  and  the  time 
within  which  it  should  be  done.

Report  of  Inspector  Tiernet. 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  giving  the  result  of  my  ob- 
servations of  the  working  of  the  several  factory  laws  in  the  district 
assigned  to  me. 

The  manner  in  which  the  laws  have  been  observed  by  the  manu- 
facturers in  general,  and  their  cheerful  compliance  with  any  order 
I  have  seen  fit  to  give,  is  most  gratifying  to  me. 

In  sanitary  matters  there  are  marked  improvements.  This  has 
been  especially  noted  in  factories  of  recent  construction,  where 
everything  has  been  done  to  make  a  perfect  system.  Most  of  the 
older  factories  have  undergone  changes  in  this  respect,  and  now, 
with  a  few  exceptions,  I  consider  the  sanitary  arrangements  of 
the  factories  and  workshops  in  this  district  all  that  could  be  de- 
sired. I  am  pleased  to  report  that  in  every  case  where  addi- 
tional accommodations  or  cleanliness  havQ  been  required  by  the 
inspector  they  have  been  promptly  provided.  In  fact,  there  seems 
to  be  a  desire  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  charge  of  such  fac- 
tories or  workshops  to  do  all  that  is  possible  to  remedy  such 
evils,  and  I  want  to  say  right  here  that  there  are  some  mills  in  the 
city  of  Fall  River  where  they  give  a  prize  to  the  overseer  having 
the  cleanest  rooms,  and  I  must  say  they  are  models  to  look  at. 

Sections  13  and  14  of  chapter  104  of  the  Public  Statutes,  re- 
lating to  the  protection  of  machinery,  have  been  cheerfully  com- 
plied with.  In  all  cases  the  manufacturers  seem  to  thoroughly 
appreciate  this  law,  and  in  many  cases,  where  their  attention  has 
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been  called  to  any  defected  they  express  surprise  that  it  had  not 
been  observed  by  them  before,  especially  with  machinery  which  I 
consider  as  very  dangerous  —  the  mule-heads  at  the  extreme  ends 
of  the  mule-rooms  in  most  of  the  cotton  mills  in  my  district  —  and 
I  had  all  of  the  same  cased  up,  which  met  with  the  approval  of 
employees  and  employers. 

I  have  given  especial  attention  to  gearing  and  set-screws.  The 
fact  is  quite  evident  that  exposed  gears  and  set-screws  are  espe- 
cially dangerous.  Universal  efforts  have  been  put  forth  by  super- 
intendents of  factories  to  guard  all  dangerous  shafting,  belting  and 
pulleys  by  boxing. 

Section  8,  chapter  348,  of  the  Acts  of  1888,  relating  to  the  em- 
ployment of  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  is  observed  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner  in  my  distinct,  excepting  two  cases, 
where  I  was  compelled  to  prosecute  the  overseer  in  one  case  and 
the  corporation  in  the  other,  for  employing  children  under  sixteen 
years  of  age  without  a  certificate,  and  they  were  both  fined  for  the 
same. 

There  has  been  a  very  noticeable  decrease  the  past  year  in  the 
number  of  young  help  employed,  especially  between  the  ages  of 
thirteen  and  fourteen.  Manufacturers  are  fast  coming  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  results  of  employing  older  help,  although  more 
expensive,  are  far  more  satisfactory,  and  to  this  fact  alone  can  be 
attributed  the  large  decrease. 

The  law  relating  to  illiterates  is  proving  very  beneficial.  Manu- 
facturers have  Interested  themselves  enough  to  co-operate  with  the 
school  boards,  and  now  the  attendance  at  some  places  in  my  dis- 
trict is  such  that  the  accommodations  have  proven  inadequate. 

I  have  neither  observed  nor  heard  of  any  violation  of  chapter 
183  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  prohibiting  the  employment  of  women 
and  minors  in  manufacturing  establishments  between  the  hours  of 
10  P.M.  and  6  a.m. 

The  provisions  of  the  fifty-eight-hour  law  regarding  the  employ- 
ment of  women  and  children  are,  I  believe,  as  well  complied  with 
as  any  on  the  statute  books. 

I  have  had  one  or  two  complaints  for  running  overtime,  and 
upon  investigation  the  time  was  so  short  that  for  the  want  of 
evidence  I  could  do  nothing  with  the  cases. 

Chapter  52  of  the  Acts  of  1884,  An  Act  prohibiting  the  lock- 
ing of  doors  of  buildings  wherein  operatives  are  employed  during 
the  hours  of  labor,  is  generally  complied  with  in  this  district. 

Chapter  150  of  the  Acts  of  1882,  in  regard  to  the  providing  of 
seats  for  women,  I  must  say  is  very  generally  complied  with, 
excepting  in  the  mills  of  Fall  River,  where  the  manufacturers 
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■ 

were  ignorant  of  the  existence  of  such  a  law,  but  were  not  slow 
to  see  the  great  benefit  seats  were  to  women  after  they  had  the 
same  in  their  mills  awhile.  I  have  in  many  cases  given  manufac- 
turers extracts  from  the  Public  Statutes  in  order  to  post  them  on 
all  factory  laws. 

A  careful  inspection  has  been  made  of  all  the  elevators  in  my 
district,  and  I  have  tested  the  safety  device  on  all  the  elevator 
cars.  Most  of  them  I  have  found  in  a  condition  which  I  consider 
good.  Where  I  found  they  were  not  I  issued  orders  to  remedy 
the  defects,  and  they  were  promptly  complied  with.  Fortunately 
there  has  been  no  serious  accident  in  this  district  this  year.  The 
freedom  from  accidents  with  elevators  I  attribute  not  so  macb  to 
additional  devices  as  to  the  fact  that  the  managers  in  the  work- 
shops and  factories  believe  in  providing  some  suitable  person 
whose  duty  it  is  to  attend  to  the  running  of  the  elevators. 

Courteous  treatment  has  always  been  accorded  the  inspector  in 
this  district,  and  in  my  investigations  I  have  been  in  all  cases  met 
with  a  perfect  freedom  to  impart  the  knowledge  desired,  both 
from  employer  and  employed. 

I  wish  to  say,  in  conclusion,  that  I  have  had  the  generous  sup- 
port and  counsel  of  Officer  Dexter,  thus  receiving  the  benefit  of 
his  experience  as  inspector  of  this  district.

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Report  of  Inspector  Knight. 

In  connection  with  my  tabulated  statement,  I  have  the  honor  to 
aubmit  the  following  report  relating  to  the  laws  entrusted  to 
me  to  enforce  in  District  No.  7,  which  comprises  Hampden  and 
Hampshire  counties :  — 

Chapter  348,  Acts  of  1888,  <^  An  Act  in  relation  to  the  em- 
ployment of  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  in  factories, 
workshops  and  mercantile  establishments,"  I  am  pleased  to  report, 
is  complied  with  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner  in  this  district.  I 
have  found  but  very  few  such  children  employed  during  the  past 
year  in  violation  of  this  statute.  When  such  children  were  found 
without  the  proper  schooling  certificate,  the  responsible  parties 
were  notified,  and  the  certificates  were  procured  at  once  and 
placed  on  file. 

In  no  instance  dunng  the  past  year  have  I  found  a  child  under 
thirteen  years  of  age  employed  in  any  factory,  workshop  or  mer- 
cantile establishment.  The  number  of  children  under  fourteen 
years  of  age  employed  in  each  establishment  is  certainly  being 
steadily  reduced  each  year,  and  older  children  employed  to  re- 
place them,  and,  I  am  told  by  many  employers,  with  much  better 
results. 

In  regard  to  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  sani- 
tation and  ventilation  in  factories  and  workshops,  I  find  a  willing- 
ness on  the  part  of  the  manufacturer  or  those  having  the  care  of 
the  building  to  comply  with  all  reasonable  demands  of  the  inspec- 
tor in  this  respect,  and  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report 
that  during  the  past  year  very  much  improvement  has  been  made 
in  a  number  of  large  manufacturing  establishments  in  this  direc- 
tion. Additional  closets  have  been  put  in  where  required ;  old, 
dilapidated  and  unventilated  closets  have  been  replaced  by  modern 
and  well-ventilated  ones,  and  in  some  instances  the  ventilation  is 
by  an  exhaust  fan,  which  of  course  does  its  work  much  better  than 
it  can  possibly  be  done  in  any  other  manner.  In  fact,  since  this 
law  was  inaugurated  and  enforced,  there  has  been  a  decided  in- 
crease of  interest  shown  in  this  very  important  matter  by  all  per- 
sons having  such  establishments  under  their  control  or  management. 
They  plainly  see  the  good  effect  upon  all  parties  concerned,  and 
there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  in  the  near  future  it  will  be 
hard  to  find  in  this  district  a  factory  or  workshop  without  the  best 
sanitary  appliances.  I  find  in  many  cases  that  there  is  a  great 
difi&culty  in  always  keeping  the  closets  in  that  condition  of  cleanli- 
ness that  they  should  be  in,  owing  in  a  measure,  perhaps,  to  the 
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indifference  of  the  operatives,  and  it  requires  the  constant  watch- 
fulness of  the  overseers  to  see  that  they  are  kept  in  proper  con- 
dition. 

Sections  18  and  14  of  chapter  104  of  the  Public  Statutes,  the 
law  relating  to  the  protection  of  the  operatives  in  our  factories 
and  workshops  against  accident  from  unguarded  machinery  and 
elevators,  has  been  given  no  little  attention  this  year.  A  careful 
inspection  has  been  made  of  the  elevators  in  this  district  to  ascer- 
tain if  the  hoisting  ropes  and  hoisting  machinery  were  in  good 
working  order.  Very  many  of  them  have  been  tested  to  ascertain 
if  the  safety  devices  would  hold  in  the  event  of  accident  to  the 
hoisting  ropes  and  hoisting  machinery,  and  where  any  parts  were 
found  defective  in  any  manner  orders  have  been  given  to  remedy 
such,  and  in  every  case  such  notices  have  been  promptly  complied 
with.  The  openings  to  the  elevator  wells,  as  a  rule,  were  found 
protected,  as  required  by  law. 

Machinery,  such  as  belting,  gearing,  and  set-screws  near  pulleys, 
or  where  the  operatives  are  liable  to  come  in  contact  with  it,  is 
especially  dangerous,  and  requires  no  little  attention  on  the  part 
of  the  inspector.  In  order  to  be  sure  that  everything  has  been 
guarded  as  far  as  it  is  possible  against  the  possibility  of  accident, 
many  places  are  found  which  at  first  it  would  seem  to  be  unneces- 
sary to  protect ;  subsequently,  it  was  found  to  be  quite  necessary 
to  do  so.  And  in  all  cases  where  notices  have  been  given  for  bet- 
ter protection  of  the  operatives  against  accident,  it  has  been  cheer- 
fully complied  with. 

Chapter  433,  Acts  of  1888,  ''  An  Act  relating  to  the  employ- 
ment of  minors,  fourteen  years  of  age  or  over,  who  cannot  read 
and  write  in  the  English  language,"  has  been  rigidly  enforced  in 
the  cities  and  towns  wherein  evening  schools  are  maintained  in 
this  district.  This  law,  in  my  judgment,  is  proving  itself  very 
beneficent  to  all  who  avail  themselves  of  its  provisions,  and  I  also 
believe  it  is  appreciated  by  the  employers  as  well.  A  thoroagh 
canvass  of  the  factories  has  been  made  to  ascertain  the  number  of 
illiterates  who  come  under  the  law,  and  as  a  result  all  such  have 
been  given  to  understand  by  their  employers  if  they  are  not  regu- 
lar attendants  at  the  evening  schools  they  must  expect  to  receive 
a  discharge  from  the  establishment.  As  a  result,  very  few  com- 
plaints are  received  of  wilful  absentees. 

The  so-called  ^*  fifty-eight-hour  law,"  regulating  the  hours  of 
labor  for  women  and  children  in  manufactory  establishments,  is 
working  satisfactorily  in  this  district,  and  I  have  no  knowledge  of 
any  violations  of  it  during  the  year.  In  fact,  owing  to  the  dall 
times  for  the  last  few  months,  a  large  number  of  manufacturing 
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concerns  have  been  rannlng  on  short  time,  while  others  have  been 
obliged  to  shut  down  entirely  a  number  of  weeks  at  a  time. 

There  is  a  general  compliance  with  that  part  of  the  law  requiring 
legal  notices  to  be  posted  in  every  room  where  women  and  minors 
under  eighteen  years  of  age  are  employed,  giving  the  time-table 
for  each  day  of  the  week. 

The  act  in  regard  to  bolting  or  locking  doors  in  buildings 
wherein  operatives  are  employed,  so  as  to  prevent  free  egress  in 
case  of  fire  during  the  hours  of  labor,  is  generally  complied  with 
in  this  district.  I  have  found  but  one  case  during  the  past  year 
where  it  was  violated.  The  usual  five-days  notice  was  sent,  and 
it  was  promptly  complied  with. 

Agreeably  to  your  instructions,  I  have  devoted  considerable 
time  to  the  inspection  of  hotels,  public  buildings,  lodging-honses, 
etc.,  the  results  of  which  will  appear  in  the  reports  sent  you.

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Report  of  Inspectob  Shbehan. 

The  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  which  I,  as  an  inspector,  am 
.  called  upon  to  enforce  are  being  well  complied  with  in  this  district, 
comprising  a  part  of  the  county  of  Essex. 

There  is  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  employers  to  comply 
cheerfully  with  the  requirements  of  statutes  regarding  the  employ- 
ment of  labor.  It  is  seldom  that  I  visit  a  manufacturing  estab- 
lishment without  finding  a  time-table  regulating  the  hours  of  lalior 
posted,  as  is  required.  In  the  mills  the  operatives  work  more 
than  ten  hours  per  day  for  five  days,  in  order  to  give  a  short  day 
on  Saturday.  In  the  shoe  factories  females  are  employed  to  work 
by  the  piece  in  most  cases,  and  are  not  obliged  to  work  a  specified 
number  of  hours.  They  will  not  average  fifty  hours  per  week 
when  business  is  good.  The  employers  cheerfully  comply  by 
posting  the  time-tables  of  fifty-eight  hours  per  week. 

Evening  schools  during  the  last  season  were  well  attended,  and 
I  devoted  a  good  deal  of  time  to  the  enforcement  of  the  law  relat- 
ing to  the  employment  of  minors  who  cannot  read  and  write  in 
tbe  English  language.  1  visited  the  schools  almost  every  evening, 
and  when  the  teachers  reported  the  names  of  delinquents  I  visited 
the  persons  who  employed  them,  and  they  were  notified  to  either 
attend  school  or  be  discharged.  The  employers  are  heartily  in 
favor  of  the  law,  and  with  their  co-operation  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  attendance  the  coming  season  will  be  good. 

The  law  in  relation  to  the  employment  of  minors  has  been  well 
observed,  and  on  comparing  my  records  of  this  year  with  those  of 
last  I  find  where  there  were  thirty-three  minors  under  the  school 
age  (fourteen  years)  last  year  there  are  but  seven  such  minors 
employed  in  the  factories  of  this  district  this  year.  The  reason 
for  such  a  change  is  that  the  manufacturers  believe  that  the  more 
intelligent  the  workmen  are  the  more  profitable  their  labor  is  to 
both  employer  and  employee. 

There  is  a  notable  improvement  in  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
factories  in  this  district.  This  is  caused  by  the  erection  of  a  great 
number  of  new  buildings  which  contain  the  latest  improved  water- 
closets  for-  both  sexes,  and  the  system  of  heating  with  hot  air 
makes  the  work-rooms  healthier  and  the  help  more  cheerful. 

In  regard  to  the  enforcement  of  the  law  to  provide  means  of 
communication  between  rooms  in  manufacturing  establishments 
where  machinery  is  propelled  by  steam  and  the  room  where  the 
engineer  is  stationed,  I  have  not  issued  any  orders,  because  I 
could  not  see  the  benefit  of  such  an  order  as  a  means  of  saving 
life  in  case  of  accident.     I  have  endeavored  during  the  year  to  get 
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the  owners  of  buildings  used  for  manufacturing  purposes  to  have 
the  shafting  on  each  floor  provided  with  a  friction  clutch  or  sbut- 
off .  The  cost  of  such  appliance  does  not  exceed  that  of  speak- 
ing-tubes or  electric  bells,  and  is  much  more  effective  as  a  means 
of  saving  life  in  cases  of  accident. 

Tlie  guarding  of  gears,  set-screws  and  other  dangerous  parts  of 
mnihinery  I  have  found  to  require  constant  supervision,  especially 
in  the  smaller  factories,  less  care  being  exercised  in  that  respect 
than  in  the  larger  ones  ;  and  in  those  using  old  machinery  there  is 
many  times  a  lack  of  the  safeguards  found  to  be  necessary  and 
applied  by  the  manufacturer  of  the  new.  There  has  been  one 
fatal  accident  caused  by  the  bursting  of  an  emery  wheel,  and 
after  the  most  diligent  inquiry  I  have  been  unable  so  far  to  find 
any  guard  against  that  which  will  give  sufficient  protection  to  the 
persons  employed. 

I  have  inspected  the  elevators  in  nearly  every  factory  in  my 
district,  and  they  have  been  placed  in  good  condition,  as  regards 
safety  ap|)liances,  new  cables  and  gears,  and  there  is  not,  to  my 
knowledge,  one  in  my  district  that  is  not  supplied  with  some  form 
of  safety  device.  There  has  been  one  fatal  accident,  but  it  was 
caused  by  carelessness  and  not  by  any  defect  of  the  machinery  of 
the  elevator.  I  am  convinced  that  the  great  decrease  in  the 
number  of  accidents  is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  Improvements  in 
hoisting  machinery,  frequent  replacing  of  cables,  and  the  employ- 
ment of  competent  persons  to  operate  them.  All  elevator  open- 
ings are  protected  by  either  self-closing  hatches,  gates  or  bars, 
and  in  cases  where  the  wells  are  encased  I  have  caused  guards  to 
be  placed  inside  the  doors,  such  as  would  draw  the  attention  of 
the  party  using  it  to  the  fact  of  its  not  being  an  ordinary  door. 

I  have  found  no  instances  of  fastening  of  outside  doors  daring 
the  hours  of  labor,  except  by  spring  locks  or  bolts  readily  operated 
from  the  inside. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  agents  and  superin- 
tendents of  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  this  district  have 
received  me  kindly  and  with  a  disposition  to  assist  me  in  my  tours 
of  inspection  to  their  fullest  extent.

Report  of  Inspector  Splaine. 

I  respectf ally  submit  herewith  a  tabulated  report  of  factories, 
workshops,  public  buildings  and  elevators  inspected  by  me  during 
the  year  just  closed^ 
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Changes  for  the  better  among  factories  and  workshops  in 
my  district  have  become  apparent  since  my  last  annual  report. 
Danger  to  life  and  limb  to-day  is  not  so  great  as  it  was  a  year 
ago;  the  fifty-eight-hour  time-table  for  women,  young  persons 
and  children  is  posted  in  every  factory  and  workshop  where  the 
law  requires  it ;  means  of  egress  in  case  of  fire  are  better ;  san- 
itary matters  are  decidedly  better ;  ventilation  is  good,  considering 
all  the  circumstances  ;  and  more  important  than  all  is  the  fact  that 
children  under  fourteen  years  of  age  have  nearly  all  disappeared 
from  the  factories  and  workshops  in  the  district. 

The  enforcement  of  the  fifty-eight-hour  law  for  women,  young 
persons  and  children  has  required  a  good  deal  of  labor  and  per- 
severance in  order  to  bring  about  the  observance  of  it  by  all  the 
manufacturers.  It  is  now,  however,  regarded  with  favor  by  nearly 
all  interested,  and  the  many  objections  raised  against  it  upon  first 
attempts  to  enforce  it  have  disappeared. 

Dangerous  machinery  in  my  district  is  well  guarded ;  yet,  be- 
cause of  frequently  changing  old  for  new  machinery  and  the 
frequent  change  of  proprietorship,  it  is  not  safe  to  conclude  that 
because  machinery  has  been  guarded  once  it  is  guarded  forever. 

Ventilation  depends  to  a  great  extent  upon  the  age  and  form  of 
the  building.  The  older  building  is  almost  sure  to  be  poorly  venti- 
lated^ while  the  building  of  more  modern  design  and  construction 
is  almost  sure  to  be  well  ventilated.  The  modem  factory  is  simple 
in  form,  high  studded,  space  enough  for  employees,  plenty  of  light 
and  air,  good  sanitary  appointments,  and  ample  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire.  Of  the  older  structures  I  can  only  say  that  I  wish 
all  of  them,  in  one  day,  could  be  replaced  by  new  ones. 

Last  year  I  found  97  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age 
working  in  factories  and  workshops  in  my  district,  and  that 
number,  compared  with  that  of  former  years,  was  unprecedent- 
edly  low  ;  but  to  my  surprise,  I  have  found  this  year,  of  children 
under  fourteen  years,  only  4  in  the  whole  district. 

The  very  small  number  of  children  in  factories  of  my  district 
this  year  shows  the  public  sentiment  against  child  labor,  and  re- 
flects credit  on  the  manufacturers,  who,  through  their  public-spirit- 
edness  and  in  response  to  public  opinion,  are  setting  their  faces 
against  the  employment  of  little  children. 

With  the  laws  now  applying  to  factory  life  wisely  enforced  by 
ofiScers  whose  aim  should  be  to  accomplish  the  greatest  good  un- 
der the  law  with  the  least  possible  friction,  factory  life  for  good 
men,  women  and  young  persons  bids  fair  to  improve  steadily.

Report  of  Inspectob  Howes. 

It  is  especially  gratifying  to  xne,  in  presenting  my  annoal  report 
for  the  year  past,  that  I  am  able  to  state  that  the  laws  which  I  am 
expected  to  enforce  have  been  so  very  generally  and  faithfully 
complied  with. 

The  first  act  I  will  refer  to  is  the  one  relating  to  the  employment 
of  women  and  children.  I  find  this  past  year  no  children  have 
been  employed  or  certificates  given  to  children  under  fourteen 
years,  excepting  during  the  vacation,  when  they  worked  under 
vacation  certificates.  I  am  also  glad  to  state  that  the  number  em- 
ployed under  sixteen  is  on  the  decrease. 

Regarding  illiterates,  in  this  district  there  are  only  two  cities 
and  towns  that  are  required  to  comply  with  the  law  found  in 
chapter  433,  Acts  of  1887.  Opr  manufacturers  are  very  willing 
to  do  all  in  their  power  to  see  that  this  law  is  enforced,  and  with 
their  assistance  our  evening  schools  are  well  maintained.  Where 
children  refuse  to  attend  the  evening  schools  a  few  of  the  manu- 
facturers have  discharged  them  from  their  employ. 

The  laws  relating  to  the  hours  of  labor  for  women  and  children 
are  well  carried  out.  Seldom  do  I  find  a  case  of  overtime  and  not 
often  is  one  reported.  This  year  there  has  been  one,  but  upon  in- 
Yestigation  I  found  it  was  not  known  to  the  manufacturer. 

Few  accidents  and  none  fatal  have  occurred  this  year  in  this 
district.  There  has  been  a  general  compliance  with  the  law  re- 
lating to  the  guarding  of  machinery. ' 

Ck>nceming  the  safety  of  elevators,  I  find  these  also  well  at- 
tended to  in  nearly  all  instances.  In  some  few  cases  I  have  found 
it  necessary  to  call  attention  to  some  fault,  which  being  immedi- 
ately remedied  in  my  presence,  or  before  I  left  the  place,  has 
rendered  it  unnecessary  to  report  any  orders  given. 
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MoBt  of  the  factories  are  well  supplied  with  means  of  egress, 
and  the  proprietors  are  particalar  to  see  that  doors  ai-e  readily 
opened  from  the  inside. 

Besides  the  inspection  of  factories,  etc.,  my  duties  also  call 
upon  me  to  see  that  the  law  in  chapter  307,  Acts  of  1890,  pro- 
viding for  the  better  protection  of  human  life  in  hotels  in  case  of 
fire,  is  complied  with.  It  is  generally  observed  except  when  there 
has  been  a  change  in  proprietorship.  In  such  instances  it  hu 
been  through  ignorance  of  the  law  that  caused  the  lack  of  at- 
tention. In  most  of  the  small  towns  there  are  no  inspectors  of 
buildings  or  engineers  of  fire  department.  Many  of  these  same 
small  towns  have  large  hotels,  which  do  not  receive  any  inspectioa 
with  the  exception  of  what  the  State  inspector  gives  under  the 
above  law.  The  selectmen  do  not  understand  that  they  shoald 
perform  the  duty  of  chief  engineer,  and  so  make  no  report. 

In  conclusion,  I  will  say  that  all  manufacturers  have  shown  a 
willingness  to  comply  with  every  requirement,  and  are  anxioas  to 
keep  posted  on  what  is  required  of  them,  asking  year  by  year  for 
the  new  inspection  laws. 

I  have  heard  an  employee  say  that  he  considered  the  inspectors 
benefactors  of  the  employee,  and  I  feel  the  work  done  has  been 
of  benefit  to  both  employer  and  employed.

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Report  of  Inspector  Hannagan. 

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  report  to  joa  the  operations  of  the 
laws  relating  to  the  employment  of  labor  and  inspection  of  facto- 
ries, workshops  and  mercantile  establishments  which  I  am  directed 
to  enforce  in  district  No.  8. 

The  provisions  of  the  law  relating  to  the  employment  of  children 
under  sixteen  years  of  age  in  factories,  workshops  and  mercantUe 
establishments  are  complied  with  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

There  has  been  only  one  case  found  this  year  that  might  be  con- 
sidered a  wilful  violation  of  the  statutes.  The  employment  of 
children  under  fourteen  years  of  age  in  such  establishments  is 
being  greatly  reduced  year  by  year,  more  especially  since  the 
enactment  of  the  law  requiring  a  school  attendance  of  thirty  in- 
stead of  twenty  weeks  each  year  for  such  children.  The  tendency 
is  to  employ  only  those  over  fourteen  years  of  age.  The  majority 
of  those  under  fourteen  were  found  employed  during  vacation  of 
(he  public  schools  only.  That  the  tendency  of  this  law  is  to  re- 
duce the  number  of  children  under  fourteen  employed  in  our  facto- 
ries and  workshops  throughout  the  Commonwealth  there  can  be  no 
doubt,  and  the  time,  in  my  opinion,  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will 
be  an  exception  to  find  a  child  under  such  age  in  any  factory  or 
workshop  for  various  reasons :  first,  it  does  not  pay  to  employ  a 
child  for  so  short  a  time  as  the  twenty-two  weeks  that  he  is  per- 
mitted to  work,  divided  as  it  is  into  portions  of  from  three  to 
eight  weeks  that  he  can  work  continuously ;  again,  it  is  better  for 
all  concerned  to  employ  older  help,  as  they  can  be  made  more  re- 
sponsible, therefore  they  are  more  reliable  operatives,  as  they  feel 
the  necessity  of  doing  their  work  well  in  order  to  keep  their  situa- 
tions or  to  gain  promotion. 

Under  the  law  relating  to  the  safety  of  employees,  the  safe 
guards  provided  to  protect  life  and  limb  and  the  precautions  taken 
by  the  manufacturers  to  guard  all  such  dangerous  machinery  tend 
to  show  that  the  laws  have  been  respected. 

Much  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  interests  of  sanitation  in 
factories  and  workshops,  as  the  enforcement  of  this  law  is  a 
matter  of  vital  importance.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made 
and  good  results  have  been  accomplished  under  the  provisions  of 
the  law,  which  are  manifest  in  every  instance  where  orders  have 
been  given  to  remedy  the  imperfections. 

I  have  devoted  much  time  to  the  enforcement  of  chapter  433, 
Acts  of  1888,  *^  An  Act  relating  to  the  employment  of  minors, 
fourteen  years  of  age  or  over,  who  cannot  read  or  write  in  the 
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English  language."  This  law  is  a  good  one,  and  is  working  a  great 
benefit  to  the  illiterate  class,  in  whose  behalf  it  was  enacted,  and 
to  the  employer  as  well.  The  law  is  rigidly  enforced  in  the  cities 
and  in  a  number  of  the  larger  towns  in  my  district.  The  teachers 
of  the  evening  schools'  report  a  large  and  regular  attendance,  and  a 
greater  interest  manifested  among  the  pupils. 

The  law  regulating  the  hours  of  labor  for  women  and  children 
in  manufacturing  and  mechanical  establishments,  known  as  the 
**  fifty-eight-hour  law,"  is  working  satisfactorily  in  this  district. 
I  have  received  but  one  complaint  of  its  violation,  which  I  re- 
ported to  you,  and  the  case  was  brought  to  court,  and  you  were 
present  at  the  trial. 

The  elevators  in  this  district  have  been  examined  carefully,  and 
in  all  cases  where  there  were  no  safety  devices,  and  also  where  the 
devices  were  old  and  out  of  order,  the  owners  were  notified, 
and  they  willingly  made  repairs.  The  elevator  wells  have  been 
guarded  with  self-closing  hatches,  automatic  gates  or  bars. 

Agreeably  to  your  instructions  in  relation  to  the  guarding  of 
machinery,  I  have  taken  particular  pains  to  have  the  set-screws  on 
the  shafting  countersunk  or  protected,  as  they  have  been  the  cause 
of  a  great  many  accidents.  Orders  have  been  given  to  guard  dan- 
gerous parts  of  machinery,  and,  as  a  general  thing,  belting  gear- 
ing and  other  portions  requiring  protection  are  well  attended  to. 

I  have  had  a  few  complaints  in  regard  to  violations  of  the  re- 
cently enacted  law,  chapter  886,  Acts  of  1893,  which  went  into 
effect  August  1  of  the  present  year,  regulating  the  hours  of  labor 
for  certain  employees  of  street-railroad  companies,  which  pro- 
vides that  a  day's  work  for  all  conductors,  drivers  and  motor- 
men  shall  not  exceed  ten  hours'  work,  to  be  performed  within 
twelve  consecutive  hours,  and  upon  investigation  I  found  the 
cause  due  to  a  misapprehension  of  the  intent  of  said  law.  At 
present  there  is  no  friction,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  the  law  is 
complied  with. 

The  remainder  of  the  inspection  laws  which  have  been  placed  in 
my  charge  to  enforce  have  been  cheerfully  complied  with,  and  I 
can  gladly  add  my  testimony  to  that  of  others  in  saying  that  the 
manufacturers,  superintendents  and  all  others  in  authority  have 
shown  a  marked  willingness  to  comply  with  all  of  my  suggestions.

Report  of  Inspector  Murphy. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  tabulated  report  of  the 
work  performed  by  me  during  the  past  year. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  received  from  you  early  in  the 
year,  I  have  inspected  nearly  all  of  the  public  charitable  institations 
in  my  district.  Reference  to  my  inspection  reports  will  show  that 
while  the  almshouses  in  my  district  will  compare  favorably  with 
any  in  the  State,  yet  much  remains  to  be  done  to  make  some  of  the 
buildings  safe,  and  to  insure  some  measure  of  comfort  to  the  poor 
unfortunates  who  are  reduced  to  the  necessity  of  finding  a  home  in 
these  institutions.  Many  of  the  poor- farm  buildings,  being  the  old 
farm-houses  bought  with  the  land,  are  not  provided  with  the  oon- 
veniences  or  means  of  safety  in  case  of  fire  in  use  in  more  modem 
buildings.     As  far  as  possible  I  have  endeavored  to  make  some 
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improvement  in  the  condition  of  these  hoases  by  recommending  that 
steam  or  furnace  be  substituted  for  stoves  for  heating  purposes, 
for  where  the  inmates  are  old  and  decrepit  persons  and  children  it 
seems  to  me  there  must  be  great  danger  in  the  old  sheet-iron  stoves 
and  wood  box  in  the  corner.  I  have  also  in  many  cases  ordered 
that  each  floor  be  cut  off  from  the  others  by  providing  smoke-tight 
partitions  and  doors,  so  that  in  case  of  fire  the  inmates  will  be 
given  more  time  to  escape  before  the  smoke  fills  the  corridors ;  and 
I  am  pleased  to  say  that  I  have  found  the  city  and  town  officials 
ready  and  willing  to  adopt  my  suggestions  for  the  better  protection 
and  comfort  of  the  poor. 

In  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  chapters  816  and  426  of 
the  Acts  of  1888, 1  am  glad  to  report  that  I  find  owners  and  archi- 
tects ready  and  more  prompt  to  comply  with  my  orders  as  they 
come  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  value  of  the  laws.  But  I 
have  experienced  some  difficulty  in  the  case  of  hotels  in  the  city  of 
Lowell,  where  a  condition  attached  to  the  license  to  sell  liquors 
requires  all  entrances  to  be  permanently  closed  except  the  door 
licensed.  In  several  of  the  hotels  this  condition  of  the  license 
allows  but  one  way  of  egress,  and  in  case  of  fire  might  result  in 
loss  of  human  life.  In  such  cases  I  have  ordered  obstructions 
removed  and  rear  doors  to  be  so  arranged  as  to  be  easily  opened 
from  the  Inside.  In  other  respects  I  find  the  law  relating  to  the 
protection  of  human  life  in  hotels,  as  provided  in  chapter  307  of 
the  Acts  of  1890,  generally  complied  with. 

A  case  quite  recently  came  under  my  notice  which  leads  me  to 
believe  that  chapter  399,  Acts  of  1888,  should  be  amended  so  as  to 
provide  for  a  board  of  inspection  upon  the  application  of,  say,  ten 
citizens  of  a  city  or  town,  or  upon  the  application  of  those  employed 
in,  or  the  tenant  or  tenants  of,  the  alleged  dangerous  building. 

[Chapter  890,  Acts  of  1888.} 

An  Act  pbovidikg  for  the  inspection  in  cektain  cases  of  build- 
ings AND  OTHEB  STRUCTURES  ALLEGED  TO  BE  UNSAFE  OR  DANGEROUS. 

Section  1.  Any  member  of  the  inspection  department  of  the  district 
police  force,  when  called  upon  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  any  city, 
except  the  city  of  Boston,  or  by  the  selectmen  of  a  town,  shall  inspect 
any  building  or  other  structure  or  anything  attached  to  or  connected 
therewith  in  such  city  or  town  which  has  been  represented  to  be  unsafe 
or  dangerous  to  life  or  limb. 

Sect.  2.  If  it  appears  to  an  inspector  upon  such  inspection  that  the 
building  or  other  structure  or  anything  attached  to  or  connected  there- 
with is  unsafe  or  dangerous  to  life  or  limb,  in  case  of  fire  or  otherwise, 
he  shall  proceed  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  or  to  render  the  same 
safe  and  secure,  in  the  manner  provided  by  sections  four  to  eleven, 
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inclusive,  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  four  of  the  Public  Statutes,  and 
may  cause  proceedings  to  be  instituted  under  section  twelve  of  said 
chapter  one  hundred  and  four. 

Sect.  3.  The  words  "  mayor  and  aldermen  ^^  in  section  five  of  said 
chapter  one  hundred  and  four  shall  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  be  con- 
strued to  apply  to  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  a  city  or  the  selectmen  of 
a  town  as  the  case  may  be. 

Sect.  4.  If  in  any  city  or  town  in  which  such  inspection  is  made 
there  is  no  city  engineer  or  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department,  the 
mayor  and  aldermen  or  selectmen  as  the  case  may  be  shall  designate 
some  other  officer  or  officers  or  some  suitable  persons  in  place  of  the 
officers  so  named  to  act  upon  the  board  of  survey  provided  for  in  section 
six  of  said  chapter  one  hundred  and  four,  and  the  provisions  of  said 
section,  and  of  sections  seven,  eight,  nine,  ten  and  twelve  of  said  chapter 
one  hundred  and  four  shall  apply  to  a  board  thus  constituted. 

Several  months  ago  I  notified  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  select- 
men of  a  certain  town  in  my  district  that  a  certain  building  used 
for  manufacturing  purposes  was  unsafe  and  dangerous.  I  have 
since  learned  that  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  selectmen  is  one  of 
the  principal  owners  of  said  building.  I  am  not  aware  that  any 
action  has  been  taken  by  the  selectmen  to  have  the  building 
inspected,  or  to  make  it  more  safe.

Special  Duty. 

By  authority  of  chapter  387,  Acts  of  1893,  Thomas  Haw- 
ley  was  appointed  an  additional  district  police  officer,  and  it 
was  made  his  special  duty  to  inspect  uninsured  steam  boilers 
and  their  appurtenances,  and  to  inquire  into  the  ability  and 
competency  of  the  engineers  in  charge  thereof. 

For  purposes  of  record  I  herewith  append  his  report. 

Report  of  Inspector  Hawlet. 

In  compliance  with  your  instructions,  there  has  been  sent  to 
you,  from  time  to  time,  a  detailed  report  of  inspections  that  I 
have  made,  as  to  the  peculiarities  of  the  plant,  the  age  of  the 
boilers,  the  attention  the  boilers  receive,  and  a  record  of  defects 
observed.  You  have  also  received  a  memorandum  of  any  rec- 
ommendations that  I  have  made  to  the  owners  of  the  boilers 
found  defective,  as  you  held  the  opinion  that  the  department 
should  call  attention  to  defects  in  boilers  in  order  that  those  who 
might  be  so  disposed  might  remedy  them  and  thereby  increase  the 
public  safety.  I  have  also  handed  you  a  summary  of  these  re- 
ports, in  which  is  included  the  nature  of  the  defects,  how  many 
found  and  the  number  that  were  considered  dangerous.  From  this 
summary  it  appears  that  in  171  boilers  inspected  28  were  found 
without  apparent  defect,  and  the  balance  were  found  defective 
in  some  particular,  some  having  a  number  of  defects,  the  total 
defects  observed  being  486  and  the  number  of  these  defects  con- 
sidered dangerous  being  114. 

It  may  be  necessary  to  briefly  explain  what,  in  my  opinion,  con- 
stituted a  defect,  taking  only  those  found,  and  when  that  defect 
became  dangerous.     A  defect  was  some  condition  existing  in 
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either  the  construction  or  material  of  the  boiler,  by  which  its 
strength  was  impaired,  or  by  use  or  careless  management  or  de- 
terioration the  boiler  had  become  weakened  materially.  Referring 
to  the  summary  of  reports,  two  dangerous  defective  settings  were 
found.  One  of  these  was  almost  honeycombed  with  holes  in  the 
brickwork,  some  of  them  very  large ;  the  boiler  settled  consider- 
ably, and  the  whole  is  a  mystery  how  it  held  together.  The  other 
was  where  the  brickwork  was  so  cracked  and  bulged  as  to  be  in 
imminent  danger  of  giving  way  and  dropping  the  boiler.  The  de- 
fects observed,  but  not  classified  as  dangerous,  included  consider- 
able cracking  of  the  brickwork,  settling  of  the  boiler,  springing  of 
the  rear  arch  so  as  to  allow  heat  to  strike  the  back  head  above  the 
water  line  (this  could  have  been  called  dangerous) ,  and  where  the 
side  walls  had  sprung  away  from  the  boiler.  There  were  noted  16 
cases  defective,  two  dangerously  so. 

The  defective  safety-valves  included  those  in  which  anything 
was  noted  that  might  prevent  them  working  freely,  or  with  safety- 
valves  and  outlets  too  small.  The  dangerous  ones  were  places 
where  the  valves  were  found  corroded,  where  the  guide  was 
twisted  and  bent  out  of  shape,  where  the  levers  were  bent  so 
that  the  ball  would  only  stay  at  the  extreme  end,  where  the 
safety-valve  outlet  had  a  globe  valve  upon  it,  and  where  the 
valve  was  so  piped  that  it  was  liable  to  be  rendered  inoperative 
by  the  outlet  freezing.  Thirteen  cases  were  noted,  of  which  six 
were  dangerous. 

Blow-offs  were  considered  dangerous  when  their  ends  were  , 
plugged  up  and  they  had  every  appearance  of  never  having  been 
blown  off,  or  no  place  to  which  to  blow  the  water  except  into  the 
room  itself ;  when  the  blow-off  pipe  was  placed  in  the  head  several 
inches  above  the  bottom  of  the  shell,  so  that  it  would  be  impossi- 
ble to  blow  out  the  accumulated  sediment  or  to  wash  it  out.  They 
were  dangerous  when  found  to  be  stopped  up,  when  the  blow-off 
valve  could  not  be  opened,  or  when  the  blow-off  pipe  was  found 
clogged  with  dirt.  When  the  valve  was  so  piped  that  it  could  be- 
come frozen,  the  defect  was  noted,  but  it  was  not  called  dangeroas. 
There  were  35  cases  found,  18  of  which  were  dangerous. 

Braces  were  called  defective  when  their  size  was  not  sufficient 
to  properly  stay  the  flat  surface  braced,  and  dangerous  when  found 
to  be  broken  or  very  considerably  corroded.  No  cases  of  danger- 
ous braces  were  reported,  but  19  braces  were  found  that  were  con- 
siderably corroded  and  their  factor  of  safety  materially  reduced. 
Further  corrosion  must  result  and  it  will  not  be  long  before  they 
become  dangerous. 

Defective  feed  arrangements  were  those  in  which  any  difficulty 
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would  be  found  in  feeding  water  to  the  boiler.  A  common  defect- 
ive arrangement  found  was  in  boilers  in  a  battery  where  each 
boiler  was  not  provided  with  a  separate  check-valve,  thus  making 
it  possible  for  an  excess  of  pressure  in  one  boiler  to  force  the 
water  out  of  that  boiler  and  into  another  in  which  there  was  a  less 
pressure.  As  the  boilers  were  not  provided  with  steam  valves, 
and  their  steam  outlets  led  to  one  pipe,  or  to  a  drum  in  one  case, 
the  chances  of  difference  in  pressure  occurring  were  lessened  and 
what  could  easily  become  a  dangerous  condition  with  an  ignorant 
man  in  charge  was  not  tabulated  as  dangerous  in  the  instances  ob- 
served. The  only  dangerous  case  reported  was  where  the  boiler 
was  fed  by  city  pressure  alone.  As  the  boiler  was  on  a  high  hill, 
at  times  the  pressure  was  not  sufficient  to  put  the  water  into  the 
boiler  against  the  pressure  carried,  and  the  pressure  had  to  be  re- 
duced to  this.  The  natural  way  of  reducing  the  pressure  was  to 
use  the  steam,  lowering  the  supply  in  the  boiler  to  a  dangerous 
limit. 

Defective  steam  connections  consisted  of  cases  where  it  was  im- 
possible to  shut  the  steam  in  the  boiler  or  boilers  except  at  the  en- 
gine throttle,  and  the  injury  to  one  boiler  meant  the  discharge  of 
steam  from  all  the  boilers  in  the  battery,  and  multiplied  the  danger 
accordingly.  Defective  piping  was  found  with  no  provision  for 
expansion,  submitting  the  pipes  to  strains  that  will  some  day  cause 
trouble.  These  defects  were  not  classified  as  immediately  danger- 
ous, though  they  may  easily  become  so.  Five  cases  were  found, 
one  dangerous. 

Defective  water  columns  were  those  in  which  no  means  were 
provided  to  clean  the  dirt  from  them.  After  awhile  they  will  be- 
come filled  with  sediment  and  the  glass  or  gauges  fail  to  show  the 
position  of  water  in  the  boiler.  Columns  were  defective  where  the 
piping  was  such  as  to  form  a  trap  which  would  show  a  false  water 
level,  and  a  column  or  glass  set  so  that  the  glass  would  show 
several  inches  of  water  when  the  water  was  really  below  the  level 
of  the  tubes,  were  noted  as  defective.  None  of  these  cases  were 
called  dangerous,  as  the  engineers  knew  of  them,  but  upon  a 
change  of  help  they  would  be  false  indicators  of  the  position  of 
the  water  line  above  the  fire  line.     Thirteen  cases  were  noted. 

Leaky  seams  were  noted  as  defects,  but  no  case  was  found  where 
it  was  dangerous  and  could  not  be  readily  repaired  by  caulking. 
If  left,  however,  without  repair,  unless  it  stops  itself  by  corrosion, 
it  will  cause  corrosion  of  the  seam  and  rapidly  cause  deterioration 
of  the  boiler.     Sixteen  cases  were  noted. 

The  defects  noted  as  ''  dry  sheet  burned  "  were  places  where  the 
brickwork  over  the  arch  of  the  fire  door  had  been  burned  away 
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and  the  dry  plate  and  dry  rivets  of  the  boiler  were  exposed  to  the 
action  of  the  fire  and  burned.  Neither  this  sheet  nor  these  rivets, 
the  latter  a  vital  part  of  the  boiler,  have  any  water  to  absorb  the 
heat,  and  in  a  very  short  time  become  burned,  crack  the  sheet  at 
this  point  and  become  dangerous.  The  defects  here  tabulated  as 
dangerous  were  cases  where  the  dry  sheet  was  almost  completely 
burned  away  so  that  the  fire  could  come  directly  into  the  up-take, 
and  had  been  so  for  some  time,  and  also  had  burned  the  sheet 
away  almost  up  to  the  line  of  rivets.  Nine  cases  were  noted, 
seven  being  dangerous. 

The  defect  "external  corrosion"  was  for  corrosion  upon  any 
part  of  the  the  shell  outside,  and  was  called  dangerous  when  it  bad 
proceeded  so  far  as  to  considerably  reduce  the  strength  of  the 
plate  by  eating  away  the  iron.  Under  this  head  were  included 
some  defects  that  could  have  been  included  in  leaky  seams.  In 
some  instances  the  corrosion  was  sufficient  to  cause  a  leaks^e,  the 
plate  being  completely  eaten  through.  In  other  cases  the  seam 
was  corroded  half  way  through  the  thickness  of  the  plate,  and  io 
still  other  cases  the  dripping  from  leaky  valves  caused  corrosion 
in  spots  on  the  shell  itself,  and  the  leak  from  the  poorly-packed 
safety-valve  flanges  or  steam  nozzles  had  run  down  over  the  side 
of  the  boiler  and  caused  corrosion  of  the  plate  over  a  considerable 
area  and  a  general  depreciation.  When  this  was  considerable  it 
was  called  dangerous.  In  places  the  corrosion  was  on  the  heads 
and  caused  by  leaky  tubes  and  hand-holes.  In  one  case  the  cor- 
rosion was  so  considerable  that  the  hand-hole  was  enlarged  to 
twice  its  size  by  simply  knocking  away  the  rotten  iron.  In  noting 
defects,  the  individual  cases  on  each  boiler  were  not  separately 
counted,  and  although  many  boilers  were  found  corroded  in  quite 
a  number  of  different  places,  it  was  tabulated  as  one  case  only. 
There  were  52  cases  found,  6  being  dangerous. 

Internal  corrosion  was  corrosion  found  inside  the  boiler.  It  was 
possible  to  examine  only  a  limited  number  of  boilers  internally^ 
which  will  account  for  the  small  number  of  cases  of  internal  cor- 
rosion noted.  In  all  probability  this  number  was  larger  than 
reported.     There  were  11  cases,  2  dangerous. 

The  defect  noted  as  without  fusible  plug  was  cases  where  the 
fusible  plug  prescribed  by  law  as  necessary  was  not  in  the  boiler. 
Doubtless  many  of  the  plugs  in  boilers  are  of  no  use  whatever,  as 
many  of  the  men  in  charge  knew  nothing  about  the  fusible  plag, 
and  never  knew  that  they  had  been  renewed.  There  were  48  boilers 
without  these  plugs. 

Cases  of  leaky  tubes  were  individually  noted  as  defects,  bat  not 
counted  as  dangerous,  although  in  some  oases  the  tubes  leaked 
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very  badly,  and  id  others  the  tube  ends  were  worn  off  and  the 
power  of  the  tube  as  a  stay  was  entirely  gone.  In  some  cases  the 
tubes  were  split.     There  were  57  cases  of  this  defect  found. 

The  defect  *'  cracks  on  boiler  shell  "  needs  no  explanation.  The 
cracks  extended  through  the  plate.  In  one  case  it  extended  from 
rivet  to  rivet,  passed  several  rivets,  and  in  another  case  was  in  the 
shell  plate  itself  and  four  or  more  inches  long.  Both  of  these 
cases  were  decidedly  dangerous. 

Cracks  on  boiler  heads  were  found  to  be  more  numerous.  In 
each  case  the  cracks  extended  between  the  tubes,  and  of  course 
seriously  lowered  the  strength  of  the  boiler,  yet  none  of  them  were 
considered  dangerous  at  that  instant,  although  the  boiler  ought  to 
be  run  at  a  lower  pressure.     There  were  9  cases  found. 

The  defect  noted  as  "boiler  without  safety-valve"  was,  of 
course,  a  decidedly  dangerous  one.  One  case  was  observed, 
although  plenty  were  found  with  dangerously  defective  safety- 
valves - 

The  defect  of  boilers  without  water-glass  to  show  the  height  of 
the  water  was  not  noted  as  dangerous  because  these  boilers  all  had 
water-gauges  provided,  but  these  are  less  often  tried  than  the  glass 
would  be  looked  at,  so  are  not  as  sure.  The  glass  is  always  in 
sight ;  the  water  can  be  found  from  the  gauge  only  by  trying  it. 
There  were  8  cases  found. 

One  boiler  has  no  water-gauges  and  depends  wholly  upon  the 
integrity  of  the  water-glass.  This  is  a  defect,  as  the  glass  must 
be  kept  in  good  condition  to  be  of  any  service,  and  should  the  glass 
break  and  another  be  not  at  hand,  there  is  no  knowledge  of  the 
position  of  the  water  in  the  boiler  until  the  glass  is  fixed. 

Blistered  plates  were  recorded  as  defects  and  were  found  both 
upon  the  fire  sheets  and  the  top  sheets.  The  blister  was  recorded 
as  dangerous  when  it  had  been  burned  and  in  all  probability  the 
plate  surrounding  it  had  been  overheated.  Seven  cases  were 
reported,  4  of  them  dangerous. 

A  patch  upon  a  boiler  was  considered  a  defect  when  it  was  upon 
the  fire  sheet.  A  patch  of  itself  when  properly  put  on  is  not  a 
source  of  weakness,  beyond  the  fact  that  the  riveting  is  not  so 
strong  as  the  solid  sheet.  If  the  patch  is  a  large  one,  the  riveting 
becomes  an  important  factor  in  the  matter,  and  with  a  single  riveted 
patch  t  the  strength  of  the  boiler  must  be  figured  on  the  basis  of  a 
single  riveted  joint,  as  being  the  weakest  part  of  the  structure. 
The  metal  removed  by  the  patch  has  been  replaced  by  metal 
equally  good,  or  should  be,  so  that  with  small  patches  the  strength 
of  the  boiler  has  not  been  appreciably  impaired  by  the  patch.  It 
is  of   course  possible  that  what  made  the  patch  necessary  might 
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have  injured  the  plate  beyond  the  limits  of  the  patch.  What  led 
me  to  call  this  a  defect  was  because  the  patch  was  over  the  fire  and 
formed  a  pocket  at  the  bottom  of  the  boiler  in  which  all  the  sedi- 
ment can  collect,  and  cannot  be  removed  by  the  methods  of  clean- 
ing ordinarily  employed.  This  patch  is  in  constant  danger  of 
burning  out  because  of  this  fact,  and  so  is  a  vital  defect  in  the 
boiler.  Patches  were  called  dangerous  when  they  leaked  very 
much,  showing  that  they  had  been  put  on  by  an  incompetent  work- 
man. One  such  case  was  observed,  out  of  28  cases  of  plates  that 
had  been  patched. 

Safety-valves  overloaded  were  classed  as  defects  when  the  safety- 
valves  were  found  operative,  but  weighted  down  with  heavy  weights 
tied  on  the  lever  in  addition  to  the  safety-valve  ball  provided.  A 
number  of  these  cases  were  found.  In  other  places  upon  old 
boilers  the  ball  would  be  at  the  extreme  of  the  lever,  requiring  a 
pressure  at  which  the  boiler  could  be  relieved  at  a  point  very  mach 
beyond  the  safe  pressure  the  boiler  should  carry.  There  were  11 
of  these  cases. 

A  defect  was  noted  in  every  case  where  it  was  found  that  the 
water-gauges  could  not  be  operated.  In  some  cases  the  gauges 
were  not  provided  with  wheels,  and  in  all  probability  were  never 
used  ;  but  upon  trying  them  with  a  wrench  I  found  they  could  be 
used  if  sudden  occasion  demanded,  so  that  these  were  not  classified 
as  defective,  although  the  engineers  were  advised  to  have  them  pat 
in  proper  shape.  The  cases  marked  as  defective  were  where  they 
could  not  be  operated,  and  if  operated  were  stopped  up  inside  so 
that  the  water  would  not  come.  These  were  worthless.  As  these 
boilers  had  a  glass,  the  defects  were  not,  however,  classified  as 
immediately  dangerous.     Five  cases  were  noted. 

The  defect  known  as  pitting  was  found  almost  wholly  upon  the 
inside  of  boilers,  and  is  sometimes  known  as  honeycombing,  from 
its  resemblance  to  the  honeycomb.  It  is  a  form  of  corrosion,  very 
capricious  in  its  action,  but  differing  from  the  corrosion  previously 
mentioned,  because  its  indentations  are  clearly  marked.  It  was 
found  in  11  boilers,  and  in  2  of  them  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
seriously  impair  the  strength  of  the  plate,  and  in  these  cases  was 
called  dangerous. 

The  cases  of  defective  riveting  noted  signify  the  number  of 
boilers  in  wnich  the  riveting  was  defective,  not  the  individual 
number  of  rivets.  Under  this  head  were  included  rivets  that 
leaked  to  a  considerable  extent,  rivets  that  were  found  loose,  and 
cases  where  the  rivets  had  been  burned  to  such  an  extent  that 
their  heads  were  materially  burned  off.  This  defect  must  be 
found  principally  by  an  internal  inspection,  and  in  all  probability 
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many  of  the  boilers  external!}'  examined  had  defective  rivets,  as 
it  is  a  defect  common  in  boilers.  Fourteen  cases  were  noted,  4 
of  them  dangerous. 

Boilers  marked  as  '*  scale  considerably"  were  those  in  which  the 
water  was  so  poor  as  to  cause  the  formation  of  thick  scale.  In 
some  of  these  cases  the  defect  was  noted  upon  asking  the  engineer 
upon  this  point,  and  in  others  upon  an  internal  examination.  The 
accumulation  of  scale  and  sediment  in  a  boiler  prevents  the  passage 
of  the  heat  from  the  iron  into  the  water,  and  when  the  scale  and 
sediment  deposited  become  thick  enough,  the  iron  becomes  over- 
heated and  burned,  exactly  as  in  the  case  of  low  water.  Sixteen 
cases  were  noted. 

The  defects  classified  as  ^'  miscellaneous  **  embraced  all  those 
that  could  not  be  included  among  the  other  defects.  This  included 
the  case  of  a  boiler  fed  from  the  waste  heat  from  three  forges 
built  into  the  brickwork  of  the  boiler.  The  hot  gases  from  these 
forges  struck  the  boiler  in  one  small  spot  directly  opposite  their 
inlets  and  almost  up  to  the  water  line.  This  was  a  dangerous 
defect.  The  next  case  was  of  forcing  a  boiler  to  an  exceptional 
degree.  This  boiler  was  doing  the  work  of  two  boilers.  It  was 
fed  with  bituminous  coal  and  air  supplied  by  a  blower  to  force 
the  combustion.  Two  injectors  were  at  work  constantly  forcing 
water  into  the  boiler,  and  the  pressure  rapidly  fell  in  the  boiler 
during  the  moment  the  tube  doors  were  opened  for  a  glance  at  the 
tabe  sheet  and  tubes.  The  inevitable  result  is  the  deterioration 
rapidly  of  the  shell  plates  and  the  burning  of  the  plates  at  the 
first  favorable  opportunity.  This  exceptional  forcing  of  a  boiler 
is  also  a  dangerous  defect.  Another  boiler,  under  a  hotel,  was 
found  so  small  for  its  work  that  it  would  furnish  the  steam  only 
with  forced  draft.  The  forcing  in  this  case  was  less  than  in  the 
one  previously  noted,  and  was  noted,  but  was  not  tabulated  as 
dangerous.  Another  defect  was  found  in  school-house  heating 
plants  where  the  valves  were  so  poor  that  they  could  never  be  shut 
tight  against  the  steam  pressure,  and  caused  the  radiators  to  fill 
with  water,  thus  emptying  the  boiler  in  the  absence  of  the  janitor. 
Another  case  was  the  use  in  school-houses  of  boilers  too  small  to 
properly  do  the  work,  but  this  was  not  considered  dangerous  when 
with  proper  attention.  A  boiler  in  a  school-house  with  a  very 
email  water  space  was  considered  a  dangerous  defect,  as  investiga- 
tion showed  that  it  had  been  found  with  no  water  a  number  of 
times,  something  that  would  not  have  happened  under  the  circum- 
stances with  a  boiler  having  a  larger  body  of  water.  Another 
was  the  case  of  a  boiler  that  was  set  in  such  a  position  that  the 
water,  after  a  heavy  rain,  filled  up  the  setting  to  the  boiler  shell. 
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Another  was  where  the  flange  to  which  the  steam-pipe  is  joined 
leaked  so  badly  that  almost  a  stream  was  pouring  down  over 
the  boiler ;  and  another  was  the  considerable  dripping  of  an 
Albany  trap  placed  on  top  of  the  boiler,  wetting  down  the  brick- 
work and  giving  a  splendid  opportunity  for  the  corrosion  of  the 
top  of  the  boiler.  Still  another  was  a  heating  system  with  no 
check- valve  to  prevent  the  water  being  forced  by  the  pressure  into 
the  heating  system  through  the  returns,  thus  emptying  the  boiler ; 
and  another  was  somewhat  similar,  being  the  case  where  this  check, 
when  provided,  was  found  to  be  full  of  scale  and  inoperative. 

The  defects  indicated  above  are  by  no  means  the  only  defects 
that  a  boiler  is  subject  to.  Only  those  defects  were  mentioned 
which  were  found  in  the  cases  of  boilers  inspected.  Nor  is  the 
number  of  defects  reported  all  that  could  have  been  found  in 
these  boilers.  The  great  majority  of  these  inspections  were 
external  only,  and  made  with  a  hot  fire  on  and  the  boiler  making 
steam.  Defects  may  have  existed  in  the  interior  of  the  boiler  or 
on  the  plates  outside  that  could  not  be  found  except  by  an 
examination  when  the  boiler  was  cold.  In  all  probabilities  the 
boilers  did  have  further  defects,  and  possibly  many  of  them  may 
be  dangerous,  but  from  an  external  examination  this  fact  could 
not  be  determined,  and  there  was  no  authority  given  by  which  an 
internal  examination  could  be  made,  so  that  all  the  defects  in  these 
boilers  were  not  reported.  Where  internal  inspections  were  made 
it  had  to  be  done  by  the  courtesy  of  the  owners  in  shutting  down, 
or  the  boilers  were  found  already  shut  down  because  of  the  dall 
season,  or  in  doubtful  cases  arrangement  was  made  to  have  them 
empty  for  internal  inspection  on  Sunday. 

Taking  these  facts  into  consideration,  together  with  the  reports, 
it  seems  to  me  cleai*  that  uninsured  boilers  do  not  receive  proper 
attention  and  inspection.  That  so  many  defects  have  actually 
been  found  in  the  boilers  shows  the  need  of  giving  the  matter  some 
consideration  at  least,  and  more  particularly  so  when  a  large  num- 
ber of  the  defects  were  of  a  nature  that,  unless  repaired,  make  the 
boiler  positively  dangerous  to  run  and  only  waiting  the  favorable 
opportunity,  that  may  come  at  any  moment,  to  produce  a  disastroas 
explosion.  Many  cases  were  found  where  the  boiler  had  not  been 
opened  for  inspection  for  many  years,  not  even  for  cleaning. 
Doubtless  if  I  had  had  authority  to  order  these  boilers  shut  down 
and  examined  them  they  would  have  been  found  foul  inside,  with 
large  amounts  of  scale  ^  and  incrustation,  and  defective  in  many 
particulars.  A  question  asked  concerning  every  boiler  was  as  to 
how  often  this  boiler  had  been  internally  inspected.  Many  ad- 
mitted that  the  boiler  had  not  been  inspected  for  a  great  many 
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years,  as  loog  a  term  as  for  ten  years,  while  others  stated  that  it 
was  inspected  once  a  year.     But  upon  inquiring  further  as  to  the 
character  of  this  inspection,  whether  it  was  efficient  or  not,  it 
appeared  that  while  the  boilers  had  been  opened  once  a  year  for 
cleaning,  no  effort  at  inspection   had   been  made ;  all  that  the 
owners,  or  the  engineer,  thought  was  necessary  was  to  clean  them 
out  once  a  year  and  then  nothing  could  possibly  happen  to  them. 
No  inspection  was  made,  and   no  knowledge  was  possessed   by* 
the  engineer  as  to  the  safety  of  the  boiler  other  than  that  the  scale 
was  cleaned  out  as  much  as  possible  once  a  year.     In  many  places 
it  was  found  that  an  engineer  would  not,  at  least  did  not,  stay  for 
so  long  a  time  as  a  year.     The  owners  were  constantly  changing 
firemen  and  engineers,  so  that  no  one  knew  anything  definite  as  to 
what  the  condition  of  the  boilers  was.     In  other  cases  neither  the 
man  who  cared  for  the  engine,  nor  the  fireman,  could  tell  anything 
about  the  boilers,  but  the  owners  informed  me  that  the  boilers  were 
inspected  by  some  local  machinist  or  engineer,  but  not  connected 
in  any  way  with  the  plant.     From  a  number  of  conversations  with 
men  of  this  class,  I  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  they  are  not 
sufficiently  posted  upon  the  matter  of  boiler  inspection  to  make 
their  inspection  satisfactory.     As  one  expressed  himself,  he  was  a 
**  jack-of-all-trades,"  and  his  judgment  of  boilers  went  no  further 
then  to  hunt  for  leaks,  or  to  put  a  patch  on  when  a  sheet  is  burned, 
and   these  patches  were  often  bungling  and  defective  jobs.     In 
other  cases  there  are  what  are  termed  regular  inspections  by  boiler- 
makers.     In  some  cases  with  large  mills,  not  insured,  this  inspec- 
tion is  fairly  regular.     In  the  majority  of  cases  it  is  only  after 
some  accident  has  occurred  and  the  services  of  the  boiler-maker  are 
called  Into  requisition,  when  it  is  thought  best  to  have  him  look 
through  the  whole  plant.     It  is  a  rare  case  that  he  does  not  find  a 
number  of  important  defects  to  repair  which  would  have  passed 
unnoticed  had  not  the  failure  of  some  other  part  led  to  the  inspec- 
tion by  which  the  additional  defects  were  found.     This  inspection 
is  not  satisfactory,  because  it  is  not  made  with  sufficient  regularity, 
and  because  the  majority  of  boiler-makers  will  continue  to  repair 
a  boiler  and  make  it  tight  when  a  general  deterioration  has  made 
it  a  very  uncertain  risk,  although  no  leaks  may  appear  at  any 
place.     A  boiler-maker  is  not  called  to  condemn  a  boiler,  but  to 
repair   it,  and  usually  he  never  goes  beyond  this  point.     If  he 
doubts  a  boiler  he  may  say  that  it  is  about  time  it  came  out,  but 
very  seldom  does  the  owner  discard  the  boiler  on  such  a  statement. 
It  is  a  common  saying  among  the  boiler-makers  that  ^^  the  man 
wbo  condemns  a  boiler  never  gets  the  order  for  a  new  one,"  so  that 
the  result  is  almost  always  that  the  boiler  is  patched  and  patched 
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in  an  effort  to  keep  it  in  use  when  the  risk  shoald  not  be  run.  This 
is  not  the  fault  of  the  boiler-maker  so  much  as  the  owner.  The 
boiler-maker  is  called  in  to  repair  a  boiler,  rather  than  to  pass  final 
judgment  upon  it,  and  must  be  governed  by  that  fact.  Many 
cases  could  be  cited  where  the  boiler-maker  has  refused  point  blank 
to  repair  a  boiler,  and  the  result  has  been  that  the  owner  tried 
another  boiler^maker  and  he  was  willing  to  ma^  it  tight,  the  owner 
*  assuming  the  risk.  Here  was  one  boiler-maker  condemning  a 
boiler  as  beyond  repair,  and  another  at  the  same  moment  practi- 
cally saying,  by  repairing  the  boiler,  that  it  was  perfectly  safe  to 
run.  If  the  matter  of  business  was  left  entirely  out  of  the  matter, 
and  when  a  boiler-maker  was  c&lled  in  to  examine  a  boiler  he  bad 
legal  authority  to  make  his  condemnation  final,  there  would  be  pos- 
sibly less  repairing  of  old  boilers  and  less  risk  run  than  now  seems 
to  be  the  case.  The  insurance  companies  find  from  their  experi- 
ence that  boilers  should  be  examined  internally  once  a  year,  and 
externally  three  times  additionalh*  every  year.  The  unperiodic  in- 
spection given  by  boiler-makers ;  the  tendency  to  lean  entirely  in 
favor  of  the  owner  rather  than  on  the  side  of  safety ;  the  opportu- 
nity, if  the  boiler  is  condemned  by  the  boiler-maker,  to  find  another, 
or  a  local  machinist,  willing  to  fix  up ;  the  running  of  boilers  for 
many  years  without  inspection  and  without  cleaning,  and  the  open- 
ing of  boilers  for  cleaning,  but  giving  no  proper  inspection,  —  all 
of  these  facts,  it  seems  to  me,  prove  very  clearly  that  uninsured 
boilers  do  not  receive  such  inspection  as  they  should  have.  In 
very  few  instances  do  the  engineers  of  uninsured  boiler  plants  give 
them  a  thorough  inspection,  so  that  the  methods  of  inspection 
above  noted  may  be  said  to  include  those  of  the  bulk  of  uninsured 
boilers. 

The  failure  to  inspect  more  frequently,  as  noted  above,  is  due 
to  a  failure  to  realize  the  importance  of  the  matter,  as  well  as  a 
willingness  to  run  a  risk  of  disaster  in  order  to  save  the  cost  of  a 
new  boiler  or  repairs.  The  first  condition  I  believe  embraces  the 
larger  number  of  dangerous  boilers.  There  are  a  large  number  of 
steam-users  who  fail  to  realize  that  there  is  any  danger  in  the  run- 
ning of  a  steam-boiler.  In  conversing  with  them  it  is  apparent 
that  many  think  that  if  there  is  only  water  enough  kept  in  the 
boiler  no  danger  can  result.  This  is  a  mistake,  for  while  low 
water  can  be  given  as  a  probable  cause  of  some  explosions,  the 
cases  are  very  rare,  and  then  of  doubtful  authenticity.  Noted 
engineers  have  time  and  again  endeavored  to  produce  an  explosion 
by  pumping  cold  water  into  highly-heated  boilers,  upon  red  hot 
furnace  plates,  but  so  far  as  I  know  only  one  of  these  attempts 
has  ever  been  successful,  and  even  this  was  in  doubt,  for  it  was 
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upon  a  boiler  upon  which  the  experiment  had  been  tried  twice 
before  and  failed,  and  it  is  possible  that  this  boiler  was  injured  by 
these  experiments  sufficient  to  cause  an  explosion  that  would  not 
have  occurred  with  a  boiler  that  had  not  been,  as  this  one  had 
been,  twice  before  heated  red  hot  and  suddenly  filled  with  cold 
water.  Low  water  is  unquestionably  one  of  the  principal  causes 
of  the  deterioration  of  boilers,  and  low  water  can  produce  danger- 
ous defects,  but  explosions  from  this  cause,  while  possible,  are 
very  doubtful. 

This  feeling  among  steam-users,  that  preserving  plenty  of  water 
in  the  boiler  is  the  only  precaution  necessary  to  safety,  is  un- 
doubtedly the  cause  of  such  a  disregard  of  the  necessity  of 
inspection  at  regular  intervals.  Another  is  a  failure  to  realize 
that  every  boiler  should  be  a  great  deal  stronger  than  for  the 
pressure  at  which  it  is  intended  to  work  it.  The  United  States 
government  and  every  good  engineer  require  that  all  new  boilers 
should  be  designated  for  a  factor  of  safety  of  5.  That  is,  they 
should  be  theoretically,  and  as  far  as  can  be  determined  from 
tests  of  material  and  construction,  able  to  withstand,  before  burst- 
ing, a  pressure  five  times  that  at  which  they  shall  be  worked.  A 
boiler  working  at  60  pounds  is  required  to  have  a  bursting  pressure 
of  300  pounds.  This  is  a  margin  for  safety.  Boilers,  from  the 
instant  they  are  made,  suffer  an  unceasing  deterioration,  and  this 
deterioration  goes  on  more  or  less  rapidly  according  to  the  care 
the  boiler  has  received  and  the  severity  with  which  it  is  used. 
The  fact  remains  that  it  never  ceases  to  grow  weaker,  so  that  a 
factor  of  safety  of  5  is  very  rapidly  diminished.  It  could  not  be 
asserted,  as  good  engineering  requires,  that  this  margin  of  safety 
ought  to  be  maintained  upon  all  old  boilers,  for  this  margin  is  pro- 
vided to  allow  for  deterioration  from  this  standard;  but  there 
should  be  provided  a  margin  below  which  no  boiler  should  be  run, 
and  it  seems  to  me  that  this  margin  should  be  at  least  8,  to  allow 
of  any  sudden  deterioration,  or  to  withstand  any  sudden  increase 
in  pressure,  as  is  liable  to  happen  at  any  moment  by  the  sudden 
movement  of  water  within  the  boiler  or  from  any  other  cause.  A 
great  many  steam-users,  however,  have  contended  that  no  such 
margin  is  necessary.  They  think  that  if  a  boiler  will  stand  90 
pounds  hydraulic  pressure  it  can  be  considered  perfectly  safe  to 
run  at  60  or  even  at  70  pounds.  And  they  continue  to  run  their 
old  boilers  with  this  view  in  mind,  that  this  margin  of  safety  is 
enough.  This  is  a  great  mistake.  It  is  a  matter  of  common 
scientific  record  that  boilers  have  burst  at  a  very  much  lower 
pressure  than  they  had  just  previously  withstood  under  hydrostatic 
pressure.     In  one  such  case  the  boiler  had  been  tested  to  200 
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pounds  and  soon  after  portions  gave  way  at  110  pounds.  lo 
another  case  a  boiler  tested  to  150  pounds  gave  way  at  100 
pounds'  pressure.  Many  other  similar  cases  can  be  given.  It 
was  one  of  the  facts  established  by  the  Sandy  Hook  ezperimeDts 
to  burst  boilers  that  ^^a  steam-boiler,  under  steam,  may  explode 
at  a  less  pressure  than  that  which  it  had  successfully  withstood 
at  the  hydrostatic  tests."  The  cause  of  this  is  that  boilers  when 
under  steam  are  subjected  to  various  strains  caused  by  the  dif- 
ferences in  temperature  of  different  parts  of  the  boiler.  These 
cannot  be  calculated,  but  must  be  guarded  against  by  a  sufficient 
margin  of  safety.  But  of  this  fact  many  steam-users  have  no 
conception,  and  it  accounts  in  part  for  their  willingness  to  run  a 
boiler  close  to  its  bursting  pressure.  They  do  not  realize  the 
danger. 

Boiler  explosions  are  now  very  clearly  settled  to  have  been 
produced  by  perfectly  preventible  causes.  Boilers  are  subject  to 
a  constant  deterioration  from  the  time  they  go  into  use,  but  upon 
the  care  given  will  largely  depend  the  deterioration.  Because  a 
boiler  is  old  it  does  not  follow  that  it  is  dangerous.  With  proper 
care  a  boiler  may  run  for  thirty  years  without  showing  marked 
external  evidences  of  wear,  while  on  the  other  hand  the  boiler 
may  be  ruined  by  carelessness  the  day  after  the  inspector  leaves  it 
in  good  shape,  or  by  some  change  in  its  management  the  rate  of 
deterioration  may  increase  so  rapidly  that  more  damage  will  be 
done  to  it  in  six  months  than  otherwise  would  have  been  done  in 
the  same  number  of  years.  Whenever  boilers  have  exploded  a 
careful  investigation  has  shown  that,  either  through  neglect  or 
ignorance,  an  excessively  high  pressure  has  been  attained  with  a 
defective  safety-valve,  or  else  the  boiler  has  become  so  weak  that 
it  has  exploded  at  low  pressure.  There  is  nothing  mysterious 
about  it,  and  the  ablest  engineers  and  investigators  long  since 
discarded  the  mysterious  gas  and  electricity  theories  as  not 
possible,  and  the  low-water,  repulsion  of  water,  and  many  other 
theories  as  possible,  but  improbable.  The  final  conclusions  are 
that  boilers  may  explode  because  of  defective  design,  producing 
weak  shells,  insufficient  bracing,  poor  circulation,  insufficient  water 
supply  or  steam  blow-offs,  and  an  arrangement  of  parts  productire 
of  large  strains  in  some  parts  on  the  application  of  heat.  This 
may  be  one  cause  of  explosion.  Another  is  poor  material  and 
workmanship.  A  third  cause  has  already  been  noted.  It  is  a 
gradual  weakening  of  the  boiler  in  time,  or  from  insufficient  or 
improper  care  in  preserving  it,  and  a  failure  to  observe  local 
defects  when  they  develop.  The  fourth  cause  is  mismanagement 
in  operation,  and  through  the  ignorance  of  the  man  in  charge  the 
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prodactioD  of  dangerous  conditions  in  the  boiler,  an  excess  of 
pressare,  low  water,  a  sudden  disturbance  by  relieving  the  boiler 
suddenly  at  high  pressure,  and,  last,  a  failure  to  inspect  and  keep 
careful  watch  of  all  defects. 

The  question  at  once  arises,  to  what  extent  do  these  conditions, 
that  experts  agree  produce  the  great  majority  of  explosions,  exist 
in  this  State?    In  answer  to  this,  there  is  nothing  whatever  done 
to  see  that  boilers,  when  first  built,  are  not  defective  in  design. 
A  large  number  of  new  boilers  are  coming  to  the  front  and  being 
introduced  in  this  State,  and  their  construction  is  a  standing  invita- 
tion to  disaster.     In  the  cases  of  some,  experience  has  already 
proved  this  to  be  a  fact,  and  some  of  these  boilers  have  been  dis- 
carded by  the  original  purchasers,  sold  as  second-hand,  and  are 
now  being  used  by  people  ignorant  of  the  risk  and  under  less  com- 
petent attention.     Within  a  month   I   have  seen  a  boiler  set  in 
Boston,  in  a  crowded  district,  the  design  of  which  is  dangerously 
defective,  and  which  will  undoubtedly  give  trouble  to  its  owners, 
and  possibly  to  others.     Apart  from  these  boilers  of  special  and 
patented  form,  usually  without  intelligent  engineering  oversight 
in  design,  construction  or  management,  boilers  of  ordinary  type 
are  found  in  which  the  design  is  defective,  from  braces  improperly 
placed,  of  an  insulflcient  number,  and  in  other  ways.  These  boilers 
are  built  on  specification  of  the  purchaser,  and  less  frequently  is 
the  maker  to  blame.     There  is  danger  in  these  special  boilers,  and 
the  last  few  years  has  seen  their  number  largely  increased,  and 
the  subsequent  wear  and  tear  upon  them  has  made  it  so  that  many 
of  them  are  now  being  run  upon  a  low  factor  of  safety. 

The  second  cause,  defective  material,  also  undoubtedly  exists. 
The  United  States  inspectors  test  every  plate  going  into  new 
marine  boilers,  and  are  compelled  to  reject  many  plates  as  defective 
which,  without  this  inspection,  would  find  their  way  into  boilers. 
No  such  inspection  exists  as  to  stationary  boilers,  except  in  some 
cases  where  it  is  so  specified  in  contracts  for  boilers.  It  is  a  fact 
that  the  tests  so  specified  have  resulted  in  rejecting  many  plates 
before  a  satisfactory  one  was  obtained.  Under  the  ordinary  method 
these  plates  would  go  into  boilers  without  question,  although 
obviously  defective.  The  necessity  of  testing  each  individual 
plate  is  becoming  more  universally  recognized  by  the  more  careful 
steam-users,  and  the  number  of  specifications  requiring  that  boiler 
plates  be  tested  is  increasing  very  largely.  If  careful  engineers 
recognize  the  need  so  far  as  this,  it  would  seem  that  the  conditions 
that  made  it  necessary  to  take  this  precaution  are  not  of  the  best. 
Another  fact  in  this  connection  is  the  growing  use  of  western 
boilers,  that  are  being  bought  largely  because  they  are  so  much 
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cheaper.  I  have  examined  some  of  these  boilers  when  new,  and 
upon  them  no  marks  whatever  could  be  found  to  show  the  character 
of  the  steel  or  its  strength.  This  condition  is  a  difficult  one  to 
regulate,  but  it  could  be  met  by  the  provision  that  all  boilers  built 
should  have  plainly  marked  upon  them  the  tensile  strength  and 
brand  of  steel,  and  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  of  the  tests  to 
which  the  plate  has  been  submitted,  or  to  do  as  the  United  States 
inspectors  do,  have  every  plate  bear  their  seal  as  the  result  of  tests 
that  have  been  made.  Poor  workmanship  can  be  guarded  against 
by  proper  inspection  in  the  majority  of  cases,  and  by  an  examina- 
tion of  the  methods  adopted  in  the  different  shops.  I  am  confident, 
however,  that  the  increasing  use  of  cheap  western  boilers  is  a 
matter  that  needs  looking  after. 

The  third  condition  undoubtedly  exists  to  a  great  extent.  It  is 
the  gradual  weakening  of  the  boiler  by  time  or  neglect.  The  fact 
that  the  boiler  insurance  companies  have  found  it  necessary  to 
inspect  so  often  and  so  rigidly  is  evidence,  but  it  is  a  fact  well 
known  among  intelligent  engineers  that  there  is  nothing  like  a 
watchful  mind  to  prevent  explosions.  The  defects  I  have  already 
noted  show  that  enough  is  not  being  done  by  owners  of  uninsured 
boilers  to  protect  them  from  explosion.  Many  of  these  boilers 
reported  are  positively  dangerous.  Some  have  since  been  removed. 
Some  that  were  recommended  to  be  removed  have  not  been 
removed,  and  in  other  cases,  where  dangerous  defects  were  called 
to  the  attention  of  the  owners,  some  have  had  the  boilers  repaired, 
while  others  have  not  heeded  the  recommendations.  An  examina- 
tion of  the  defects  found  will  demonstrate,  conclusively  I  think, 
that  uninsured  boilers  are  not  being  cared  for  as  they  should  be. 

Mismanagement  in  operation,  the  fourth  cause  of  explosions, 
unquestionably  does  exist  to  a  considerable  extent.  Every  boiler- 
maker  is  collecting  every  week  numbers  of  illustrations  and  me- 
mentoes of  this  fact.  Scarcely  a  week  passes  but  boilers  bum 
out,  plates  are  cracked  and  opened  so  that  the  boiler  must  be  shut 
down,  tubes  are  burned  out,  bursting  or  collapsing,  plates  halged 
and  bursting  open,  corroded  pipes  blown  off,  steam  pipes  burst 
and  other  accidents  happening.  These  are  common  accidents,  as 
every  boiler-maker's  shop  can  illastrate,  but  are  not  given  pub- 
licity, yet  show  the  weakness  that  only  good  fortune  has  prevented 
from  becoming  more  disastrous  than  it  has  been.  It  is  only  when 
the  buildings  are  levelled  or  many  people  are  lost  that  the  public 
hears  of  the  matter ;  yet  it  is  an  undoubted  fact  that  mismanagement 
and  weak  boilers  do  exist,  and  that  it  is  carelessness  or  ignorance 
that  brings  about  either  of  these  conditions. 

I  do  not  think  it  will  be  necessary  for  me  to  explain  in  detail 
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further  than  I  have  already  done  how,  by  mismanagemeDt  and  ig- 
norance, all  these  defects  can  be  brought  upon  a  boiler.  My  re- 
ports to  you  show  the  facts  as  I  have  found  them,  and  the  pub- 
lished reports  of  the  results  of  the  inspections  by  the  inspectors  of 
boiler  insurance  companies  are  all  in  the  same  direction.  If  there 
are  boilers  with  dangerous  defects,  and  working  under  conditions 
that  will  rapidly  increase  the  gravity  of  these  defects,  and  this  in- 
vestigation and  previous  experience  shows  such  to  be  the  case,  it 
seems  that  the  proper  safeguard  will  be  found  in  an  efficient  yearly 
inspection,  not  by  hydrostatic  tests  alone,  but  by  an  internal  and 
external  examination.  I  am  satisfied  that  such  inspection  is  not 
given  these  boilers  by  the  men  in  charge,  and  that  in  very  few 
places  where  the  boilers  are  uninsured  are  the  boilers  regularly  and 
intelligently  inspected  as  they  should  be.  The  locality  has  very 
little  influence  upon  the  matter  except  as  the  water  is  well  suited 
or  poorly  adapted  for  boiler  use.  Leaving  this  aside,  there  is  very 
little  difference  between  the  boilers  in  different  parts  of  the  State 
visited,  nor  does  the  proximity  to  a  boiler-shop  seem  to  affect  the 
matter.  The  most  important  influence  is  the  character  of  the 
water  used.  In  places  where  the  water  is  very  poor,  contain- 
ing much  solid  matter  in  suspension  or  solution,  all  this  matter  is 
left  in  the  boiler  by  the  steam,  and  it  either  forms  into  a  deposit 
that  may  soon  become  a  hard  and  dangerous  scale,  if  not  removed, 
or  a  dirty,  sluggy  mass,  equally  dangerous  to  the  life  and  strength 
of  the  boiler.  In  these  cases  it  is  usual  to  find  a  larger  proportion 
of  the  dangerous  boilers,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  they  are 
small  towns  without  a  water  system,  and  usually  the  boilers  have 
a  poor  attendant.  In  large  towns  the  water  is  also  often  found  to 
be  poorly  suited  for  boilers,  and  dangerous  incrustation  can  form, 
and  many  of  the  large  establishments  have  a  private  supply 
of  water  that  is  almost  always  poorly  suited  for  boiler  purposes. 
To  overcome  this  natural  defect  various  compounds  are  used,  but 
without  intelligence,  and  the  result  is  often  not  satisfactory,  and 
in  many  cases  has  resulted  in  burned  boilers,  the  engineers  being 
possessed  of  the  idea  that  the  compound  has  only  to  be  placed  in 
the  boiler  in  order  to  get  rid  of  the  dangerous  scale,  instead  of 
understanding  that  the  compound  was  simply  to  get  the  scale  and 
deposit  in  good  condition  to  remove.  The  result  is  the  precipi- 
tation of  the  scale  and  collecting  together  of  the  dirt  upon  the  fire 
sheets,  preventing  the  contact  of  water  and  plate,  and  overheating 
and  cracking  or  bursting  open  the  plate.  Where  the  water  is  poor 
a  larger  proportion  of  poor  boilers  may  be  found,  but  in  every  town 
there  is  to  be  found  quite  a  number  of  bad  boilers,  so  poor  as  to 
be  notorious  to  the  engineers  of  the  place,  and  upon  examination 
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will  be  found  to  be  in  charge  of  no  one  in  particular,  and  the  owner 
ready  to  run  considerable  risk.  It  is  a  fact  in  many  instances 
that  these  places  are  the  manufactories  of  well-known  and  reliable 
firms,  and  that  they  do  not  keep  their  boilers  in  better  shape  is 
very  much  of  a  mystery.  I  have  gone  into  factories  where  it 
would  seem  everything  must  be  kept  in  first-class  shape,  yet  find 
in  the  boiler-room  old  boilers,  defective  in  many  important  partic- 
ulars, and  absolutely  no  one  in  charge  who  could  give  an  intelli- 
gent answer  concerning  the  condition  and  management  of  the 
boilers.  *'  The  boiler -maker  inspects,"  was  very  frequently  the 
answer,  and  his  visits  were  very  frequent,  it  always  appeared,  and 
when  the  fact  was  considered  that  there  was  no  intelligent  engi- 
neer it  is  not  surprising  that  the  visits  of  the  boiler-maker  were  bo 
frequently  necessary.  In  many  establishments,  some  with  one 
boiler,  and  even  a  dozen  boilers,  I  have  been  unable  to  find  any- 
body whom  I  could  honestly  call  an  engineer.  Usually  the  fireman 
looks  after  the  boilers  ;  the  engines  were  started  and  looked  after 
themselves,  and  if  anything  happened  anywhere,  the  machinist  or 
master  mechanic  took  charge ;  but  this  mechanic  was  in  no  sense 
an  engineer,  or  qualified  to  become  one,  in  my  opinion.  There  was 
no  one  with  suflScient  knowledge  of  an  engineer's  duty  to  realize 
the  necessity  of  doing  the  many  little  things  that  together  pre- 
serve the  life  and  strength  of  a  boiler,  but  which  neglected  soon 
render  it  defective  and  dangerous. 

In  many  cases  the  boiler  is  owned  by  one  partj'  and  leased  by 
another.  The  owner  feels  no  personal  interest  in  the  boiler,  and 
the  lessee  does  not  feel  that  he  ought  to  be  at  the  expense  of 
repairs  or  maintainance,  and  between  the  two  the  man  in  charge  is 
almost  invariably  one  of  the  cheapest  sort.  In  one  of  the  dangerous 
cases  included  in  my  reports  —  a  boiler  in  poor  condition,  thirty 
years  old,  has  been  twice  through  a  fire,  and  defective  in  many 
particulars  —  the  lessee  of  the  building  told  me  that  he  did  not 
consider  the  boiler  belonged  to  him,  as  he  could  not  remove  it  from 
the  building,  though  he  had  put  the  boiler  there.  He  had  only  a 
short  time  before  his  lease  ran  out,  and  he  might  not  renew.  He 
did  not  care  to  go  to  the  expense  of  changes,  and  the  man  who 
owned  the  building  said  it  did  not  belong  to  him  to  do  it.  This  is 
a  common  case.  Neither  will  make  the  repairs,  so  the  old  boiler 
becomes  more  dangerous  every  day  and  no  way  to  prevent  its  nse 
until  repaired. 

Another  matter  that  deserves  being  brought  to  your  attention  is 

the  matter  of  second-hand  boilers.     When  a  boiler  has  been  eon- 

j  demned  it  is  usually  sold  to  a  dealer  in  second-hand  machinery,  or 

j  by  the  owner  to  another  party.    A  large  proportion  of  these  boilers 
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were  coosidered  by  their  owners  too  dangerous  to  use,  yet  they 
very  frequently,  in  a  large  number  of  cases,  get  immediately  into 
use  again.     The   purchasers  are  in  most  cases  ignorant  of  the 
gravity  of  the  matter,  and  have  the  opinion  that  the  boilers  were 
discarded  because  too  small.     They  have  full  confidence  that  they 
are  in  safe  condition,  until  suddenly  a  dangerous  defect  appears 
that  forces  immediate  attention.     Several  cases  have  come  under 
my  notice  illustrating  this  matter.    One  of  them  was  the  purchasing 
of  a  defective  boiler,  and  no  9ne  employed  to  run  the  boiler  who 
understood  the  matter.    This  boiler  was  bought  of  a  dealer  in 
second-hand  boilers,  and  the  purchaser  supposed  it  to  be  in  good 
condition  and  just  thoroughly  overhauled  by  a  well-known  boiler- 
maker  and  everything  looked  after.     Upon  inspecting  this  boiler  I 
found  three  cracks  from  tube  to  tube ;  several  of  the  tubes  could 
be  moved  with  the  fingers  back  and  forth ;  one  sheet  had  corroded 
so  that  it  had  completely  eaten  through  the  shell ;  for  a  distance  of 
several  Inches  the  plate  was  very  much  reduced  in  thickness  all 
around  this  spot ;  and  it  was  further  cracked.     All  the  seams  in 
the  fire-box  showed  considerable  corrosion  and  the  tube  sheet  was 
wasted  so  that  its  strength  was  materially  reduced.    This  boiler 
was  judged  unfit  to  use,  yet  had  been  only  a  few  months  from  the 
dealer ;  but  these  defects  were  all  of  long  standing.    There  is  need, 
it  seems  to  me,  for  the  protection  of  the  public  from  such  boilers 
as  well  as  need  of  some  regulation  as  to  the  future  use  of  boilers 
condemned  as  unsafe. 

The  question  of  the  competency  of  engineers,  so  far  as  the 
boiler  is  concerned,  is  sufiSciently  answered  in  what  has  already 
been  said.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  engineer  is  the  one  who  is 
in  charge  of  the  boiler,  or  supposed  to  be,  the  fireman  having  no 
charge  over  the  boiler  except  to  do  the  firing  and  keep  up  the  steam 
pressure.  So  long  as  there  is  a  careful  man  in  this  position,  one 
in  whom  dependence  can  be  placed,  no  particular  qualification  is 
needed  in  him  when  there  is  an  engineer  about  the  place  thoroughly 
familiar  with  the  management  of  the  boilers  and  their  condition. 
A  majority  of  the  steam  plants  are  those  in  which  the  engineer  is 
supposed  to  look  after  the  condition  of  the  boilers,  and  is  considered 
accountable  by  employers  in  case  of  accident.  The  result  of  my 
investigation,  it  seems  to  me,  indicates  very  clearly  that  engineers 
do  not  give  their  boilers  that  inspection  they  should  have.  In  many 
cases  I  am  satisfied  that  it  arises  from  ignorance  of  the  importance 
of  the  matter,  and  because  the  engineers  would  not  know  what  to 
look  for  if  they  should  make  an  inspection.  In  many  cases  the 
employer  knows  well  enough  that  the  man  he  calls  engineer  is  not 
able  to  do  such  work ;  but  in  many  other  instances  I  have  found 
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engineers  ignorant  of  the  wear  and  tear  of  the  boiler,  yet  their 
employers  have  expressed  at  the  same  time  the  greatest  confideDce 
in  their  engineers.  Where  an  engineer  is  in  such  a  position  that 
he  would  naturally  be  expected  to  know  Just  what  the  condition  of 
the  boilers  in  his  plant  is,  and  from  careful  inspection  know  as  to 
the  safety  of  the  boilers,  it  seems  to  me  that  there  should  be  some 
way  by  which  the  public  may  know  that  this  man  is  faithfully 
caring  for  his  boilers,  and  that  he  has  sufficient  knowledge  to  make 
him  a  competent  judge,  and  also  to  protect  those  steam-users  who 
rely  upon  their  engineers'  professions  of  knowledge.  The  way  to 
accomplish  this  would  be  to  require  every  engineer  to  obtain  a 
certificate  of  competency,  without  which  he  should  not  be  allowed 
to  assume  the  responsible  position  of  engineer. 

In  many  of  our  large  manufacturing  establishments  the  man 
in  charge  of  the  engine  has  nothing  whatever  to  say  about  the 
boilers  and  no  interest  in  them,  but  these  cases  form  a  very  small 
minority.  The  duty  of  these  men  is  simply  to  start  and  stop  the 
engine,  keep  it  properly  lubricated,  and  to  be  at  hand  in  case  of 
an  emergency  that  would  require  him  to  shut  down  quickly.  They 
do  not  make  repairs  on  the  engine,  or  do  much  beyond  watching 
the  engine.  If  there  are  any  repairs  to  be  made,  the  master 
mechanic  makes  them,  or  a  man  comes  from  the  shops  of  the 
builder  of  the  engine.  Then  in  many  other  establishments  the 
mechanic  starts  up  the  engine  in  the  morning  and  during  the  day 
it  receives  very  little  attention  from  him  or  any  one  else.  In  these 
places,  if  any  emergency  requires  the  shutting  down  of  the  engine, 
no  one  is  at  hand  to  do  so.  The  law  now  provides  for  means  of 
communication  between  the  engine-room  and  different  rooms  in 
the  mill,  to  quickly  stop  the  engine  in  case  of  accident.  The  law 
assumes  that  there  is  some  one  close  to  an  engine  and  in  charge 
of  it,  but  in  these  cases  this  is  not  so.  And  it  is  in  the  larger 
plants,  where  the  engineer  does  not  do  the  firing,  that  this  is  tme, 
the  smaller  plants  having  engine  and  boiler  close  together,  where 
one  man  can  look  after  both.  In  some  cases  the  engine  is  quite 
distant  from  the  boiler-room,  and  the  engine  has  only  very  slight 
attention  at  long  intervals  by  the  oiler.  In  such  cases  it  seems  to 
me  that  there  should  be  some  one  near  at  hand  to  quickly  shut 
down  the  engine  in  case  of  necessity.  Then  there  is  the  possi- 
bility of  something  happening  to  some  of  the  many  parts  of  the 
engine  that  requires  the  presence  of  some  one  who  is  an  engineer, 
and  not  simply  an  oiler. 

The  introduction  of  the  electric  current  into  such  general  use 
has  made  necessary  the  production  of  electricity  in  large  central 
stations,  generating  steam  at  high  pressures,  and  producing  eleo- 
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tricity  by  means  of  large  eogines.  The  work  upon  the  engine  is 
simply  the  turning  of  an  armature  of  a  generator,  and  the  load 
will  depend  upon  the  current  produced  and  the  strength  of  the 
magnetic  field.  This  load  is  of  such  character  that  it  can  be 
instantly  thrown  off  the  engine,  or  a  short-circuiting  of  the  current 
through  the  generator  may  bring  an  enormous  load  upon  the 
engine,  and  both  these  cases  may  be  produced  accidentally,  with- 
out the  intervention  of  any  act  on  the  part  of  the  engineer. 
Whether  these  peculiarities  are  the  indirect  cause  or  not,  it  is  a 
fact  that  from  all  sections  of  the  country  reports  are  being 
received  of  accidents  occurring  to  the  engines  in  electric  light 
stations.  These  accidents  are  almost  always  the  bursting  of  the 
engine  fiy- wheel,  hurling  huge  masses  of  iron,  like  great  cannon 
balls,  in  every  direction  in  line  with  the  engine,  destroying  a  lai^e 
amount  of  property  and  killing  and  injuring  many  innocent  people. 
We  have  already  had  two  such  accidents  in  this  State,  resulting  in 
the  death  of  three  people  and  injuring  others.  In  every  case  it 
has  been  possible  to  point  out  that  the  engine  was  suddenly 
relieved  of  its  load  in  the  first  place,  or  else  an  enormous  load  on 
the  engine  produced  a  condition  that  was  followed  by  relieving 
the  engine  of  its  load,  and  the  engine  raced  sufiSciently  to  over- 
come the  limit  of  safety  and  the  wheel  burst.  The  direct  cause 
of  it  all,  and  I  believe  it  will  be  found  to  be  the  facts  in  every 
case,  was  a  failure  of  the  engine  governor  to  do  what  it  was 
designed  to  do — that  is,  control  the  speed  of  the  engine  at  all  loads. 
The  two  accidents  that  have  but  recently  occurred  in  our  State, 
and  a  considerable  number  iu  other  States,  would  indicate  that 
the  engineers  of  some  of  our  electric  stations  need  looking  after. 
The  two  latest  fly-wheel  accidents  that  have  occurred  outside  of 
this  State  are  both  directly  traceable  to  ignorance  on  the  part  of 
the  engineer.  In  one  case  he  had  taken  the  governor  apart  and 
put  it  back  again  in  such  a  way  that  it  could  not  control  the  engine 
under  any  condition.  In  the  other  case  the  engineer  noticed  an 
overload,  and  to  prevent  the  engine  being  stopped  by  the  safety 
device  he  threw  out  of  position  this  safety  stop,  in  a  determina- 
tion to  keep  the  engine  going  at  any  cost.  An  instant  afterwards 
the  engine  was  relieved  of  its  load  entirely,  and  the  safety  device 
being  now  out  of  use,  the  engine  quickly  attained  a  speed  sufiS- 
cient  to  burst  the  wheel,  and  before  the  engineer  could  close  the 
throttle  and  thereby  shut  off  the  steam.  Both  these  cases  were 
the  result  of  ignorance  on  the  part  of  the  engineers. 

These  accidents  are  by  no  means  confined  to  electric  stations, 
but  are  more  numerous  there  because  of  the  ease  with  which 
the  engine  can  be  relieved  of  its  entire  load.     You  no  doubt 
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remember  the  sad  loss  of  life  and  maiming  for  life  of  the  girls  of 
the  drawing-in  room  of  the  Amoskeag  Mills,  in  Manchester,  N.  H., 
when  the  fly-wheel  of  a  Corliss  engine  barst  in  the  basement 
beneath.  This  followed  after  a  similar  accident  in  Lynn,  and 
was  followed  by  one  equally  disastrous  at  Lowell.  The  oppor- 
tunity is  less  in  the  ordinary  work  of  an  engine  driving  a  mill, 
but  a  dangerous  rate  of  speed  of  the  wheel  can  be  attained  by 
the  breaking  of  a  governor  belt.  To  guard  against  this,  safety 
devices  are  provided,  Just  as  a  safety-valve  is  provided  on  a 
boUer;  but  as  the  accidents  noted  were  possible  because  these 
safety  devices  could  not  be  operated,  it  is  very  probable  that 
other  plants  may  be  in  exactly  this  position,  and  only  waiting  such 
a  combination  of  circumstances  as  has  wrecked  other  engines. 

I  have  made  a  special  investigation  into  this  matter,  to  find  oat 
how  familiar  engineers  might  be  with  the  matter  of  engines  racing, 
and  how  to  prevent  it.  It  was  by  no  means  an  uncommon  thing  to 
find  the  safety  device  on  the  governor  thrown  permanently  out  of 
use.  The  excuse  given  in  every  case  was  that  it  was  too  much 
trouble  to  start  the  engine  in  the  morning  with  this  device  in  op- 
eration. So  safety  was  thrown  one  side  and  the  risk  run  to  save 
the  engineer  blocking  up  the  governor  when  starting  in  the  morn- 
ing. In  other  cases  the  engineera  did  not  know  what  the  safety 
device  was  for,  and  considered  they  had  done  something  very  com- 
mendable in  overcoming  the  nuisance  of  handling  the  governor 
when  starting  up.  It  had  never  entered  their  heads  that  this  de- 
vice was  a  safeguard  against  racing.  In  one  case  the  engineer 
recognized  the  need  of  a  safety  device  and  explained  a  plan  to  me 
by  which  he  was  going  to  put  an  additional  valve  on  the  steam- 
pipe  to  be  operated  from  the  engine,  which  in  case  of  high  speed 
would  shut  off  the  supply  of  steam.  .  The  necessity  of  this  device 
did  not  seem  quite  clear  to  me,  as  I  was  at  that  moment  looking 
directly  at  the  safety  stop  the  engine-builders  had  provided.  This 
particular  one  was  on  a  gear-driven  governor,  and  designed  to  pre- 
vent racing  only,  hence  caused  no  trouble  in  starting  up ;  so  the  engi- 
neer never  had  had  his  attention  called  to  it.  I  asked  him  if  there  was 
not  a  safety  stop  already  on  the  engine.  He  replied  that  there  was 
not,  and  began  showing  me  the  governor  in  support  of  his  view. 
In  this  case  the  stop  was  on  the  steam-valve  gear.  I  pointed  to 
it  and  asked  him  what  that  was  for,  and  he  could  find  no  use  for  it, 
and  pretended  to  be  very  much  annoyed  with  himself  when  I  de- 
scribed its  action  to  him  and  its  use  as  a  prevention  against 
racing.  This  is  but  an  example  of  many  oases  that  I  found  of 
engineers  who  did  not  know  enough  about  the  valve  gear  of 
their  engine  to  tell  what  its  different  parts  were  for. 
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In  other  cases  the  governors  are  not  provided  with  a  safety  de- 
vice, bat  depend  npon  the  general  principle  of  the  ball  governor, 
that  as  the  speed  increased  the  centrifugal  force  of  the  revolving 
balls  would  cause  them  to  revolve  in  such  a  high  plane  that  the 
supply  of  steam  would  be  cut  off  to  the  engine.  It  is  possible  to 
so  adjust  these  governors  that  they  will  do  this,  but  it  can  only  be 
done  by  an  adjustment  with  this  end  in  view,  and  by  an  adjust- 
ment also  of  the  governor  rods  at  the  same  time  and  with  this  end 
in  view.  It  is  possible,  by  simply  turning  these  governor  rods,  to 
make  this  adjustment  such  that  it  will  not  cut  off  the  steam  from 
the  cylinder,  even  at  the  highest  plane  of  rotation  of  the  governor 
balls,  and  it  is  possible  also,  by  the  inf  requency  with  which  the 
balls  reach  this  high  plane,  to  so  wear  the  governor  that  shoulders 
are  formed,  by  which  the  upward  movement  of  the  governor  is 
limited,  and  the  governor  fails  to  cut  off  the  supply  of  steam 
much  under  that  point  it  is  accustomed  to  do.  The  ordinary 
governor  is  liable  to  be  rendered  inoperative  as  a  safety  device 
against  racing  in  other  ways  as  well  as  these  noted,  and  is  only 
safe  when  in  charge  of  an  engineer  who  understands  fully  the 
proper  setting  of  the  engine  valves  and  in  their  connection  with 
the  governor.  There  are,  I  find,  a  large  number  of  engineers  who 
are  not  so  posted,  and  I  have  found  governors  and  valves  set  in 
such  a  way  that  nothing  could  prevent  the  engine  racing  if  the 
belt  to  the  governor  should  break  or  the  main  belt  part.  It  is  be- 
cause of  the  unreliability  of  the  ordinary  governor  that  safety  de- 
vices have  been  designed  and  placed  upon  governors  and  valves 
that  shall  be  more  positive  in  their  operations,  and  yet  it  will  be 
seen  that  an  ignorant  engineer  speedily  finds  a  way  of  making 
even  these  of  no  use  whatever. 

I  report  these  facts  to  you  with  the  statement  that  an  explosion 
of  these  fly-wheels  can  be  as  far  reaching  in  its  disastrous  effects 
as  a  boiler  explosion,  and  in  the  case  of  electric  stations  is  possi- 
ble to  occur  at  any  moment,  and  can  only  be  prevented  by  a 
knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  engineer  of  just  what  the  danger  is, 
and  a  knowledge  of  the  governor  and  valves,  and  entire  familiar- 
ity with  their  action  and  how  they  should  be  set  to  guard  against 
dangerous  racing.  It  was  a  part  of  this  investigation  to  inquire 
of  the  engineers  of  electric  stations  what  they  would  do  in  oases 
of  emergency,  such  as  did  arise  at  stations  where  fly-wheels 
have  burst  with  disastrous  results.  This  case  was  the  slowing 
up  of  the  engine,  as  by  the  appearance  of  a  tremendous  over- 
load. Some  would  shut  down  immediately,  but  the  larger  num- 
ber stated  that  they  would  expect  a  short  circuit  had  occurred 
in  the  generator,  and  the  first  thing  to  do  would  be  to  cut  out  that 
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maohine.  This  would  change  the  condition  in  which  the  engine 
was  working  in  an  instant  from  full  load  to  no  load,  and  in- 
stantly from  a  wide-open  valve  to  the  valve  shut  tight,  and  it 
would  require  bat  a  few  seconds  to  reach  a  rate  of  speed  that 
would  disrupt  the  wheel.  Such  an  immense  and  sudden  change 
should  never  be  thought  of  except  the  governor  is  in  perfect  con- 
dition to  control  the  engine.  This  method  of  meeting  the  emer- 
gency is  to  save  the  generator,  trusting  to  the  governor  caring  for 
the  engine,  and  has  undoubtedly  been  the  cause  of  accidents  to 
the  engine.  It  needs  a  perfect  governor,  and  in  these  very  places 
where  the  engineer  stated  he  would  follow  this  course  I  foand 
pretty  plain  evidences  that  the  governor  would  not  be  equal  to  the 
emergency.  In  the  cases  of  the  smaller  high-speed  engines  there 
is  the  danger  of  the  engineer  overhauling  the  governor  and  getting 
it  back  in  such  a  way  that  it  will  not  govern,  as  was  the  case  with 
the  Memphis  explosion. 

Every  engineer,  it  seems  to  me,  who  shall  have  the  control  of 
an  engine,  should  be  required  to  pass  an  examination  in  which  it 
should  appear  that  he  is  familiar  with  the  engine  that  he  is  to  run 
in  all  its  parts,  particularly  those  that  relate  to  its  safety,  and  that 
this  examination  should  be  made  the  more  strict  as  the  engine 
becomes  larger  and  the  responsibility  greater.  In  places  where 
there  are  several  engines,  under  one  man,  who  is  chief  engineer,  I 
do  not  think  it  requires  that  the  men  who  attend  these  engines, 
but  who  look  to  the  chief  for  instructions  and  in  overhauling, 
should  be  made  to  pass  so  strict  an  examination  for  this  engine, 
even  though  it  is  a  large  one,  as  in  the  cases  where  they  have  its 
whole  control.  But  the  chief  engineer  ought  to  be  a  man  whose 
examination  shows  him  to  be  capable  of  taking  care  of,  and 
familiar  with,  all  the  engines  and  boilers  under  his  charge.  The 
man  who  has  sole  charge  of  a  boiler  and  engine,  say  to  100  horse- 
power, has  much  greater  responsibility  than  the  man  who  simply 
looks  out  for  a  much  larger  engine  under  the  orders  of  a  chief, 
and  therefore  his  examination  should  be  stricter  in  accordance. 
It  would  not  be  fair  either  to  require  of  an  engineer  that  he  be 
familiar  with  all  of  the  many  engines  upon  the  market  in  all  their 
details,  yet  he  should  be  familiar  with  the  general  principle  of  them 
all.  But  he  shonld  be  familiar  with  the  details  of  the  engine  be 
intends  to  run.  To  cover  this  matter  engineers  should  be  divided 
into  grades,  as  is  now  done  in  the  United  States  service,  and  in 
other  States  authorizing  engineers  to  be  licensed,  and  should  be 
examined  and  licensed  for  the  particular  plants  they  desire  to  ran. 
In  this  way  no  injustice  will  be  done  by  requiring  a  man  to  know 
about  a  plant  he  is  not  called  upon  to  run.     The  engineer  who 
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wishes  to  run  a  plant  in  which  is  an  extensive  hydraulic  system 
should  be  required  to  know  specially  about  this  work,  and  such 
knowledge  could  not  in  justice  be  required  of  a  man  whose  work 
did  not  include  any  hydraulic  work.  Then  the  man  who  has  a 
refrigerating  apparatus  with  his  plant  ought  to  know  concerning 
it;  but  it  would  not  be  just  to  require  every  engineer  to  be  a 
refrigerating  engineer,  when  he  may  never  be  called  upon  to  use 
such  information.  For  these  reasons  the  method  of  licensing  for 
individual  plants  and  by  grades  seems  to  be  the  one  best  calculated 
to  obtain  safety  under  the  various  conditions  of  practice,  without 
injustice  in  any  case. 

I  feel  it  my  duty  also  to  report  to  you  that  I  have  made  inquiries 
as  to  how  State  supervision  would  be  regarded  by  both  engineers 
and  employers.  Naturally  the  objections  to  license  would  come 
from  men  who  feel  themselves  incompetent  to  pass  an  examination. 
From  inquiry  among  a  large  number  of  engineers,  to  many  of  whom 
I  expressed  the  opinion  that  they  would  have  some  difficulty  in 
passing  with  their  present  knowledge,  I  found  not  more  than  one 
dozen  who  were  opposed  to  submitting'  to  an  examination,  and  my 
inquiry  extended  to  over  five  hundred  engineers  in  different  parts 
of  the  State.  It  was  a  very  common  expression  to  hear  an  engi- 
neer say  that  if  he  could  not  show  he  was  fit  to  have  charge  of  his 
plant  he  was  willing  to  retire  until  he  could  satisfy  the  public  that 
he  was  a  competent  man.  I  could  find  but  little  objection  from 
engineers  to  being  examined  and  licensed,  although  they  confessed 
they  would  have  to  study  up  matters  that  they  do  not  know  and 
matters  they  have  felt  they  ought  to  know  about,  but  have  felt  no 
incentive  to  leai*n.  Those  manufacturers  to  whom  I  have  talked 
expressed  the  opinion  that  their  engineers  were  perfectly  compe- 
tent to  pass  any  practical  examination  ;  therefore  the  matter  could 
not  affect  them  at  all,  and  if  they  could  not  pass  such  an  examina- 
tion as  the  State  might  require,  they  wanted  very  much  to  find  it 
out.  Some  did  not  express  any  opposition  to  such  a  measure,  but 
they  thought  it  would  have  the  effect  of  raising  the  wages  of  engi- 
neers by  limiting  the  number  available.  From  my  conversations 
with  engineers,  however,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  effect  of  a  license 
law  would  be  to  drive  engineers  to  a  fuller  knowledge  of  what  they 
should  know.  In  some  places  I  visited,  the  engineers  asked  for 
the  names  of  simple  standard  works  on  engines  and  boilers  for  the 
purpose  of  getting  that  little  technical  knowledge  they  have  never 
possessed,  but  which  they  ought  to  have.  A  large  number  of 
engineers  have  drifted  on  and  have  never  learned  any  more  than 
their  experience  has  taught  them,  with  boilers  and  engines  in  a 
dangerous  condition,  simply  because  they  have  realized  no  neces- 
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sity  of  preparing  for  accidents  by  preventing  them.  After  their 
failure  to  do  this  has  cost  some  of  them  their  present  positions  for 
lower  positions,  if  their  professions  are  worth  believing  they  will 
meet  the  case  by  learning  what  they  should  already  know.  The 
effect  will  be  that  the  standard  of  engineers  will  be  raised  by  them- 
selves, though  under  compulsion,  and  they  will  be  obliged  to  show 
they  possess  the  knowledge  that  their  employers  now  suppose  they 
possess. 

Other  manufacturers  opposed  any  interference  with  what  they  con- 
sidered their  private  affairs,  a  right  to  employ  whoever  they  wished, 
but  in  almost  every  such  instance  the  place  was  found  in  very  poor 
and  dangerous  condition,  and  plainly  showing  that  safety  was  the 
last  thing  thought  of,  or  places  where  any  danger  in  a  boiler  was 
denied.  Legislation  upon  the  subject  would  force  these  men  to 
employ  higher-priced  labor  as  engineers,  in  place  of  the  common 
laborers  they  now  have.  It  was  only  among  the  neglected  steam 
plants  that  any  objection  to  State  supervision  was  found,  and 
these  denied  the  danger,  or  possessed  the  peculiar  opinion  that  no 
one  had  anything  at  stake  but  themselves.  The  records  of  thou- 
sands of  boiler  explosions  show  that  innocent  lives  are  lost,  and 
certainly  those  work  people  who  labor  over  and  around  these  danger- 
ous and  recklessly  run  boilers  and  engines  have  something  at  stake. 
It  is  very  seldom  that  the  employer  is  a  victim  of  a  boiler  explosion. 
A  property  loss  is  his  stake. 

Report  op  Inspector  Griffin. 

In  response  to  your  order  calling  for  my  report  of  the  work 
accomplished  during  the  past  year,  I  most  respectfully  submit  the 
following :  — 

The  importance  of  the  work  that  the  law  relating  to  the  sale  and 
manufacture  of  clothing  made  in  unhealthy  places  deals  with  and 
its  intimate  bearing  upon  the  safety  of  the  public  health  cannot  be 
disputed.  That  the  law  is  gradually  overcoming  the  evils  with 
which  it  was  intended  to  deal  is  surely  apparent.  State  legislation 
can  do  very  little  more  than  it  has  done  already,  unless  to  entirely 
prohibit  the  finishing  and  making  of  clothing  in  any  tenement- 
house,  whether  it  is  healthy  or  unhealthy.  To  do  so  would  without 
doubt  bring  hardship  and  in  many  cases  great  suffering  to  many 
private  families  now  thus  employed.  The  only  excuse  that  might 
be  offered  for  such  legislation  would  be  that  it  is  better  that  the 
few  should  suffer  for  the  benefit  of  the  many.  One  of  the  amend- 
ments to  the  law  of  1892  —  namely,  compelling  private  families 
finishing  or  making  clothing  at  home  to  procure  a  license — was 
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found  to  be  defective,  because,  while  it  placed  a  fine  of  $50  upon 
the  poor  person  doing  the  work,  there  was  no  responsibilty  what- 
ever upon  the  person  who  furnished  it.  It  was  discovered  that 
some  contractors  were  taking  advantage  of  this  defect  in  the  law 
and  were  sending  trousers  to  be  finished  in  unlicensed  places. 
When  remonstrated  with  they  generally  pleaded  ignorance  of  the 
law  or  some  equally  weak  excuse.  To  remedy  this  the  law  was 
amended  by  imposing  a  fine  of  $50  upon  any  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration giving  clothing  of  any  kind  to  be  finished  or  made  in  any 
tenement-house  by  the  family  dwelling  therein,  or  by  any  of  them, 
unless  they  held  a  license.  The  practicability  of  this  amendment 
was  readily  demonstrated,  for  shortly  after  its  passage  a  tour 
through  the  unlicensed  houses  was  made  and  four  contractors  were 
discovered  violating  the  law.  They  were  immediately  cited  into 
court,  found  guilty,  three  of  them  fined  $50  dollars  each,  and  the 
other  was  released  after  paying  the  costs  of  court  and  promising  to 
discontinue  the  manufacturing  of  clothing,  ai^d  also  to  leave  the 
city.  The  effect  these  convictions  had  is  clearly  evident,  for  no 
others  have  since  been  found  violating  the  law. 

Since  my  report  of  last  year  I  have  inspected  526  tenements ; 
have  granted  licenses  in  216  of  them  ;  refused  licenses  in  305,  and 
5  have  had  temporary  license  extended  pending  their  improvement. 
Most  of  the  305  applicants  were  refused  licenses  on  account  of 
their  dirty  and  repulsive  homes,  if  homes  they  can  be  called. 
Many  of  them  were  crowded  together  so  that  the  possibility  of  any- 
thing like  cleanly  life  was  impossible,  living  in  places  not  fit  to 
stable  a  horse ;  apparently  willing  tenents  in  these  filthy  places 
and  authors  of  their  own  misfortune  and  filth.  Others  were  refused 
not  because  their  own  apartments  were  dirty,  but  because  they  were 
living  in  tenement-houses  filled  with  so  many  dirty  families  that 
the  unhealthy  surroundings  made  them  unfit  places  to  have  cloth- 
ing made  in.  Some  have  had  their  licenses  revoked  for  not  living 
up  to  its  requirements  in  cleanliness ;  also  from  moving  from  one 
place  to  another  without  sending  notice  of  removal. 

The  license  has  checked  many  of  the  evils  complained  of,  by 
preventing  the  indiscriminate  finishing  of  clothing  in  tenement- 
houses  ;  and  whilst  the  extinction  of  all  tenement-house  work  may 
be  the  ultimate  object  sought,  still  the  license  is  a  step  in  the  right 
direction.  Consequently  it  is  so  much  gain,  and  will  lead  towards 
the  desired  end  by  continually  diminishing  the  number  of  persons 
employed  in  these  tenement-houses ;  and  although  to  do  this  is 
necessarily  the  work  of  time,  each  year  may  witness  an  appreciable 
decline.  Of  those  who  have  been  granted  licenses,  at  least  a  half 
of  them  are  depending  upon  the  finishing  of  trousers  for  their 
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sapport.  Many  of  them  are  widows,  and  the  miserable  pittance 
they  are  obliged  to  toil  for  to  maintain  themselves  and  children  is 
deplorable.  The  great  balk  of  this  class  of  wage-earners  just 
contrive  to  drag  on  a  more  or  less  cheerless  existence  by  means  of 
this  intense  and  bitter  drudgery.  They  have  no  homes  that  tbey 
can  call  their  own  beyond  the  end  of  a  week ;  have  nothing  of  value 
of  any  kind  except  a  few  articles  of  household  furniture ;  have  the 
precarious  chance  of  weekly  wages,  which  barely  suffices  to  keep 
them  alive,  and  are  separated  by  so  narrow  a  margin  from  desti- 
tution that  a  month  of  bad  trade,  sickness  or  unexpected  loss 
brings  them  face  to  face  with  hunger  and  pauperism.  Their 
poverty  cannot  be  ignored ;  we  are  confronted  with  the  stern  fact 
that  hundreds  of  our  fellow-creatures  are  at  present  doomed  to 
lives  of  misery,  ministering  in  a  way  to  the  wants  of  others,  bat 
unable  to  satisfy  their  own,  and  with  little  or  no  hope  this  side  of 
the  grave,  whither  they  are  prematurely  hastening.  They  are  outside 
of  the  factory  laws,  and  work  twelve,  fourteen  and  sixteen  hoars 
a  day.  Their  employment,  of  course,  is  more  or  less  irr^ular 
because  of  taking  care  of  their  homes  and  children,  but  a  jast 
reward  for  their  labor  would  enable  them  to  procure  better  homes, 
better  food,  and  to  take  better  care  of  their  children,  instead  of 
having  them  to  become  a  burden,  on  the  community,  as  many  of 
them  now  do. 

There  is  another  danger  to  the  health  of  the  community  from  a 
source  that  appears  to  have  been  overlooked.  Many  of  the  people 
who  have  been  refused  licenses  secure  work  finishing  clothing  in 
the  various  tailor  shops  and  still  live  in  their  dirty  abodes,  where 
very  often  scarlet  fever  and  diphtlieria  break  out.  If  children 
dwelling  in  tenement-houses  where  these  diseases  exist  are  pre- 
vented from  attending  school  through  fear  of  their  carrying  the 
disease  to  the  other  children,  why  should  not  adults  who  dwell  in 
them  be  prevented  from  entering  workshops  while  the  disease 
exists?  It  would  seem  that  they  are  liable  to  carry  disease  to 
the  other  employees  and  also  contaminate  the  clothing  upon  which 
they  work.  If  many  of  the  workshops  which  are  located  in  the 
poor  city  districts  and  draw  their  supply  of  health  from  the  un- 
healthy tenement-houses  were  removed  to  the  country  districts, 
they  could  command  a  cleaner  and  healthier  class  of  help  and 
most  likely  would  force  a  great  many  who  are  now  employed  by 
them  and  living  in  unhealthy  places  to  follow  them  to  the  ooantry, 
where  they  would  secure  good,  healthy  homes.  It  lies  within  the 
power  of  the  clothing  merchants  themselves  to  completely  stop  all 
tenement-house  work  by  compelling  their  various  contractors  to 
finish  the  garments  entire  in  their  workshops.     They  may  not  be 
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able  to  do  so  at  once,  but  they  coald  accomplish  it  gradually.  No 
doubt  it  would  compel  some  contractors  to  secure  larger  shops 
than  they  have  at  present  and  slightly  increase  the  rent,  but  the 
expense  would  be  too  small  to  speak  of  in  comparison  with  the 
good  which  in  time  would  result. 

During  the  past  year  five  attempts  were  made  to  establish  tene- 
ment-house workshops  wherein  others  than  members  of  the  family 
were  employed.  They  were  early  discovered  and  immediately 
abolished.  It  is  impossible  under  the  present  law  for  this  class 
of  workshops  to  exist. 

There  is  a  feature  of  the  inspection  work  of  this  department 
that  is  anything  but  pleasant,  and  that  is  visiting  tenement-houses 
where  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  exist,  in  order  to  ascertain  if 
any  clothing  is  finished  or  made  in  them.  One  of  the  require- 
ments of  the  license  is  that  when  any  contagious  or  infectious  dis- 
ease breaks  out  in  any  part  of  the  building  in  which  a  party  hold- 
ing a  license  lives  they  must  immediately  send  notice  to  this  ofilce, 
under  penalty  of  losing  their  license  if  they  fail  to  do  so.  In  or- 
der to  make  certain  that  this  requirement  is  observed  it  is  neces- 
sary to  enter  all  tenement-houses  where  these  diseases  exist,  if  we 
have  the  least  suspicion  that  clothing  is  being  made  or  finished  in 
them.  There  is  no  more  thorough  way  of  doing  this  than  by  ob- 
taining a  list  of  such  places  from  the  records  at  the  office  of  the 
board  of  health  and  comparing  it  with  our  record.  In  so  doing 
I  have  been  most  courteously  treated  and  assisted  by  that  depart- 
ment. 

The  several  trips  to  New  York  were  very  successful,  and  the 
garments  found  in  tenement-houses  were  privately  marked,  traced 
to  Boston,  and  when  the  dealers  to  whom  they  belonged  exposed 
them  for  sale  they  were  compelled  to  tag  them  as  ^'  tenement- 
made,"  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

The  regular  workshops  were,  with  few  exceptions,  in  fairly  good 
condition,  although  several  demanded  improvement  in  keeping 
their  water-closets  clean  and  the  floors  clear  from  rags  and  ashes. 
Orders  have  been  issued  in  all  such  eases,  with  beneficial  results. 
The  employment  of  children  in  such  workshops  shows  a  marked 
decrease. 

The  fifty-eight-hour  law  has  been  observed,  which  indicates  a 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  employers  to  respect  and  conform  to  all 
the  factory  laws.

Report  op  Inspector  Plukkett. 

In  conformity  with  orders  received,  I  submit  herewith  a  report 
of  the  work  performed  by  me  during  the  year,  and  also  a  brief 
review  of  the  effect  of  the  laws  which  it  is  my  duty  to  enforce  and 
which  are  contained  in  chapter  296  of  the  Acts  of  1892  and  chap- 
ter 246  of  the  Acts  of  1893,  and  which  relate  to  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  wearing  apparel  within  the  State. 

The  most  important  portion  of  the  law,  and  to  which  I  have 
given  the  most  careful  attention,  is  that  part  of  section  1  which 
requires  the  obtaining  of  a  license  in  order  to  make  wearing  ap- 
parel in  a  private  house  or  private  rooms  by  the  immediate  family 
dwelling  therein.  While  this  part  of  the  statute  is  generally  well 
observed,  the  number  of  applicants  steadily  increases  as  the  law  is 
being  understood  and  applied  to  the  many  different  branches  of 
business  that  are  affected  by  it,  including,  as  it  does,  all  kinds  of 
wearing  apparel ;  and  with  this  amendment  the  end  sought  for  can 
be  obtained  by  constant  inspection  and  a  careful  watch  over 
the  buildings  in  which  the  people  so  employed  are  living;  and 
while,  perhaps,  it  is  impossible  to  note  every  infraction  of  the  law, 
still  by  the  operation  of  this  license  clause  these  dwellings  are 
definitely  located  and  more  easily  watched. 

The  importance  of  this  portion  of  the  law  and  its  bearing  upon 
the  health  and  happiness  of  the  community  cannot  be  over- 
estimated, as  by  its  enforcement  the  scattering  of  the  germs  of 
contagious  disease  among  the  people  is  in  a  great  measure  pre- 
vented ;  in  fact,  as  much  as  is  possible  without  legislative  enact- 
ment prohibiting  the  making  of  wearing  apparel  in  any  place  used 
as  a  dwelling  even  by  the  members  of  the  family  dwelling  therein, 
and  which  is  the  plan  advanced  by  many  as  the  only  solution  of 
this  problem.  But  the  law  as  it  is  enforced  at  the  present  time  is 
a  great  improvement  upon  previous  conditions,  and  has  had  the 
effect  of  curtailing  the  amount  of  work  previously  done  in  this 
way  in  the  ready-made  clothing  trade. 

The  enforcement  of  this  part  of  the  law  is  a  very  difficult  mat- 
ter, as  the  inspector  must  set  his  own  standard  of  cleanliness ;  and 
the  people  engaged  in  this  industry  are  for  the  most  part  residents 
of  the  poorest  and  most  thickly  settled  portions  of  large  cities. 
Most  of  them  depend  upon  this  occupation  for  a  livelihood,  and  the 
opportunity  to  work  longer  hours  than  in  a  workshop  is  an  in- 
ducement to  encourage  this  kind  of  employment.  They  are,  of 
course,  the  poorest  of  our  population,  many  of  them  mothers, 
endeavoring  to  support  families  by  their  own  efforts,  and  the  com- 
pensation being  so  small  as  to  require  their  continual  attention  to 
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their  labor,  to  the  detriment  of  their  homes,  their  families  and 
their  own  health.  Being  tenants  who  are  obliged  to  pay  weekly 
rentals,  their  independence  is  stunted  and  their  efforts  towards 
elevation  and  improvement  are  materially  hindered  by  their  ex- 
treme helplessness  and  poverty.  To  deprive  some  of  them  of  their 
licenses,  thereby  preventing  them  from  getting  employment,  meant 
misery  and  destitution  for  them  and  their  families,  and  I  have  done 
so  only  when  it  was  impossible  to  perform  my  duty  by  any  other 
means.  While  much  has  been  said  and  written  in  relation  to  this 
class  of  toilers,  and  to  the  people  who  live  under  the  same  con- 
ditions, and  many  ideas  have  been  advanced  for  their  improvement, 
still,  to  my  mind,  the  only  way  of  improving  these  conditions  is  by 
stringent  building  laws  in  relation  to  tenement-house  property 
which  will  prevent  the  building  of  houses  of  great  depth,  and  also 
prevent  the  covering  of  the  entire  ground  area,  leaving  no  yards  or 
fresh-air  spaces,  thereby  depriving  children  of  play-grounds  other 
than  the  public  streets;  the  widening  of  the  alleys  and  making 
streets  of  the  pame,  thereby  doing  away  with  some  of  the  worst 
tenement  property  ;  also  a  strict  enforcement  of  all  sanitary  laws 
entrusted  to  local  boards  of  health.  While  the  plan  for  suburban 
homes  is  a  very  good  one,  yet  while  the  tenement  property  exists 
in  our  cities  there  will  always  be  plenty  to  occupy  them,  and  here 
is  where  every  effort  should  be  exerted  to  improve  the  condition 
of  these  buildings. 

There  have  been  four  prosecutions  during  the  year  for  violation 
of  section  1,  in  relation  to  licenses,  each  of  which  resulted  in  a 
conviction,  and  has  effectually  put  a  stop  to  sending  clothing  to 
unlicensed  places. 

Of  the  tenement-house  workshop  I  have  discovered  but  two 
during  the  year,  and  these  were  started  in  ignorance  of  the  law, 
and  were  abolished  immediately  upon  discovery  and  application  of 
the  penalty,  namely,  tagging  of  the  goods  made  therein,  which  was 
accomplished  without  friction  and  with  a  full  respect  for  the  law. 

The  small  percentage  of  clothing  which  is  made  outside  the 
State  for  our  merchants,  so  far  as  my  knowledge  goes,  is,  I  believe, 
done  under  the  requirements  of  the  law,  and  I  feel  that  the  danger 
of  infection  from  this  source  has  decreased  to  a  minimum,  owing 
to  the  enforcement  of  similar  laws  in  other  States,  and  particularly 
in  New  York,  where  the  great  portion  of  such  clothing  is  made. 

Of  the  regular  workshops  which  I  have  inspected  during  the  year 
I  have  found  the  majority  to  be  in  a  good  condition  as  regards 
sanitation  and  ventilation,  this  being  particularly  true  of  the  larger 
shops.  In  many  of  the  smaller  ones,  however,  the  laws  regulating 
the  sanitary  appliances  is  still  difficult  of  enforcement,  owing  to 
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the  location  of  many  of  them  in  buildings  where  a  great  number 
of  small  concerns  are  located,  and  the  responsibility  for  cleaning 
and  caring  for  them  is  very  often  a  hard  matter  to  determine,  and 
also  the  impossibility  of  providing  each  workroom  with  two  closets, 
on  account  of  the  large  number  of  shops  in  some  buildings.  The 
employment  of  children  has,  I  think,  materially  decreased  daring 
the  year,  and  the  laws  regulating  their  employment  is  respected 
and  complied  with  in  my  district. 

The  law  limiting  the  hours  of  employment  of  women  and  minors 
to  fifty-eight  hours  per  week  is  strictly  complied  with,  but  has  had 
a  tendency  to  decrease  the  number  of  women  employed,  which  fact 
will  be  more  clearly  shown  in  later  reports ;  as  the  dull  times  of 
the  past  year  have  affected  this  industry  very  perceptibly,  and, 
aided  by  differences  between  employees  and  the  clothing  mana- 
facturers,  practically  stopped  the  manufacture  of  ready-made 
clothing  in  the  city  of  Boston.  Notwithstanding  the  many  diffi- 
culties to  be  encountered  in  enforcing  these  laws,  steady  progress 
and  improvement  have  been  made,  and  will  continue  until  all  the 
different  obstacles  are  overcome  and  a  fitting  standard  reached  to 
which  a  trade  of  such  great  importance  is  entitled,  and  the  evil 
consequences  left  by  the  introduction  of  so  dangerous  a  system  of 
manufacture  are  entirely  eradicated. 

I  have  inspected  during  the  year  487  tenement<-houses  where 
licenses  were  requested,  with  the  following  result:  258  licenses 
have  been  granted,  210  applicants  have  been  refused  licenses,  and 
19  are  withheld  pending  removal  or  an  improvement  in  the  condi- 
tion of  their  dwellings. 
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Repobt  of  Inspectress  Halley. 

With  the  close  of  the  year  comes  the  duty  of  sending  you  a 
tabulated  report  of  the  work  done. 

Lowell  and  Lawrence  being  the  largest  factory  places  in  the 
district  assigned  roe,  I  have  made  a  pretty  thorough  canvass  of  the 
mills,  and  after  comparing  the  number  of  children  under  sixteen 
years  employed  in  1892  with  the  present  year  it  is  extremely 
gratifying  to  note  the  general  decrease  in  the  number  employed. 
Perhaps  it  is  not  a  fair  estimate,  as,  owing  to  the  general  depres- 
sion in  business,  many  of  the  very  young  children  were  allowed  to 
go  and  older  ones  substituted.  In  Lowell  only  67  regular  certifi- 
cates were  given  to  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  in 
Lawrence  181,  nearly  100  less  than  the  previous  year.  Manu- 
facturers say  that  they  prefer  waiting  till  a  child  has  attained  his 
fourteenth  year  before  employing  him,  as  it  is  a  source  of  annoy- 
ance to  many  manufacturers  to  be  obliged  to  send  out  children  to 
attend  school  the  number  of  weeks  required  by  law.  It  also 
necessitates  making  out  a  new  certificate.  This  practically  raises 
the  school  age  to  fourteen  years. 

The  success  of  our  inspection  work  is  greatly  aided  by  the 
co-operation  of  truant  officers  and  overseers,  who  are,  almost  with- 
out exception,  ready  to  assist  inspectors  in  the  work  of  looking 
after  the  children.  The  people  are  united,  without  doubt,  in  the 
determination  that  all  children  shall  be  better  educated,  and  with 
this  support  the  prospect  for  the  future  working  men  and  working 
women  is  one  of  increasing  usefulness. 

In  my  last  year's  report  i  called  attention  to  the  very  long  hours 
required  in  mercantile  establishments  and  the  necessity  of  legisla- 
tion in  that  direction.  So  many  complaints  come  to  me  from  those 
places  that  it  would  be  well  if  the  fifty-eight  or  even  sixty  hour  law 
could  reach  them.  The  sixty  hour  law  can  be  applied  only  to 
minors  under  eighteen  years  of  age. 

From  the  fact  that  employers  and  owners  have  shown  a  dis- 
position to  obey  the  law  and  a  willingness  to  assist  the  inspector, 
it  is  very  evident  that  there  is  fairness  and  justice  in  the  laws  made 
for  the  benefit  of  working  people.

I  have  the  honor  to  sabmit  the  following  report  for  the  year  just 
closing :  — 

A  large  portion  of  my  dnty  has  been  in  the  city  of  Boston,  but 
daring  the  summer  and  autumn  I  have,  at  your  orders,  been  occu- 
pied with  inspection  work  in  the  city  and  county  of  Worcester. 
During  a  portion  of  this  time  Miss  Halley  has  been  associated 
with  me. 

Of  the  109  inspections  made  in  Boston,  58  orders  were  issued 
for  violations  of  the  labor  laws,  ranging  all  the  way  from  non- 
posting  of  time-tables  to  the  use  of  rooms  wholly  unsuitable  for 
occupation  as  workshops.  Violations  of  the  prescribed  hours  of 
labor  are  rare  in  the  larger  mills  or  factories,  though  doubtless  in 
many  trades,  depending  upon  seasons  for  their  activity,  such  as 
straw-braiding,  fur-sewing,  dressmaking,  and  millinery,  there  may 
at  certain  times  in  the  year  be  working  over  hours.  Flagrant 
cases  are  pretty  sure  to  be  reported  to  the  inspection  department, 
and  everywhere  there  is  a  growing  feeling  of  the  entire  reasonable- 
ness of  the  law  as  it  affects  the  community  at  large,  though 
individual  instances  of  hardship  occur  in  complying  with  its  pro- 
visions. During  the  latter  part  of  the  summer  and  autumn  many 
mills  have  closed  entirely,  and  others  are  now  running  but 
three  days  of  eight  hours  each,  and  with  a  third  of  the  usual  com- 
plement of  employees.  On  account  of  this  depression  of  business 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  require  compliance  with  all  orders  given, 
and  in  some  cases,  where  a  large  expenditure  was  involved,  I  have 
ihoaght  it  wise  to  refrain  from  issuing  orders  until  business  was 
resained. 

The  school  law,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  summary  appended,  is 
violated  more  frequently  than  other  labor  laws;  this  is  seldom, 
however,  in  employing  children  under  thirteen  years  of  age,  but 
relates  almost  entirely  to  the  employment  of  children  over  fourteen 
whose  parents  have  neglected  to  procure  the  proper  schooling  or 
SL^e  certificates.  My  method  of  investigation  is  to  go  through 
every  room  and  part  of  a  factory  or  shop,  requiring  each  child  to 
write  his  name  and  age.  Then,  with  this  self-registered  list,  I 
compare  the  certificates  on  file.  My  visits  are  made  at  unexpected 
times,  and  a  sharp  outlook  is  kept  for  the  possibilities  of  children 
being  overlooked.  If  any  child  is  found  without  a  certificate,  the 
employer  is  immediately  notified  verbally  of  the  fact,  and,  later, 
by  the  usual  legal  form  issued  from  the  inspection  department. 
Shonld  the  child,  from  its  small  size  or  puny  appearance,  appear 
ander  fourteen,  immediate  compliance  is  required  and  the  child 
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sent  out  until  a  certificate  is  obtained.  If  it  plainly  appears  to  be 
fourteen  or  over,  a  few  days  are  allowed,  that  the  work  may  be  not 
unnecessarily  interfered  with.  But  one  objection  has  ever  been 
made  to  this  method,  and  in  that  case  the  employer  desired  me  to 
accept  his  word  and  the  fact  that  he  bad  a  quantity  of  certificates 
on  file  as  proof  that  he  had  complied  with  the  law.  When,  after 
an  inspection  of  the  shops,  I  returned  with  the  names  of  eleven 
boys  under  sixteen,  a  comparison  of  these  with  the  certificates 
brought  out  the  fact  that  most  of  the  certificates  belonged  to  boys 
who  had  grown  beyond  the  legal  age,  or  who  had  left  his  employ- 
ment, being  no  longer  on  the  pay  roll,  while  of  the  eleven  actually 
in  his  employment  seven  had  no  certificates. 

The  violations  of  the  law  requiring  clean  and  healthful  workshops 
and  factories  occur  chiefly  in  crowded  cities,  where  old  buildings, 
not  originally  designed  for  such  uses,  are  occupied  by  hundreds  of 
minor  industries.  These  are  fast  being  replaced  by  better  build- 
ings, and  as  time  goes  on  the  conditions  of  such  workers  will  be 
much  improved.  Meantime,  unless  there  is  constant  and  watch- 
ful inspection,  such  work-rooms  menace  the  health  and  even  the 
morals  of  women  employees. 

Seats  for  women  are  found  in  most  factories  and  stores,  but  it 
is  easy  for  the  best  regulated  establishments  to  fall  into  slack  ways 
when  the  rush  of  business  compels  the  subordinating  of  every 
other  consideration.  Constant  watchfulness  is  required  to  iusare 
compliance  with  the  law.  Many  employers  seem  to  think  the 
statute  inoperative  if  the  women  ^'  have  no  time  to  sit,"  or  that 
compliance  is  dependent  on  the  women  making  complaint,  or  that 
the  vicinity  of  a  box  or  window  ledge  or  other  projecting  shelf  is 
sufiQcient  provision.  With  your  approbation,  I  have  adopted  the 
rule  that  in  stores  there  must  be  two-thirds  as  many  seats  as  sales- 
women ;  and  that  in  factories  no  box  or  arrangement  likely  to  be 
used  for  other  purposes,  and  so  carried  away  from  the  worker,  is 
to  be  considered  a  seat.  I  rarely  have  any  complaint  from  women 
employees ;  but  where  I  have  ordered  in  seats,  I  have  met  with 
unmistakable  signs  of  gratitude ;  and  I  am  persuaded  that  no  lair 
on  the  statute  book  is  more  humane.  In  the  cloth  or  bnrling 
rooms  of  several  factories  I  have  found  women  standing  whose 
day  begins  at  7  a.m.  and  lasts  till  6  p.m.,  with  only  the  noon  hoar 
for  rest,  Saturdays  only  excepted.  Several  have  told  me  of  pain- 
ful diseases  contracted  from  this  long-continued  standing.  Some 
employers  who  have  not  objected  to  furnishing  seats  were  sceptical 
as  to  the  practicability  of  their  use.  Yet  in  the  next  factory 
visited  the  same  work  would  be  done  by  women  sitting ;  showing 
that  only  custom   was  to  blame   for  the  misery  of  the  women 
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employed.  In  most  shoe-shops,  women  who  do  the  packing  and 
the  patting  on  of  the  polish  stand  at  tables  to  do  their  work. 
That  this  is  needless  the  Commonwealth  Shoe  Company,  at  Whit- 
man, has  shown  by  furnishing  such  women  tall  stools,  which  they 
can  use  at  intervals.  This  change  of  position  is  more  restful  than 
constant  sitting  would  be. 

The  following  summary  will  give  a  comparative  view  of  the 
inspections  made  and  their  results :  —

for  women,  4 ;  to  procure  age  or  school  certificates  for  children, 
17 ;  to  close  underground  work-room  and  give  suitable  quarters  to 
women  and  children  employed,  1. 

Worcester,  —  Number  of  inspections,  61;  orders  given,  49,  as 
follows  :  To  post  time-tables,  9  ;  to  clean  and  repair  closet,  5  ;  to 
put  in  new  closet,  3  ;  to  give  women  separate  closets,  4 ;  to  desig- 
nate closet,  3 ;  to  clean  and  ventilate  work-room,  2 ;  to  put  in 
seats  for  women,  1 ;  to  procure  age  or  school  certificates,  21 ;  to 
guard  dangerous  machinery,  1. 

Worcester  County,  —  Number  of  inspections,  55 ;  orders  given, 
54,  as  follows :  To  post  time-tables,  none ;  to  clean  and  repair 
closets,  11 ;  to  put  in  new  closets,  6 ;  to  designate  closets,  3 ;  to 
put  in  seats  for  women,  3 ;  to  procure  age  or  school  certificates, 
29  ;  to  guard  dangerous  machinery,  2. 

Other  Places.  —  Number  of  inspections,  8;  orders  given,  5,  as 
follows :  To  give  suitable  access  to  women's  closets,  1 ;  to  put  in 
additional  closet  for  women,  1 ;  to  procure  age  and  school  cer- 
tificates, 3. 

Total  number  of  inspections,  231 ;  total  number  of  orders 
given,  166. 

It  would  be  a  mistake  to  infer  from  the  large  numbers  of  orders 
given  that  there  is  a  prevalent  indifference  on  the  part  of  employers 
to  the  comfort  or  welfare  of  the  employed.  On  the  contrary,  with 
rare  exceptions,  a  humane  desire  to  furnish  even  better  working 
conditions  than  the  law  exacts  is  as  marked  as  is  the  courtesy 
with  which  the  visits  and  criticisms  of  the  inspectors  are  met. 
Several  stores  furnish  good  dining-rooms,  provisions  for  warming 
meals,  and  rooms  with  a  woman  attendant  for  cases  of  sudden 
illness.  Although  the  law  requiring  ventilation  does  not  include 
mercantile  establishments,  many  of  them  provide  blowers  or  fans 
for  changing  the  air. 

The   proprietors  of  several  mills  that  are  closed  during  the 
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present  depression  are  furnishing  ooal  to  their  work-people  free 
and  remit  the  rent  of  their  corporation  houses  until  business  shall 
start  up  again. 

It  is  commonly  from  carelessness  that  '^  suitable  access  to 
closets''  and  '' separate  closets"  are  not  furnished.  Women 
workers  seldom  complain,  partly  from  delicacy  and  partly  from 
natural  timidity. 

The  visit  of  an  inspector  is  something  like  the  public  eye  and 
conscience  coming  in  to  reinforce  the  self-respect  and  private  con- 
science of  both  employer  and  employed,  and  indirect  influences 
for  good  flow  from  a  conscientious  enforcement  of  the  labor  laws, 
which,  at  first  glance,  seem  not  to  touch  more  than  the  most 
superficial  conditions  of  labor. 
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Reports  of  Accidents  in  Manufacturing  and  Mercantile 

Establishments. 

As  the  provisions  of  chapter  260  of  the  Acts  of  1886 
require  the  Chief  of  the  Massachusetts  District  Police  to  in- 
clude in  his  annual  report  an  abstract  of  the  record  kept  by 
him  of  all  reports  received  of  accidents  which  occur  in  maDu- 
facturing  establishments,  I  have  prepared  a  statement  cod- 
taining  in  detail,  as  far  as  possible,  such  facts  and  figures  as 
the  records  of  these  accidents  will  show  for  the  current  year. 
The  act  aforesaid  provides  that  all  accidents  occurring  in 
manufacturing  establishments,  and,  by  an  amendment  to  said 
act,  all  such  accidents  occurring  in  mercantile  establishments, 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Chief  of  the  District  Police  where 
the  case  has  a  fatal  result,  or  where  injuries  sustained  pre- 
vent the  person  so  injured  from  returning  to  work  for  a 
period  of  four  days  after  the  accident  occurred. 

By  chapter  11 1  of  the  Acts  of  the  present  year  it  is  pro- 
vided that  the  Chief  of  the  District  Police  shall  return  to  the 
sender  of  every  notice  of  accident  a  written  or  printed  ac- 
knowledgment of  the  receipt  of  the  same.  Accordingly, 
all  such  notices  of  accidents  as  have  been  received  since  the 
passage  of  this  act  have  been  acknowledged,  as  therein  re- 
quired. 

Chapter  260  of  the  Acts  of  1886,  as  amended  by  chapter 
83  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  constitutes  the  law  relating  to  this 
subject.     Said  chapter  260  reads  as  follows  :  — 

[Chapter  260,  Acts  of  1886.] 

An   Act  relative  to  reports  of  accidents   in  factories  and 

manufacturing  establishments. 

*  Section  1.  All  manufacturers,  raanufactaring  corporations 
and  proprietors  of  mercantile  establishments  shall  forthwith  send 
to  the  chief  of  the  Massachusetts  district  police  a  written  notice 
of  any  accident  to  an  employee  while  at  work  in  any  factory, 
m  anil  facta  ring  or  mercantile  establishment  operated  by  them 
whenever  the  accident  results  in  the  death  of  said  employee  or 
causes  bodily  injury  of  such  a  nature  as  to  prevent  the  person 
injured  from  returning  to  his  work  within  four  days  after  the 
occurrence  of  the  accident. 


1890,  chap.  83. 
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Sect.  2.  Any  person  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  section  one  of  this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  The  chief  of  the  Massachusetts  district  police  shall 
keep  a  record  of  all  accidents  so  reported  to  him,  together  with  a 
statement  of  the  name  of  the  person  injured,  the  city  or  town 
where  the  accident  occurred,  and  the  cause  thereof,  and  shall  in- 
clude an  abstract  of  said  record  in  his  annual  report. 

Sect.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty -six. 

There  were  774  cases  of  accident  reported  during  the 
present  year,  by  which  780  persons  were  injured.  In  each 
of  6  of  the  cases  thus  reported  2  persons  were  more  or  less 
injured  frotli  the  same  cause.  In  the  year  1892,  the  number 
of  persons  reported  as  injured  was  860,  showing  a  reduction 
of  80  for  this  year. 

There  were  23  fatal  cases,  the  number  of  like  cases  for 
the  year  1892  being  36.  Of  these  23  there  were  6  persons 
who  were  killed  by  being  caught  on  and  carried  over  shaft- 
ing; 6  persons  more  were  fatally  injured  by  having  been 
caught  and  crushed  by  ascending  or  descending  elevator  cars  ; 
3  persons  fell  through  elevator  wells,  and  one  person  from 
each  of  the  following  causes  :  Caught  under  a  mule  spinning 
machine ;  received  electric  shock ;  caught  in  a  centrifugal 
machine ;  by  being  drawn  into  a  band-saw ;  struck  by  a 
board  which  had  caught  on  and  was  thrown  from  a  circular 
saw ;  by  the  explosion  of  naphtha ;  and  by  the  breaking  or 
bursting  of  an  emery  wheel.  Further  on  will  be  found  such 
particulars  in  these  fatal  cases  as  were  found  and  reported 
by  the  inspectors  who  investigated  the  same. 

From  an  examination  of  the  list  of  causes  leading  to  the 
accidents  reported,  it  will  be  seen  that  233  cases,  or  nearly 
30  per  cent,  of  the  entire  number,  are  not  enumerated  in 
the  list.  These  accidents  were  due  to  causes  which  could 
not  be  contemplated  as  coming  within  the  statute,  as  the 
persons  injured  from  such  causes  were  not  at  the  time 
engaged  in  operating  machinery,  but  were  employed  about 
the  mill  yard  at  some  kind  of  labor,  such  as  loading  or  un- 
loading cars  or  trucks,  or  sustained  injury  from  a  source 
which  no  legislation  could  in  any  way  reach  to  avert  a  recur- 
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rence.  In  illustration  I  will  state  that  a  large  number  of 
the  accidents  so  reported  were  met  by  the  persons  getting 
splinters  in  their  feet  from  the  floors  of  factories,  and  the 
cause  of  injury  in  upwards  of  40  cases  was  due  to  receiving 
falls,  either  on  a  slippery  floor,  in  many  cases  made  so  by 
recent  washing,  or  by  falls  from  ladders,  platforms,  or 
some  form  of  staging.  This  class  of  accidents,  however,  is 
recorded  in  like  manner  with  all  the  others  received,  and  the 
receipt  of  the  same  is  duly  acknowledged,  in  accordance 
with  the  recent  enactment.  Following  is  the  list  of  causes, 
not  including  the  fatal  cases :  —

As  seen  by  the  foregoing  figures,  114  persons  received 
injuries  while  attempting  to  clean  the  machinery  when  io 
operation,  or  in  trying  to  remove  bobbins,  waste  or  other 
articles  from  the  machinery,  where  they  had  fallen  or  in 
some  way  had  become  entangled.  This  number  constitutes 
more  than  34  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  (332)  injured 
while  operating  machinery,  as  given  in  the  list  of  causes. 
The  greater  portion  by  far  thus  injured  were  females,  and 
the  risk  taken  in  a  thoughtless  moment  explains  without 
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farther  question  the  caase  of  accident  in  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  cases  occurring  in  factories. 

There  were  617  males  and  163  females  injured  by  the 
accidents  reported.  Of  the  number  injured  by  machinery, 
79  received  injury  by  having  their  hands  or  fingers  caught 
in  gearing;  and  these  latter  cases  were  confined  almost 
entirely  to  females.  On  the  other  hand,  those  cases  in 
which  the  causes  are  not  enumerated  were  those  confined 
almost  entirely  to  males. 

The  nature  of  injuries  suflTered  will  now  be  referred  to, 
and,  as  in  all  previous  reports,  the  present  shows  that  the 
great  majority  consisted  of  cases  where  injury  to  the  hand 
was  sustained,  and  more  especially  to  the  thumb  and  fingers. 
There  were  385  persons  whose  hands  were  more  or  less  cut 
and  bruised,  and  in  three  cases  the  right  hand  was  lost,  and 
in  one  case,  which  will  be  mentioned  further  on,  both  hands 
were  lost.  Of  this  number  (385)  295  were  cases  of  the 
thumb  and  fingers.  In  each  of  17  cases  the  total  loss  of  one 
or  more  fingers  occurred,  and  in  each  of  61  cases  there  was 
a  partial  loss  of  the  thumb  or  one  or  more  fingers.  The 
remaining  cases  were  those  where  the  injury  sustained  was 
of  a  slight  nature. 

In  58  cases  persons  were  injured  about  the  head,  but  with 
the  exception  of  three  cases,  in  each  of  which  one  eye  was 
lost,  and  four  or  five  cases  where  scalp  wounds  resulted,  the 
injuries  to  the  head  were  not  serious.  Among  47  cases  of 
injury  to  the  arm,  there  was  one  arm  lost,  and  eight  or  nine 
cases  where  the  arm  was  broken.  The  other  cases  were 
slight.  In  more  than  60  cases  persons  were  injured  on  the 
leg  and  ankle ;  15  cases  of  sprained  ankle  occurred  and  16 
persons  had  each  a  leg  broken.  Eighty-five  cases  of  injury 
to  the  foot  occurred,  but  very  few  were  serious.  Eight  per- 
sons received  sprained  wrists  and  seven  more  had  wrists 
broken.  Five  had  their  collar  bones  broken.  The  remain- 
ing cases  (about  60  in  number),  consisted  of  injuries  upon 
various  parts  of  the  body,  but  in  only  five  or  six  cases  were 
such  injuries  considered  to  be  serious. 

The  accident  which  resulted  in  the  loss  to  the  person  of 
both  his  hands  occurred  in  the  following  manner:  —  The 
man  was  at  work  putting  glue  into  a  machine  known  as  a 
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<*  glue  breaker,"  used  for  breaking  glue.  From  some  cause 
be  fell  forward,  and  his  bands  were  caugbt  in  tbe  machiDe, 
botb  of  which  were  so  badly  crushed  that  they  had  to  be 
amputated. 

Another  accident,  which  caused  the  loss  of  the  right  hand 
and  two  fingers  of  the  left  hand,  happened  as  follows :  Tbe 
man  injured  was  engaged  in  running  a  machine  used  for 
trimming  paper.  He  reached  in  between  the  clamp  and  tbe 
the  knife  to  adjust  the  paper  to  be  trimmed,  when  a  steel  bolt 
which  held  the  shipper  handle  snapped  off,  causing  the  ma- 
chine to  start  and  throwing  his  right  hand  against  the  knife. 
The  hand  was  completely  severed  at  the  wrist,  and  two  fingers 
of  the  left  hand,  which  came  in  contact  with  the  knife,  were 
also  taken  off. 

There  was  one  case  in  which  the  man  had  a  remarkable 
escape  from  death.  Some  portion  of  his  clothing  was  caught 
by  the  shafting,  causing  him  to  be  drawn  up  and  wound 
around  it  several  times,  then  throwing  him  to  the  floor.  He 
Buffered  a  dislocated  shoulder  and  received  several  cuts  on 
bis  head.     Otherwise  there  was  no  apparent  injury. 

In  last  year's  report  I  alluded  to  the  fact  that  accidents 
caused  by  shuttles  breaking  loose  from  the  machinery  had 
been  prominent  in  these  reports  by  reason  of  the  frequency 
of  their  occurrence.  I  impressed  upon  the  inspectors  of 
this  department  the  importance  of  giving  to  this  matter, 
while  looking  after  unguarded  machinery,  all  the  attention 
possible,  and  I  am  gratified  to  show  in  this  report  a  decided 
decrease  in  the  number  injured  by  this  means,  as  compared 
with  the  number  so  injured  last  year.  Then  the  report 
showed  36  accidents  of  this  kind.  This  year  the  number  is 
14.  That  this  result  is  due,  to  a  great  extent,  to  the  efforts 
of  the  inspectors  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  I  feel 
assured  to  be  tbe  fact. 

From  the  circumstances  attending  a  number  of  the  cases 
reported,  investigation  of  the  same  was  deemed  necessary, 
and  accordingly  such  particulars  as  were  obtained  in  each  of 
these  cases  by  the  inspectors  who  examined  them  are  given 
here.  Of  course,  the  cases  having  a  fatal  result  were  all 
investigated  in  the  same  way,  and  the  facts  thereby  gathered 
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were  reported  in  writing  by  such  inspectors.  The  name  of 
the  person  who  met  with  the  accident,  the  city  or  town,  and 
the  establishment  where  it  occurred  are  given  in  each  case  :  — 

Manuel  Silvia,  New  Bedford.  Howland  Mills.  Date  of  ac- 
cident, January  16.  This  was  a  fatal  accident.  It  was  caused  by 
the  victim  being  drawn  over  shafting.  Silvia,  a  Portuguese,  was 
employed  in  the  packer-room.  He  took  a  step-ladder  and  stood 
on  it  for  the  purpose  of  putting  a  belt  on  the  main  shafting. 
While  standing  on  the  ladder,  he  leaned  his  breast  towards  the 
shafting,  and  his  overshirt  getting  caught,  he  was  drawn  up  and 
whirled  around  the  shafting  several  times  before  the  speed  could  be 
stopped.  A  portion  of  his  head  and  both  his  feet  were  t/jvn  off 
and  he  was  almost  instantly  killed.  The  inspector  reports  that 
there  was  no  set-screw  where  the  man  was  caught,  and  that  the 
accident  was  due  to  the  fact  that  be  had  too  much  loose  clothing 
on  him.     He  was  horribly  mangled. 

William  E.  Hunt,  Boston.  Milo  Whitney.  Date  of  accident, 
January  24.  The  victim  was  building  the  fire  under  the  boiler 
with  celluloid  shavings  and  sawdust.  The  fire-damp  blew  out- 
wardly, causing  him  to  be  badly  burned  on  his  hands,  arms  and  feet. 

Frank  Norgren,  Boston.  E.  B.  Badger  <&  Son.  Date  of  ac- 
cident, January  31.  This  was  a  fatal  accident,  caused  by  an  ele- 
vator. It  appears  that  Norgren  had  ascended  by  the  freight  ele- 
vator to  the  fourth  floor  of  the  workshop  to  get  a  piece  of  work, 
which  an  expressman  was  waiting  for  in  order  to  have  it  shipped. 
After  obtaining  it  and  placing  it  upon  the  elevator,  it  is  supposed 
that  he  pulled  the  wire  rope  to  descend.  But  it  would  seem  from 
the  finding  of  the  body  that  the  rope  was  pulled  so  as  to  cause  the 
elevator  to  ascend,  and  when  it  had  reached  a  distance  of  perhaps 
two  feet  from  the  landing  at  the  floor  he  was  standing  upon  he  en- 
deavored to  jump  upon  the  elevator,  and  in  so  doing  was  caught 
between  the  elevator  gate  and  the  elevator  or  landing  of  the  fourth 
floor  and  crushed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  almost  instant  death. 
Nearly  half  of  the  elevator  had  to  be  sawed  off  in  order  to  extri- 
cate the  body. 

LuiGi  Lampiaso,  Lawrence.  Washington  Miljs.  Date  of  ac- 
cident, January  31.  This  was  another  fatal  accident,  and  was 
caused  by  the  victim  being  caught  in  a  belt  and  wound  around  the 
shafting.  The  belt  was  a  six-inch  belt,  driving  a  machine  known 
as  an  ^^  extractor."     The  belt  had  been  thrown  off  the  pulley,  and 
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while  LampiaAO  was  engaged  in  his  work  as  an  oiler  his  hand  was 
caught  between  the  belt  and  shaft.  He  called  for  assistance,  and 
told  the  men  who  came  to  his  aid  to  cut  the  belt,  which  one  of 
them  did,  but,  unfortunately,  the  belt  thereupon  wrapped  around 
the  shaft,  taking  Lampiaso  with  it,  literally  tearing  him  to  pieces 
and  killing  him  instantly. 

Henrt  Viancour,  Lowell.  Booth  Cotton  Mills.  Date  of  ac- 
cident, February  1  •  This  accident  was  fatal.  Viancour  was  en- 
gaged in  mending  a  belt  which  ran  through  the  flooring  from  the 
room  below.  He  went  to  the  lower  room  to  adjust  the  belt  to  the 
driving  pulley,  and  stood  on  one  of  the  looms  for  the  purpose. 
The  belt  having  been  cut  too  short,  when  he  sprang  upon  the  pul- 
ley it  parted  and  wound  up  on  the  shaft,  catching  his  left  arm  and 
carrying  him  against  the  shaft  with  great  force,  and  pulling  bis 
arm  out  of  the  shoulder.  A  surgeon  and  the  ambulance  were 
called  immediately,  but  Viancour  died  before  their  arrival. 

Peteb  Connolly,  South  Boston.  Standard  Sugar  Refinery. 
Date  of  accident,  February  1.  Peter  Connolly,  Fdward  Rayne 
and  a  third  man  were  whitewashing  the  walls  of  a  large  room 
on  the  ground  floor  of  this  establishment.  A  large  belt  ranoing 
horizontally  and  about  eleven  feet  from  the  floor  was  in  the  way, 
and  one  of  the  men  who  had  charge  of  all  the  belts  went  to  the 
engine-room  to  have  the  engineer  stop  the  engine  for  him  to  take 
off  the  belt.  After  the  machinery  stopped  and  before  his  return, 
the  three  men,  who  were  standing  on  a  long  table,  attempted  with- 
out orders  to  slip  the  belt.  They  had  reached  up  and  were  pnll- 
ing  down  on  it,  when  the  engineer,  at  the  request  of  an  elevator 
man^  started  the  engine  without  warning.  All  of  the  men  were 
thrown  to  the  brick  flooring,  and  some  of  Connolly's  ribs  were 
broken,  and  he  was  injured  internally,  but  whether  from  being 
drawn  between  the  pulley  and  belt,  as  he  thought,  or  by  the  fall, 
has  not  been  determined.  Rayne  suffered  a  fracture  of  the  apine 
and  left  scapula,  and  was  carried  to  his  home,  and  Connolly  to  the 
hospital.     The  third  man  was  not  injured. 

Thomas  Pettrovich,  Worcester.  The  Worcester  Woollen  Mill 
Company.  Dat^  of  accident,  February  4.  Pettrovich  was  drawn 
up  and  wound  around  shafting.  A  belt  which  was  not  in  use  had 
been  thrown  off,  but  had  not  been  hung  upon  a  hook  which  was 
provided  for  the  purpose.  In  consequence  of  this,  the  belt  slipped 
along  the  shaft  away  from  the  machine,  and  Pettrovich  attempted 
to  put  the  belt  back  in  its  place.    The  overseer  told  him  not  to 
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toncfa  it  nntil  the  speed  could  be  shat  down.  But  this  was  dis- 
regarded, and  Pettrovich*  still  working  at  the  belt,  got  caught  by 
it  and  was  wound  around  the  shafting.  When  taken  down  he  was 
found  to  be  badly  mangled,  with  his  left  arm  torn  off  between  the 
wrist  and  elbow.  He  was  removed  to  the  hospital,  where  he  died 
the  next  forenoon. 

James  Hanlon,  Boston.  C.  Brigham  Company.  Date  of  ac* 
cident,  February  10.  This  accident  resulted  fatally.  It  was 
caused  by  an  elevator.  Hanlon  was  caught  between  the  elevator 
and  the  ceiling  in  the  milk  house  of  the  company,  on  Castle  Street, 
Boston.  No  one  can  tell  how  the  accident  was  brought  about. 
He  died  from  the  effects  of  his  injuries  on  the  16th  of  February. 

Joseph  Mosher,  Lawrence.  Washington  Mills  Company.  Date 
of  accident,  February  27.  Mosher  was  walking  over  an  electric-car 
turn-table,  when,  a  plank  having  been  taken  up  for  the  purpose  of 
cleaning  the  pit,  he  fell  through  and  had  one  leg  broken. 

Robert  Colbert,  Boston.  Eugene  Lynch's  establishment. 
Date  of  accident,  March  1.  This  was  a  fatal  accident,  caused 
by  an  elevator.  Mr.  Colbert  was  employed  at  No.  24  India  Street, 
and  was  on  the  third  floor  of  the  establishment,  where  the  elevator 
car  was,  with  a  barrel  upon  it.  He  was  trying  to  turn  the  barrel  over 
so  as  to  empty  the  contents.  The  elevator  not  being  high  enough, 
he  palled  the  rope  so  as  to  have  the  car  ascend  to  the  height  desired. 
The  elevator  bar  or  guard  coming  down  at  the  same  time,  Colbert 
was  standing  on  the  floor  outside  of  the  elevator,  with  his  head 
inclined  toward  the  elevator,  and  this  bar  or  guard  in  descending 
caagbt  his  head  between  the  guard  and  the  ascending  elevator, 
the  one  at  the  back  of  the  neck  and  the  other  at  his  throat.  He 
called  out  for  help,  and  one  of  the  men  near  the  place  rushed  to 
bis  assistance,  but  too  late  to  save  him;  for,  upon  his  release, 
after  being  laid  upon  the  floor,  examination  showed  that  he  was 
dead.  The  report  states  that  he  had  been  cautioned  several  times 
in  relation  to  the  manner  in  which  the  elevator  should  be  worked. 

George  Marshall,  Boston.  Pope  Manufacturing  Company. 
Date  of  accident,  March  2.  This  was  a  fatal  case.  George  Mar- 
shall was  employed  at  the  works  as  an  engineer.  It  is  presumed 
that  his  death  was  the  result  of  an  electric  shock  received  while  on, 
or  stepping  from,  a  freight  elevator.  It  is  not,  however,  known 
definitely  that  his  death  was  due  to  the  cause  here  stated,  but  it  is 
the  supposition. 
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Groboe  W.  Bright,  Boston.  C.  Brigham  Company.  Date  of 
accident,  March  19.  This  accident  was  a  fatal  one.  It  occurred 
on  Sunday  morning,  at  the  milk  bouse  of  the  company,  when  the 
employees  were  getting  the  milk  ready  for  the  early  morning  supply. 
About  5  o'clock,  Bright  was  at  work  on  a  centrifugal  machine 
used  for  separating  the  cream  from  the  milk,  and,  the  floor  being 
wet,  he  slipped,  and,  throwing  his  arm  out  to  save  himself  from 
falling,  it  came  in  contact  with  the  machine,  the  arm  being  torn 
from  its  socket  and  hanging  by  only  a  thread  of  flesh.  He  was 
removed  to  the  City  Hospital,  where  he  died  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
same  day. 

Charles  P.  Frost,  Brockton.  Home  Bank  Building.  Date  of 
accident,  March  25.  This  was  a  fatal  accident,  and  caused  by  an 
elevator.  Frost  was  employed  as  elevator  boy,  and  at  the  time  of 
the  accident  was  alone  on  the  elevator.  It  occurred  between  the 
third  and  fifth  floors  when  the  elevator  was  descending.  The  freight 
elevator  is  attached  to  and  under  the  passenger  car,  and  it  is  sup- 
posed that  the  boy  was  climbing  from  one  car  to  the  other,  when 
he  was  caught  by  the  neck  between  the  elevator  and  the  latticed 
door  and  partition  enclosing  the  well.  He  sustained  such  injury 
that  he  died  about  2  o'clock  the  following  morning  at  his  home. 

John  McCarthy,  Boston.  Pearson  Cordage  Company.  Date 
of  accident,  April  13.  While  at  work  as  an  oiler  he  was  struck  on 
the  foreliead  by  the  flyer  of  the  spinning  machine,  which  broke 
while  in  operation,  causing  a  compound  fracture  of  the  skull. 

Antonia  Silvia,  Lawrence.  Pacific  Yarn  Mill.  Date  of  acci- 
dent, April  14.  While  oiling  the  cards  Silvia  had  his  right  arm 
caught  by  a  belt  which  ran  between  the  cards.  He  was  severely 
injured  about  the  arms,  shoulders  and  head. 

PniLLip  O'Hearne,  Taunton.  Canoe  River  Mills.  Date  of 
accident,  April  25.  He  was  cleaning  a  twister  machine,  when  his 
right  hand  was  caught  in  the  gearing.  The  two  middle  fingers 
were  amputated. 

Lewis  F.  King,  Shelburne  Falls.  J.  A.  Richmond's  esteblish- 
ment.  Date  of  accident,  April  26.  King  was  at  work  at  a  planer, 
planing  boards.  The  knives  had  become  covered  with  shavings, 
and  in  reaching  over  to  brush  the  shavings  away  his  right  hand 
was  caught  by  the  knives.  His  thumb  was  cut  off,  the  firet  three 
fingers  were  cut  off  at  the  knuckles,  and  the  little  finger  was  lost 
at  the  second  joint. 
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Freeman  Nickerson,  North  Easton.  Rice  &  Hutchins.  Date 
of  accident,  April  28.  He  was  at  work  on  a  machine  which  rested 
upon  a  bench,  overhead  of  which  runs  a  shaft,  on  which  was  a 
24-inch  pulley.  This  pulley  burst,  part  of  which  flew  downward 
and  struck  the  machine,  knocking  it  from  the  bench.  The  machine 
in  falling  struck  Nickerson,  breaking  his  left  leg  at  the  hip. 

Manuel  Sylvia,  East  Cambridge.  American  Rubber  Cqmpany. 
Date  of  accident,  May  11.  This  was  a  fatal  accident,  caused  by 
an  explosion  of  naphtha.  It  is  not  known  what  led  to  the  explosion. 
The  building  where  it  occurred  was  used  for  storing  cement  and 
naphtha,  and  Sylvia  was  there  alone  at  the  time.  The  explosion 
took  place  about  7.45  in  the  evening.  The  men  who  were  at  work 
in  another  part  of  the  building,  hearing  the  explosion,  hurried  to 
the  place,  and  found  the  lifeless  body  of  Sylvia. 

William  Atkins,  Boston.  Johnson  Brothers.  Date  of  accident. 
May  18.  This  accident  was  fatal,  and  was  caused  by  a  band-saw. 
Atkins  was  in  the  act  of  placing  a  log  (to  be  sawed  into  boards) 
on  the  carriage,  when  the  machine  was  put  in  motion  by  the  trap- 
door of  a  sawdust  box  falling  against  the  lever  starting  the  pulley 
and  belt.  Before  Atkins  could  leave  the  carriage  he  was  carried 
against  the  saw,  cutting  his  body  nearly  in  two  and  causing  instant 
death. 

John  O'Connor,  Holyoke.     Merrick  Thread  Company.     Date 

of  accident,  May  18.     This  was  a  fatal  accident.     O'Connor  was 

employed  in  the  mule-room  as  a  back  tender.     The  spinner  in 

charge  stopped  the  mule  and  told  O'Connor  to  wipe  the  mule 

carriage.     He  did  so  and  then  took  his  place  back  of  the  mule. 

The  spinner  in  the  meantime  discovered  that  it  was  too  early  to 

clean  up,  and  he  told  O'Connor  not  to  clear  any  more  and  made 

a    motion  to  him  to  leave  the  machine.     O'Connor  started  and 

walked  down  the  aisle.     The  spinner,  seeing  the  way  clear,  started 

up  the  mule,  but  meanwhile   O'Connor  had   crawled  under  the 

machine  again  without  being  seen.     After  starting  the  mule  the 

spinner  discovered  O'Connor  under  the  same,  but  not  soon  enough 

to   stop  the  machine  before-  O'Connor  was  caught  between  the 

Sampson  and  the  bumper  of  the  mule.     His  ribs  and  spine  were 

broken,  and  he  died  from  the  effects  of  his  injuries  about  half  an 

hour  after  the  accident  occurred.     He  was  sixteen  years  of  age 

and  had  been  employed  in  the  mill  only  a  day  and  a  half.     He 

had  been  warned  by  the  overseer  and  the  spinner  in  charge  not 

to  crawl  under  the  machine  when  it  was  in  motion. 
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Antoime  Irtk,  Holyoke.  Lyman  Mills.  Date  of  accident, 
May  19.  This  accident  was  fatal,  and  was  caused  by  shafting. 
Iryk  was  employed  as  a  card-grinder,  and  it  was  also  his  duty  to 
start  the  power  every  morning.  The  watchman  stated  that  he 
saw  Iryk  go  into  the  mill  as  usual  and  start  the  wheel.  The 
watchman  went  down  stairs  to  start  the  pumps,  and  seeing  the 
speed  all  right  went  up  stairs  again.  Hearing  a  noise  near  at 
hand,  h^  went  to  see  the  cause,  and  saw  a  belt  wound  around  the 
main  shaft,  but  did  not  notice  any  one  thereabout.  He  ran  up 
stairs  to  search  for  Iryk,  when  he  met  the  overseer  of  the  card- 
room,  whom  he  informed  about  the  belt.  Both  the  watchman 
and  overseer  went  down  stairs  to  the  place  where  the  belt  was, 
and  there  found  Iryk  lying  unconscious,  about  ten  feet  from  the 
main  shaft.  It  seemed  from  surrounding  circumstances  that  his 
right  arm  had  been  caught  by  the  shaft,  and  he  was  drawn  over 
it  and  whirled  around  it,  and  then  thrown  to  the  floor.  His  right 
arm  was  badly  crushed,  his  left  leg  was  broken,  and  there  were 
bad  wounds  on  the  back  of  the  head.  The  accident  occurred 
about  6  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  Iryk  died  at  2  o'clock  in  tiie 
afternoon  of  the  same  day. 

f'REDERiCK  Seaver,  Chclsca.  Magee  Furnace  Company.  Date 
of  accident,  June  1.  This  accident,  which  resulted  fatally,  was 
caused  by  the  victim  being  caught  on  shafting.  An  iron  water- 
pipe  had  been  laid  through  a  brick  wall,  and  Seaver  was  engaged 
in  filling  up  the  opening  with  bricks,  and  was  standing  on  an 
elevation  about  ten  feet  from  the  ground,  and  which  was  fixed 
over  a  barrel-shaped  machine  used  for  cleaning  castings.  In- 
stead of  descending  by  a  ladder,  which  he  might  have  used,  be 
attempted  to  pass  under  the  shafting  to  get  to  a  hanging  plank 
walk  beyond,  when  it  is  supposed  his  sleeve  caught  on  the  set- 
screw,  drawing  him  on  and  carrying  him  around  the  shaft  and 
against  the  plank  walk.  One  shoulder  and  some  ribs  were 
fractured  and  one  leg  broken.  He  received  also  internal  injuries. 
He  was  taken  to  the  Frost  Hospital,  where  he  died  at  1  o'clock 
the  following  morning.  This  is  the  first  fatal  accident  which  lias 
occurred  at  this  establishment  for  thirty  yeai'S. 

Edward  Reynolds,  Dedham.  Merchants'  Woollen  Companj. 
Date  of  accident,  June  6.  Reynolds  was  at  work  at  a  macbioe 
called  a  cone-duster,  used  for  taking  dust  out  of  woollen  card 
waste.  He  had  oiled  the  machine,  and,  after  starting  the  same, 
and  while  yet  having  hold  of  the  shipper,  the  machine  burat,  the 
fragments  being  thrown   all  about,  a  portion  of  them  striking 
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Reynolds  on  the  cheat,  hand  and  knee-pan,  and  throwing  him 
against  an  iron  post  about  four  feet  distant.  He  was  consider- 
ably bruised  and  shaken  up,  but  the  report  states  that  he  is  doing 
well. 

Joseph  Halet,  Boston.  O.  Sheldon  &  Co.  Date  of  accident, 
June  13.  This  accident  had  a  fatal  result.  Haley  was  sawing 
a  piece  of  board.  After  sawing  part  way  through  he  tried  to 
pull  the  board  back,  but  the  saw  caught  and  threw  the  board 
back,  striking  him  in  the  groin.  He  was  conveyed  to  the  City 
Hospital.  An  artery  was  ruptured,  from  which  he  bled  internally, 
and  he  died  about  eight  hours  after  the  accident. 

Joseph  Feenet,  New  Bedford.  Bennett  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany. Date  of  accident,  June  17.  Feeney  was  employed  as  a 
card-tender,  and  while  operating  a  card  his  right  hand  was  caught 
between  the  card  cylinder  and  the  casing  of  one  of  the  carding 
engines.  All  the  flesh  of  the  lower  half  of  the  hand  was  stripped 
from  the  bones.  He  was  taken  to  his  home,  where  the  doctor 
found  it  necessary  to  amputate  all  of  the  fingers  and  half  of  the 
hand. 

Paul  Christian,  Lynn.  Thomson-Houston  Electric  Company. 
Date  of  accident,  July  11.  This  was  a  fatal  accident,  caused  by 
the  breaking  of  an  emery  wheel.  Christian  was  engaged  in  grind- 
ing a  small  casting,  which  caught  between  the  emery  wheel  and 
frame,  breaking  the  wheel,  pieces  of  which  struck  him  in  the 
breast,  killing  him  instantly. 

William  Hoopeb,  Boston.  Everett  Piano  Company.  Date  of 
accident, .  This  was  a  fatal  accident,  caused  by  an  ele- 
vator. Hooper  was  a  plasterer,  and,  while  taking  a  load  of  laths 
to  the  top  of  the  building  on  the  elevator,  attempted  to  get  off  at 
the  third  floor  while  the  elevator  was  in  motion,  and  was  caught 
between  the  platform  of  the  elevator  and  floor.  When  found  was 
dead,  his  head  being  forced  down  between  his  legs.  His  back  and 
legs  were  broken. 

Albert  H.  Brierlt,  Springfield.  Homer  Foot  Company. 
Date  of  accident,  August  10.  This  was  a  fatal  accident.  Brierly 
was  employed  as  a  shipping  clerk.  He  had  carried  some  goods  up 
to  the  second  floor,  or  iron  room,  unloaded  it,  and  returned  to  the 
elevator.  Some  of  the  clerks  on  the  first  floor  had  occasion  to  use 
the  elevator  soon  afterwards.  Brierly  was  called  and  asked  if  he 
was  through  with  it ;  he  replied  in  the  afldrmative.  One  of  the 
clerks  then  started  the  elevator  down  to  the  flrst  floor.     Suddenly 
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he  beard  a  crash.  The  elevator  was  immediately  stopped,  and  the 
clerks  went  up  stairs  to  ascertain  what  the  trouble  was,  and  foand 
Brierly  with  his  head  caught  between  the  upper  deck  of  the  ele- 
vator and  the  upper  part,  of  the  elevator  gate,  which  was  broken 
by  the  collision.  His  neck  was  broken,  and  he  lived  about  twenty 
minutes.  He  had  been  in  the  employ  of  Homer  Foot  Company 
for  about  nine  years  and  had  used  the  elevator  constantly. 

Luke  Gallery,  Fall  River.     Osborn  Mills.    Date  of  accident, 
— .    Gallery  was  removing  some  cotton  which  was  wrapped 


around  some  rollers  on  the  back  of  a  card,  and  in  doing  so  he  lifted 
up  a  small  door  used  for  cleaning  purposes ;  his  hand  slipped  in 
between  the  cylinder  and  the  frame  of  the  card,  crushing  the 
fingers  and  breaking  one  of  his  wrists.  He  was  conveyed  to  a 
doctor,  and  the  injury  found  to  be  so  great  as  to  necessitate  am- 
putation above  the  wrist. 

Richard  D.  Growley,  Lynn.  Growley  &  Donavon.  Date  of 
accident,  September  2.  This  was  a  fatal  accident.  Crowley  was 
employed  in  a  general  way  in  the  factory  of  Crowley  &  Donavon. 
He  was  standing  at  the  landing  on  the  third  floor  looking  down 
the  elevator  well,  when  some  one  started  the  elevator  down  from 
the  floor  above  him,  and  while  the  elevator  was  descending  Crow- 
ley's neck  was  caught  between  the  platform  of  the  elevator  and 
the  gate,  causing  death  by  strangulation. 

George  H.  Murphy,  Boston.  George  T.  McLauthlen  &  Co. 
Date  of  accident,  September  9.  This  was  a  fatal  accident, 
caused  by  an  elevator.  Murphy  had  taken  the  freight  elevator  at 
one  of  the  lower  floors  and  ascended  to  the  sixth  floor.  While  on 
this  floor  he  placed  upon  a  truck  a  small  box  of  ashes,  which  wa3 
some  thirty  feet  from  the  elevator.  It  is  presumed  that  he  went 
backwards  to  the  elevator,  pulling  the  truck  after  him,  stooping 
under  the  chain  guard  to  reach  the  elevator,  which  he  supposed 
was  at  the  landing,  but  had  been  lowered  to  the  firat  floor.  Mur- 
phy fell  backwards  down  the  elevator  well,  striking  the  platform 
of  the  elevator,  killing  himself  instantly. 

Alice  Eugekia  Broad,  Boston.  Homoeopathic  Hospital.  Date 
of  accident,  October  15.  This  was  a  fatal  accident.  Miss 
Broad  fell  down  the  elevator  shaft  at  the  Homoeopathic  Hospital. 
Her  neck  was  broken,  causing  instant  death.  Miss  Broad  bad 
been  for  a  long  time  troubled  by  attacks  of  dizziness,  which  of 
late  had  been  unusually  severe  and  of  frequent  occurrence.  The 
immediate  cause  of  death  was  presumably  due  to  one  of  these 
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attacks.  She  stood  at  one  of  the  landings  of  the  elevator,  and 
it  is  presumed  that  while  reaching  for  the  cable  she  became  sud- 
denly dizzy  and  plunged  headlong  down  the  shaft.  The  double 
sliding  doors  opening  in  to  the  shaft  were  both  open  at  the  time 
of  the  accident. 

Mart  Ann  Finnegan,  Stoneham.  Smith  &  Baker.  Date  of 
accident,  October  26.  This  was  a  fatal  accident.  Miss  Finne- 
gan was  employed  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  factory.  Her  duty 
was  to  collect  the  uppers  of  shoes  from  the  stitchers  on  that  floor 
and  send  them  down  on  the  elevator  to  the  first  floor.  The 
elevator  well  was  guarded  on  each  floor  by  doors  and  gates. 
Miss  Finnegan,  in  some  manner  unknown,  fell  down  the  elevator 
well,  the  gate  giving  way  and  falling  with  her.  She  was  found 
lying  in  the  cai-  of  the  elevator,  with  the  uppers  of  the  shoes  and 
the  broken  gate  from  the  fourth  floor  alongside  of  her.  Miss 
Finnegan  died  about  five  hours  after  the  accident  occurred. 

John  Sego,  Maiden.  Wiggins  &  Stevens.  Date  of  accident, 
October  26.  This  was  a  fatal  accident.  Sego  was  employed  in 
the  factory  of  Wiggins  &  Stevens.  He  was  in  the  grinding  room 
of  the  factory.  The  shafting  in  this  room  was  some  9  feet  8 
inches  from  the  fioor.  Sego  was  trying  to  place  a  belt  on  one  of 
the  pulleys  (there  being  three)  and  was  standing  on  a  platform  5 
feet  6  inches  or  more  from  the  floor.  While  in  the  act  of  putting 
the  belt  on  one  of  the  small  pulleys  he  leaned  against  the  larger 
pulley,  and  in  an  instant  Sego  was  whirled  around  the  shafting. 
McCormick,  the  foreman,  seeing  the  position  of  Sego,  rushed  to 
the  engine-room  and  had  the  machinery  stopped.  On  returning 
to  the  room  the  lifeless  body  of  Sego  was  found  upon  the  floor. 
How  he  got  caught  is  unknown.  There  was  no  collar  or  set- 
screws  on  the  shafting  whereby  he  could  have  been  caught. 

Alexander  Greer,  Maynard.  Assabet  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany. Date  of  accident,  November  21.  Greer  was  employed  in 
the  above  establishment  as  an  oiler  .of  machinerv.  He  was  on  the 
roof  of  the  dye-house,  engaged  in  oiling  the  shaft  of  an  exhaust 
fan,  when  in  some  unknown  manner  his  right  arm  was  caught  by 
the  blades  of  the  exhaust  fan  and  cut  off  above  the  elbow. 

I  have  taken  occasion  herein  to  refer  to  the  large  propor- 
tion of  accidents  which  have  happened  and  been  reported  as 
belonging  to  a  class  of  cases  which  no  provision  of  law  could 
reach,  as  the  same  did  not  occur  througH  any  cause  which 
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could  be  attributed  to  running  machinery,  elevators,  hoist- 
ways  or  other  means  used  in  the  various  establishments  of 
industry,  but  were  the  result  of  causes   innumerable  and 
impossible  to  contemplate  or  foresee,  thus  rendering  them 
outside  the   scope  of  the   statute  law.     Wherefore,  I  beg 
leave  to  recommend  that  such  an  amendment  to  the  preseot 
law  in  relation  to  this  subject  be  enacted  as  will  more  clearly 
define  the  causes  leading  to  these  accidents,  wherein  reports 
of  the  same  will  be  required.     This  would  relieve  all  those 
to  whom  this  law  applies  of  the  uncertainty  which  now  exists 
as  to  their  obligation  in  reporting  accidents  of  the  class 
referred  to,  and  to  that  end  would,  I  think,  serve  a  good 
purpose.

H.  Proctor  was  appointed  an  additional  district  police  officer, 
and  it  was  made  my  daty,  upon  said  appointment,  to  detail 
him  for  service  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioners  on 
Inland  Fisheries  and  Game.  For  purposes  of  record  I  here- 
with append  his  report,  relating  to  the  operations  of  the  fish 
and  game  laws,  which  it  is  his  special  duty  to  enforce.

Total  number  of  arrests,  21 ;  total  number  of  cases  investigated, 
30 ;  total  value  of  property  recovered,  810 ;  amount  of  fines  im- 
posed, $1,665;  number  of  lobsters  seized  and  planted,  6,411; 
number  of  lobsters  eggs  planted,  4,720,000. 

I  have  inspected  the  Massachusetts  coast  in  a  steamer  and  fiod 
that  the  fishermen  of  this  State  are  complying  with  the  law  better 
,  than  in  former  vears.  The  menhaden  steamers  owned  in  other 
States  still  disregard  our  laws  and  steal  in  and  attempt  to  c&tcb 
fish  whenever  an  opportunity  is  offered.  It  has  taken  all  my  time 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  summer  to  protect  our  waters  from 
the  raids  of  said  steamers.  The  destruction  of  young  lobsters 
has  not  been  so  great,  owing  in  part  to  an  excellent  law  that  was 
passed  by  the  last  Legislature,  prohibiting  lobster-fishing  by  non- 
residents. Smacks  from  other  States  formerly  came  into  our 
waters  near  the  State  line  and  carried  away  small  and  egg-be&ring 
lobsters  without  any  regard  for  our  laws.  The  strict  enforcement 
of  chapter  183,  Acts  of  1893,  has  caused  these  poachers  to 
abandon  our  waters  entirely. 

I  have  not  had  any  complaint  of  violation  of  the  game  laws  and 
there  has  not  been  any  to  my  knowledge.

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The  Disposition  of  Forfeited  Liquors. 

It  is  made  my  duty,  by  chapter  100,  section  38  of  the 
Public  Statutes,  to  receive  from  the  respective  trial  justices 
and  courts  of  the  Commonwealth  all  liquors  forfeited  by  order 
of  said  justices  and  courts,  sell  the  same,  and  pay  over  the 
net  proceeds  to  the  State  treasurer.  Implements  of  sale  and 
furniture  used  in  the  sale  of  such  liquors  are  included  in  such 
disposition.  This  legislation  has  proved  to  be  effective  to  a 
considerable  degree  in  suppressing  the  illegal  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating liquor.  I  annex  a  schedule  showing  the  cities  and 
towns  from  which  the  liquor  has  been  received,  and  the 
quantity  that  has  been  turned  over  to  me  up  to  present  date.

The  chief  executive  of  the  Commonwealth  has  always 
encouraged  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duty  by  most  cordial 
support ;  and  I  believe  that  every  member  of  the  force  is 
strengthened  in  his  work  by  the  knowledge  that  he  has  the 
confidence  and  respect  of  his  excellency  the  governor. 

It  has  never  seemed  to  me  to  be  within  the  province  of 
the  district  police  to  attach  various  degrees  of  importance 
to  different  statutes  which  they  are  commissioned  to  execute, 
but  to  proceed  upon  straight  lines,  showing  the  same  respect 
to  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  which  they  expect  from 
others.

COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 


Boston.  Oct   1,  1893. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  the  House  of  Bepresentatives  in   QeneraL  Court 

assembled : 

There  has  been  a  chaoge  in  the  management  of  the  State  Prison 
since  the  last  report  was  submitted  to  the  Legislature.  In  March 
Hon.  Henry  B.  Lovering,  who  had  been  warden  since  April,  1891, 
resigned  his  position.  Gen.  Benjamin  F.  Bridges  was  appointed  to 
fill  the  vacancy  and  entered  upon  his  duties  March  15,  1893.  There 
has  been  no  other  change  in  the  officers  appointed  by  the  Governor. 
A  few  of  the  subordinate  officers  have  retired  and  new  appointments 
have  been  made.  The  lust  Legislature  authorized  the  eropIo}'ment 
of  five  watchmen  in  addition  to  the  number  heretofore  allowed 
by  law.  A  complete  li«jt  of  all  the  officers  in  the  service  will  be 
found  in  the  warden's  statement. 

Expenditures  and  Receipts. 

A  considerable  decrease  has  been  made  in  the  expenses  for  the 
ordinary  maintenance  of  the  prison,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following 
account,  wherein  the  expenditures  for  the  last  two  years  are  com-

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The  net  cost  of  support  shown  in  the  statement  is  ascei*taiDed  by 
charging  the  prison  with  all  the  expenditures  on  that  account  and 
with  the  stock  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year ;  and  by  deduct- 
ing from  the  aggregate  of  these  amounts  the  receipts  for  rents,  etc., 
and  the  stock  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  balance  thus 
found  applies  only  to  the  maintenance  of  the  prison,  and  does  uot 
relate  in  any  manner  whatever  to  the  industries  ;  these  are  now  car- 
ried on  under  chapter  403  of  the  Acts  of  1888,  which  was  an  amend- 
ment to  chapter  447  of  1887.  Although  the  law  requires  that  the 
accounts  for  maintenance  and  for  carrying  on  the  industries  shall  1)6 
kept  entirely  separate,  it  is  necessary,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  exact 
cost  of  the  institution,  to  consider  them  together  ;  and  for  the  par- 
pose  of  fully  exhibiting  the  financial  condition  of  the  prison  the  fol- 
lowing table  showing  the  expenditures  on  account  of  the  industries

From  the  foregoing  statements  it  appears  that  the  balance  of 
$154,224.12  named  in  the  first  one  as  the  net  cost  of  support  does 
not  represent  the  actual  expense  of  the  prison,  for  there  sliould  be 
added  to  this  amount  the  deficit  on  account  of  the  industries,  which 
is  $17,202.02.  By  adding  these  items  together  we  find  the  cost 
of  maintaining  the  institution  to  be  $171,426.14,  an  increase  of 
$687.13  over  the  amount  for  1892. 
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There  have  also  been  expended  from  the  special  appropriations 
the  following  sums  for  improvements  and  repairs :  repairing  oflS- 
cers'  houses,  $215.68  ;  repairing  workshops,  $943.68  ;  repairing  ma- 
chinery, $916. St4.  These  amounts  were  in  addition  to  expenditures 
for  similar  purposes  in  1892.  There  was  also  paid  during  the  year 
on  account  of  additional  cell  room,  $48,019.55,  making  $78,171.61 
as  the  whole  amount  expended  for  that  purpose  under  chapter  55  of 
the  Resolves  of  1890 ;  and  from  an  appropriation  made  in  1892  for 
enlarging  the  warden's  office  the  sum  of  $1,934.04.  In  April  there 
was  a  fire  in  the  prison  which  damaged  the  workshops  considerably. 
The  Legislature  made  a  special  appropriation  of  $2,500  for  repairing 
the  shops,  and  $1,159.87  has  been  applied  to  that  purpose. 

Prison  Population. 

The  number  of  commitments  by  the  courts  is  140,  being  63  less 
than  in  the  preceding  year.  There  have  only  been  seven  years 
since  1872  in  which  the  number  of  prisoners  sentenced  to  the 
prison  has  been  smaller  than  in  this  year,  as  will  be  seen  by  an 
examination  of  the  followins:  table  :  —

Four  prisoners  have  been  returned  from  escapes  and  1  from  the 
luDatic  hospital,  making  145  prisoners  received  during  the  year. 
One  hundred  and  twenty-two  prisoners  have  been  released  on  permit 
at  the  expiration  of  their  shortened  sentences ;  2  have  died ;  1  has 
escaped;  12  w^ere  pardoned  by  the  governor;  9  ^ere  removed  to 
the   lunatic  hospital ;  5  removed  to  the  Massacbusetts  Eeformatory 
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by  the  commissioners  with  the  consent  of  the  governor  and  council, 
and  2  to  the  State  Farm  by  the  commissioners  with  the  same  con- 
sent. One  sentence  was  vacated  bv  order  of  the  court,  and  one 
prisoner  serving  a  sentence  of  twenty-five  years  under  the  habitual 
criminal  act  was  given  a  permit  to  be  at  liberty  by  the  governor 
and  council,  making  155  discharged  in  all  ways,  and  leaving  G46 
remaining  at  the  close  of  the  year — 10  less  than  last  year. 

• 

Commitments  by  Counties. 

Fifty-eight  prisoners  were  committed  from  Suffolk ;  this  number 
is  22  less  than  last  year,  but  makes  about  the  usual  percentage  re- 
ceived from  that  county.  The  other  counties  that  show  a  decrease 
in  the  commitments  are  Essex,  which  scut  12  against  33  in  1892; 
Franklin  2,  a  decrease  of  1 ;  Hampden  5  instead  of  12  in  the  year 
before  ;  Hampshire  1  in  the  place  of  3  ;  Middlesex  17  against  28  re- 
ceived from  that  county  last  year;  Norfolk  4 instead  of  7  ;  and  Ply- 
mouth 2  in  the  place  of  7.  Barnstable  and  Nantucket  were  both  in 
the  table  of  commitments  for  1892,  but  have  sent  no  prisoners  this 
year.  The  only  county  that  shows  an  increase  is  Worcester,  which 
sends  14  as  against  10  committed  the  year  before.  Berkshire  sends 
the  same  number  as  in  1892 ;  and  there  were  received  from  the 
United  States  courts  6  prisoners,  being  1  more  than  last  year.

Habitual  Criminals. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  habitual  crimiDal  act  was  enacted  it 
appears  from  the  foregoing  tables  that  all  the  prisoners  committed 
to  the  State  Prison  who  could  properly  be  indicted  under  that  law 
were  so  charged  and  convicted ;  and  that  each  received  the  sentence 
of  twenty-five  years  prescribed  by  the  act.  The  only  prisoner  named 
in  the  table  of  third  commitments  who  was  not  so  indicted  is  one 
whose  second  sentence  was  vacated  by  order  of  the  court. 

During  the  year  the  warden  and  commissioners  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  governor  and  council  the  case  of  a  prisoner  who  had 
been  under  imprisonment  in  accordance  with  this  act  for  five  years, 
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and  had  faithfully  obeyed  all  the  rules  of  the  prison  during  that  time. 
The  commissioners  considered  him  to  be  a  fair  subject  for  release  a? 
provided  in  the  act  and  they  therefore  recommended  the  grantinsof 
a  permit.  The  governor  and  council  gave  him  the  permit  to  he  at 
liberty  on  Sept.  IG  last.  This  is  the  first  release  tliat  has  taken  place 
in  accordance  with  section  2  of  chapter  435  of  the  Acts  of  1887,  aiiJ 
it  is  to  Ikj  hoped  that  the  conduct  of  the  man  will  \ye  such  as  to  en- 
courage this  exercise  of  executive  clemency  towards  other  prisoners: 
also  that  the  pos8]])ility  of  such  a  release  may  serve  as  an  inducement 
to  the  men  under  imprisonment  by  virtue  of  that  act  to  make  an  elTort 
to  earn  a  permit  by  good  conduct. 

In  addition  to  those  who  had  served  former  sentences  in  the  State 
Prison  there  were  received  during  the  year  sixty-one  men  who  W 
served  sentences  in  other  prisons  in  this  State,  or  elsewhere,  and 
in  the  following  table  is  shown  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained  tbe 
number  of  such  sentences  and  the  places  where  they  were  served:  —

Birthplaces  of  Prisoners  and  of.  Their  Parents. 

The  details  concerning  the  birthplaces  of  the  prisoners  committi^i 
by  the  courts  are  set  out  in  the  following  table.     Fifty-eight  weiv 

« 

natives  of  Massachusetts,  and  39  of  other  States,  making  97 1- 
Amei'ican  birth,  a  smaller  proportion  of  native-born  prisoners  tl-*^ 
were  received  in  the  preceding  year.     Of  the  43  other  prisoner? 
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were  born  in  the  British  Provinces,  1,1  in  Ireland,  7  in  England,  3 
in  Frsnce,  4  in  Itnly,  3  in  Austria,  and  1  each  in  Scotland,  AVnles, 
Germany,  Sweden,  Finland  and  the  West  Indies.  Forty-nine  were 
of  American  birth  and  parentage,  a  slightly  larger  percentage  than 
last  year;  42  were  of  foreign  birth  and  parentiige,  also  an  increase 
over  the  proportion  of  1892.  Of  the  other  prisoners  born  in  this 
country  37  were  of  foreign  parentage,  9  of  mixed  parentage,  and  2 
unknown.     One  prisoner  bom  abroad  was  of  mixed  parentage.

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Eemoval  of  Prisoners. 

In  our  repoii  of  last  year  we  recommended  that  chapter  255  of 
the  Acts  of  1884  be  amended  so  as  to  authorize  the  commissioners 
to  make  removals  from  the  State  Prison  to  the  Massachusetts  Re- 
formatory, and  to  return  prisoners  so  removed  to  the  State  Prison 
whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  do  so,  without  waiting  for  the  con- 
sent of  the  srovernor  and  council.  The  provision  in  the  law  thai 
no  permit  to  be  at  liberty  from  the  Massachusetts  Reforraaton'^tJ*^* 
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be  granted  to  a  prisoner  who  has  been  removed  thereto  from  the 
State  Prison  without  the  consent  of  the  governor  and  council  would 
be  a  sufficient  safeguard,  and  there  appears  to  be  no  reason  for 
going  through  the  fornwility  of  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  council  when  it  seems  desirable,  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting the  discipline,  to  remove  a  young  man  from  the  State  Prison 
or  to  return  to  the  State  Prison  a  man  who  has  been  so  removed. 
We  respectfully  renew  our  recommendation  upon  this  subject. 

Release  of  Habitual  Criminals. 

Reference  has  already  been  made  in  this  report  to  the  release 
from  the  State  Prison  of  a  coiivict  who  was  serving  a  sentence  of 
twenty-five  years  for  being  an  habitual  criminal.     The  statute  upon 
this  subject  puts  the  power  of  release  into  the  hands  of  the  governor 
and  council,  and  provides  that  they  shall  make  the  conditions  upon 
which  the  man  is  to  be  at  liberty.     We  think  it  would  be  well  to 
amend  the  law  so  as  to  give  the  commissioners  the  power  to  release 
and  fix  the  conditions,  always  provided  that  it  is  done  with  the 
consent  of  the  governor  and  council.     This  change  would  secure  a 
better  supervision  over  the  prisoner  at  liberty  than  is  now  possible 
when  he  is  subject  only  to  the  governor  and  council,  that  body 
not  having  the  same  facilities  for  investigation  nor  the  same  oppor- 
tunities  for  obtaining  information  that  the  commissioners  have  in 
connection  with  their  present  work.     We  therefore  recommend  that 
section   2  of  chapter  435  of  the  Acts  of  1887  be  amended  so  as  to 
give  to  the  commissioners  of  prisons  the  power  to  release  on  permit, 
with  the  consent  of  the  governor  and  council,  any  prisoner  who,  by 
his  industry  in  labor  and  his  good  conduct  during  his  imprisonment 
for  a  certain  time,  seems  likely  to  lead  an  orderly  and  useful  life  if 
allowed  to  go  at  liberty. 

Furnishing  the  Warden's  House. 

At  the  close  of  the  commissioners'  general  report  for  1892,  a 
recommendation  w^as  made  in  relation  to  furnishing  the  warden's 
bouse.  We  respectfully  renew  that  recommendation  and  suggest 
that  the  object  may  be  attained  by  an  amendment  to  the  law  ccm- 
^erning  the  State  Prison,  so  that  the  warden  and  deputy  warden 
shall  have  sufficient  house  room  properly  furnished ;  a  similar 
Lmendment  to  the  law  relating  to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory 
vas  passed  last  year. 
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Bepairing  Officers'  Houses. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  one  thousand  dollars  for 
repairing  the  houses  occupied  by  the  officers.  This  expenditure  is 
needed  to  keep  the  buildings  in  a  proper  condition.

The  only  receipts  that  can  be  placed  as  an  offset  against  this 
amount  come  from  the  rents  of  officers'  houses,  etc.,  and  we  estimate 
that  about  five  thousand  dollars  will  be  received  from  that  source. 
These  estimates  are  exclusively  on  account  of  the  maintenance  of 
the  prison  and  do  not  refer  in  any  way  to  the  carrying  on  of  the 
industries  ;  the  sums  required  for  the  last-named  purpose  will  be  set 
out  in  the  report  of  the  general  superintendent  of  prisons.

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WARDEN'S  REPORT. 


To  Uie  Commissioners  of  Prisons : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  following  annual  report 
of  the  Massachusetts  State  Prison.  My  limited  experience  and 
short  service  as  a  prison  official,  taken  in  connection  with  the  fact 
that  nearly  one-half  of  the  fiscal  year  had  elapsed  when  I  assumed 
the  responsibility  of  the  prison  and  its  industries,  makes  the  prepa- 
ration of  my  report  a  matter  of  some  delicacy. 

Many  things  existed  here  which  needed  correcting,  both  in  the 
matter  of  prison  management  and  the  conduct  of  the  industries.  It 
was  apparent  that  the  industries  were  in  a  demoralized  condition,  so 
demoralized  that  had  it  existed  in  a  private  business,  disaster  would 
have  been  inevitable. 

r  can  speak  of  the  discipline  only  as  I  found  it  when  my  adminis- 
tration commenced.  In  the  early  portion  of  my  service  I  found  so 
many  matters  to  contend  with  that  it  required  all  of  my  will  power 
to  continue  in  office.  I  am  confident  that  some  improvement  has 
been  made.  Order  has  been  restored,  at  least  temporarily,  in  the 
workshops ;  the  great  waste  that  apparently  existed  has  been  dimin- 
ished, and  the  goods  produced  compare  favorably  with  the  product 
of  other  establishments  in  the  same  line.  The  several  industries, 
aside  from  the  brush,  showed  very  large  shrinkages  for  the  first  half 
of  the  fiscal  year ;  but  I  am  justified  in  saying  that,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  past  six  months  have  been  among  the  hardest  for 
many  years  for  the  business  community,  they  have  all  recovered 
some  part  of  the  loss  of  the  earlier  part  of  the  year. 

I  found  it  very  important  to  make  some  change  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  industries,  and,  with  the  approval  of  the  general  super- 
intendent of  prisons,  the  following  appointments  and  purchases  were 
made  :  An  inspector  of  industries  was  appointed,  and  I  recommend 
that  formal  sanction  be  given  to  the  appointment  by  the  creation  of 
the  office,  by  statute,  to  rank  next  to  that  of  the  deputy  warden. 
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A  shipping  clerk  was  also  appointed  to  have  charge  of  all  ship- 
ments. I  am  confident  that  these  appointments  have  resulted  in  a 
saving  of  money  to  the  Commonwealth.  I  have  also  organized  an 
express  department,  purchasing  the  horses  and  wagons,  and  employ- 
ing men  to  do  all  the  express  work  of  the  prison,  thus  obviating  the 
necessity  of  having  strange  teamsters  continuously  in  the  yard  and 
coming  in  contact  with  the  prisoners.  Furthermore,  I  am  convinced 
that  this  step  also  will  result  in  a  considerable  saving.  There  should 
be  a  good  stable  erected  in  the  prison  grounds. 

The  condition  of  some  of  the  departments  seemed  to  the  general 
superintendent  of  prisons  and  myself  to  justify  us  in  considering 
the  advisability  of  diminishing  the  amount  of  labor  for  State  account. 
We  began  at  once  to  look  for  other  means  of  employing  a  portion 
of  the  prisoners  than  such  as  engage  so  large  an  amount  of  State 
funds,  with  the  attendant  risks  of  loss  from  bad  debts,  fires,  and 
possible  bad  judgment  on  the  part  of  the  warden  and  his  subordi- 
nates. Consequently,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  employ- 
ment of  375  prisoners  on  the  piece-price  plan,  thereby  insuring  some 
return  for  their  services. 

This  seems  to  me  preferable  to  constantly  incurring  such  excessive 
shrinkages  as  were  exhibited  for  the  year  just  ended,  and  the  neces- 
sary employment  of  so  large  a  sum  of  money. 

The  system  of  accounts  in  vogue  in  connection  with  the  industries 
was  entirely  unsatisfactory,  and,  with  the  approval  of  the  general 
superintendent  of  prisons,  a  new  system  has  been  adopted  which 
will  go  into  eflBct  on  October  1. 

In  the  past,  consignments  of  goods  have  been  made,  which  at  the 
time  of  consignment  have  been  charged  to  the  consignees  at  their 
full  value.  These  amounts  are  seldom  fully  realized,  and  conse- 
quently, the  charges  as  represented  by  our  books  seldom  represent 
the  true  value  of  the  goods  consigned.  Some  of  these  accounts  are 
still  open,  and  I  think  $1,000  will  be  a  fair  allowance  to  make  fnr 
future  discounts.  Most  of  this  loss  will  fall  to  the  shoe  department, 
which  has  already  had  about  $4,000  of  its  apparent  assets  chargtnl 
to  profit  and  loss,  which  has  helped  to  swell  the  deficit  of  this  d^ 
partment. 

I  wish,  through  you,  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Commonweahb 
to  the  fact  that  this  institution,  like  others  in  the  Commonwealth,  is 
not  simply  a  prison  for  the  detention  of  convicts,  but  a  large  busi- 
ness establishment,  conducted  under  the  most  unfavorable  of  circam- 
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stances,  requiriDg  much  more  than  ordinary  business  ability,  as  well 
as  power  to  control  men,  for  its  successful  management.  Many 
thousands  of  dollars  being  expended,  and  many  thousand  dollars^ 
worth  of  goods  being  produced  under  the  supervision  of  the  warden, 
I  am  frank  to  say  that  the  salary  should  be  such  as  to  command 
more  distinguished  abilities  than  those  of  the  present  incumbent. 

I  would  invite  your  attention  to  the  question  of  tobacco  for  the 
prisoners.  Heretofore  it  has  been  charged  to  the  account  of  the 
industries,  but  being  convinced  that  this  was  not  a  legitimate 
method,  I  have  recently  purchased  it  on  account  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  maintenance,  and  I  recommend  a  reasonable  increase  of 
that  appropriation  to  cover  this  charge. 

In  1891  an  appropriation  of  $2,000  was  made  for  a  safety  vault 
and  repairs  of  the  warden's  office.     A  vault  believed  to  be  secure 
has  been  erected  on  the  outside,  connected  with  and  opening  into 
the  general  office.     The  office  has  been  greatly  improved  in  appear- 
ance and  convenience.     A  system  of  electric  calls  connecting  with 
all  the  officers'  houses  on  the  State  grounds  has  been  introduced ; 
also  a  watchman's  clock  connected  with  the  wall  and  wings,  and  a 
complete  telephone  system,  with  stations  at  all  important  points  of 
the  prison.     The  amount  expended  for  these  improvements  will  not 
exceed  $2,000.     The  expenditure  would  have  been  much  larger  than 
the  appropriation  had  not  the  work  been  done  entirely  by  prisoners, 
under  the  superintendence  of  a  life  prisoner,  to  whom  great  credit 
is  due. 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  prison  is  a  suitable  fire-proof 
storehouse,  where  all  provisions,  supplies  and  merchandise  can  be 
protected. 

The  extension  which  is  being  erected  by  prisoners  under  the  super- 
vision of  an  architect  has  progressed  very  slowly,  and  I  see  but  little 
encouragement  to  hope  for  its  completion  for  occupation  before  the 
summer  of  1894.  There  have  been  employed  on  the  extension  dur- 
ing the  past  year  an  average  of  sixty-two  men,  from  whose  labor  the 
prison  account  realizes  nothing.  The  total  number  of  days'  labor 
performed  by  them  from  Oct.  1,  1892,  to  Sept.  30,  1893,  was  17,317. 
Additional  heating  apparatus  being  required  for  the  extension, 
two  new  boilers  of  one  hundred  horse-power  each,  with  the  Smith 
beating  apparatus,  were  substituted  for  the  two  smaller  ones.  The 
plant  is  now  believed  to  be  capable  of  heating  the  entire  institution. 
in  allowance  of  $400  was  made  for  the  smaller  boilers  in  exchange* 
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Storage  for  coal  is  being  constructed  with  each  set  of  boilers,  with 
sufficient  capacity  for  storing  a  small  cargo.  Hard  coal  has  been 
purchased  by  the  cargo  this  season,  such  a  course  being,  as  I  belieye, 
in  the  interest  of  economy. 

Early  in  the  spring  several  attempts  at  incendiarism  were  made, 
and  on  April  19  a  fire  got  some  headway,  with  a  loss  to  the  trunk 
department,  of  which  the  best  estimate  was  $915.  There  was  also 
some  damage  to  the  building,  necessitating  repairs,  which  cost  aboat 
$1,500.  The  damage,  however,  was  mostly  confined  to  floors,  which 
were  almost  worthless,  and  would  have  required  to  be  replaced  very 
soon,  had  not  the  fire  occurred. 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  make  special  reference  to  the  school,  which 
was  reopened  on  Sept.  7,  after  a  suspension  of  some  months,  under 
the  charge  of  a  prisoner,  who  takes  the  place  of  a  teacher  formerly 
employed  from  outside  at  an  expense  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  a 
year.  While  I  had  no  knowledge  of  the  school  in  past  years,  the 
opinion  seems  to  prevail  here,  and  is  confirmed  by  the  oflScer  in 
attendance,  that  the  present  term  is  thus  far  successful.  It  opened 
with  an  attendance  of  forty  scholars,' all  practically  beginnei's,  all  of 
whom  seem,  judging  by  the  regularity  of  their  attendance,  and  the 
progress  already  made,  to  be  anxious  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
oppoilunity  to  learn.  Nothing  is  attempted  to  be  taught  except 
reading,  spelling  and  elementary  arithmetic,  and  for  those  who  need 
or  desire  it,  writing,  in  which  special  instruction  is  furnished  by 
competent  teachers.  I  think  that  the  results  promise  to  be  gratify- 
ing. Much  of  the  appropriation  for  the  education  department  has 
been  expended  for  purposes  which  have  no  connection  with  the 
school. 

I  earnestly  recommend  the  classification  of  prisoners  so  far  a^ 
possible,  when  the  new  wing  is  completed,  and  I  would  suggest  that 
a  wall  be  constructed  in  front  of  it,  making  a  separate  yard,  and  cut- 
ting off  the  prisoners  confined  therein  from  communication  with  or 
sight  of  all  other  prisoners  employed  in  the  shops  or  in  the  mam 
yard.  I  would  make  the  quality  of  their  food  and  clothing,  as  well 
as  the  enjoyment  of  privileges,  dependent  upon  their  general  deport- 
ment, to  be  determined  by  the  warden.  I  am  confident  that  thi*  i- 
the  only  method  whereby  the  majority  of  prisoners  can  be  Di*<i^ 
-comfortable,  or  dealt  with  with  any  probability  of  reformation. 

I  would  ask  you  to  consider  further  the  question  of  the  propnetj 
of  recommending  the  enactment  of  a  parole  system  for  first  offenders.

General  Court. 

I  have  to  acknowledge  my  obligations  to  the  Prison  Commission- 
ers and  General  Superintendent  for  their  hearty  co-operation  in  all 
mj  efforts  for  improvement  in  the  prison  and  its  management.  I 
woald  also  congratulate  the  subordinate  officers  upon  what  has  be^n 
achieved,  believing  that  continued  firmness,  accompanied  with  kind- 
ness on  their  part,  will  give  the  State  a  well-regulated  prison. 

The  usual  statistical  tables  and  the  reports  of  the  Prison  Physician 
and  the  Chaplain  are  herewith  forwarded.

To  the  Commissioners  of  Prisons : 

Herewith  is  presented  a  report  of  the  medical  department  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Prison  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1893. 

No  contagious  disease  has  made  its  appearance  in  the  prison  aDd 
the  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  very  good.  There  have 
been  but  two  deaths »  as  follows :  — 

John  A.  Markham,  age  33 ;  cause  of  death,  suicide  by  hangiDg; 
in  prison  five  months ;  crime,  assault  with  intent  to  murder ;  sen- 
tence, four  years ;  date  of  death,  March  22,  1893. 

Daniel  Collins,  age  27;  cause  of  death,  phthisis;  in  prison  four 
years  and  seven  months;  crime,  assault  to  murder;  sentence,  ten 
years;  date  of  death.  May  27,  1893. 

After  being  examined  by  Dr.  I.  H.  Hazelton,  in  consultation,  the

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CHAPLAIN'S  REPOET. 


To  the  Commissioners  of  Prisons : 

The  chapel  services  during  the  year  have  been  as  follows,  viz : 
Sunday  mornings  at  9.30,  Bible  class,  in  which  the  International 
Lesson  is  used  for  an  hour,  with  about  one  hundred  men.  At  10.30 
the  general  service,  with  sermon,  occurs,  to  which  such  of  the  pris- 
oners come  as  may  choose  to  do  so.  Valuable  assistance  has  been 
afforded  in  these  services  during  the  year  by  different  speakers  and 
singers,  principal  among  which  must  be  named  the  Ashman  Family. 
The  second  Sunday  in  each  month  a  praise- service,  with  some  I'e- 
marks,  takes  the  place  of  the  sermon.  Sunday  afternoons,  an  ex- 
pository, or  practical  talk,  accompanied  by  the  choir  of  the  prison 
in  several  hymns,  is  given  in  the  hospital.  The  Bible  class  and 
hospital  service  are  omitted  during  July  and  August.  Beligions 
reading  matter  is  given  out  Sunday  afternoons  to  such  prisoners  as 
request  it. 

On  all  the  week  days  the  care  of  the  prisoners*  mail  occupies  from 
one  to  four  hours  daily.  This  occurs  in  the  morning,  always,  when 
possible.  Considerable  correspondence,  etc.,  for  which  parties  do 
not  feel  themselves  qualified  falls  to  the  care  of  the  chaplain  in  this 
connection. 

These  matters  disposed  of,  the  calls  for  the  chaplain,  gathered 
from  the  letter  boxes,  or  otherwise,  are  attended  to.  These  requests 
to  see  the  chaplain  are  so  numerous,  and  of  such  character  in  their 
development,  as  to  fill  up  usually  all  the  day  with  earnest  effort,  and 
sometimes  the  entire  evening,  thus  displacing  the  formal  visiting 
from  cell  to  cell,  except  as  made  necessary.  Opportunities  are 
constantly  opened  in  this  work  for  giving  such  instruction  as  seems 
•«  best  calculated  to  promote  a  strict  conformity  to  the  rules  of  the 
prison,"  an  intelligent  surrender  to  the  discipline  of  the  same,  and,  ii 
possible,  to  secure  personal  reformation  and  a  true  spiritual  wel- 
fare which  may  give  assurance  of  good  life  when  again  returned  to 
the  outside  world,  and  makes  an  exacting  field  for  all  pastoral  work. 
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The  interior  work  and  arrangement  of  the  school  has  been  in  the 
care  of  Mr.  Turner,  the  teacher,  and  since  he  left  the  school,  in 
November  last,  it  has  been  done  by  his  successor,  one  of  the 
prisoners. 

The  voluntary  character  of  attendance  on  the  school,  added  to  the 
age  and  peculiarities  of  the  pupils,  has  very  much  embarrassed  its 
operations  and  usefulness.  Under  its  new  ordering,  however,  these 
embarrassments  have  largely  disappeared,  and  the  work  done  is 
more  satisfactory.  From  the  beginning  the  best  attendance,  the 
best  work,  the  most  striking  gains,  have  been  seen  in  those  whose 
attainments  were  least  when  entering.  The  school  now  consists  of 
about  50  pupils,  divided  into  16  classes,  with  a  teacher  to  each  class, 
who  meet  four  afternoons  each  week.  Much  credit  is  due  to  the 
teachers — the  head  one  of  whom  has  the  entire  charge  of  all  instruc- 
tion— for  the  intelligent  and  painstaking  work  done  from  day  to 
day  to  enable  their  belated  scholars  to  catch  a  possible  success. 

The  excellent  order,  the  quiet  attention  to  study,  the  effective 
conduct  of  affairs  which  characterize  the  school,  suggest  fresh  hope 
for  the  good  of  all  concerned. 

The  teachers  —  regular  and  substitute,  about  30 — meet  on 
Wednesday  afternoons  as  the  Teachers'  Association,  etc.,  to  hear 
papers  prepared  by  different  members,  and  join  in  debates,  etc., 
with  very  creditable  results.

tific American."  The  head  teacher  cares  for  the  circulation  of  this 
literature,  after  which  it  is  gathered  and  bound  for  circulation  with 
the  library. 

While  the  effect  of  the  school  upon  the  prison  is  excellent,  the 
Teachers*  Association  corroborates  this  influence  in  favor  of  better 
reading,  more  study,  a  better  spirit,  more  manliness,  hope,  and  con- 
fidence. The  following  lines,  written  by  one  of  the  students,  are 
suggestive  in  this  connection  : 

"  Know  then,  ye  free-born  sons  of  this,  our  earth, 
The  convict  still  has  hope  —  a  second  birth. 
Then  viei^  his  altered  form,  his  better  plan. 
Forgave,  forget,  receive  him  as  a  man." 
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Prison  poetry,  to  be  sure,  but  it  is  instructive.  The  condition 
from  which  many  must  rise  to  the  ^'altered  form"  is  illustrated  by 
what  another  one  wrote  of  himself  not  long  since,  viz. :  — 

My  wife  and  her  mother  will  go  to  Jail,  I  think,  becaase  they  have  been 
np  so  often.  Her  father  served  foar  years  in  prison ;  her  uncle  five  years; 
her  sister  two  years ;  her  mother  six  months.  Her  brother  is  in  jail  dow 
for  her  crimes.  She  got  a  year  and  was  put  on  probation.  My  property, 
a  good  house  nearly  paid  for,  and  $1,300,  are  gone  and  I  got  eight  years  in 
prison. 


Who  is  sufficient  for  the  redemption  and  reconstruction  necessary  ? 

The  library  is  still  doing  its  gracious  work,  and  is  also  showiog  a 
marked  improvement  in  the  ambition  of  its  readers,  as  the  following 
statistics  show : 

Whole  number  of  volumes  issued,  23,379,  which  are  classified  as 
follows  :  Fiction,  10,139  ;  history,  2,350  ;  travels,  etc.,  1,553 ;  relig- 
ious, 748;  biography,  1,136;  magazines  (bound  volumes),  3,527; 
classic  and  scientific,  2,193  ;  general  literature,  1,739. 

Fiction  represents  43.37  per  cent,  of  whole  issue ;  history,  10.05 ; 
travels,  etc.,  6.63;  religious,  3.20;  biography,  4.86;  magazines, 
15.08  ;  classic  and  scientific,  9  38  ;  general  literature,  7.43. 

The  wear  of  the  library  has  made  it  necessary  to  re-cover  2,536 
volumes,  to  rebind  51  volumes,  to  replace  60  volumes,  and  49 
volumes  have  been  added,  chiefly  as  gifts  from  friends. 

Total  volumes  in  library,  6,155. 

Books  are  issued  304  days  in  the  year,  giving  a  daily  average 
issue  of  77  volumes,  and  a  yearly  average  of  over  42  volumes  to 
each  reader.  Out  of  a  daily  average  of  669  prisoners,  553  have 
used  the  library  and  116  have  not  done  so. 

Those  who  have  not  taken  books  are  busy  at  some  work,  or  en- 
gaged in  some  special  study,  or  are  unable  to  read,  or  are  «*  doubled 
up,"  i.  e.,  placed  two  in  a  cell.  Doubling  generally  puts  an  end  to 
study  and  nearly  always  to  reading. 

The  readers  have  shown  a  marked  advance  both  in  the  number  of 
volumes  taken,  and  in  the  higher  character  of  the  selections  made. 
The  per  cent,  of  fiction  called  for  has  been  43.37  as  against  51.15  of 
last  year. 

The  work  on  the  mail  is  shown  by  the  following  statement,  viz-  = 
Letters   mailed,   9,867.     Daily  average,  32 ;   yearly  average  p«r 
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man,  24.  Letters  received,  16,524  ;  daily  average,  54 ;  yearly  aver- 
age per  man,  24.  Papers,  etc.,  received,  20,149;  daily  average, 
66;  yearly  average  per  man,  30.  Total  yearly  average  of  pieces 
per  man,  68.     Total  of  pieces  of  mail,  46,540. 

The  Chautauqua  readers  have  numbered,  36 ;  three  of  whom  did 
not  finish  the  year's  course.  Several  of  the  circle  have  now  read 
the  entire  course  for  three  years. 

The  religious  reading  for  use  on  Sundays,  as  referred  to  above,  has 
been  made  up  of  ^' Times  of  Refreshing,"  300  copies,  monthly. 
The  publisher  and  a  friend  give  100  copies  each.  '<  Sabbath  Read- 
ing," 100  copies  weekly.  •'The  Parish  Visitor,"  50  copies,  bi- 
monthly (a  gift  from  publishers).  •' Gospel  Letter,"  50  copies, 
weekly,  from  a  friend.  ** Our  Country  Churches"  and  ** The  War 
Cry,"  5  copies  each,  by  friends. 

With  much  to  be  grateful  for  in  the  history  of  the  year  closed, 
and  with  strong  hopes  for  the  future  of  the  prison,  and  the  work  of 
<< reconciliation"  sought  by  Our  Father,  cheerful  thanks  are  offered 
to  the  Father,  and  for  all  aid,  from  every  source,  and  from  the- 
offioers  and  government  of  the  prison.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AGENT  FOR  AIDING 
DISCHARGED  CONVICTS. 


35  Aton  Strbbt,  Boston,  Sept.  30,  1893. 
To  the  CommUsioners  of  Prisons : 

Your  agent  for  aiding  discharged  convicts  herewith  presents  his 
report  for  the  year  just  closed,  ending  Sept.  30.  The  number  of 
discharged  convicts  advised  and  assisted  during  the  year  is  424. 
Two  hundred  and  thirty-six  came  from  Massachusetts  State  Prisoo 
during  the  past  year  or  in  former  years ;  188  came  from  different 
houses  of  correction  within  this  Commonwealth.  One  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  were  born  of  American  parents,  184  Irish,  42  English, 
4  Scotch,  8  German,  22  Canadian,  25  Nova  Scotian,  1  Turk,  2 
Swedish,  1  Portuguese,  1  West  Indian,  3  French,  2  Polish ;  113  were 
married,  311  single;  407  white,  17  colored;  385  were  intemperate 
when  arrested,  39  say  they  were  temperate ;  399  could  read  and 
write,  25  could  neither  read  nor  write ;  157  had  been  arrested  and 
convicted  more  than  once.  One  hundred  and  ninety-eight  resided 
in  Boston  when  arrested,  68  within  twenty-five  miles  of  Boston,  63 
in  other  parts  of  the  State  more  than  twenty-five  miles  from  Boston, 
37  in  other  States  ;  58  had  no  permanent  place  of  residence,  trav- 
elled from  place  to  place  whenever  they  felt  so  disposed.  One 
hundred  and  forty- five  have  been  furnished  with  board  while  seeking 
employment,  142  with  clothing,  35  with  family  stores,  54  with 
meals  and  lodging,  119  with  ti*anspoi*tation  to  their  homes  in  this 
and  other  States  or  to  other  parts  of  the  world  to  seek  employment, 
46  with  tools  whereby  they  could  work  at  their  different  trades  and 
strive  to  lead  an  honest  life.  Average  age  when  discharged  is  34 
years,  7  months,  21  days.  Average  length  of  sentence  is  2  years, 
9  months,  4  days  and  20  hours. 

Those  who  came  from  Massachusetts  State  Prison  have  been 
assisted  from  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth  from  an  appropri- 
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ation  granted  by  the  Legislature  for  that  purpose.  Those  who 
came  from  the  different  houses  of  correction  and  also  many  of  those 
who  came  from  State  Prison  have  been  assisted  from  the  treasury  of 
the  Massachusetts  Society  for  Aiding  Discharged  Convicts. 

While  a  portion  of  those  assisted  and  advised  have  preferred  to 
go  back  into  their  old  habits  of  drinking  and  committing  all  sorts 
of  crime,  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  there  are  many  who 
have  proved  themselves  worthy  of  all  that  has  been  done  for  them, 
and  of  the  confidence  that  has  been  placed  in  them. 

I  believe  in  practical  work  in  dealing  with  the  discharged  pris- 
oner, no  sentimental  ideas  at  all.  I  find  that  many  of  those  who 
would  be  philanthropists  are  oftentimes  a  stumbling  block  in  the 
way  of  reforming  the  discharged  convict. 

They  haven't  studied  into  the  nature  of  the  case  at  all.  They 
know  nothing  of  the  whys  and  wherefores  and  the  causes  that  car- 
ried the  person  into  prison.  They  only  look  at  one  side,  and  that 
is  the  side  of  the  convict.  There  are  two  sides  to  this  question : 
one  is  strict  justice  to  the  convict;  the  other,  justice  to  society. 
Oftentimes  by  taking  the  wrong  view,  not  understanding  the  char- 
acter and  disposition  of  the  person,  you  can  do  more  harm  than 
good  in  dealing  with  him ;  you  must  throw  all  sentimentality  to  the 
winds.  The  majority  of  them  are  lovers  of  good  square  work  when 
you  are  dealing  with  them ;  their  heads  should  not  be  filled  With  a 
lot  of  '*  soft  sodder"  and  sentimentality  and  false  ideas  when  they 
are  visited  in  prison  (all  unintentionally,  perhaps),  and  then  when 
they  get  their  discharge  from  prison  life  and  call  to  see  these  visitors 
and  speak  of  those  visits  they  find  there  was  little  if  anything  in 
them  that  would  be  of  use  to  them  in  their  struggle  for  a  livelihood. 
Oftentimes  it  leads  them  to  distrust  society  at  large.  There  are 
those  who  visit  the  prison  and  raise  the  expectations  of  the  pris- 
oners by  making  great  promises  of  what  they  will  do  at  the 
time  of  their  release,  but  when  that  time  comes  they  are  not  to  be 
found. 

My  long  experience  with  the  criminal  classes  has  taught  me  that 
the  great  help  for  them  is  to  arouse,  if  possible,  hope,  courage  and 
self-respect.  This,  I  think,  can  be  accomplished  in  a  great  measure 
by  a  system  of  grading  or  classification  of  prisoners,  separating  en- 
tirely those  who  wish  to  improve  from  the  hardened,  habitual  law- 
breakers.

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PARDONS  FROM  THE  STATE  I>RISON. 


During  the  year  twelve  prisoners  have  been  pardoned  from  the 
State  Prison,  and  one  prisoner,  who  had  been  removed  from  the 
State  Prison,  was  pardoned  from  the  State  Farm.  The  circum- 
stances under  which  the  pardons  were  granted,  and  the  reasons 
therefor,  are  set  forth  in  the  Governor's  special  messages  to  the 
Legislature,  as  follows  :  — 

George  Wagner.  Convicted  of  rape,  Superior  Court,  Hampden  County, 
May  20, 1890.  Sentenced  to  State  Prison  for  eight  years.  Pardoned  Nov. 
16,  1892.  From  evidence  submitted  to  the  pardon  committee,  and  which 
was  not  presented  to  the  jury,  they  were  satisfied  beyond  a  doubt  that 
Wagner  was  not  guilty  of  the  crime  of  rape,  but  only  of  a  far  less  serious 
offence  which  is  ordinarily  punished  by  a  sentence  of  not  more  than  one 
year  in  the  house  of  correction. 

Joseph  Butler.  Convicted  of  rape,  Superior  Court,  Berkshire  County, 
Jan.  17,  1883.  Sentenced  to  State  Prison  for  life.  Pardoned  Nov.  16, 
1892,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  district  attorney  who  prosecuted  the 
case,  Hon.  John  C.  Crosby,  and  many  citizens  of  Berkshire  County,  includ- 
ing the  relatives  and  friends  of  the  complainant.  Butler  was  suffering  with 
a  chronic  disease  of  the  eyes,  which  was  considered  by  specialists  to  be 
incurable  and  might  eventually  cause  entire  loss  of  sight.  He  had  been 
under  treatment  in  the  prison  for  more  than  two  years.  His  prison  record 
had  been  perfect.     No  one  appeared  at  the  hearing  to  oppose  the  pardon. 

John  Taylor.  Convicted  of  murder,  second  degree.  Supreme  Judicial 
Court,  Suffolk  County,  May  27,  1878.  Sentenced  to  the  State  Prison  for 
life.  Pardoned  Nov.  24,  1892,  as  an  act  of  executive  clemency  for  Thanks. 
giving  Day.  On  returning  to  his  home  one  night  Taylor  found  his  wife, 
who  was  a  dissolute  character,  in  an  intoxicated  condition.  During  the 
controversy  that  ensued,  he  gave  her  a  push  which  caused  her  to  fall  down 
stairs,  from  the  effect  of  which  she  died  in  a  few  days.  It  was  believed  by 
those  who  have  carefully  investigated  the  case  that  her  death  was  largely 
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accidental,  and  that  there  were  many  extenuating  circamstances.  Taylor 
had  never  before  been  arrested  for  any.  offence,  and  his  conduct  in  prison 
had  been  of  the  best.

Antonio  Joan.  Convicted  of  arson,  Superior  Court,  Worcester  County, 
January  Term,  1874.  Sentenced  to  State  Prison  for  life.  Pardoned  Nov. 
24,  1892,  as  an  act  of  executive  clemency  for  Thanksgiving  Day.  Joan 
had  served  much  longer  than  the  average  sentence  for  such  an  offence, 
which  has  customarily  been  not  more  than  twenty  years.  If  he  had  re- 
ceived a  sentence  of  twenty-four  years,  it  would  expire,  deducting  time 
for  good  behavior,  in  February,  1893.  His  record  during  the  entire  time 
of  his  imprisonment  had  been  perfect,  he  never  having  been  even  repri- 
manded. Hon.  £.  y.  Mitchell  of  Medfield  gave  him  immediate  employ- 
ment in  his  factory. 

Robert  A.  Brown.  Convicted  of  breaking  and  entering,  Superior 
Court,  Suffolk  County,  September  Term,  1889.  Sentenced  to  State  Prison 
for  five  years.  Pardoned  Dec.  19,  1892,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
district  attorney  who  prosecuted  the  case,  who  was  of  the  opinion  that 
Brown  had  been  sufficiently  punished  for  the  crime  committed.  He  went 
immediately  to  California  to  live  with  an  uncle,  where  he  could  be  away 
from  the  influence  of  his  former  associates.     This  was  his  first  offence. 

James  Dunlap.     Convicted  of  breaking  and  entering  and  larceny,  Su- 
perior Court,  Hampshire  County,  Dec.  29,  1877.     Sentenced  to  State  Prison 
for  twenty  years.     The  case  of  James  Dunlap  has  attracted  so  much  public 
attention  that  it  seems  proper  to  state  the  facts  in  regard  to  it.     He  waji 
sentenced  Dec.   29,  1877,  for  the  robbery  of  the  Northampton  National 
Bank.     His  term  of  sentence  will  expire  December,  1893.     Sentence  was 
suspended  for  a  time  in  the  expectation  that  he  would  be  able  to  make  res- 
titution of  the  property  stolen,  which  fact  it  was  stated  would  be  taken 
into  account  in  giving  him  sentence.     Through  his  efforts  stolen  property 
to  the  amount  of  $1,600,000  was  restored  to  the  bank.     This  restitution 
was  made  after  numerous  conferences  with  the  officials  of  the  State,  and 
every  assurance  was  given  him  that  properly  could  be  given  him  by  the 
governor  and  other  officials,  that  in  case  of  restitution  of  property  every 
effort  would  be  made  to  reduce  his  sentence  by  pardon.     Since  then  the 
case  has  been  repeatedly  before  the  governor  and  council.     A  pardon  has 
been  strongly  urged  by  the  president  and  officials  of  the  bank,  by  Mr. 
Long,  who  was  governor  at  the  time  the  property  was  recovered,  by  the 
counsel  in  the  case,  by  all  the  surviving  jurymen  who  could  be  found,  bv 
the  wardens  of  the  State  Prison  under  whom  Dunlap  has  served,  and  by 
many  prominent  citizens.     Notwithstanding   these  recommendations  the 
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governor  declined  to  grant  the  pardon.  The  executive  council,  December 
28,  by  unanimous  vote  of  all  its  members,  again  recommended  that  a 
pardon  be  granted.  In  view  of  these  facts,  of  the  recommendation 
of  three  different  councils,  a  unanimous  recommendation  of  the  present 
council,  the  fact  that  but  a  year  of  the  sentence  remains,  and  that  his 
conduct  in  prison  has  been  absolutely  perfect,  it  seems  proper  that  a 
pardon  should  issue. 

Frederick  S.  Blodgett.  Blodgett  was  convicted  of  rape  in  1868,  and 
sentenced  to  the  State  Prison  for  life.  He  was  pardoned  Oct.  SO,  1874,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  then  district  attorney,  there  being  doubt  as  to 
the  crime  committed.  The  pardon  contained  the  usual  condition,  that  if 
convicted  thereafter  of  any  crime  punishable  by  imprisonment,  he  should 
serve  the  remainder  of  his  sentence.  In  the  spring  of  1882  he  was 
convicted  of  taking  and  driving  away  a  horse  and  carriage,  and  sen- 
tenced to  the  house  of  correction  in  Worcester  for  two  months.  This, 
though  a  light  offence^  was  a  breach  of  the  condition  of  his  pardon,  and 
July  22,  1882,  he  was  recommitted,  after  the  expiration  of  the  last-named 
two  months'  sentence,  to  the  State  Prison,  in  pursuance  of  his  original  sen- 
tence. If,  as  stated  by  Governor  Long,  ^^  entitled  to  the  pardon  granted 
him  by  the  governor  and  council  in  1874,  upon  the  grounds  then  given, 
there  is  no  justice  in  punishing  him  a  second  time  for  an  offence  already 
expiated.  If  deserving  of  punishment  for  breaking  the  condition  upon 
which  he  was  pardoned  in  1874,  the  three  months  already  served  is  per- 
haps a  sufficient  penalty.  In  view  of  this,  and  of  the  recommendation  of 
the  officials,  the  parties  owning  the  property,  2nd  other  leading  citizens,  a 
pardon  was  issued  Nov.  4,  1882." 

Since  said  last  pardon,  in  October,  1885,  he  was  convicted  and  sen- 
tenced to  the  house  of  correction  in  Worcester  for  eighteen  months  for 
taking  (while  intoxicated)  and  driving  away  a  horse  and  overdriving  the 
same.  After  the  execution  of  said  sentence,  in  April,  1887,  he  was  again 
committed  to  the  State  Prison  for  life  for  violating  the  conditions  of  his 
pardon  granted  in  1882.  The  nearly  six  years  he  has  served  since  his  last 
commitment  was,  in  the  opinion  of  the  governor  and  council  of  1893, 
ample  punishment  for  violating  the  conditions  of  his  second  pardon,  and 
he  was  accordingly  pardoned  Jan.  27,  1893. 

Marion  A.  Montgomert.  Convicted  of  murder,  second  degree.  Su- 
preme Judicial  Court,  Hampshire  County,  Dec.  13,  1883.  Sentenced  to 
the  State  Prison  for  life.  Pardoned  March  17,1893.  The  pardon  was 
recommended  by  the  attorney-general  who  prosecuted  the  case,  the  entire 
jury,  many  of  the  leading  citizens  of  Audubon  County,  Iowa,  where  Mont- 
gomery had  lived  all  his  life,  and  prominent  citizens  of   Franklin  and 
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Hampshire  coantieB.  Montgomery  had  borne  an  unblemished  character. 
His  wife  deserted  him  with  her  paramour  and  children  and  came  to  MaBsa- 
chusetts ;  he  followed  her  to  get  possession  of  his  children.  His  home 
had  been  broken  up,  his  little  children  stolen  from  him,  and  his  wife  wos 
unfaithful.  He  begged  her  to  reform  and  let  the  children  live  with  him, 
and  upon  her  refusal,  after  nights  and  weeks  of  sleeplessness,  in  a  moment 
of  desperation,  he  shot  the  youngest  child,  to  whom  he  was  devotedly 
attached,  and  to  whom  he  had  just  brought  Christmas  gifts.  It  was  the 
general  opinion  that  he  was  not  responsible  for  the  act,  that  he  was  guilty 
only  upon  the  narrowest  technical  ground,  and  that  morally  he  was  gailtlesg. 

HoKACE  W.  Jackson.  Convicted  of  abortion,  Superior  Court,  Essex 
County,  Oct.  19,  1891.  Sentenced  to  eight  years  in  State  Prison-  Trans- 
ferred  to  State  Farm  Jan.  26,  1893.  Pardoned  April  24,  1893.  Jackson, 
who  was  an  old  man  seventy-four  years  of  age,  was  suffering  from  a  com- 
plication of  diseases,  with  no  possibility  of  recovery,  owing  to  his  ad- 
vanced age. 

B.  T.  Stewart.  Convicted  of  having  burglar's  tools  in  his  possessioii* 
Superior  Court,  Hampden  County,  October,  1889.  Sentenced  to  Stat** 
Prison  for  five  years.  Pardoned  June  1,  1893.  No  crime  having  been 
committed,  the  offence  consisting  solely  in  having  a  skeleton  key  and  a 
pair  of  nippers  in  his  possession,  and  there  being  no  evidence  to  prove  & 
former  conviction,  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  pardon  committee  that  be  bad 
been  sufficiently  punished  for  the  crime  committed.  Deducting  time  foT 
good  behavior,  his  sentence  would  expire  December,  1893. 

Max  Woodle.  Convicted  of  breaking  and  entering,  Superior  Court. 
Berkshire  County,  Jan.  25,  1893.  Sentenced  to  the  State  Prison  for 
three  years.  Pardoned  June  22,  1893.  Woodle  was  dangerously  ill  ^'^^ 
a  complication  of  diseases  ;  his  death  was  hourly  expected. 

Matthias  Jones.  Convicted  of  rape,  Superior  Court,  Plymouth  Coanty. 
Nov.  9,  1881.  Sentenced  to  the  State  Prison  for  twenty  years.  Pardoned 
July  14,  1893,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  complainant,  the  arrestiag 
officer^  the  selectmen  and  town  clerk  and  treasurer  of  Rockland,  where 
Jones  resided  at  the  time  the  alleged  crime  was  said  to  have  been  com- 
mitted. The  council  were  satisfied  that  the  object  of  imprisonment  had 
been  accomplished,  that  no  public  interest  would  suffer,  and  as  Jones  bad 
been  an  unusually  faithful  prisoner,  that  the  good  order  and  discipline 
of  the  prison  would  be  promoted  by  his  release.  There  was  also  serioG» 
doubt  as  to  his  guilt.  Employment  had  been  secured  for  him  by  friends 
who  were  interested  in  his  pardon. 
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JoHK  McCartt.  Convicted  of  perjury,  Superior  Court,  Plymouth 
County,  March  3,  1891.  Sentenced  to  State  Prison  for  four  years. 
Pardoned  July  20,  1893,  upon  the  recommendation  of  all  the  jurymen,  the 
complainant,  the  mayor  and  many  of  the  leading  citizens  of  Brockton, 
where  McCarty  resided  at  the  time  of  his  arrest.  The  district  attorney 
concurred  in  the  recommendation.  The  pardon  committee,  after  a  very 
careful  hearing,  were  satisfied  that  he  was  only  technically  guilty  of 
perjury  and  was  sentenced  under  a  misapprehension  of  the  facts.

COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 


To  the   Honorable  Setiale  and  the  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court 

assembled : 

The  commissioners  of  prisons  respectfully  submit  that  part  of 
their  annual  report  referring  to  the  Reformatory  Prison  for  Women. 
The  only  change  in  the  principal  officers  of  the  prison  took  place  in 
November,  1892,  when  iMiss  Susan  P.  Harrold,  who  had  been  chap- 
lain of  the  prison  from  July,  1879,  resigned,  and  Miss  Ettie  L.  Lee 
was  appointed  to  the  position.  The  official  organization  of  the  insti- 
tution,  consisting  of  the  officers  appointed  by  the  governor  with  the 
consent  of  the  council,  is  as  follows  :  —

The  list  of  the  subordinate  officers  and  employees,  who  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  superintendent  with  the  approval  of  the  commis- 
sioners, and  who  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
superintendent  and  commissioners,  will  be  found  in  the  report  of 
the  superintendent. 

Expenditures  and  Receipts. 

Although  the  average  number  of  prisoners  during  the  year  has 
been  higher  than  in  the  preceding  year,  the  expenses  of  the  main- 
tenance of  the  prison  have  been  considerably  reduced.  The  entire 
reduction,  however,  has  been  made  in  the  cost  of  support,  it  having 
been  necessary  to  employ  a  few  more  officers,  so  that  the  amount 
expended  for  salaries  is  a  little  more  than  the  sum  used  for  that 
purpose  in  1892.

The  receipts  for  labor  show  a  large  increase,  and  the  amount  of 
income  from  other  sources  is  a  little  more  than  last  year.  The  Det 
cost  of  support,  which  is  ascertained  by  deducting  the  entire  income 
from  the  amount  expended  for  all  purposes  of  maintenance,  is  $8,- 
400.45  smaller  than  in  the  preceding  year.  In  the  following  state- 
ment the  expenditures  and  receipts  for  the  last  two  years  are 
compared.

The  net  cost  of  support  for  each  prisoner  is  the  smallest  amount 
that  has  ever  been  expended  for  that  purpose  since  the  prison  was 
established,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  a  comparative  statement 
contained  in  the  table  immediately  following  the  text  of  this  report. 
This  is  accounted  for  by  the  smaller  expenditures,  and  the  largely 
increased  receipts  for  labor.  This  excellent  financial  condition  sho«'^ 
g6od  business  management  on  the  part  of  the  superintendent;  and  it 
also  illustrates  the  wisdom  of  employing  the  prisoners  exclusively 
upon  the  piece-price  plan  if  there  is  to  be  an^^  return  from  tbe 
industries.  All  the  work  in  this  prison  is  done  under  that  system. 
and  no  State-account  industries  whatever  are  carried  on. 

Commitments. 
The  number  of  commitments  by  the  courts  was  300,  and  of  tbis 
number  36  were  sentenced  for  offences  against  person  or  property, 
66  for  offences  against  chastity,  and  198  for  offences  against  public 
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order,  etc.     As  compared  with  last  year  there  was  a  decrease  of  11 
in  the  first  class,  an  increase  of  9  in  the  second,  and  of  39  in  the 
third  class.     The  fewer  commitments  for  offences  against  person  or 
property  are  due  almost  wholly  to  the  falling  off  in  the  number 
sentenced  for  larceny.     The  increase  in  the  offences  against  chastity 
is  not  found  in  any  one  offence.     In  offences  against  public  order, 
etc.,  the  additional  number  is  largely  made  up  of  commitments 
for  drunkenness.     In  addition  to  the  commitments  from  the  courts 
there  were  5  prisoners  removed  to  the  prison  by  the  commissioners 
—  1  from  the  House  of  Correction  in  Lawrence,  1  from  New  Bed- 
ford, and  3  from  the  State  Industrial  School  for  Girls,  upon  the 
application  of  the  trustees  of  the  State  Primary  and  Reform  schools. 
Three  prisoners  were  returned  from  the  Lunatic  Hospital,  making  308 
the  whole  number  received.      Seventynseven  prisoners  were  dis- 
charged upon  the  expiration  of  the  court  sentence,  54  were  released 
on  permit  in  accordance  with  the  law  which  shortens  the  sentence  for 
good  behavior,  136  were  given  permits  to  be  at  liberty  by  the  com- 
missioners upon  the  recommendation  of  the  superintendent.     Three 
prisoners  died,  4  were  pardoned,  4  were  removed  to  other  prisons, 
and  10  to  the  Lunatic  Hospital,  making  288  discharged  in  all  ways, 
and  leaving  in  custody  at  the  close  of  the  year  312,  the  highest 
number  remaining  in  any  year  since  1884. 

The  average  age  of  the  prisoners  committed  by  the  courts  was 
twenty-eight  years,  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  five  years.  The 
average  age  of  the  prisoners  committed  for  drunkenness  was  one  year 
less  than  in  1892.  The  average  length  of  sentences  for  all  offences 
was  one  year,  two  months,  and  eight  days,  which  is  shorter  than  in 
any  other  year  named  in  table  number  10,  showing  the  ages  and 
length  of  sentences  of  prisoners  committed  for  drunkenness  and 
other  offences  since  1882.  One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  of  these 
prisoners  were  born  in  Massachusetts,  and  48  in  other  States ;  123 
were  of  foreign  birth ;  43  of  the  American-bom  prisoners  were  of 
American  parentage;  54  were  illiterate;  162  were  married;  and 
252  admitted  that  they  were  intemperate.  Suffolk  County  sent  139 
prisoners,  the  largest  number  since  1884 ;  and  its  percentage  of  the 
whole  number  was  very  much  higher  than  in  the  preceding  year. 
The  other  counties  that  show  an*  increase  are  Berkshire,  Hampshire, 
Middlesex,  Norfolk,  Plymouth  and  Worcester.  The  counties  send- 
ing fewer  prisoners  than  last  year  were  Bristol,  Essex  and  Hampden. 
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One  prisoner  was  received  from  a  United  States  court.     Barnstable, 
Franklin  and  Nantucket  made  no  commitments. 

In  the  tables  immediately  following  the  text  are  set  out  detailed 
statistics  of  offences  and  sentences  and  other  particulars  conoemiDg 
the  prisoners  committed  during  the  year,  and  of  those  remaining  in 
custody  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Condition  op  the  Prison. 

During  all  the  year  the  prison  has  shown  the  same  good  condition 
that  has  been  maintained  for  a  long  time  past.  That  the  industries 
are  well  organized  is  clearly  shown  by  the  increase  in  the  amoDot 
received  from  labor,  to  which  reference  has  already  been  made.  The 
buildings  have^  been  kept  in  good  repair,  but  it  will  be  necessary 
next  year  to  make  a  small  extra  expenditure  to  continue  them  in 
a  satisfactory  condition.  We  submit  in  the  following  paragraphs 
certain  recommendations  for  special  appropriations  to  make  the 
needed  repairs  and  improvements. 

Sentences  for  Escape  from  Indenture. 

For  the  last  two  years  we  have  recommended  a  change  in  the  law 
for  the  punishment  of  a  prisoner  who  escapes  from  her  place  of 
indenture,  and  we  respectfully  urge  upon  the  General  Court  the  con- 
sideration of  the  subject  this  year.  We  recommend  that  the  courts 
be  authorized  to  sentence  to  the  Reformatory  Prison  for  Women, 
for  less  than  one  year,  any  prisoner  who  makes  an  escape  after  she 
has  been  bound  out  to  domestic  service  as  provided  in  the  statates. 

Additional  Land. 
We  renew  the  recommendation  contained  in  our  report  of  last  year 
for  the  purchase  of  additional  land  for  this  institution.  More  land 
is  required  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  interests  of  the  prison, 
and  of  enlarging  the  facilities  for  agricultural  and  domestic  work  if 
the  failure  of  mechanical  work  shall  ever  make  it  necessary  to  pat 
a  large  number  of  prisoners  at  work  upon  the  land.  We  think  it 
well  to  provide  against  this  contingency  at  the  present  time,  when 
the  premises  may  be  extended  at  a'  small  cost  compared  with  the 
expense  that  will  be  incurred  if  the  purchase  is  delayed  antil  ibe 
need  becomes  imperative. 
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Painting  Buildings,  etc. 

The  last  Legislature,  in  response  to  the  superintendent's  request 
for  an  appropriatioM  of  $2,000  for  painting,  granted  $1,500  for  that 
purpose ;  this  amount  has  been  found  to  be  insui&cient  to  properly 
do  the  work,  and  we  endorse  the  superintendent's  recommendation 
that  an  additional  sum  of  $1,000  be  appropriated  for  painting  build- 
ings and  fences. 

Protecting  Water  Supplt. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $1,200  for  the  extension  into 
Washakum  Pond  of  the  pipe  which  supplies  the  prison  with  water. 
Under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent  a  survey  has  been  made 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  cost  of  making  the  proposed 
change  to  protect  the  water  supply. 

Estimates. 

We  estimate  that  the  following  sums  will  be  needed  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  prison  next  year.  The  addition  of  $1,000  to  the 
estimate  of  last  year  is  caused  by  the  increased  number  of  prisoners 
now  in  custody,  and  the  probability  of  a  larger  increase  during  the 
coming  year.

There  is  not  included  in  these  estimates  any  amount  that  may  be 
needed  for  the  purchase  of  tools  and  materials  for  the  employment 
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of  the  prisoners,  because  these  items  will  be  cared  for  in  the  appro- 
priation for  prison  industries.  It  is  the  fact,  however,  that  at  this 
prison  a  very  small  appropriation  for  that  purpose  will  be  sufficient, 
because  all  the  labor  is  done  upon  the  piece-price  plan,  which  requires 
no  outlay  for  materials,  and  the  industries  here  are  not  very  expen- 
sive in  the  way  of  machinery,  etc. 

We  estimate  the  receipts  from  labor  at  about  $19,000.

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  few  changes,  and  the  general 
work  of  the  prison  has  gone  forward  quietly  and  prosperously. 
The  industries  remain  practically  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year, 
the  laundry,  the  dairy,  the  shirt  room  and  the  sewing  room.    Out- 
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door  occupations  have  been  introduced  whenever  practicable,  in  the 
care  of  poultry,  planting  and  gathering  vegetables,  and  various 
incidental  labors  suited  to  the  skill  and  strength  of  the  women. 

The  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  well  maintained,  and  has 
been  met,  almost  without  exception,  by  intelligent  and  prompt 
obedience. 

Cases  calling  for  grave  punishment  are  every  year  becoming  less 
frequent,  and  the  moral  tone  of  the  prison  is  in  the  main  highly 
gratifying.  The  school  privileges,  under  the  care  of  the  Chaplain, 
are  becoming  a  powerful  factor  in  the  work  of  reform,  because  of 
the  awakening  and  uplifting  influence  of  an  intellectual  ambition. 
This  is  especially  true  of  the  evening  school,  which  offers  steadily 
broadening  possibilities  of  helpfulness. 

The  work  in  hospital,  also,  has  never  moved  more  smoothly  and 
helpfully  than  during  the  year  past,  and  I  am  grateful  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  two  so  efficient  helpers  as  Dr.  Potter,  and  our  Chaplain, 
Miss  Lee. 

The  whole  spirit  and  outcome  of  the  work  for  the  year  shows 
more  convincingly  than  ever  the  value  of  the  system  upon  which  the 
prison  is  conducted ;  a  system  which  has  been  worked  out  step  by 
step  during  the  past  ten  years.  Its  prominent  features  are  the 
grading  of  prisoners  according  to  conduct,  with  the  stimulus  of 
privilege  and  promotion ;  and  the  plan  by  which,  under  the  indent- 
ure law,  the  women  of  the  higher  grades  are  allowed  to  go  out  to 
domestic  service  before  the  expiration  of  sentence.  Justice  to  the 
prisoner  requires  that  she  should  not  be  sent  out  empty-handed, 
that  she  should  be  possessed  not  only  of  the  ability  to  make  an 
honest  living,  but  of  some  provision  for  immediate  needs.  Under 
the  indenture  law  a  woman  may  take  a  place  at  service  in  a  family 
living  in  the  country  and  keeping  no  other  servant,  the  object  being 
to  bring  her  under  the  influence  of  family  life  and  to  keep  her  from 
old  temptations  ;  at  the  same  time  she  is  trained  to  domestic  duties, 
and  her  earnings  are  entirely  under  her  own  control.  In  no  way  is 
the  wisdom  of  this  law  more  clearly  shown  than  by  the  fact  that  the 
demand  for  prison  help  is  always  beyond  the  supply.  Unfilled 
applications  are  constantly  on  file,  and  it  is  a  gratifying  thought 
that  to  every  woman  who  goes  out  of  these  walls  the  doors  of  some 
home  stand  open.  That  the  prison  training  goes  far  to  bring  this 
about  is  indicated  by  unsought  testimony  to  the  efficiency  and  trust- 
worthiness of  these  women.     In  a  word,  the  practical  working  of 
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our  system  proves  its  fitness*  It  has  long  since  passed  the  stage  of 
experiment ;  it  has  developed  the  characteristics  of  a  public  charity 
of  the  broadest  kind. 

Two  items  call  for  special  appropriations.  I  shall  be  obliged  to 
ask  for  $1,000  to  complete  the  painting  commenced  last  year.  Ad 
appropriation  is  also  needed  to  put  the  prison  water  supply  into 
better  condition.  The  intake  is  very  near  the  public  highway  which 
borders  the  pond.  The  building  which  protected  it  has  gone  to 
pieces,  and  a  large  ice  company  has  established  a  plant  close  by. 
The  supply  pipe  should  be  extended  at  least  one  hundred  feet  from 
the  shore,  where  the  water  is  pure  and  undisturbed.  I  am  com- 
pelled to  ask  for  a  slight  increase  in  the  general  appropriation  to 
meet  the  deterioration  in  buildings  of  sixteen  years'  standing,  and 
also  because  of  the  increased  number  of  prisoners,  and  the  proba- 
bility, under  present  financial  conditions,  of  a  larger  increase  during 
the  coming  year. 

I  would  again  bring  to  your  attention  the  recommendation  made 
in  my  report  last  year,  in  regard  to  the  purchase  of  additional  land, 
with  the  double  purpose  of  enlarging  the  agricultural  facilities,  and 
of  securing  the  comparative  isolation  of  the  prison.  Directly  in 
front  of  the  buildings  there  lies  a  tract  of  land  which  sooner  or  lat«r 
is  likely  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  speculators,  or  of  evil-disposed  per- 
sons. The  land  referred  to  lies  along  the  only  unprotected  portion 
of  our  boundary. 

I  feel  that  whatever  measure  of  success  has  been  granted  under 
my  management  is  largely  due  to  the  friendly  cooperation  of  others, 
and  to  the  fact  that  the  details  of  the  work,  both  indoors  and  oat, 
have  been  in  trusty  and  loyal  hands. 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  many  friends  who  have  come  to  my 
help  by  furnishing  chapel  entertainments  for  the  prisoners.

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CHAPLAIN'S   EEPORT. 


To  the  Commissioners  of  Prisons : 

I  have  the  honor  of  submittiDg  my  first  report  as  chaplain  of  the 
Reformatory  Prison  for  Women. 

The  Sunday  morning  service  has  been  held  as  usual.  The  Sab- 
bath school  convenes  at  1  o'clock  instead  of  fifteen  minutes  before  4, 
as  formerly,  thus  giving  a  longer  uninterrupted  time  for  rest  and 
quiet.  Chapel  prayers  are  held  every  evening  at  6  o'clock.  The 
close  attention  paid  in  all  of  the  services  is  very  gratifying.  Ap- 
propriate services  have  also  been  held  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  Christ- 
mas, and  Fourth  of  July. 

The  school  is  of  much  profit  to  many  and  is  prized  accordingly. 
Very  rapid  progress  is  not  to  be  expected  of  those  who  have  arrived 
at  the  age  of  our  prisoners,  wholly  illiterate,  but  the  eagerness  mani- 
fested in  their  endeavors  to  learn  to  read  and  write  is  very  marked, 
and  the  results  in  most  instances  are  very  satisfactory. 

Evening  schools  are  held  on  four  evenings  of  the  week,  in  which 
are  taught  geography,  arithmetic,  grammar  and  spelling.  The  priv- 
ilege of  attending  these  evening  classes  is  confined  to  the  third  and 
fourth  grades.     Both  attendance  and  attention  are  good. 

The  library,  containing  about  fifteen  hundred  volumes,  constitutes 
one  of  the  chief  helps  to  the  discipline  of  the  institution.  Prisoner* 
of  all  grades  have  access  to  it,  and  their  regular  patronage  is  a  testi- 
mony that  the  privilege  is  appreciated.

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REPORT    OF    THE    AGENT    FOR  AIDING    DIS- 
CHARGED FEMALE  PRISONERS. 


To  the  Commissioners  of  Prisons : 

From  year  to  year  we  think  of  the  utter  insufficiency  of  the  attempt 
to  bring  within  the  compass  of  two  or  three  pages  a  report  of  the 
work  done  in  the  office.  How  can  one  give  any  idea  of  the  proces- 
sion that  passes  in  and  out,  of  the  histories  recorded,  and  the  tales  of 
sin,  want  and  sorrow,  similar  in  the  main  but  various  in  details,  that 
are  recounted  daily  ?  Often  there  comes  a  woman  just  discharged 
for  the  first  time,  ashamed  that  she  should  ever  have  beenlhe  inmate 
of  a  penal  institution,  saying  she  is  the  only  one  of  her  family  who 
has  been  so  disgraced.  It  is  not  easy  to  shake  off  the  discouraging 
sense  of  prison  experience;  these  women  rouse  the  most  hearty 
sympathy ;  help  and  advice  are  for  them  most  opportune.  By  kind- 
ness we  succeed  in  awakening  their  moral  energies,  and  as  far  as 
lies  in  our  power  we  put  them  in  a  position  for  retracing  downward 
steps  and  rising  to  a  better  life.  And  so  we  insist  that  work  is  the 
basis  of  improvement,  for  the  moral  effect  of  labor  is  always  in  the 
direction  of  right.  On  our  books  are  the  names  of  many  who  have 
served  one  sentence  and  one  only.  Not  infrequently  there  comes  a 
mother,  with  a  child  in  her  arms  and  one  by  her  side.  We  pity 
deeply  the  child  of  a  prison  woman  and  most  profoundly  the  infant 
who  first  saw  the  light  of  day  within  prison  walls.  We  do  all  we 
can  for  this  class,  taking  them  to  some  good  home,  or  otherwise 
providing  shelter  and  food  until  they  are  able  to  care  for  themselves 
and  their  little  ones. 

It  id  nearly  ten  years  since  the  request  came  to  meet,  at  the 
landing  of  the  Deer  Island  boat,  a  discharged  prisoner  to  go  to  her 
friends  in  an  inland  city.     She  had  been  somewhat  wayward  in  her 
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youth.     Her  father,  believing  in  checking  his  daughter's  faults  vitb 
a  strong  hand,  procured  her  arrest  as  a  stubborn  child.     Her  grief 
that  such  an  indignity  should  be  put  upon  her  instead  of  humbling 
made  her  defiant,  and  prison  punishments  did  not  compel  obedi- 
ence.    Pale  and  heartsore  she  stepped  off  the  boat  to  find  a  friend 
who  could  render  her  needed  assistance,  which  she  never  forgot. 
She  went  to  her  home,  and  after  a  time  procured  work  in  a  facton*. 
earning  fair  wages.     Meantime  a  correspondence  was  kept  up  with 
her.     She   became  restless,  and  thinking  she  could  do  better  for 
herself  in  Boston,  she  appeared  one  morning  in   the   office.    She 
was  assisted  in  finding  employment  and  proved  herself  efficient  and 
trustworthy,  and  for  several  years  all  went  well.     A  bitter  disap- 
pointment caused  her  to  become  restless  again,  and  she  came  to  the 
office ;  it  was  plain  that  a  change,  not  for  the  better,  had  come  over 
her,  and  it  was  not  much  of  a  surprise  when  we  learned  that  she 
was  at  the  House  of  Detention.     Those  who  had  known  her  in  her 
prison  life  said,  "You  can  do  nothing  for  that  girl."     The  ques- 
tions were  put  to  her,  "Will  you  go  home  and  do  your  best  if 
permission  can  be  gained  for  you  to  do  so?"     **  I  will,  I  certainly 
will  I "     The  case  was  stated  to  the  judge,  and  he  readily  consented 
to  having  W.  put  on  probation.     Probation  Officer  Savage  handed 
her  over  on  the  express  condition  that  she  should  be  accompanied  to 
her  home.     From  that  day  to  this,  more  than  two  years,  she  has 
been   steadily   at   work ;    and   from  time  to  time  there  comes  tbe 
report,  from  W.  herself  or  some  of  the  family,  "  W.  is  doing  well.'' 

We  see  many  phases  of  human  nature.  One  ancient  applicant 
considers  her  own  work  for  the  State,  and  that  of  her  husband  and 
two  sons,  each  having  "done  time"  aggregating  years,  abundant 
reason  why  the  said  State  should  befriend  her. 

We  to  whom  a  kind  Providence  has  given  the  safeguards  of  pure 
and  comfortable  homes  should  remember  that  there  are  women 
whose  first  breath  was  drawn  in  a  polluted  atmosphere,  and  who 
have  been  witnesses  of  immorality  from  infancy.  It  is  very  h«rd 
to  struggle  against  the  current  even  with  the  best  intentions,  — ^it** 
enfeebled  wills  they  drift  into  the  old  courses.  Just  what  to  do 
under  these  circumstances  is  sometimes  a  problem.     We  endea^^r 

m 

to  inspire  them  with  the  belief  that  it  is  possible  for  them  to  regain 
the  confidence  and  respect  of  the  community,  if  they  are  ready  to 
make  the  effort.     Generally  they  are  ready  and  willing  to  do  as 
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directed  for  the  sake  of  their  own  well-being.  In  visiting  some  of 
the  places  they  stay  in,  for  it  is  not  living,  we  feel  more  lenient 
towards  them,  and  more  anxious  to  serve  and  gaide  them,  and  in 
His  name  it  is  made  possible  to  work  for  the  downcast,  the  sinful 
and  the  unfortunate  ones. 

The  following  account  of  expenditures  represents  one  thousand 
items  of  aid  extended  to  discharged  female  prisoners ;  some  of  these 
women  have  been  assisted  as  many  as  three  times :  —

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PARDONS  FEOM  REFORMATORY  PRISON  FOR 

WOMEN. 


The  following  reasons  for  pardoning  four  prisoners  during  the 
year  ending  Sept.  30,  1893,  are  taken  from  the  governor's  special 
messages  to  the  General  Court :  — 

Julia  Belangeh.  Convicted  of  arson,  Superior  Court,  Essex  County, 
Feb.  17,  1888.  Sentenced  to  seven  years  in  the  Reformatory  Prison  for 
Women.  Pardoned  Oct.  21,  1892,  as  an  act  of  executive  clemency,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  superintendent  of  the  reformatory,  who  certified 
to  her  good  conduct  and  cheerful  endurance  of  her  sentence.  She  had  been 
in  prison  nearly  five  years,  and  in  all  that  time  had  shown  nothing  of  a 
criminal  taste  or  nature.  She  had  been  trusted  in  many  ways,  never  fail- 
ing to  show  herself  worthy  of  such  trust.  During  her  imprisonment  ber 
husband  and  children  have  died.  It  was  thought  by  the  superintendent 
that  her  pardon  would  have  a  good  effect  upon  the  discipline  of  the  prison. 

Mary  A.  Schmidt.  Convicted  of  drunkenness.  First  District  Conrt, 
Eastern  Middlesex,  Oct.  15,  1892.  Sentenced  to  the  Reformatoiy  Prison 
for  Women  for  two  years.  Pardoned  {*eb.  25,  1893,  to  be  removed  as  a 
dipsomaniac  to  the  Garten  Sanitarium  in  Sharon  for  treatment.  The  re- 
moval was  recommended  by  the  commissioners  of  prisons  and  Justice 
Pettingill,  who  imposed  the  sentence. 

Jennie  Clark.  Convicted  of  being  a  common  drunkard,  in  the  Brock- 
ton Police  Court,  Oct.  20,  1892.  Sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  Reforma- 
tory Prison  for  Women.  Pardoned  June  8, 1893,  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  prison  physician.  The  prisoner  was  suffering  from  chronic  Bright 's 
disease,  with  no  hope  of  recovery.     She  died  June,  1893. 

Mary  Bropht.  Convicted  of  being  a  common  drunkard,  in  the  Dor- 
chester Municipal  Court,  Oct.  25,  1892.  Sentenced  to  the  ReformaUHy 
Prison  for  Women  for  one  year.  Pardoned  July  21,  1893.  The  prisoner, 
whose  conduct  in  prison  had  been  perfect,  had  three  young  children  who 
needed  a  mother's  care.  Her  husband,  who  made  the  complaint  against 
his  wife,  was  satisfied  that  she  had  thoroughly  reformed  and  would  lead 
hereafter  a  temperate  life.

COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 


Boston,  Oct.  1,  1893. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives  in   General  Court 

assembled : 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  principal  oflScers  of  the 
reformatory  during  the  year,  and  the  official  organization  remains 
the  same  as  when  the  last  report  was  submitted  to  the  Legislature. 
Chapter  333  of  the  Acts  of  1893  authorized  the  appointment  of  ten 
additional  watchmen,  an  increase  made  necessary  by  the  greater 
number  of  inmates.  The  list  of  all  the  officers  in  the  reformatoiy, 
with  the  dates  of  appointment,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  the  report  of 
the  superintendent. 

Expenditures  and  Receipts. 

In  the  following  table  is  shown  a  comparison  of  the  expenditures 
and  receipts  on  account  of  maintenance  for  the  last  two  years.  In 
the  superintendent's  statement  the  items  that  make  up  the  amount 
included  in  this  table  are  set  out  in  detail.

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The  foregoing  statement  shows  that  $180,853.09  was  the  net  cost 
of  suppoit  for  the  year.  This  amount  is  $9,577.53  in  excess  of  the 
cost  of  maintaining  the  institution  in  the  preceding  year.  By 
reference  to  the  table,  however,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  cost  of 
subsistence,  etc.,  has  been  materially  reduced,  and  that  the  increase 
is  due  to  the  larger  amount  paid  for  salaries.  The  greater  popula- 
tion has  made  a  large  addition  to  the  official  force  necessary  to 
properly  guard  the  institution.  But  this  financial  statement  alone 
does  not  exhibit  the  real  business  condition  of  the  reformatory, 
because  the  amount  already  shown  as  the  cost  of  support  can  be 
substantially  reduced  by  the  sum  that  has  been  received  from  the 
labor  of  the  inmates.  The  profit  upon  the  industries,  as  stated  in 
the  superintendent's  report,  is  as  follows  :  chair-making,  $7,694.06; 
engraving,  $1,128.96;  printing,  $692.09  ;  shoemaking,  $19,097.36; 
the  tailoring  depaitment  shows  a  deficit  of  $3,558.92,  making 
$25,053.55  the  actual  profit  upon  the  labor  of  the  prisoners.  Br 
deducting  this  last-named  amount  from  the  balance  named  in  the 
table  we  find  that  the  cost  to  the  Commonwealth  during  the  year 
was  $155,799.54.  The  accounts  relating  to  the  industries,  some  of 
which  are  on  the  piece-price  plan  and  some  on  State  account,  as 
carried  on  for  the  last  two  years,  are  compared  in  the  following

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In  addition  to  the  amounts  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution 
and  for  carrying  on  the  industries,  there  have  been  expended,  under 
the  direction  of  the  commissioners,  from  special  appropriations 
gi'anted  for  improvements  and  repairs,  the  following  sums :  for  the 
purchase  of  books  for  the  library,  $497.74,  and  for  additional  cell 
room,  $39,878.74,  making  $46,526.87  as  the  whole  amount  expended 
for  the  last-named  purpose. 

Commitments,  etc. 

There  were  819  prisoners  committed  by  the  courts  during  the 
year,  being  73  more  than  in  1892.  There  was  an  increase  of  4  in 
offences  against  the  person,  of  73  in  offences  against  propeily,  and 
a  decrease  of  4  in  offences  against  public  order,  etc.  The  commit- 
ments for  drunkenness  were  188,  three  more  than  in  the  preceding 
year ;  the  table  upon  the  next  page  shows  that  the  ages  of  the  per- 
sons committed  for  this  offence  were  from  fifteen  to  forty  years. 

Five  persons  over  forty  years  of  age  were  committed  during  the 
year,  although  the  sentence  of  such  persons  to  the  reformatory  is 
illegal  according  to  the  Acts  of  1888  and  1892. 

Besides  the  prisoners  committed  by  the  courts,  others  were  received 
as  follows  :  23  returned  by  the  commissioners  for  violating  the  con- 
ditions of  the  permit;  one  returned  from  escape;  and  17  transferred 
from  other  prisons.  Five  of  the  last  named  were  removed  from 
the  State  Prison  with  the  consent  of  the  governor  and  council ;  6 
from  the  Lyman  School  for  Boys  upon  the  application  of  the 
trustees  of  the  State  Primary  and  Reform  Schools ;  1  from  the 
Suffolk  jail ;  4  from  the  Suffolk  house  of  correction  ;  and  1  from  the 
Middlesex  house  of  correction.  The  whole  number  received  was 
860.  Six  hundred  and  eighty-two  prisoners  were  released  on  per- 
mit by  the  commissioners,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  superin- 
tendent ;  32  were  discharged  upon  the  expiration  of  full  sentence ; 
26  were  removed  to  other  prisons ;  1  to  the  lunatic  hospital ;  16 
were  pardoned ;  2  escaped ;  and  1  sentence  was  vacated  by  order  of 
the  court,  making  760  discharged,  and  leaving  987  in  custody  at 
the  close  of  the  year,  —  the  highest  number  remaining  in  any  year 
since  the  reformatory  was  established. 

Ages  op  Prisoners,  etc 

The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  commitments  is  made  up 
wholly  of  young  men,  the  average  age  of  the  prisoners  committed 
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for  all  offences  this  year  being  21  years  as  against  22  last  year.  In 
offences  against  the  person  the  average  was  2 1  years ;  agninst 
property  about  20  ;  against  public  order,  etc.,  22,  whereas  the  aver- 
ago  in  that  class  last  year  was  24  years.  Those  committed  for  drunk- 
enness were  also  of  a  younger  class  than  were  sent  to  the  pnson  fur 
that  offence  last  year,  the  average  age  being  24  instead  of  27,  as  in 
1892.  The  average  age  of  prisoners  committed  for  all  offences 
other  than  drunkenness  was  a  little  under  20  years.  For  purposes 
of  comparison  the  following  table  of  ages  is  presented :  —

Additional  Cell  Room. 

During  the  year  work  upon  the  extension  of  the  east  wing  to 
provide  additional  cell  room,  as  provided  by  chapter  78  of  the 
Resolves  of  1892,  has  made  satisfactory  progress,  and  we  hope  it 
will  be  possible  soon  to  occupy  these  rooms,  which  are  very  much 
needed  on  account  of  the  crowded  condition  of  the  reformatory. 
In  this  connection  we  desire  to  say  that  if  the  policy  of  committing 
drunkards  to  this  institution  is  to  be  continued,  a  further  enlarge- 
ment will  very  shortly  be  needed.     In  our  opinion,  however,  it 
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would  be  wiser  to  provide  a  place  for  the  imprisonment  of  drunkards 
elsewhere  than  to  further  increase  the  accommodations  at  Concord. 

Electric  Light  and  Gas  Plant. 

The  last  Legislature  granted  an  appropriation  of  twelve  thousand 
dollars  to  provide  an  electric  lighting  system  for  the  refon^atory, 
and  before  this  report  reaches  the  Legislature,  it  is  hoped  that  the 
electric  light  will  be  introduced.  In  September  a  fire  at  the 
reformatory  destroyed  the  gasometer,  and  for  a  number  of  months 
the  institution  has  been  lighted  under  great  difficulties.  It  would 
be  wise  to  guard  against  any  contingency  that  might  again  place  the 
reformatory  under  such  a  disadvantage ;  and  we  indorse  the  super- 
intendent's recommendation  for  an  appropriation  of  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars  to  restore  the  old  gas  plant,  so  that  it  may  be  ready 
for  use  in  an  emergency  if  any  accident  happens  to  the  electric 

lighting  system. 

New  Boilers. 

We  also  endorse  the  recommendation  of  the  superintendent  for 

an  appropriation  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  for  a  new  boiler,  to  be 

placed  in  the  east  boiler  room.     This  amount  will  cover  all  the 

expenses  of  setting,  etc.,  and  seems  to  be  warranted  by  the  greater 

demands  made  upon  the  boilers  from  the  increased  amount  of  work. 

in  the  shops,  etc. 

School-house. 

There  is  no  part  of  the  reformatory  work  more  deserving  of 
encouragement  than  the  schools.  Many  of  the  prisoners  committed 
to  this  institution  get  here  their  first  systematic  instruction  in  the 
elementary  branches  of  a  common  school  education.  Notwith- 
standing the  lack  of  suitable  accommodations,  these  schools  have 
accomplished  a  great  deal  of  useful  work  since  they  were  estab- 
lished. For  the  purpose  of  increasing  their  efficiency,  the  superin- 
tendent recommends  the  erection  of  a  building,  to  be  specially 
adapted  to  them ;  and  we  endorse  his  request  for  an  appropriation 
of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  for  that  purpose. 

Supply  of  Water. 

The  contract  with  the  town  of  Concord  for  a  supply  of  water  will 
expire  on  the  first  of  April,  1894 ;  and  we  recommend  that  this 
board  be  authorized  to  make  another  contract  with  the  town,  or  to 
take  such  action  as  may  seem  for  the  interest  of  the  Commoniifealtii.

This  amount  covers  only  the  maintenance  of  the  refonnatory,  and 
does  not  refer  in  any  way  to  the  industries,  nearly  all  of  which  are 
now  on  the  piece-price  plan.  There  is,  however,  a  little  work  done 
on  the  State-account  system,  and  a  small  appropriation  will  be 
needed  for  the  purchase  of  tools  and  materials. 

We  estimate  the  receipts  from  rents,  etc.,  at  about  $8,000,  and 
the  profit  to  be  derived  from  the  industries  at  about  $25,000.

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SUPERINTEIOJENT'S  REPORT. 


Concord,  Oct.  l,  1893. 
To  the  Commissioners  of  Prisons : 

The  ninth  annual  report  of  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory,  for  the 
year  ending  Sept.  30,  1893,  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

The  year  in  review  has  been  one  of  unusual  health,  and  we  have 
no  deaths  to  record  from  among  our  whole  number.  In  many  ways 
the  year  has  been  one  of  prosperity,  much  has  been  accomplished, 
many  additions  have  been  made  to  the  buildings,  towards  a  better 
equipment  of  the  reformatory^  progress  has  been  made  in  rofomatory 
methods,  and  a  good  discipline  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Statistical. 

Expenditure  and  Income.  —  While  the  appropriations  are  made 
for  the  calendar  year,  this  report  deals  with  the  expenditure  for  the 
institution  year.  The  appropriation  for  18112  was  $185,000,  and 
the  expenditure  for  the  financial  year  was  kept  within  the  appropri- 
ation. The  appropriation  for  1893  was  $199,800.  The  exi)eDdi- 
tures  for  the  institution  year  from  Oct.  1,  1892,  to  Sept-  30,  1893, 
were  $189,142.72.  The  average  number  of  prisoners  confined  dur- 
ing the  year  was  954,  making  the  gross  per  capita  cost  $198.26  per 
annum.  Deducting  from  the  current  expenditures  $25,053.55,  the 
profits  from  the  industries,  and  $8,289.63,  the  amounts  collected 
from  rents  and  sales,  the  net  cost  of  the  reformatory  for  the  year 
would  be  $155,799.54,  making  the  net  per  capita  cost  $163.31,  « 
decrease  of  $9.65  from  the  preceding  year.  For  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  expenditures  and  per  capita  cost  see  tables. 

Population.  — Oct.  1,  1892,  there  were  confined  in  the  reforma- 
tory 887  prisoners ;  860  were  received  during  the  year,  making  the 
total  number  under  care  1,747,  which  is  124  more  than  the  preced- 
ing year;  the  largest  number  at  any  one  time  was  1,025,  and  the 
smallest  number  878.  The  average  number  for  the  year  was  9W» 
which  is  85  more  than  the  preceding  year.     Of  these  860  commit- 
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ments  819  were  committed  by  the  courts,  23  were  returned  by  the 
commissioners  for  the  violation  of  their  permits,  17  were  transferred 
from  other  institutions,  and  1  returned  from  escape.  Of  the  819 
committed  by  the  courts  47  were  sentenced  for  offenceb  against  the 
person,  468  for  offences  against  property,  and  304  for  offences 
against  public  order  and  decency. 

During  the  year  there  were  760  releases,  of  whom  682  were 
released  upon  permit,  32  by  expiration  of  sentence,  27  were  trans- 
ferred to  other  institutions,  16  were  released  by  executive  pardon, 
1  by  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  and  2  escaped,  leaving  987  confined  at 
the  close  of  the  year.  Of  the  760  released  during  the  year,  nearly 
all  were  under  indefinite  sentences.  The  average  time  served  by 
411  felons  was  14  months  and  6  days;  by  349  misdemeanants,  11 
months  and  15  days ;  the  average  time  served  by  all  who  were  dis- 
charged was  12  months  and  27  days. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  reformatory  there  have  been  6,242 
commitments  to  it ;  5,438  came  directly  from  the  courts,  450  were 
transferred  from  other  institutions,  352  were  returned  for  violation 
of  permits,  and  22  from  all  other  sources.  During  the  same  period 
there  have  been  5,255  releases;  4,543  were  released  upon  permit, 
382  upon  expiration  of  sentence,  224  were  transferred  to  other  insti- 
tutions, and  106  by  pardon,  death,  escape,  etc. 

Concerning  illiteracy,  parentage,  intemperance,  and  other  condi- 
tions, attention  is  called  to  the  tables  of  the  report. 

Industrial. 

Remunerative  Indualriea.  —  The  remunerative  industries  followed 
during  the  past  year  are  shoemaking,  chair-making,  and  tailoring. 
The  total  gross  receipts  from  these  industries  were  $60,588.17  and 
the  net  profits  $25,053.55,  an  increase  of  $4,082.22  over  the  previous 
year.  The  depression  in  business  during  the  past  few  months  affected 
us  materially,  as  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  enough  work  to  keep  the 
prisoners  employed  the  full  time  each  day,  and  the  output  was 
greatly  diminished. 

The  shoe  shops  are  well  fitted  with  improved  machinery  for  the 
manufacture  of  men's  and  boys*  shoes.  This  industry  is  con- 
ducted upon  the  piece-price  plan,  the  reformatory  furnishing  the 
machinery  and  superintendence  and  all  labor  except  the  cutting  of 
the  «*  uppers.'*  This  industry  gives  employment  to  about  three 
hundred  prisoners.     The  quality  of  the  workmanship  is  excellent 
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and  the  quantity  produced  large,  when  the  contractors  can  furnish 
orders.  Three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  pairs  of  shoes  were  manu- 
factured last  year.  The  shops  are  now  fitted  for  a  capacity  of  l.'>0 
dozen  pairs  per  day,  and  with  a  good  supply  of  orders  a  much 
larger  number  can  be  produced  the  coming  year.  The  shoe  industry 
afibrds  the  reformatory  a  source  for  equipping  many  of  its  inmates 
with  a  means  of  livelihood,  as  there  is  a  large  demand  for  operatives 
throughout  the  State. 

The  chair-making  was  confined  during  the  year  to  the  making  of 
cane  chairs.  This  industry  is  also  conducted  upon  the  piece-price 
plan,  and  gives  employment  to  two  hundred  men.  The  material 
and  machinery  is  furnished  by  the  contractor,  the  superintendence 
and  labor  by  the  reformatory.  The  chair  is  manufactured  from  the 
rough  wood,  caned  and  finished  complete.  The  output  for  the  year 
was  92,3«')0  chairs.  The  caning  work  is  not  satisfactory  for  a 
reformatory,  and  an  endeavor  will  be  made  under  the  new  contract 
to  increase  the  woodwork  and. diminish  the  amount  of  caning. 

A  new  contract  has  been  made  with  another  firm  for  the  manu- 
facture of  reed  chairs,  which  promises  to  be  fairly  remunerative. 
It  is  principally  hand  work  and  requires  quite  a  degree  of  skill  in 
the  manufacture.     This  will  furnish  employment  to  150  prisoners. 

The  clothing  industry  has  been  conducted  upon  the  State-account 
plan.  It  shows  a  loss  for  the  present  year.  This  is  due  to  the 
closing  out  of  the  business  and  the  loss  belongs  as  much  to  previous 
years  as  this.  When  the  product  on  hand  can  be  disposed  of.  it 
will  be  closed.  No  new  goods  have  been  made  for  some  months 
past.  The  State-account  plan  is  the  least  remunerative  system  in 
vogue.  The  superintendent  of  a  prison  cannot,  in  addition  to  bis 
administrative  duties,  carry  on  a  manufacturing  business,  or  a  num- 
ber of  them,  doing  the  purchasing  and  selling  himself,  with  any 
degree  of  profit.  The  piece-price  plan  has  all  of  the  advantages 
of  the  State-account  plan,  and  relieves  the  superintendent  of  the 
purchasing  of  the  material  and  the  disposing  of  the  product. 

A  small  amount  of  watch  chain  has  been  manufactured  in  con- 
nection with  our  engraving,  and,  while  but  a  few  have  been  employed 
upon  it,  quite  a  good  return  has  been  made.  It  is  an  industry  which 
requires  skill,  and  can  be  profitably  extended. 

Preparations  are  being  made  to  extend  the  industries  to  accom- 
modate the  increase  of  population,  and  if  times  are  prosperous,  the 
coming  year  should  be  one  of  somewhat  larger  returns. 
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Unremunerative  Labor.  —  In  an  institution  as  large  as  tlie  reform- 
atory, the  amount  of  labor  required  to  carry  on  the  routine  work 
is  extensive.     The  work  of  general  repairs  keeps  a  large  force  em- 
ployed, and  in  a  degree  requires  considerable  skilled  labor.     In 
general  this  is  done  by  prisoners.     The  demand  upon  the  engineer's 
depaitment  to  keep  the  large  plant  of  machinery  used  in  our  manu- 
facturing in  repair,  the  repairs  upon  the  piping  and  iron  work  of 
the  institution,  keep  a  large  number  of  prisoners  employed  upon  a 
class  of  work  that  would  be  very  expensive  if  done  by  outside 
labor.     About  twenty  prisoners  in  the  carpenter  shop  and  fifteen  in 
the  paint  shop  are  continually  employed  upon  the  buildings  and 
general  repairs.     The  farm  and  barns  require  considerable   labor, 
and  the  returns  from  this  source  are  very  satisfactory ;  but  aside 
from  the  above,  a  large  force  is  kept  constantly  employed  in  carry- 
ing on  the  various  departments  which  supply  the  daily  needs  of  the 
institution.     The  washing,  cooking  and  tailoring  for  one  thousand 
men  is  no  inconsiderable  task,  besides,  the  policing  of  the  prison, 
handling  of  freight,  clerical  work   and  many  minor  requirements 
keep  a  large  number  of  men  employed. 

Instructive  Labor.  —  The  trade  schools  of  the  reformatory  are  the 
most  interesting  and  important  of  the  industrial  departments  and 
furnish  one  of  the  most  eflScient  means  toward  the  reformation  of 
the  prisoners.     They  are  under  the  direction  of  a  competent  super- 
intendent, and  each  class  is  conducted  by  a  practical  instructor. 
The  prisoners  attending  the  trade  schools  receive  instruction  for  four 
hours  each  day,  and  are  enabled  to  make  rapid  progress.     After 
completing  courses  much  practical  work  is  afforded  them  in  the 
repairs  and  building  of  the  reformatory.     Each  pupil  also  receives 
instruction  in  drawing  and  works  from  blue  prints  made  from  the 
drawings.     There  are  at  present  422  receiving  instruction  in  the  dif- 
ferent classes ;  987  different  ones  have  received  instruction  during 
the  year.     While  the  schools  are  organized  to  give  as  thorough  a 
course  as  possible  in  manual  training,  we  cannot  lose  sight  of  the 
necessity  of  giving  each  one  a  definite  trade,  which  is  so  essential  to 
the  men  when  released.     There  are  at  present  classes  in  sloyd  wood- 
working, wood-turning,  carpentry  and  cabinet-making,  blacksmith- 
ing,   tinsmithing,  bricklaying  and  plastering,  plumbing,  engraving 
and  printing.     The  courses  followed  have   been   formulated   with 
care,  and  are  especially  adapted  to  our  needs.     The  progress  made 
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is  oxceedingly  encouraging,  and  many  of  the  men  have  secured  posi- 
tions at  the  trades  learned  in  our  schools. 

The  practicability  of  the  schools  has  been  thoroughly  tested  by 
the  extensive  building  which  has  been  carried  on  duving  the  summer 
by  these  classes.  The  masonry  of  the  east  wing  extension  has  been 
done  entirely  by  the  bricklaying  class.  The  foundations  consist  of 
five  parallel  walls  of  granite,  each  150  feet  long  and  seven  feet 
deep,  with  23  cross  walls.  The  brick  used  in  the  cell  bfock  and 
outside  walls  numbered  1,200,000,  and  all  of  this  masonry  has 
been  laid,  and  the  cut  stone  and  iron  work  set  by  this  class  All  of 
these  men,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  had  no  experience  in  brick- 
laying previous  to  entering  the  classes  here.  The  plumbing  class  is 
following  the  masons,  and  is  fitting  each  cell  with  closets  and  wash 
bowls.  The  class  in  carpentering  has  in  addition  to  its  regular 
courses  done  considerable  work  in  putting  roofs  and  floors  into  the 
difi*eront  buildings.  The  printing  class  has  also  done  excellent  work 
in  printing  **  Our  Paper."  I  think  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  indus- 
trial schools  are  of  the  first  importance  as  a  reformatory  means.  If 
industrial  education  could  be  established  in  connection  with  the 
public  school  system  through  the  community,  to  take  the  place  of 
the  old  apprentice  system,  which  has  almost  entirely  disappeared, 
I  believe  the  number  of  juvenile  offenders  would  be  materially 
decreased. 

While  many  prisoners  are  criminals  by  nature,  the  great  bulk  of 
them  can  be  classed  among  the  criminals  by  occasion,  and  while  we 
know  that  many  of  the  latter  class  can  be  reclaimed  by  establishing 
them  upon  a  good  industrial  basis,  we  are  led  to  believe  that  a 
large  percentage  could  be  prevented  from  becoming  such  if  they 
were  only  given  the  advantages  of  such  a  training  by  the  com- 
munity. 

The  trade  schools  should  be  extended ;  all  are  now  receiving 
instruction  for  whom  we  have  room,  but  with  the  increasing  num- 
bers more  room  should  be  provided. 

Educational. 
Evening  Schools.  —  The  evening  schools  are  in  session  five  even- 
ings each  week,  from  seven  to  nine  o'clock,  and  have  been  maiutained 
throughout  the  year  without  interruption.  Attendance  is  com- 
pulsory; some  are  excused  for  want  of  room,  but  all  should  be 
included.     The  total  number  receiving  instruction  during  the  year 
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was  1,407,  and  the  number  attending  at  present  is  725.  The 
schools  are  divided  into  sixteen  classes,  each  class  under  the  in- 
struction of  a  competent  teacher.  The  courses  pursued  are 
principally  those  followed  in  the  grammar  schools.  An  interest  on 
the  part  of  the  pupils  is  apparent,  and  good  progress  is  shown. 
Examinations  and  promotions  are  regularly  made ;  on  the  whole  the 
schools  are  as  satisfactory  as  could  be  expected  with  our  facilities 
for  room  and  light. 

Education  is  the  key  to  reformation,  whether  it  be  the  inculcation 
of  good  physical,  mental,  moral,  or  industrial  habits,  or  better  still 
if  it  can  embrace  them  all.  A  reformatory  to  do  the  work  required 
of  it  should  be  provided  with  ample  means,  and  the  most  pressing 
need  that  we  have  at  the  present  time  is  suitable  facilities  for  our 
schools. 

Library. — The  books  from  the  library  are  eagerly  sought  and 
largely  read;  the  weekly  circulation  is  1,500  volumes.  There  are 
at  present  over  5,000  volumes  of  well-selected  books,  and  additions 
are  being  made  from  time  to  time.  The  influence  of  a  good  library 
in  a  prison  cannot  be  estimated.  A  good  book  is  a  good  companion 
for  the  many  dreary  hours  which  are  spent  in  the  cell.  The  reading 
room  is  open  in  the  evening  to  a  number,  and  the  tables  are 
supplied  with  the  current  magazines  and  periodicals.  In  addition 
to  these  we  have  received  gratuitously  many  publications  and 
contributions  of  books  and  papers. 

'*  Our  Paper**  is  issued  each  week  from  the  printing  office,  and 
each  inmate  receives  a  copy,  with  the  privilege  of  sending  it  to  his 
friends.  Applications  are  constantly  being  received  for  copies  of 
it,  from  distant  places.  It  contains  selected  matter  of  general 
interest,  together  with  the  reports  of  our  meetings,  and  much 
oricrinal  matter  of  general  interest  to  our  own  people.  It  is  typo- 
graphically neat,  and  receives  favorable  comment.  It  has  served  the 
purpose  of  afibrding  instruction  in  printing  to  a  number  of  the 
prisoners,  furnishing  all  a  good  amount  of  reading,  and  acquainting 
the  public  with  reformatory  methods. 

Societies.  —  The  reformatory  societies  have  had  less  freedom  of 
movement  and  are  less  elaborately  conducted  since  the  loss  of  the 
lecture  rooms,  which  occupied  the  space  now  taken  by  the  dining- 
room  ;  but  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Home,  who  comes  to  us 
each  week  from  Andover  Seminary,  they  have  done  efficient  service. 
Probably  none  of  the  methods  in  vogue  at  this  reformatory  is  the 
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subject  of  more  constant  inquiry  from  people  interested  in  penology 
than  this.  A  brief  statement  of  their  organization  and  methods  is 
therefore  given. 

Saturday  and  Sunday  evenings  of  each  week  are  devoted  to  these 
societies.  They  are  organized  to  supplement  the  schools  and  to 
give  the  members  instructive  entertainment.  Each  society  has  a 
president  or  leader,  with  a  secretary  and  such  other  officers  as  mar 
be  needed  to  carry  on  the  organization  and  maintain  order.  Tbej 
are  conducted  without  the  presence  of  the  reformatory  officers. 
First-grade  men,  and  such  second-grade  men  as  have  maintained  a 
satisfactory  conduct  record  for  two  months,  may  be  admitted  to 
membership,  if  approved  by  the  superintendent.  Over  three  hun- 
dred members  assemble  at  each  of  the  meetings  on  the  different 
evenings.  The  programmes  are  arranged  during  the  week  by  the 
presidents  of  the  different  societies,  and  are  printed  for  each 
member.  These  consist  of  declamations,  musical  selections,  talks, 
and  original  papers,  on  a  great  variety  of  subjects.  They  are 
many  times  of  a  high  order,  and  are  frequently  printed  in  the 
different  numbers  of  "Our  Paper."  The  merit  of  these  pro- 
grammes is  to  be  commended.  Occasionally  we  are  assisted  by 
friends  from  the  outside.  I  believe  that  much  good  is  derived  from 
the  societies.  They  awaken  good  purposes,  stimulating  the  mem- 
bers to  reading  and  study,  and  develop  self-reliance  and  a  con- 
siderate, respectful  manliness  which  is  apparent  in  their  demeanor 
throughout  the  reformatory.  From  a  disciplinary  point  of  view, 
they  make  the  prisoners  self-governing  in  many  respects,  and 
impart  an  influence  which  is  beneficial  to  the  institution.  The 
chaplain,  superintendent,  and  other  officers  are  enabled  to  reach 
the  members  in  a  cordial  way,  which  the  more  formal  meetings  do 
not  afford,  and  I  am  free  to  confess  that  the  good  discipline  which 
wo  enjoy  is  largely  due  to  these  organizations.  '  Each  year  tbev 
have  grown  in  interest  and  efficiency,  and  there  is  never  any  action 
to  cause  regret.  Many  expressions  of  gratitude  are  received  from 
men  who  have  gone  from  us,  for  the  benefit  they  have  received  from 
the  societies,  and  frequently  the  first  incentive  to  right  doing  la 
attributed  to  the  encouragement  received  from  them. 

Physical. 
We  have  long  felt  the  need  of  some  systematic  physical  trainiDg 
for  the  inmates  of  the  reformatory.     Many  are  physically  t^'eak. 
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either  from  hirtb,  or  through  unsanitary  conditions  or  vicious  habits, 
and  much  must  be  done  for  them  physically,  before  any  degree  of 
advancement  can  be  made  by  them  in  other  directions.     It  has  been 
my  endeavor  to  introduce  some  system  which  would  meet  our  re- 
quirements.    The  military  drill  and  organization  meets  with  much 
objection  from  your  board  and  others,  and  has  not  been  attempted. 
A  suitable  gymnasium  could  not  be  erected  without  considerable  ex- 
pense, and  so  many  other  more  pressing  needs  have  constantly  pre- 
sented themselves  that  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose  has  not 
been  asked  for.     During  the  present  year  we  have  erected  a  very 
satisfactory  open-air  gymnasium,  at  a  small  expense,  in  the  west 
yard,  and  in  its  results  it  has  more  than  met  our  expectations.     All 
have  the  privilege  of  its  use  during  the  recreation  hour  on  Satur- 
days, and  it  is  the  intention  to  soon  organize  classes  for  systematic 

instruction. 

Moral. 

The  moral  and  religious  work  of  the  reformatory  is  under  the  im- 
mediate direction  of  the  chaplain.  Rev.  Wm.  J.  Batt,  who  has  been 
connected  with  the  reformatory  from  its  first  year.  In  this  he  has 
had  the  efficient  co-operation  of  the  Rev.  John  A.  Crowe,  of  Con- 
cord, who  has  ministered  to  the  Catholic  population.  His  services 
are  freely  given  and  highly  appreciated. 

The  superintendent  is  in  thorough  accord  with  the  chaplain  in 
the  view  that  the  chaplain  should  be  relieved  of  many  of  the  duties 
which  are  ordinarily  imposed  upon  this  officer  in  many  prisons,  and 
that  his  time  should  be  wholly  devoted  to  the  moral  and  spiritual 
interests  of  the  prisoners.  It  is  essential  that  he  be  given  large 
freedom  to  reach  individuals,  and  to  carry  on  organized  and  system- 
atic moral  and  religious  work ;  and  that  he  be  given  the  confidence 
and  support  of  the  administration  in  his  endeavors.  In  the  freedom 
of  these  opportunities,  the  chaplain  has  made  an  effort  to  reach  the 
prisoners  by  some  form  of  moral  or  social  ap()eal,  almost  daily 
throughont  the  year.  To  this  end,  there  have  been  meetings  held 
during  the  hour  between  supper  and  the  evening  schools.  One 
evening  each  week  is  used  for  a  devotional  meeting,  intended  for 
such  only  as  have  given  some  special  evidence  of  genuine  interest 
in  it.  Another  evening  is  held  a  social  meeting,  with  a  talk  upon 
tobacco,  alcoholic  liquors,  profanity,  idleness,  and  other  evils.  An- 
other evening  is  given  to  the  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E.  topic,  and  still  another 
is  devoted  to  counsel  for  those  committed  during  the  week.     These 
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meetings  are  composed  of  prisoners  who  are  acceptable  to  the  super- 
intendenty  and  who,  having  expressed  their  desire  to  attend,  support 
that  desire  by  a  proper  respect  for  order  and  propriety  in  the  meet- 
ings. They  vary  in  attendance  from  25  in  some  to  200  in  others, 
and  are  conducted  without  the  presence  of  officers,  other  than  the 
chaplain. 

The  regular  Sunday  services  have  maintained  their  interest  daring 
the  year.  Father  Crowe  comes  to  the  reformatory  each  Sunday 
morning  to  celebrate  mass.  His  services  have  enjoyed  a  large  vol- 
untary attendance.  High  mass  is  celebrated  Christmas  and  Easter, 
and  all  are  given  opportunity  for  confession  and  communion.  Under 
his  direction,  a  large  class  is  given  instruction  in  the  Catechism  each 
Sunday. 

The  general  service  is  conducted  by  the  chaplain.  This  service 
is  attended  by  substantially  the  entire  population  of  prisoners,  bj 
the  superintendent,  and  as  large  a  proportion  of  the  other  officers 
as  can  be  spared,  and  a  considerable  congregation  in  the  gallery, 
composed  of  officers*  families  and  visiting  friends.  Many  different 
clergymen  are  invited  to  officiate  at  this  service  during  the  year. 
The  music  is  by  the  reformatory  choir,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Emma  B.  Lelund,  organist,  and  the  whole  service  is  one  of  great 
interest  and  satisfaction. 

Each  Sunday  afternoon  is  held  a  meeting  which  is  only  open  to 
first  grade  men.  It  consists  usually  of  a  lecture,  and  is  intended  as 
a  special  privilege  for  that  grade.  This  meeting  is  esjiecially  impor- 
tant, in  that  the  words  of  instruction  come  from  the  lips  of  strangers, 
and  I  am  satisfied  that  the  privilege  and  pleasure  of  attending  them 
is  a  strong  incentive  for  reaching  the  first  grade.  We  are  extremely 
indebted  to  the  large  number  of  interested  friends  who  have  come 
to  speak  at  these  meetings. 

Andover  Theological  Seminary  has  kindly  sent  to  us  for  the  past 
year,  two  of  her  students,  for  practical  observation  of  reformatoiy 
methods,  and  to  assist  the  chaplain  in  his  work.  They  have  con- 
ducted the  Sabbath  school,  directed  the  societies  and  assisted  at  the 
various  meetings.  Their  services  have  been  a  source  of  great  good, 
bringing  as  they  do,  the  energy  and  enthusiasm  of  student  life  into 
our  midst.  Their  association  and  personal  contact  with  the  men 
have  been  an  inspiration  and  a  help  towards  better  lives.  We  ap- 
preciate their  endeavors  in  our  behalf. 

The  prisoners  are  susceptible  to  moral  instruction  and  exampl©» 
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and  it  is  essential  to  their  reformation  that  not  only  should  the 
truths  of  morality  and  religion  be  freely  and  forcibly  presented  to 
them,  but  that  they  should  at  all  times  be  under  the  influence  of  up- 
right and  wholesome  example.  A  moral  atmosphere  should  pervade 
the  place,  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  best  results. 

DlSOIPLIKARY. 

The  discipline  of  the  reformatory  has  been  good  throughout  the 
year.     While  there  are  each  day  cases  demanding  discipline,  there 
has  occurred  nothing  of  a  serious  nature,  nor  anything  which  has 
materially  disturbed  the  good  order  of  the  reformatory.     Good 
discipline  is  ordinarily  considered  to  be  obedience  to  rules,  but  this 
definition  should  be  extended.     Good  discipline  is  a  willing  obedi- 
ence   to  rules.     Means  can  be  employed  to  compel  obedience  in 
nearly  all  cases,  but  the  most  successful  discipline  is  obtained  under 
methods  where  the  disciplined  are  inspired  to  willingly  choose  to  be 
obedient,  and  not  compelled  to  be  so.     There  are  cases  where  com- 
pulsion is  the  only  effective  method,  but  most  cases  are  susceptible 
of  a  discipline  which  leaves  a  large  degree  of  choice  to  the  subject. 
This  method  is  slower  in  obtaining  results,  but  more  effective  in  the 
end.     The  aim  of  a  reformatory  discipline  is  to  make  the  prisoner 
self-governing  as  far  as  possible,  fitting  him  for  release ;    many 
things,  therefore,  should  rest  in  his  own  hands.     Under  the  indefi- 
nite sentence  this  is  made  possible.     The  time  of  imprisonment  rests 
largely  with  the  prisoner ;  his  release  is  something  to  be  worked  for, 
and  he  usually  willingly  applies  himself  to  this  end,  becoming  obe- 
dient to  the  rules,  which  contain  many  requirements  and  many  pro- 
hibitions, until  he  becomes  self-disciplined  and  capable  of  self-control, 
cheerfully  allying  himself  to  good  order  and  rigbtdoing.     To  accom- 
plish this  and  maintain  a  record  of  conduct,  a  marking  and  grade 
system  is  employed,  upon  which  privileges  and   releases   largely 
depend.     A  daily  accounting  is  kept  with  each  prisoner,  and  bis 
conduct,  industry  in   labor,   and  diligence  in  study  are  carefully 
noted.     He  is  kept  informed  of  this  marking,  and  is  thereby  con- 
stantly checked  in  his  wrongdoing,  however  slight,  and  encouraged 
'A>  attain  standards  which  bring  their  rewards.     It  is  safe  to  say  that 
lothing  is  so  effective  of  good  discipline  in  a  reformatory  as  the 
ndefinite  sentence,  with  its  attendant  marking  system. 

The  only  compulsory  discipline  used  is  the  light  and  dark  cells 
or  the  confinement  of  such  cases  as  are  not  affected  by  the  marking 
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gyatem.  This  more  frequently  occars  in  the  early  part  of  one's  im- 
prisoDment.  The  dark  cell  does  not  accomplish  the  object  for  which 
it  is  intended  so  eflSciently  as  the  light  cell.  Of  this  I  have  been  con- 
vinced from  quite  an  extended  experience  in  the  using  of  each,  and 
I  shall  endeavor  to  abolish  the  dark  cells  during  the  coming  year. 
A  solitary  cell  to  be  effective  should  be  so  closed  as  to  prevent  anj 
communication,  and  also  prevent  any  noise  being  heard  which  maj 
be  made  by  the  prisoner  confined  Imt  be  at  the  same  time  light. 

Corporal  punishment  is  not  inflicted  in  any  case.  My  convictions 
are  strong  in  this  matter,  and  while  many  of  the  best  prison  wardens 
and  superintendents  believe  it  is  essential  to  good  discipline,  I  am 
persuaded  that  a  much  better  discipline  can  be  maintained  withoat 
its  use  than  with  it.  The  discipline  of  this  reformatory  bears  out  io 
a  large  degree  this  assertion.  There  certainly  is  a  cheerfulness  ui 
obedience,  a  readiness  to  labor  and  to  meet  the  requirements 
imposed,  that  gives  encouragement  to  the  belief  in  existing  methods 
here  employed. 

The  PLAin*. 

The  Massachusetts  Reformatory  occupies  the  buildings  formerlj 
used  for  the  State  Prison,  which  were  completed  in  1878.    They  are 
substantial  buildings  of  brick  and  granite,  and  are  inclosed  by  a 
brick  wall  containing  twenty  acres,  in  which  are  situated  the  cell- 
houses,  shops,  etc.     A  stockade  inclosing  five  acres  is  immediately 
in  the  rear,  containing  the  stables,  piggeries,  and  other  outbuildings. 
The  administration  building,  together  with  the  houses  of  the  super- 
intendent and  deputy,  are  in  front  and  without  the  walls.    Seventeen 
double  houses,  rented  to  the  oflScers,  surround  the  grounds  on  either 
side.     The  cell-blocks  contain  1 ,030  cells,  each  lighted  and  famished 
with  running  water  for  wash-bowl  and  closet,  and  heated  by  steam. 
These   cell-blocks   radiate  from  a  central  building  containing  the 
guard  room  over  which  is  located  the  hospital.     Connecting  inth 
the  south  cell-block  is  the  dining-room,  with  the  chapel  above*  each 
having  a  seating  capacity  of  1,200  ;  the  kitchen  and  boiler  room  are 
in  the  rear  of  the  dining-room.     The  shops  consist  of  two  baildings 
containing  eighteen  rooms,  each  50  x  100  feet.     The  trade  schools 
occupy  four  rooms  of  the  same  dimensions,  but  in  separate  buildings. 
There  are  numerous  minor  buildings  in  the  enclosure.    There  is  ifl 
connection  with  the  reformatory  a  farm  of  70  acres.    It  is  stocked 
with  80  head  of  neat  cattle,  9  horses  and  600  pigs.    Many  of  tf>« 
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vegetables  are  supplied  from  it.     It  should  be  extended  in  acreage 
sufficient  to  supply  all  the  produce  for  the  tables. 

Improvements  and  Repairs. 

A  plant  as  extensive  as  this  is  in  need  of  constant  repair,  and 
much  must  ordinarily  be  done  to  maintain  it.     We  are  also  begin- 
ning to  overtax  the  plant  with  our  large  population.     If  it  continues 
to  increase  much  will  need  to  be  done  in  adding  to  the  present 
buildings.    The  cell  room  is  full  and  the  shops  crowded.    The  trade 
schools  should  be  extended ;  there  is  constant  alteration  to  meet  our 
needs.     During  the  past  year  a  large  number  have  been  employed 
in  ordinary  repairs  and  improvements,  and  a  good  condition  of 
things  prevails.     The  addition  to  the  east  cell-block  is  nearly  com- 
pleted and  will  be  occupied  during  the  fall.     The  appropriation  for 
this  addition  was  $75,000.     We  shall  be  able  to  keep  within  the 
appropriation.     The  work  has  been  done  by  our  trade  classes  largely, 
and  is  to  be  commended.     An  appropriation  of  $12,000  was  made  by 
the  last  Legislature  for  electric  lights.     The  contract  for  installing 
the  plant  was  given  to  the  General  Electric  Company.     While  their 
contract  price  is  within  the  appropriation,  it  does  not  include  the 
dynamo  building  and  the  mechanical  part.     It  will  be  extremely 
doubtful  if  the  expenditures  can  be  kept  within  the  appropriation.

Regomhendations. 

The  especial  need  of  the  reformatory  seems  to  be  a  suitable  build- 
ng  for  schools.  Many  of  our  prisoners  are  of  school  age,  and 
hould  not  be  deprived  of  this  important  qualification,  and  it  seems 
essential  that  all  should  receive  the  advantages  of  good  schools.  We 
ndeavor  to  give  this  opportunity,  but  our  resources  are  meagre  and 
he  results  unsatisfactory.     Schools  are  held  about  the  corridors  and 
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wherever  there  is  an  opportuDity  for  a  class,  but  it  seems  essential 
that  we  have  a  suitable  building  for  this  purpose.  We  have  pre- 
pared plans  for  a  school  building,  and  estimate  the  cost  to  be 
$25,000.  I  recommend  that  a  special  appropriation  of  thisamoant 
be  asked  of  the  Legislature. 

The  capacity  of  our  boilers  is  taxed  by  the  addition  of  electric 
lights  and  the  increase  in  our  industries.  The  engineer  informs  me 
that  it  is  not  safe  to  continue  in  our  present  condition,  and  recom- 
mends that  a  new  boiler  be  placed  in  the  east  boiler  room.  The 
expense  for  boiler,  setting,  pipe  connections  and  flue,  he  estimates 
at  $1,200.  I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  this  amount  fortbii 
purpose. 

The  fire  which  occun*ed  in  September  destroyed  our  gas  works. 
While  we  are  putting  in  electric  lights,  it  seems  imperative  that  we 
should  renew  the  gas  plant  as  a  reserve  light  in  case  of  accident  to 
the  electric  light  plant,  and  also  to  furnish  the  trade  schools  with 
furnaces.  I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $2,500  for  this  pur- 
pose. I  trust  the  commissioners  can  concur  with  me  in  these  recom- 
mendations. 

This  report  has  dealt  mainly  with  the  methods  and  needs  of  the 
reformatory,  and  in  many  ways  is  incomplete  and  inadequate. 
There  is  much  that  is  of  equal  importance  in  the  discipline  of  the 
reformatory  that  has  been  omitted,  and  many  of  the  needs  that  are 
apparent  to  one  engaged  in  the  work  have  not  been  suggested. 
There  are  many  things  essential  to  completeness  which  we  lack,  bat 
only  such  as  are  imperative  have  been  urged.  There  have  been 
some  new  facilities  furnished  each  year,  and  advancement  made  in 
methods,  and  while  the  accomplishments  can  be  viewed  with  a  good 
degree  of  satisfaction,  the  ideal  reformatory  is  ever  in  mind  as  a 
motive  to  better  ways  and  greater  efibit.  We  have  many  times 
worked  agitinst  odds  in  the  nine  years  which  the  reformatory  has 
been  in  existence,  but  of  the  great  number  who  h«ve  gone  from  ns 
during  this  time,  a  large  proportion  have  conducted  themselves  in  a 
manner  to  give  encourageme nt  to  reformatory  methods. 

The  attention  of  the  board  is  culled  to  the  fact  that  while  the  pres- 
ent population  of  the  reformatory  is  more  suitable  to  oar  methods 
than  in  former  years,  some  are  now  committed  who  are,  either  by  age 
or  previous  commitments,  debarred  by  the  statutes  from  the  reform- 
atory.    Many  young  boys  are  committed  to  the  reformatory  who 
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are  of  eligible  a^e  for  the  Lyman  School ,  a  place  which  seems  much 
belter  adapted  for  those  under  the  maximum  age  for  commitment  to 
that  institution.  .There  are  tilso  many  persons  committed  to  the  re- 
formatory who  might  be  equally  as  well  disposed  of  under  the  pro- 
bation laws,  and  I  believe  that  the  extentsion  of  probation  to  more 
cases  than  at  present  could  safely  be  made  with  better  results  to  the 
person  convicted,  and  greater  economy  to  the  Commonwealth,  espe- 
cially so  if  the  probation  laws  were  moi'e  systematized  and  per- 
mitted of  belter  organization.  Juvenile  offenders  have  for  many 
years  been  dealt  with  by  the  Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charity,  with 
excellent  results,  without  committing  them  to  an  institution  ;  why  may 
not  the  same  methods  apply  to  many  of  the  adult  offenders?  Could 
not  the  Commissioners  of  Prisons  deal  with  them  in  the  same  way 
with  equally  good  results,  and  with  safety  to  the  community?  Each 
year  strengthens  our  belief  in  the  possibility  of  reformation  in  many 
of  the  criminal  class.  That  a  large  proportion  do  not  come  before 
the  courts  again  is  assured,  and  numbers  who  are  leading  respect- 
able lives  may  be  found- holding  good  positions  in  the  community. 
There  are  failures,  many  times  disappointing  ones,  but  each  one 
only  strengthens  the  belief  that  more  should  have  been  done  in  such 
cases  instead  of  less.  I  can  say  with  confidence  that  the  desire  to 
reform  is  found  in  the  majority  of  cases,  and  reformation  can  be 
accomplished  if  the  means  be  efficient.  The  results  already  obtained 
confirm  the  belief  that  the  reformatory  treatment  is  practical  and  of 
value  to  the  individual  and  the  Commonwealth. 

I  desire  to  acknowledge  the  support  received  at  all  times  from  the 
Commissioners  and  their  forbearance  in  my  mistakes.  My  thanks 
are  also  extended  to  the  Secretary  of  the  board  for  his  courtesy  and 
assistance  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  reformatory.  My  thanks 
are  due  to  all  who  are  associated  with  me  in  the  administration  of 
the  reformatory  for^  the  consideration  shown  the  Superintendent  at 
all  times,  and  I  commend  their  loyalty  and  earnest  effort.

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PARDONS  FROM  THE  MASSACHUSETTS 

REFORMATORY. 


Following  are  the  reasons  given  by  His  Excellency  the  GoTernor, 
in  his  special  messages  to  the  Legislature,  for  pardoning  sixteen 
prisoners  daring  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1893  :  — 

Nelson  L.  Batohb.  Convicted  of  assault,  Snperior  Court,  Essex  Coantj, 
Feb.  4,  1892.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory  on  an  inde- 
terminate sentence.  Pardoned  Nov.  8,  1892,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  prison  commissioners.  The  assault  was  committed  in  self-defence. 
It  appeared  that  a  shopmate  had  been  in  the  habit  of  tormenting  and 
annoying  Batome  for  a  long  time ;  on  this  occasion  Batome  was  poshed 
over  some  machinery  where  he  was  working,  and  when  he  arose  he  struck 
his  assailant  on  the  head  with  a  short  piece  of  iron.  His  shopmates  and 
the  police  all  sympathized  with  him  and  thought  that  his  assailant  got  do 
more  than  he  deserved. 

Jakes  F.  Brown.  Convicted  of  larceny.  Municipal  Court,  Dorchester, 
Oct.  6,  1892.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory  on  an  inde- 
terminate sentence.  Pardoned  Dec.  21,  1892,  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  prison  eonmiissioners  and  the  justice  who  imposed  the  sentence. 
If  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case  had  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  tbe 
justice  at  the  time  of  trial,  he  would  have  placed  him  on  probation.  Be 
had  never  before  been  arrested. 

Levi  Harent.  Convicted  of  vagrancy,  Southern  District  Court,  Norfolk 
County,  Nov.  4, 1892.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory  on  an 
indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  Feb.  28,  1893,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  commissioners  of  prisons.  Harent,  who  was  but  sixteen  years 
of  age,  was  tramping,  and  applied  to  tbe  police  for  lodging.  As  be  had  a 
good  home  to  go  to,  it  was  thought  that  the  punishment  he  had  received 
was  sufficient. 

John  Fltnn.  Convicted  of  being  a  common  drunkard.  First  Distrid 
Court,  Northern  Middlesex,  Dec.  14,  1892.     Sentenced  to  the  Massacba- 
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setts  Reformatory  on  an  indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  March  17, 
1893,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  commissioners  of  prisons.  Flynn 
was  ill  with  consumption,  with  little  prospect  of  recovery. 

George  Q.  Emerson.  Convicted  of  indecent  assault,  in  the  Superior 
Court,  Worcester  County,  Aug.  30,  1892.  Sentenced  -  to  the  Massachu- 
setts Reformatory  on  an  indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  April  20, 
1893,  upon  the  recommendation  of  many  of  the  leading  citizens  of  Leomin- 
ster, where  the  alleged  crime  was  committed,  on  the  ground  of  mistaken 
identity,  and  that  the  prisoner  was  not  guilty  of  any  crime.  From  the 
evidence  submitted  to  the  pardon  committee  they  were  of  the  opinion  that 
he  should  be  released  on  the  ground  of  innocence. 

Augustus  D.  Feeben.  Convicted  of  simple  larceny.  First  District  Court, 
Bristol  County,  Feb.  18,  1893.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  Re- 
formatory on  an  indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  May  18,  1893,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  justice  who  imposed  the  sentence  and  the  com- 
missioners of  prisons,  on  the  ground  that  had  all  the  facts  in  the  case  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  court  at  the  time  of  sentence  the  prisoner 
would  have  been  placed  on  probation. 

William  H.  Gerrt.  Convicted  of  stubbornness  in  the  Chelsea  Police 
Court,  Feb.  20,  1893.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory  on  an 
indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  May  25,  1893,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  commissioners  of  prisons  on  the  ground  that  he  should  never 
have  been  sentenced  for  the  offence  of  which  he  was  technically  convicted. 

Kent  F.  Bradlet.  Convicted  of  assault,  Superior  Court,  Suffolk  County, 
Nov.  19,  1892.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory  on  an  inde- 
terminate sentence.  Pardoned  June  9,  1893.  The  pardon  was  recom- 
mended by  the  mayor,  chief  of  police,  and  many  prominent  citizens  of 
Chelsea,  on  the  ground  that  the  offence  was  far  lees  serious  than  was 
originally  supposed,  and  the  punishment  already  received  was  sufficient. 

John  H.  McDoughald.  Convicted  of  larceny  in  the  Charlestown  Munic- 
ipal Court,  Jan.  31,  1893.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory 
on  an  indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  July  3,  1893,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  commissioners  of  prisons.  He  was  sentenced  without 
the  knowledge  of  his  friends  or  allowing  them  a  chance  to  defend  him. 
His  record  in  the  reformatory  was  perfect.  It  was  believed  that  a  pardon 
^would  tend  to  encourage  him  to  lead  an  upright  life. 

George  T.  Burnham.  Convicted  of  assault,  Superior  Court,  Suffolk 
dounty,  Nov.  19,  1892.     Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory  on 
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an  indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  July  13,  1893.  The  pardon  com- 
mittee were  convinced  that  the  offence  was  of  a  far  less  serious  nature  than 
was  represented  to  the  court  at  the  time  of  sentence,  and  that  he  had  been 
sufficiently  punished. 

Nathan  G.  Jennet.  Convicted  of  larceny,  Third  District  Court,  Bristol 
County,  Nov.  12,  1892.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory  on 
an  indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  July  15,  1893.  Jenney,  whose 
record  had  been  perfect  while  in  the  reformatory,  was  released  on  account 
of  the  severe  illness  of  his  mother,  which  was  caused  by  her  grief  at  the 
confinement  of  her  son.  He  was  led  into  committing  the  crime  by  an 
older  companion.  He  was  about  fifteen  years  of  age  when  convicted,  and 
had  never  before  been  arrested.  The  pardon  was  strongly  urged  by  the 
mayor  and  all  the  principal  city  officials  of  New  Bedford  where  the  crime 
was  committed. 

William  S.  Caulkins.  Convicted  of  stubbornness,  Brockton  Police 
Court,  Oct.  4,  1892.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory  on  an 
indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  July  28,  1893,  upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  commissioners  of  prisons  on  account  of  illness.  He  was  in 
the  first  stages  of  pulmonary  consumption,  and  it  was  hoped  that  a  release 
might  save  his  life. 

John  W.  Bradt,  Jr.  Convicted  of  assault  and  battery.  Third  District 
Court,  Bristol  County,  April  27,  1893.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts 
Reformatory  on  an  indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  commissioners  of  prisons  on  the  ground  that  he  had 
been  sufficiently  punished  for  the  crime  committed.  He  was  but  sixteen 
years  of  age  and  had  a  good  home  to  go  to. 

Franklin  Shortsleeves.  Convicted  of  being  a  common  raUer  and 
brawler,  before  the  trial  justice  of  Hudson,  June  8,  1893.  Sentenced  to 
the  Massachusetts  Reformatory  on  an  indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned 
Sept.  7,  1893,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  justice  who  imposed  the 
sentence,  the  commissioners  of  prisons,  and  prominent  citizens  of  Hadson, 
where  the  offence  was  committed.  The  defendant,  a  minor,  was  not 
represented  by  counsel  at  his  trial ;  he  was  sentenced  by  the  magistrate 
without  notice  to  the  mother  and  within  two  hours  was  taken  to  the 
reformatory.  He  would  undoubtedly  have  been  placed  on  probation  had 
all  the  facts  in  the  case  been  presented  to  the  magistrate. 

James  James.  Convicted  of  breaking  and  entering  and  larceny,  in  the 
Chelsea  Police  Court,  July  25,  1892.     Sentenced  to  the  Massachneetts 
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Reformatory  on  an  indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  Sept.  28,  1893. 
James  was  ill  with  consumption,  and  was  removed,  upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  commissioners  of  prisons,  to  the  Consumptives*  Home  in 
Roxbury. 

Patrick  Husset,  Jr.  Convicted  of  assault  and  battery.  Western  Dis- 
trict Court,  Hampden  County,  March  20,  1893.  Sentenced  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Reformatory  on  an  indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  Sept.  SO, 
1893,  upon  the  recommendation  of  Judge  Stevens,  who  imposed  the  sen- 
tence, and  who  certified  that  he  "  considered  two  months  an  adequate 
penalty,  and  at  the  time  of  sentence  was  not  aware  of  the  inexorable 
rule  of  the  reformatory  as  to  term  of  confinement."

COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 


Boston,  Oct.  1, 1893. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  the  House  of  Bepresentaiives  in  General  Court 

assembled: 

Id  addition  to  the  supervision  of  the  State  institutions  referred  to 
ID  the  preceding  pages  'of  this  document,  the  commissioners  have  the 
general  inspection  of  the  jails  and  houses  of  correction  and  are 
required  to  make  an  annual  report  concerning  them.  There  are  five 
separate  jails ;  two  separate  houses  of  correction ;  and  fourteen 
institutions,  in  each  of  which  a  jail  and  a  house  of  correction  are 
combined  under  one  management. 

The  jails  are  used  for  the  detentijon  of  witnesses,  for  the  imprison- 
ment of  persons  awaiting  trial,  and  for  sentenced  prisoners.     Very 
few  of  the  last  named  class,  however,  are  committed  to  the  jails, 
because  in  each  couuty,  but  one,  there  is  a  house  of  correction 
which  receives  only  sentenced  prisoners.     Each  jail  and  house  of 
correction,  in  every  county  excepting  Suffolk,  is  under  the  charge 
of  the  sheriff,  who  keeps  the  institution  himself,  or  appoints  an  officer 
to  perform  that  duty.     The  house  of  correction  in  Suffolk  County  is 
under  the  control  of  the  commissioners  of  public  institutions,  who 
appoint  the  master.     The  county  commissioners  have  general  super- 
vision over  the  affairs  of  the  county  prisons,  and  are  required  to 
inspect  them  at  stated  intervals. 

In  the  following  pag^s  tbere  are  ^epoHs  ifpon^the  county  prisons, 
and  these  in  turn  are  followed  by  general  statistics  relating  to  all 
the  prisons  in  the  Commonwealth,  which  include  the  three  institu- 
tions named  in  the  preceding  parts  of  this  document ;  the  jails  and 
houses  of  correction  already  referred  to ;  the  State  farm  at  Bridge- 
wat«r ;  and  the  Boston  House  of  Industry.  The  two  last  named  are 
not  under  the  supervision  of  this  board,  but  are  iucluded  in  the 
report  for  the  purpose  of  giving  a  complete  view  of  prison  affairs. 
Information  is  also  presented  upon  all  prison  and  criminal  matters 
that  come  under  the  observation  of  this  board ;  and  at  the  close  of 
the  report  will  be  found  the  recommendations  and  suggestions  for 
new  le^slation  upon  prison  subjects.

The  average  number  of  prisoners  held  in  custody  at  this  prison 
during  the  year  was  10,  being  one  more  than  in  the  preceding  ye»f* 
The  number  remaining  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  13,  three  ©ore 
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than  were  named  in  the  last  report.  The  net  cost  per  capita  was 
$223.01,  an  increase  over  1892.  The  amouot  paid  for  salaries  was 
a>>out  the  same  as  last  year,  but  the  expenditores  for  other  purposes 
were  considerably  greater. 

There  are  practically  no  receipts  from  the  labor  of  the  inmates. 
The  reason  for  ibis  is  that  no  opportunity  is  afforded  to  give  the 
prisoners  any  work  except  such  as  is  necessary  to  the  care  of  the 
prison  and  the  cultivation  of  the  small  lot  of  land  upon  which  the 
buildings  are  situated. 

During  the  year  this  jail  has  been  used  to  a  considerable  extent  as 
a  place  of  confinement  for  persons  convicted  in  the  United  States 
Courts,  16  of  such  prisoners  having  been  committed  for  non-pay- 
ment of  fines  and  costs  during  the  year.  All  the  prisoners,  whether 
committed  for  non-payment  of  fines  Bnd  costs,  upon  term  sentences, 
or  to  await  trial,  are  included  in  the  number  used  in  making  up  the 
statement  upon  the  preceding  page  ;  but  in  the  following  table  only 
the  convicted  prisoners  who  were  committed  to  this  institution  by 
order  of  the  courts  are  included  ;  —

At  the  close  of  the  year  this  institution  had  fewer  prisoners  than 
were  held  at  the  end  of  the  preceding  year,  and  the  average  number 
in  custody  was  19  less  than  in  1892.  The  smaller  population 
necessarily  increased  the  cost  per  capita,  but  the  amount  paid  for 
expenses  other  than  salaries  was  considerably  below  the  sum  ex- 
pended for  that  purpose  in  the  preceding  year. 

It  gives  us  great  satisfaction  to  report  that  during  the  year  a 
boiler-house  has  been  constructed  entirely  outside  the  prison  build- 
ings. The  removal  of  the  boilers  from  the  north  wing  was  a  much 
needed  improvement,  but  the  fact  that  they  are  entirely  outside  the 
prison  has  necessitated  the  employment  of  a  paid  engineer;  this 
partly  accounts  for  the  increase  in  the  payment  for  salaries  as  com- 
pared with  1892.  The  balance  of  the  increase  is  due  to  the  employ- 
ment of  special  officers  to  guard  a  prisoner  under  sentence  of  dealb 
who  was  awaiting  execution  for  several  months. 
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If  the  county  commissioners  will  now  act  upon  the  suggestion 
that  has  been  repeatedly  made  in  our  reports  upon  this  prison,  and 
provide  a  suitable  wall  about  the  premises,  the  services  of  an  out- 
side engineer  can  be  dispensed  with,  and  work  that  now  costs  the 
county  several  hundred  dollars  each  year  may  be  performed  by  the 
prisoners.  This  would  not  only  be  a  saving  of  ex{>ense  but  would 
afford  employment  to  a  few  convicts ;  this  last  named  consideration 
is  impoi-tant  when  it  is  remembered  how  difficult  it  is  to  find  suffi- 
cient labor  for  the  inmates  of  county  prisons.  Since  our  last  report 
the  prison  has  also  been  connected  with  the  sewer,  an  improvement 
that  it  has  taken  a  long  time  to  obtain.  A  new  roof  has  also  been 
put  upon  the  workshop. 

This  prison  is  under  the  charge  of  the  sheriff,  who  is  a  humane 
and  careful  officer.  His  principal  assistant  has  been  connected  with 
the  prison  for  many  years  and  is  an  exceedingly  intelligent  prison 
officer.

At  the  close  of  the  year  this  institution  had  in  custody  46  men.' 
prisoners  than  were  held  in  the  year  before,  and  the  average  number 
of  prisoners  was  41  higher.  The  expenditure  for  salaries,  how- 
ever, shows  a  very  trifling  increase,  and  the  additional  cost  of  sap- 
port  is  very  small  in  comparison  with  the  increase  in  the  prison  popu- 
lation. The  receipts  from  labor  show  a  falling  off,  and  the  net  cost 
of  support  is  consequently  somewhat  larger  than  in  1892.  Many 
of  the  prisoners  here  are  employed  upon  the  public-account  plftD« 
and,  as  in  all  other  cases  where  this  system  is  adopted,  there  is  either 
no  profit  whatever  upon  the  labor  or  it  is  exceedingly  small.  Tbk 
prison  is  an  excellent  illustration  of  the  effect  of  this  system,  for  it 
is  the  fact  that  in  the  last  few  years  the  population  has  been  steadily 
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increasing,  and  the  income  from  labor  has  been  just  as  steadily 
diminishing.  It  is  only  by  careful  management  on  the  part  of  the 
master  that  the  expense  is  kept  down  to  a  reasonable  figure. 

In  the  new  part  of  this  prison  the  cells  are  large  and  suitable  for 
their  purpose ;  but  in  the  old  jail  the  cells  are  smaller  than  should 
be  used  for  the  imprisonment  of  men  who  are  to  remain  in  them  for 
any  considerable  time.  In  the  women's  department  the  rooms  are 
so  small  that  their  use  should  not  be  tolerated  any  longer  than  is 
needed  to  provide  a  new  building. 

Upon  the  preceding  page  it  will  be  seto  that  1,527  prisoners 
were  received  at  this  jail  and  house  of  correction  in  the  year.  This 
number  includes  all  who  were  committed  to  await  trial  as  well  as 
those  under  sentence.  In  the  following  table  the  offences  of  the

The  average  number  of  prisoners  in  this  jail  was  precisely  the 
same  as  last  year,  although  the  number  remaining  on  Sept.  30  was 
11  more  than  in  1892.  The  expenditure  for  salaries  remained  sub- 
stantially the  same,  while  the  other  expenses  increased.  There  are 
no  receipts  from  the  labor  of  the  prisoners. 

Upon  reference  to  the  table  of  sentences  it  will  be  seen  that  191 
convicted  prisoners  were  committed  to  this  jail  in  the  year,  and  as 
more  than  half  of  them  were  upon  term  sentences,  it  would  be  pos- 
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sible,  if  a  suitable  workroom  were  provided,  to  derive  a  little  income 
from  their  labor.  There  is  in  one  part  of  the  prison  a  room  that  was 
originally  designed  for  a  hospital,  but  is  not  now  occupied  for  that 
purpose.  At  a  small  expense  this  could  be  fitted  up  as  a  workshop, 
and  a  suitable  approach  to  it  from  the  guard  room  could  be  provided. 
We  call  the  attention  of  the  sheriff  and  the  county  commissioners 
to  this  matter,  not  only  from  the  financial  consideration,  but  because 
wherever  it  is  practicable  to  do  so  an  efibrt  should  be  made  to  get 
rid  of  the  unfortunate  condition  of  idleness  that  exists  in  some  of 
the  jails. 

In  all  other  respects  this  jail  is  well  managed.  It  is  always  clean 
and  orderly,  and  is  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  sheriff,  who 
has  a  strict  regard  for  the  welfare  of  the  prisoners  and  the  interests 
of  the  county. 

Three  hundred  and  twelve  prisoners  were  committed  to  this  jail 
by  the  courts  during  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1893,  and  106  were 
removed  from  other  prisons.  The  last  named  are  not  included  in 
the  following  table  of  sentences,  however,  because  they  are  reckoned 
in  the  table  relating  to  New  Bedford,  where  they  were  originally 
committed.  The  offences  and  sentences  of  the  convicted  prisoners 
sent  directly  to  this  jail  by  the  courts  are  set  out  in  the  following

Only  11  prisoners  were  committed  to  this  jail  during  the  ywr, 
and  at  the  close  there  was  none  in  custody.  The  jail  is  Tory 
carefully  attended  to,  and  is  kept  clean  and  in  good  condition  ataii 
times.  When  there  are  any  prisoners  the  keeper  supplies  them 
with  food  and  charges  it  to  the  county.

There  is  very  little  to  report  concerning  this  jail  and  house  of 
correction  in  any  year,  and  at  present  there  is. even  less  than  here- 
tofore. When  the  Secretary  visited  the  place  late  in  August  there 
was  no  prisoner  in  custody,  and  there  has  been  but  one  received 
during  the  entire  year,  and  he  was  a  prisoner  held  for  trial.  If  the 
time  ever  comes,  however,  when,  from  a  change  in  the  character  of 
the  population  of  the  island,  jail  accommodation  is  needed  at  frequent 
intervals,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  some  other  place  of  safe 
keeping  for  criminals.  There  are  one  or  two  rooms  in  the  old  jail 
that  would  be  comparatively  secure,  bCit  while  a  prisoner  could  not 
escape  from  them  they  are  wholly  unfit  to  be  used  as  places  of  deten- 
tion. Aside  from  the  fact  that  they  are  constructed  of  wood  and 
are  liable  at  any  time  to  take  fire,  they  are  built  of  such  materials 
and  in  such  a  manner  that  they  cannot  be  kept  clean.  It  is  a  great 
hardship  when  any  person  held  for  trial  is  compelled  to  pass  the 
time  of  waiting  in  this  miserable  place. 

The  total  cost  of  maintaining  this  prison  was  very  small,  and  as 
no  sentenced  prisoner  was  received  there  is  no  average  for  the  year.

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  only  about  half  as  nuioy 
prisoners  in  custody  as  were  held  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  year, 
and  the  average  number  was  considerably  below  that  of  1892.  The 
net  cost  per  capita,  therefore,  shows  a  considemble  increase  because 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  make  any  material  reduction  in  tbe 

• 

amount  paid  for  salaries,  and  the  sum  paid  for  other  expenses  n 
more  than  last  year.  The  increase  in  the  expenditures  is  caused  b; 
certain  repairs  and  furnishings,  for  which  a  sum  amounting  to  nearlv 
five  thousand  dollars  was  paid  during  the  year.  Without  this 
extraordinary  outlay  the  cost  of  this  prison  would  show  a  material 
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redaction  from  last  year.  Although  the  number  of  pnsoners  has 
been  smaller  than  in  1892,  the  receipts  from  labor  have  been  larger. 
In  the  report  of  last  year  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  not- 
withstanding the  construction  and  arrangement  of  the  buildings, 
which  are  such  as  to  facilitate  the  elopement  of  prisoners,  there  was 
only  one  escape ;  and  during  the  year  just  closed  only  one  prisoner 
has  succeeded  in  getting  away  from  the  prison.  To  be  sure  the  men 
who  are  confined  here  are  usually  drunkards  and  vagrants,  who  are 
not  very  difficult  to  guard,  but  in  the  course  of  the  year  a  num- 
ber of  prisoners  are  received  here  who  would  be  ready  to  make 
an  escape  if  possible ;  that  they  do  not  succeed  in  doing  so  to  any 
extent  is  due  entirely  to  the  carefulness  of  the  master  and  the 
vigilance  of  his  assistants. 

The  number  of  commitments  by  the  courts  to  this  prison  was  very 
small,  but  a  great  many  were  received  by  transfer  from  other  insti- 
tutions. The  table  on  the  opposite  page  shows  that  47  convicted 
prisoners  were  received.  Some  of  these  were  sentenced  upon  two 
or  more  offences,  and  this  will  explain  why  the  sentences  in  the 
following  table  exceeds  the  number  of  prisoners  committed  by  the 
courts.

Since  tbo  last  report  was  made  there  has  been  a  new  sheriff  of 
Essex  County  elected,  but  no  change  has  been  made  in  the  manage- 
ment of  this  institution.  The  sheriff,  who  assumed  office  last  Jan- 
uary, appointed  as  the  master  and  keeper  the  gentleman  who  for  so 
many  years  filled  the  office  of  sheriff  and  personally  directed  the 
affairs  of  this  prison. 

The  expenditure  for  salaries  shows  but  a  slight  increase,  and  the 
amount  of  the  other  expenses  is  only  a  little  more  than  last  year. 
But  the  receipts  from  labor  have  fallen  off  a  great  deal,  and  the  net 
cost  therefore  is  considerably  increased.  The  average  number  o\ 
prisoners  and  the  number  remaining  in  custody  were  both  smaller 
than  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  general  arrangement  of  the  buildings  here  is  better  than  ttot 
of  the  other  houses  of  correction  in  this  county,  but  it  is  not  suit- 
able for  the  imprisonment  of  women.  They  cannot  be  safficiently 
separated  from  the  other  parts  of  the  prison  without  devoting  one

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vring  of  the  buildings  to  their  exclusive  use ;  and  as  this  is  impracti- 
cable, except  by  seriously  reducing  the  capacity  of  the  institution, 
a  proper  place  for  their  imprisonment  should  be  provided  elsewhere. 
The  houses  of  correction  in  Lawrence  and  Salem  seem  to  have  been 
built  without  any  reference  whatever  to  the  imprisonment  of  both 
sexes,  as  contemplated  in  the  law ;  and  the  recommendation  con- 
tained in  these  reports  year  after  year  is  renewed,  that  all  the  women 
sentenced  to  the  houses  of  con*ection  in  Essex  County  be  imprisoned 
in  one  place  that  shall  be  specially  fitted  up  for  such  use.  When- 
ever a  new  prison  is  built  in  this  county,  or  one  of  the  old  ones  is 
enlarged,  the  authorities  should  guard  against  the  faulty  construc- 
tion that  has  caused  the  prison  officers  so  much  annoyance. 

There  were  fewer  sentenced  prisoners  than  in  1892.  The  offences 
and  sentences  of  all  the  convicted  prisoners  committed  directly  by 
the  courts  are  set  out  in  the  following  table :  —

This  jail  received  a  larger  number  of  prisoners  by  commilinent 
from  the  courts  than  last  year,  but  comparatively  few  were  removed 
to  it  from  the  other  prisons  in  the  county.  The  expenditare  for 
salaries  was  in  excess  of  the  amount  paid  for  that  purpose  lo  1893. 
but  the  other  expenses  were  considerably  lower  than  last  year;  «Dd 
the  cost  of  the  prison,  therefore,  has  not  increased,  but  on  the  con- 
trary there  is  a  slight  reduction  in  the  total  expenses. 

This  is  the  smallest  prison  in  Essex  County  and  it  is  the  he^^-

years  ago  a  proposition  was  made  by  certain  officials  to  abandon  this 
jail ;  but  it  was  finally  decided  to  rebuild  it  and  retain  it  as  a  place 
for  the  confinement  of  witnesses  and  prisoners  awaiting  trial.  This 
decision  was  reached  by  the  consideration  that  as  Newburyport  was 
one  of  the  shire  towns  it  would  facilitate  the  work  of  the  courts  to 
have  a  jail  easily  accessible.  Since  the  reconstruction,  however,  a 
large  number  of  sentenced  prisoners  have  been  committed  here,  on 
account  partly  of  the  crowded  condition  of  the  other  prisons ;  but 
if  a  new  and  larger  prison  is  built  at  Salem,  or  elsewhere,  to  take  the 
place  of  the  inconvenient  and  inadequate  institution  located  in  that 
city,  this  jail  can  be  reserved  for  the  exclusive  use  of  persons  held 
for  trial  or  detained  as  witnesses ;  and  prisoners  under  conviction 
can  all  be  sent  to  another  institution  where  they  will  be  compelled 
to  work  at  some  useful  industry. 

The  statement  upon  the  preceding  page  relates  to  all  the  prisoners 
received  here  during  the  year,  but  in  the  following  table  only  the 
offences  and  sentences  of  the  convicted  prisoners  received  directly

The  number  of  prisoners  remaining  in  custody  at  the  close  of  the 
year  was  43  less,  and  the  average  number  in  the  prison  duriog  tbe 
year  was  9  less  than  in  1892.  The  expenditures  were  higher  for 
salaries,  but  lower  for  other  expenses.  The  receipts  were  abont  the 
same.  The  net  cost  of  the  prison  was  less,  but  the  cost  per  apt*. 
on  account  of  the  reduced  population,  was  more  than  t^o  doto 
higher  than  in  1892. 

It  has  been  stated  in  the  reports  upon  the  other  prisons  of  tluj 
county  that  the  jail  and  house  of  correction  at  Salem  are  not  ^^ 
adapted  to  the  purposes  of  a  county  prison.     The  institution  fc 
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p&rticukrly  unfit  for  the  ioiprisoDmeot  of  both  sexea.  The  v 
cunnot  be  kept  entirely  secluded  from  the  observation  of  some  of 
tbe  male  prisoners.  As  has  been  several  times  stated  in  former 
reports,  they  cannot  go  to  the  laundry  without  passing  through  the 
kitchen  where  the  men  are  at  work.  The  sewing-room  is  not  a  fit 
place  to  keep  any  person  for  whose  health  there  is  any  regard. 
These  inconveniences  emphasize  what  has  beea  said  in  tbe  report 
upon  the  Lawrence  house  of  correction  about  the  imprisonment  of 
nomeu.

As  compared  with  last  year  there  is  a  reduction  in  the  expendi- 
tures both  for  salaries  and  other  expenses,  and  an  increase  in  the 
receipts.  The  net  cost  of  the  prison  is  therefore  less  than  in  1892, 
but  as  the  average  number  of  prisoners  was  only  two-thirds  that  of 
last  year  the  net  cost  per  capita  is  considerably  higher. 

No  improvements  or  repairs  have  been  made  upon  this  institution 
during  the  year,  except  to  put  a  little  paint  upon  the  stone  and  iron 
work.     There  are  some  changes,  as  has  been  suggested  in  former 
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reports  upon  thi.s  prison,  that  could  be  made  to  advantage,  and  that 
would  add  to  the  convenience  of  the  officers  as  well  as  contribute  to 
the  financial  interests  of  the  county.  The  lot  upon  which  the  prison 
stands,  if  it  we^e  fenced,  could  be  made  useful  as  a  means  of  em- 
ployment for  a  number  of  prisoners  and  would  make  a  substantial 
redaction  in  the  cost  of  support.  The  experience  at  Fitchburg 
proves  the  wisdom  of  having  a  large  lot  of  land  about  the  prison 
and  the  desirability  of  cultivating  it  as  much  as  possible.  Another 
reason  why  the  lot  should  be  properly  fenced  is  that,  if  it  is  done, 
the  prison  will  be  more  secure. 

Of  the  convicted  prisoners  committed  to  this  place  last  year 
directly  from  the  courts,  79  were  sentenced  to  the  house  of  cor- 
rection, and  10  to  the  jail ;  their  offences  and  sentences  are  set  out 
in  detail  in  the  following  table :  —

There  has  been  a  change  in  the  management  of  this  prison  during 
the  year,  the  new  sheriff,  like  his  predecessor,  having  himself  taken 
charge  of  the  house  of  correction  and  jail. 

The  number  of  prisoners  remaining  in  custody  was  only  10  less 
than  last  year,  and  all  the  space  in  the  institution  is  therefore 
practically  used.  In  fact,  for  a  long  time  it  has  been  apparent  that 
unless  some  change  is  made  in  the  treatment  of  drunkards  sn<l 
vagrants  it  will  be  necessary  to  enlarge  this  prison  very  soon, 
although  all  the  other  county  prisons  in  the  western  part  of  the  State 
seem  to  have  sufficient  cell-room  to  meet  the  requirements  for  a  loDg 
time.  Springfield  is  the  attractive  centre  of  that  part  of  the  State, 
and  a  great  many  offenders  from  the  counties  of  Hampshire  and 
Franklin  are  committed  to  jail  in  Hampden. 
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There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  amount  paid  for  salaries 
and  a  considerable  increase  in  other  expenses.  The  added  cost  is 
due  to  certain  extraordinary  repairs  and  to  the  large  sum  expended 
for  a  supply  of  coal.  No  change  has  yet  been  made  in  the  chapel ; 
and  we  renew  our  recommendation  that  the  walls  of  the  workshop 
be  carried  up  so  as  to  make  the  chapel  a  square  and  well-lighted 
room.  Another  needed  improvement  is  a  suitable  wardrobe ,  which 
could  be  provided  by  adding  a  story  to  the  small  building  where  the 
bath-room  is  situated.  All  the  clothing  is  now  kept  at  the  end  of 
the  building  where  the  workshop  is  located,  and  it  is  necessary  to 
go  through  the  shop  to  get  to  it.

The  large  increase  in  the  cost  of  supporting  this  institution  is 
more  apparent  than  real,  because  some  of  the  supplies  purchased  for 
1892  were  paid  for  after  the  first  of  October  in  that  year,  and  the 
entire  stock  of  coal  for  1 893  was  paid  for  before  the  end  of  September 
in  this  year.  The  additional  expense  for  salaries  is  caused  by  the 
employment  of  a  night  watchman. 
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The  Dumber  of  prisoners  remainiDg  in  custody  at  the  close  of  the 
year  was  unusaally  large,  and  the  average  for  the  year  was  13  higher 
than  in  1892.  This  increase  in  the  prison  population  is  not  likely 
to  be  permanent,  however,  as  the  entire  growth  is  due  to  commit- 
ments for  drunkenness;  and  any  change  in  the  law  for  the  pun- 
ishment of  that  offence  may  cause  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of 
committals. 

This  institution  is  under  the  direct  charge  of  the  Sheriff,  who  is  an 
economical  manager,  and  who  makes  the  most  of  the  materials  at 
his  disposal.  The  buildings  are  old  and  somewhat  out  of  repair. 
It  will  be  necessary  to  make  improvements  in  the  present  buildings, 
or  to  erect  new  ones,  before  many  years. 

The  offences  and  sentences  of  all  the  convicted  persons  committed 
by  the  courts  to  this  institution  during  the  year  ending  Sept.  30> 
1893,  are  set  out  in  the  following  table  :  —

There  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  amount  paid  for  salaries,  also  in 
the  other  expenses  for  the  year.  The  receipts  from  the  labor  of 
prisoners  have  fallen  off  to  nearly  one-half  of  the  amount  received 
from  that  source  last  year.  This  decrease  is  due  to  the  change  in 
the  industries.  A  very  large  part  of  the  brush  making,  that  has 
heretofore  been  a  source  of  income  to  this  prison,  has  been  done 
away  with,  and  mat  making  has  been  substituted  as  an  employment 
for  some  of  the  prisoners.  Good  progress  has  been  made  in  thb 
industry,  and  it  is  hoped  that  when  it  is  well  established  nearly  ^^ 
much  revenue  will  be  derived  from  it  as  from  the  old  form  of  work.

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The  average  namber  of  prisoners  in  custody  was  28  less  than  last 
year.  The  large  receipts  from  sources  other  than  labor  are  made 
up  from  board  of  United  States  prisoners,  sale  of  offal,  junk,  etc., 
and  the  amount  received  from  heating  and  lighting  the  other  county 
buildings  —  the  last  named  item  amounting  to  $4,500  a  year.

This  is  the  only  jail  in  the  State  where  any  substantial  returns 
are  received  from  the  labor  of  the  prisoners.  A  reference  to  tbe 
above  account  shows  that  more  than  $2,000  was  obtained  in  this 
way  during  the  year.  The  same  industry  to  which  reference  was 
made  in  the  last  report  has  been  carried  on  during  the  year;  and 
although  there  is  not  enough  work  to  keep  all  the  prisoners  busy  the 
entire  time,  it  yet  furnishes  sufficient  occupation  to  greatly  assist 
the  officers  in  preventing  the  men  from  falling  into  confirmed  habits 
of  idleness.     The  receipts  from  sources  other  than  labor  are  made 
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up  of  a  few  sales  of  small  articles,  and  the  sum  of  $400  which  is 
annually  paid  by  the  Commonwealth  for  the  support  of  a  prisoner 
whose  death  sentence  was  commuted  to  imprisonment  for  life. 

The  expenditure  for  salaries  shows  a  slight  increase,  but  the  other 
expenses  are  about  $2,000  less  than  last  year.  The  prison  popula- 
tion remains  practically  the  same,  the  average  being  only  6  less  than 
in  1892.  Frequent  transfers  are  made  between  this  jail  and  the 
Cambridge  institution.  This  is  necessary  to  relieve  the  crowded 
condition  of  the  jail  when  a  large  number  of  prisoners  are  held  here 
awaiting  trial. 

This  institution  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  State,  both  in  management 
and  construction ;  and  is  particularly  to  be  commended  for  the 
extreme  cleanliness  and  order  that  prevail  in  all  its  departments. 

The  table  on  the  preceding  page  shows  that  1,243  persons  were 
committed  by  the  courts  during  the  year.  This  number  includes  all 
who  were  received  in  any  way,  either  as  witnesses,  to  await  trial,  or 
as  convicted  persons ;  the  offences  and  sentences  of  the  convicted  pris- 
oners received  from  the  courts  are  set  out  in  the  following  table  :  —

Compared  with  1892  the  amoants  expended  both  for  salaries  aod 
other  expenses  have  been  redaced,  and  as  the  receipts  from  the  labor 
of  prisoners  and  other  sources  are  higher  than  last  year,  the  balance 
against  the  prison  is  $2,500  less.  It  is  necessary,  however,  to  repeat 
the  explanation  in  regard  to  this  prison  that  was  made  in  the  report 
last  year  about  the  diflScuIty  of  being  exact  in  reporting  the  expend- 
itures and  receipts.  The  figures  in  the  above  table  are  taken  from 
the  return  sent  in  by  the  master,  but  the  practice  that  exists  in  this 
county  of  sending  some  bills  against  the  prison  directly  to  the  coantr 
treasurer  makes  it  impossible  for  the  master  to  include  in  his  retan 
all  the  bills  that  are  paid  on  account  of  the  institution.  For  ex- 
ample, the  master  cannot  return  the  amount  paid  for  fuel  and  lights 
because  he  has  no  knowledge  of  that  item  of  expense.  The  county 
commissioners  purchase  all  the  coal  for  the  use  of  the  county  buiM- 
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ingSy  and  deliver  a  part  of  it  at  the  jail ;  and  they  also  pay  for  the 
gas  used  here.  There  is  an  electric  plant  which  furnishes  most  of 
the  light  for  the  county  buildings.  Two  years  ago  it  was  estimated 
that  $2,200  would  cover  the  cost  of  fuel  and  lights,  but  since  that 
time  no  estimate  has  been  reported.  Other  items  of  expense  not 
included  in  the  master's  return  are  the  amounts  paid  by  the  county 
treasurer  for  the  services  of  a  chaplain  and  a  physician.  During 
the  year  $200  was  paid  to  a  chaplain ;  and  a  physician's  bill  was 
also  paid  by  the  treasurer,  but  the  master  does  not  know  the 
amount  of  it. 

This  prison  is  crowded  nearly  all  the  time  and  it  may  be  necessary 
to  enlarge  it  before  many  years.  When  this  is  done  some  of  the 
entirely  objectionable  features  of  the  present  arrangement  can  be 
removed.

This  prison  bad  a  larger  population  at  the  close  of  the  year,  9xA 
the  average  number  of  prisoners  was  considerably  higher  than  in 
1892.  The  expenditures  being  lower,  and  the  receipts  from  labor 
higher,  there  has  been  a  reduction  of  $2,000  in  the  cost  of  the  prisoo 
as  compared  with  last  year.  This  makes  the  net  cost  per  capita 
very  small  in  comparison  with  some  other  prisons,  but  it  should  be 
said  in  reference  to  these  figures  that  there  are  some  expenditures 
for  this  institution  which  are  not  included  in  the  annual  return  ftom 
the  master.  The  receipts  are  from  the  labor  of  prisoners  who  are 
employed  in  cane-seating  chairs. 

This  prison  was  rebuilt  several  years  ago  and  it  is  now  well 
adapted  to  the  purposes  of  a  jail  and  house  of  correction.    Tb^ 
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workshop  is  easily  accessible,  is  .large  enough  to  accommodate  as 
maDy  prisoners  as  are  likely  to  be  here  for  a  long  time,  and  is  well 
lighted.  Some  minor  changes  that  would  further  improve  the  prison 
could  be  made  for  a  small  outlay.  One  is  the  enlargement  of  some 
cells  that  were  left  in  the  old  part  of  the  prison ;  they  are  not  needed 
for  the  present  population  and  should  be  enlarged  before  it  becomes 
necessary  to  put  prisoners  in  them. 

This  institution  is  under  the  personal  direction  of  the  sheriff,  who 
is  an  ofBcer  of  long  experience,  and  whose  management,  financial 
and  otherwise,  is  to  be  commended. 

During  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1893,  there  were  received  at 
this  prison  from  the  courts,  a  great  many  more  convicted  prisoners 
than  were  committed  in  the  preceding  year ;  their  offences  and  sen- 
tences are  set  out  in  the  following  table  :  —

There  were  a  few  more  prisoners  in  custody  at  the  close  of  tbe 
year  than  were  named  in  the  last  report,  and  the  average  was  i 
higher  than  in  the  preceding  year.  The  expenditures  are  a  littk 
more  than  last  year.  No  work  is  provided  for  the  inmates  except 
the  domestic  work  about  the  jail,  and  consequently  there  are  t» 
receipts  from  labor.  The  money  received  from  other  sources  is  for 
the  board  of  United  States  prisoners  and  witnesses,  a  large  number 
of  whom  are  annually  committed  here  owing  to  its  convenient  loca- 
tion, for  board  of  poor  debtors,  and  sale  of  old  material.  Tbere 
has  been  no  change  in  the  management  of  this  jail  for  several  yea^• 
and  nothing  can  be  said  in  regard  to  it  except  what  has  been  pmtei 
year  after  year  in  our  annual  reports.  The  buildings  are  alwar? 
kept  in  good  order,  and  perfect  discipline  is  maintained  without  aoj 
approach  to  unnecessary  harshness. 
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A  large  proportion  of  the  prisoners  committed  to  this  jail  are 
persons  held  as  witnesses,  or  to  await  trial.  Among  the  commit- 
ments for  the  year  were  sixty-seven  poor  debtors.  A  reference  to 
the  statement  on  the  opposite  page  shows  that  nearly  5,000  persons 
were  received  here  during  the  year.  Of  that  number,  however,  only 
about  900  were  sentenced,  and  a  detailed  statement  of  the  sentences 
and  offences  of  these  will  be  found  in  the  following  table  :  —

The  amount  paid  for  salaries  is  about  the  same  as  last  year,  while 
the  expenditure  for  other  purposes  is  several  thousand  dollars  btgfaer. 
The  average  number  of  prisoners  is  lower,  although  the  number 
remaining  in  custody  at  the  close  of  the  year  is  higher  than  last  year. 
The  receipts  from  the  labor  of  prisoners  show  a  slight  falling  off,  and 
from  other  sources  a  small  increase. 

Some  recent  public  criticisms  upon  this  institution  make  it  proper 
that  we  should  refer  to  the  opinions  that  have  been  repeatedly 
expressed  in  these  reports  as  to  the  character  of  the  prison  buildings 
that  are  here  used  for  the  purposes  of  a  county  prison.  It  is  trae 
that  a  large  number  of  prisoners  committed  to  this  house  of  cor- 
rection are  of  a  very  poor  class,  and  from  a  reformatory  standpoint 
may  be  unpromising ;  but  there  is  no  good  reason  why  the  wealti- 
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iest  county  in  the  state  should  compel  prisoners,  who  are  serving 
sentences  varying  in  length  from  one  month  to  five  years,  to  remain 
in  cells  that  are  unfit  for  any  occupancy. 

Only  sentenced  prisoners  are  received  at  South  Boston,  and  1,031 
of  these  were  committed  during  the  year.  The  number  of  sentences 
in  the  following  table,  which  sets  forth  the  offences  and  sentences  in 
detail,  is  larger  than  the  number  of  persons  received ;  this  is  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  that  some  of  the  prisoners  have  two  or  more  sentences 
each :  —

The  number  of  prisoners  remaining  in  custody  was  considerably 
larger  than  last  year,  although  the  average  shows  a  falling  off.  There 
is  a  slight  increase  in  the  amount  paid  for  maintenance,  and  the  addi- 
tional receipts  for  labor  do  not  quite  counterbalance  it.  The  cost  of 
support  here,  however,  is  very  small  compared  with  some  other 
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county  prisons.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  a  large  quantity  of 
vegetables  are  raised  upon  the  land  and  used  in  the  prison,  thereby 
reducing  the  cost  of  support.  The  slight  increase  in  the  amount 
paid  for  salaries  i9  caused  by  the  empIo3^ment  of  an  additional  officer 
in  the  workshop.  During  the  year  a  new  laundry  has  been  fitted 
up,  so  that  the  womenr  can*  go  from  the  sewing-room  to  the  laundry 
without  passing  through  the  kitchen  as  formerly ;  an  objectionable 
feature  of  this  otherwise  admirable  institution  has  thus  been  removed.

This  institution 9  like  that  at  Fitchburg,  had  a  larger  number  of 
prisoners  at  the  close  of  the  year,  but  a  smaller  average  than  in 
1892.  There  was  a  reduction  in  the  salary  list  and  only  a  small 
increase  in  the  amount  paid  for  other  expenses.  The  receipts  from 
labor  show  a  falling  off. 

The  last  legislature  authorized  the  county  commissioners  to  borrow 
a  sum  not  exceeding  $150,000  to  repair  and  enlarge  this  jail  and 
house  of  correction.  Nothing  has  yet  been  done  toward  the  recon- 
struction, but  the  sheriff  has  the  plans  well  in  hand,  and  if  his  pur- 
pose is  carried  out,  this  institution  will  make  excellent  provision  for 
the  needs  of  the  county.  The  women's  prison  will  be  torn  down 
and  a  new  cell-block  will  be  erected  in  its  place ;  the  chapel  will  be 
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ased  for  a  sewing-room ;  a  new  chapel  and  a  boiler-house  will  be  pro* 
Tided  in  the  yard ;  and  if  the  appropriation  will  warrant  such  an 
expenditure,  another  shop  will  be  built.  Owing  to  the  large  number 
of  prisoners  received  about  the  close  of  the  year,  it  was  necessary  to 
fit  up  cells  in  a  part  of  the  east  wing,  which  heretofore  has  not  been 
used. 

The  enlargement  will  furnish  an  opportunity  to  provide  a  suitable 
hospital  and  the  needed  sanitary  arrangements,  that  have  several 
times  been  referred  to  in  reports  upon  this  prison.

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Earnings  and  Expenses. 

As  compared  with  last  year  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the 
receipts  from  labor  in  nine  of  the  county  prisons,  although  in  a  few 
cases  the  falling  off  is  so  slight  as  to  make  practically  no  difference 
in  the  net  cost ;  and  in  seven  of  them  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
the  earnings. 

The  net  decrease  in  the  income  from  the  hibor  of  prisoners  is 
$8,860.93;  and  it  may  be  stated  this  year  as  it  was  in  the  last 
report,  that  a  large  part  of  the  falling  off  is  accounted  for  by  the 
change  in  the  industries  at  Cambridge.  This  prison,  which  for 
many  years  received  a  substantial  return  from  the  labor  of  the 
prisoners,  gets  a  very  much  reduced  amount  from  that  source  now. 
When  the  new  industries  recently  introduced  are  fully  organized 
it  is  very  likely  the  prison  will  return  to  its  former  productive 
condition. 

The  expenditures  for  the  entire  support  of  the  county  prisons 
amounted  to  $21,133.98  more  than  the  sum  paid  in  1892.  By  add- 
ing this  increase  to  the  decrease  in  the  receipts  for  labor  we  find  that 
the  net  cost  of  these  prisons  is  $29,994.91  greater  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding year.

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Cost  of  Support. 

In  the  preceding  tables  the  total  expenditures  and  earnings  in 
each  of  the  county  prisons  are  set  forth  so  that  it  can  be  seen  what 
proportion  the  income  bears  to  the  outlay ;  also  the  increase  or 
decrease  in  either  of  these  items  for  the  year.  It  is  interesting  to 
notice  the  weekly  earnings  per  prisoner,  and  the  cost  of  provisions 
alone.  In  the  following  table  is  set  forth  the  amounts  which  it 
costs  each  prison  to  feed  a  prisoner  for  a  week,  and  the  average 
sum  received  from  the  labor  of  the  prisoner  in  that  time.  The 
comparison,  however,  is  not  a  fair  test  of  business  management,  for 
the  reason  that  some  of  the  prisons  have  a  lai^e  lot  of  land  whereon 
is  raised  a  considerable  supply  of  vegetables,  which  very  largely 
reduces  the  cost  of  subsistence.  A  perfect  comparison  could  not 
be  made  without  giving  an  explanation  too  lengthy  for  this  report. 

A  comparison  of  the  weekly  earnings  in  this  year  with  those  of 
1892  shows  that  in  eight  of  the  prisons  there  was  a  falling  off,  and 
in  eight  an  increase,  while  in  five  there  were  no  earnings  whatever. 
Thirteen  institutions  show  a  larger  weekly  cost  of  provisions  than 
they  did  last  year ;  and  five  have  made  a  reduction  in  this  item  of 
expense.  Springfield  returns  exactly  the  same  as  last  year,  while 
Nantucket,  that  in  1892  reported  a  weekly  expense  of  $3.72,  does 
not  appear  in  the  table  this  year.

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Total  Cost  of  Prisons. 

If  it  is  desired  to  ascertain  in  detail  the  financial  condition  of  the 
state  prison,  of  either  of  the  reformatories,  or  of  any  county  prison, 
the  information  can  be  obtained  by  a  reference  to  the  special  report 
concerning  each  prison.     It  is  not  necessary,  therefore,  to  repeat  the 
different  items  of  the  expenditures  on  account  of  any  institution ;  but 
for  the  purpose  of  a  general  comparison,  and  of  giving  the  entire 
expense  of  supporting  all  the  prisons  named  in  this  report,  the  fol- 
lowing table  showing  the  gross  and  net  cost  of  each  is  presented. 
The  Boston  House  of  Industry  is  named  separately  from  the  county 
prisons,  but  for  all  purposes  of  comparison  between  the  counties  this 
institution  should  be  included,  because  it  serves  in  Suffolk  the  same 
purpose  that  is  answered  elsewhere  by  the  jail  or  house  of  correction. 
The  state  farm  is  an  institution  for  paupers  and  lunatics  as  well  as 
prisoners  under  sentence  ;  and  only  about  thirty-five  per  cent  of  the 
persons  held  there  have  been  convicted  of  any  offence.     This  pecu- 
liar condition  may  have  a  slight  l>earing  upon  the  question  of  expense^ 
although  the  number  of  attendants  required  to  take  care  of  the  luna- 
tics and  paupers  necessarily  involves  a  large  expenditure  for  salaries. 
It  may  be  said  also  of  this  place,  the  same  as  of  some  county  prisons, 
that  the  products  of  the  farm  largely  reduce  the  cost  of  support. 

The  average  number  of  inmates  used  in  this  table,  which,  owing 
to  the  population  of  the  state  farm,  is  not  the  same  as  elsewhere  in 
this  document,  is  12  higher  than  was  named  in  the  last  report.  The 
total  expenditures  show  an  increase  of  $30,942.24,  and  the  earnings 
an  increase  of  $15,880.38,  thus  making  the  net  cost  $15,061.86  more 
than  last  year.

For  the  purpose  of  showing  the  whole  number  of  prisoners  who 
during  the  twelve  months  ending  Sept.  30,  1893,  have  been  held 
in  custody  in  all  the  prisons  named  in  this  report,  the  above 
statement  is  printed.  It  includes  all  the  prisoners  received  under 
sentence  at  the  state  prison,  the  reformatory  prison  for  womeo. 
the  Massachusetts  reformatory,  and  the  state  farm ;  all  the  persoD? 
committed  to  the  Boston  House  of  Industry,  and  to  the  jails  and 
houses  of  correction,  whether  upon  term  sentences,  for  non-payment 
of  fines  and  costs,  to  await  trial,  or  as  witnesses.  Under  the  he«d 
of  those  discharged  are  included  all  the  prisoners  released  upon  the 
expiration  of  the  full  court  sentence  or  granted  permits  to  be  at 
liberty  by  the  different  boards  having  authority,  under  the  statutes* 
to  release  prisoners  in  that  manner.  There  were  1,507  more  prison- 
ers  received  from  the  courts  than  were  committed  in  that  way  m 
1892  ;  and  the  number  remaining  was  627  higher  than  at  the  close 
of  last  year.  The  details  of  this  large  increase  in  the  prison  fwpu- 
lation  will  be  found  in  other  parts  of  this  report.

In  the  last  report  it  was  stated  that  the  reason  for  the  decrease  in 
the  number  of  commitments,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year, 
was  due  to  the  act  relating  to  the  punishment  of  drunkenness. 
Under  the  law  which  went  into  effect  July  1,  1891,  the  commitments 
for  drunkenness  were  very  much  reduced,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
many  persons  arrested  for  that  offence  were  released  by  the  police, 
and  that  none  could  be  fined  and  committed  for  non-payment  thereof. 
The  last  legislature,  however,  passed  an  act  taking  away  from  the 
police  oflScers  the  power  of  release,  and  another  act  restoring  the  fine 
as  a  punishment  for  certain  cases  of  drunkenness.  These  laws 
became  operative  on  July  1,  1893;  and,  while  they  have  had  the 
effect  of  increasing  the  number  of  commitments  for  that  offence  the? 
do  not  alone  furnish  the  cause  for  the  much  larger  prison  population. 
Indeed  it  would  be  difiBcult  by  any  analysis  of  the  figures  to  deter- 
mine with  any  degree  of  certainty  a  reason  that  could  be  definitely 
stated  for  the  larger  number  of  commitments. 

In  the  following  table  there  is  shown,  in  comparison  with  1892, 
the  number  of  prisoners  remaining  at  the  close  of  each  quarter  in  the 
institutions  named  in  this  report ;  and  it  may  be  interesting  to  notice 
that  at  the  close  of  the  year  the  state  prison  was  the  only  institution 
having  a  smaller  population  than  in  the  preceding  year. 
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W2  STATISTICS  OF  ALL  PRISONS.  [Oct. 

Commitments  foe  the  Year. 

During  the  year  there  were  cominitted  to  all  the  prisons  18,973 
persons  under  sentence ;  of  these,  16,610  were  males,  and  2363 
females.  There  were  sentenced  to  the  state  prison  140  men  ;  to  the 
reformatory  prison  for  women,  300  women ;  to  the  Massachusetts 
reformatory  819  men  and  boys ;  to  the  jails  and  houses  of  correction 
10,739  men,  and  1182  women,  a  total  of  11,921;  to  the  Boston 
House  of  Industry  4440  men,  and  865  women,  a  total  of  5305;  to 
the  state  farm  472  men,  and  16  women,  a  total  of  488.  Compared 
with  the  preceding  year  there  was  an  increase  of  1112  commitments. 
It  will  be  noticed,  however,  that  although  the  reformatory  prison 
for  women  and  the  county  prisons  received  a  larger  number  than  in 
the  preceding  year,  the  whole  number  of  commitments  of  women 
was  90  smaller  than  in  1892.  The  Boston  House  of  Industry  received 
219  less  women  and  the  state  farm  4  less. 

In  the  tables  relating  to  the  commitments  to  all  the  prisons  in  the 
state,  which  immediately  follow,  there  are  set  out  the  offences  and 
sentences  of  all  the  convicted  persons  committed  in  the  year  ending 
Sept.  30,  1893.     It  has  not  been  considered  necessary,  however,  to 
name  all  the  offences  as  reported  in  the*  returns  from  the  prisons, 
because  if  this  were  done  there  would  be  so  many  titles  that  the 
statements  would  be  inconvenient  for  examination.     It  may  be  said 
that  although  the  minor  distinctions  of  the  statutes  have  not  been 
strictly  observed  in  classifying,  great  care  has  been  taken  to  keep 
the  offences  in  their  proper  divisions ;  and  whenever  one  title  has 
been  made  to  include  others,  the  most  comprehensive  name  has  been 
selected.     For  example,  although  the  returns  make  a  distinction 
between  larcenies  from  a  building,  from  the  person,  of  a  horse,  etc., 
these  are  all  included  under  one  general  term  of  larceny.    Breaking 
and  entering  covers  all  cases  of  burglary  and  crimes  of  that  descrip- 
tion of  a  less  serious  nature.     It  would  not  serve  any  useibl  purpose 
in  these  tables  to  make  the  distinction  between  breaking  and  enter- 
ing and  burglary,  because  in  the  larger  counties  of  the  state  it  is  the 
practice  to  make  all  mittimuses  for  these  crimes  under  the  uniform 
name  of  breaking  and  entering ;  and  in  only  a  few  counties  is  the 
distinction  between  the  different  degrees  of  this  offence  observed  by 
the  clerks  of  courts.     The  term  «*  fraud  "  is  used  to  describe  a  noiD- 
ber  of  offences,  all,   however,  clearly  belonging  under  that  title. 
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although  called  by  a  different  name  in  the  returns.  No  difference  is 
made  in  the  tables  between  a  conviction  for  drunkenness  and  for 
being  a  common  drunkard ;  they  are  all  included  under  one  name. 
Attempts  to  commit  offences  are  not  set  out  separately,  but  are 
counted  with  the  offences  themselves. 

It  is  necessary  to  repeat  what  has  been  said  in  former  reports  that^ 
in  examining  the  tables  of  commitments,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  figures  do  not  represent  the  number  of  persons  committed, 
but  only  the  number  of  sentences.  If  one  person  received  two  or 
three  sentences  for  different  offences  at  the  same  time,  he  would 
appear  in  the  table  under  each  offence  of  which  he  was  convicted.

Prisoners  Awaiting  Trial. 

The  preceding  tables  relating  to  prisoners  remaining  in  custody  at 
the  close  of  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1893,  refer  only  to  coDvicted 
persons. 

In  addition  to  the  number  held  upon  sentence  there  were  at  that 
date,  in  the  jails  of  the  Commonwealth,  420  peraons  awaiting  trial; 
and  in  the  following  table  is  set  out  the  offences  of  these  persons, 
the  places  where  they  were  held,  and  the  number  of  each  sex.  The 
total  is  8  less  than  the  number  held  in  that  way  at  the  close  of  the 
preceding  year,  although  there  are  10  more  men  held  for  trial  than  io 
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1892.  There  is  a  decrease  of  18  in  the  number  of  women.  As  in 
the  table  of  commitments  so  in  this  table  the  crime  of  breaking  and 
entering  shows  the  largest  percentage  of  increase. 

Following  the  table  relating  to  prisoners  awaiting  trial  is  a  sam- 
marized  statement  of  all  prisoners  remaining  in  custody  in  each  of 
the  separate  institutions  named  in  this  report,  counting  the  jails  and 
houses  of  correction  as  one  institution  under  the  head  of  county 
prisons.  The  prison  population  is  the  largest  ever  reported  at  the 
close  of  the  year.

Non-Payment  of  Fines. 

In  the  following  table  is  a  comparison  of  the  number  of  prisoners 
held  upon  term  sentences  and  for  non-payment  of  fines  and  costs  for 
the  past  twelve  years,  with  the  proportion  of  each  class.  It  should 
be  noted,  in  explanation  of  the  comparatively  small  number  of 
prisoners  held  for  non-payment  of  fine  in  1891  and  1892,  that  the 
law  of  1891,  which  took  effect  on  July  1  of  that  year,  did  not 
authorize  the  punishment  of  drunkenness  by  fine ;  and  that  the  much 
larger  number  on  Sept.  30,  1893,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  under 
chapter  447  of  the  Acts  of  this  year  a  fine  may  be  imposed  for  cer- 
tain cases  of  drunkenness.

Review  of  Comparative  Statistics. 

A  reference  to  the  first  table  of  comparisons  printed  on  page  214 
will  show  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  commit- 
ments as  compared  with  last  year,  although  with  the  exception  of 
1892  the  number  for  the  year  just  closed  is  smaller  than  in  any 
other  year  named  in  the  table.  The  reason  for  the  great  falling  off 
in  the  commitments  for  the  two  preceding  years  was  explained  by 
the  abolition  of  the  fine  as  a  punishment  for  drunkenness.  Chapter 
427  of  the  Acts  of  1891,  which  made  that  change  in  the  law,  also 
permitted  the  release  without  arraignment,  of  persons  arrested  for 
drunkenness ;  and  as  that  offence  is  the  great  cause  of  the  increase 
in  prison  population  in  recent  years,  the  withdrawal  of  many  offenders 
of  that  class  from  the  court  cases  made  a  radical  reduction  in  the 
number  of  commitments.  The  table  already  referred  to  shows  that 
although  the  total  commitments  were  more  than  in  the  preceding 
year,  the  number  of  women  committed  was  90  less.  Table  No.  20 
on  page  216  shows  that  with  the  exception  of  the  State  Prison  all  the 
institutions  had  a  larger  number  of  commitments  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding year.  It  may  also  be  remarked  that  the  commitments  of 
women  to  the  State  Farm  and  the  Boston  House  of  Industry  were 
fewer  than  in  1892. 

Comparing  the  commitments  for  particular  offences  in  the  last  two 
years  there  is  a  considerable  falling  off  in  the  number  sentenced  for 
assault.  This  is  caused  by  the  recent  change  in  the  law  for  the 
punishment  of  drunkenness  by  the  act  taking  effect  on  the  first  of 
July,  1893.  The  same  reason  doubtless  will  account  for  the  large 
reduction  in  the  number  sentenced  for  being  idle  and  disorderly. 
Under  the  operation  of  the  law  of  1891  these  offences  were  some- 
times substituted  for  drunkenness  in  the  complaints. 

In  offences  against  the  person  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  whole 
number  of  commitments  of  126 ;  in  offences  against  property  an 
increase  of  31.  Referring  to  particular  offences  in  the  second  class 
we  find  57  more  cases  of  larceny,  but  embezzlement,  fraud,  malicious 
mischief,  and  receiving  stolen  goods,  show  a  considerable  decrease. 
In  offences  against  public  order  the  net  increase  is  1,207  ;  this  added 
number  is  due  wholly  to  the  commitments  for  drunkenness,  for  it 
will  be  seen  by  the  table  on  page  215  that  without  this  offence  there 
were  fewer  commitments  for  crimes  against  public  order,  etc.,  than 
in  the  preceding  year.

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Statistics  relating  to  Persons  Committed  for  Drunkenness. 

As  the  offence  of  drunkenness  is  the  principal  cause  for  the  growth 
in  the  prison  population  it  is  desirable  to  have  statistics  relating 
especially  to  this  offence.  Tables  are  therefore  presented  giving  the 
facts  as  to  the  ages,  etc.,  of  persons  committed  for  drunkenness. 
The  ages  vary  from  15  years  to  more  than  70  years.  The  table  of 
birthplaces  shows  that  about  thirty-six  per  cent  of  the  persons  com- 
mitted for  drunkenness  were  born  in  this  state,  and  thirteen  per 
cent  in  other  states ;  the  others  were  born  in  different  parts  of  the 
world  as  set  out  in  the  table. 

But  the  most  striking  fact  in  connection  with  this  offence  is  dis- 
closed in  the  table  of  former  commitments  by  which  it  appears  that 
considerably  more  than  half  the  persons  committed  during  the  year 
had  served  previous  sentences  in  some  institution.  Forty-four  of 
the  persons  committed  for  drunkenness  had  been  more  than  fifty 
times  sentenced  for  the  same  offence ;  most  of  these  went  to  the 
Boston  House  of  Industry,  an  institution  which  has  a  larger  per- 
centage of  recommitments  than  any  other  prison  in  the  state.  It 
would  be  interesting  to  know  the  exact  number  of  different  persons 
under  sentence  who  go  to  Deer  Island  in  one  year.

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Changes  in  the  Law  for  the  Punishment  of  Drunkenness. 

Chapter  414  of  the  Acts  of  1893  repeals  sections  2  and  3  of  chap- 
ter 427  of  the  Acts  of  1891,  and  provides  as  follows : 

Whoever  arrests  a  person  for  drunkenness  shall  make  a  complaint 
against  him  for  that  offence.  Any  person  so  arrested  may  make  to  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  place  of  castody  in  which  he  is  confined,  a  written 
statement,  addressed  to  the  court  having  jurisdiction  of  his  case,  giving 
his  name  and  address,  what  persons,  if  any,  are  dependent  upon  him  for 
support ;  his  place  of  employment,  if  any ;  and  whether  he  has  been  arrested 
for  drunkenness  before  within  the  twelve  months  next  preceding,  together  with 
a  request  to  be  released  from  custody.  He  shall  be  informed  by  said  officer 
of  his  right  to  make  such  statement  and  request.  The  officer  who  receives 
such  statement  shall  endorse  thereon  the  name  of  the  arresting  officer,  and, 
if  the  arrest  was  made  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  a  court  having  a  probation 
officer,  shall  transmit  said  statement  to  said  officer,  who  shall  at  once 
inquire  into  the  truth  or  falsity  thereof,  and  into  the  record  of  said  person 
as  to  previous  similar  offences,  and  shall  endorse  thereon,  over  his  own 
signature,  for  the  use  of  the  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  case,  the 
result  of  the  investigation,  and  the  court  thereupon,  in  its  discretion,  may 
direct  that  such  person  be  released  from  custody  without  arraignment. 

Section  5  of  the  Act  of  1891  was  amended  by  chapter  447  of  1893 
to  read  as  follows  :  — 

Section  5.  If  a  male  person  is  convicted  of  drunkenness  by  the  volun- 
tary use  of  intoxicating  liquor,  he  may  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the 
jail,  or  in  any  place  provided  by  law  for  common  drunkards,  for  not  more 
than  one  year ;  or,  if  such  person  is  not  above  thirty-five  years  of  age,  he 
may  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  Massachusetts  reformatory.  .  •  . 
If  a  female  person  is  so  convicted  she  may  be  punished  by  imprisonment 
in  the  jail,  or  in  any  place  provided  by  law  for  common  drunkards,  for 
not  more  than  one  year,  or  in  the  reformatory  prison  for  women  for  not 
more  than  two  years :  provided^  however^  that  if  the  person  so  convicted 
shall  satisfy  the  court  or  trial  justice,  by  his  own  statement  or  otherwise, 
that  he  has  not  been  arrested  for  drunkenness  twice  before  within  the 
twelve  months  next  preceding,  or  that,  having  been  so  arrested,  he  has 
been  tried  and  acquitted  in  one  of  the  cases,  his  case  may  be  placed  on 
file,  or  he  may  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifteen  dollars,  and  in 
case  of  the  non-payment  of  such  fine,  shall  be  committed  to  the  jail,  house 
of  industry  or  house  of  correction,  or  to  the  workhouse,  if  there  is  any 
which  has  a  criminal  department,  in  the  city  or  town  where  the  offence 
was  committed,  until  the  fine  is  paid,  not  however  exceeding  thirty  days. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  police  officers  cannot  now  release,  with- 
out order  of  the  court,  a  person  arrested  for  drunkenness  ;  and  that 
such  person,  if  he  has  not  been  twice  arrested  in  the  preceding 
twelve  months  for  the  same  offence,  may  be  punished  by  a  fine.

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Insanity  in  Prisons. 

It  has  been  customary  to  present  in  this  report  in  the  table  re- 
lating to  each  institution  a  statement  of  the  number  of  persons 
removed  to  the  lunatic  hospitals ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  a  general 
comparison,  and  of  showing  in  one  place  the  number  of  persons 
so  removed  in  the  last  six  years,  the  following  table  has  been 
prepared. 

The  law  relating  to  the  removal  of  insane  convicts  is  contained 
in  sections  10-14  of  chapter  222  of  the  public  statutes,  and  chapter 
320  of  the  acts  of  1885.  There  is  also  a  provision  in  section  50  of 
chapter  87  of  the  public  statutes  for  the  removal  by  the  governor 
of  any  insane  person  confined  in  a  jail,  house  of  correction,  etc.

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Arrests. 

The  Dotices  required  by  chapter  290  of  the  Acts  of  1892  have  been 
received  from  each  city  or  town  having  a  chief  of  police  or  city  mar- 
shal ;  and  the  clerk  of  each  town  not  having  sach  an  oflScer  has 
returned  the  names  of  the  police  officers  and  constables,  as  required 
by  section  2  of  that  act.  Reports  of  arrests,  in  accordance  with  chap- 
ter 226  of  the  Acts  of  1882,  have  been  received  from  all  the  cities  aod 
from  all  the  towns  excepting  Hancock. 

The  whole  number  of  arrests  in  the  cities  and  towns  was  107,632, 
of  which  number  97,953  were  males,  and  9,679  females.  As  com- 
pared with  last  year  there  was  a  decrease  of  568,  there  being  49  less 
men  and  519  less  women  arrested  than  in  1892.  Although  there 
were  fewer  arrests,  taking  all  the  offences  together,  than  last  year, 
the  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness  numbered  995  more  than  in 
the  preceding  year.  In  the  total  arrests  the  cities  show  a  slight 
decrease,  and  the  towns  a  very  small  increase.  In  the  arrests  for 
drunkenness  there  was  also  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  cities ;  but  in 
the  towns  there  was  a  considerable  increase,  there  being  1 ,932  more 
arrests  for  that  offence  than  were  reported  last  year. 

It  will  be  seen  by  table  No.  60  that  in  the  period  from  July  1,  to 
Sept.  30,  1893,  14,653  persons  were  arrested  for  drunkenne^, 
whereas,  during  the  same  period  in  1892  there  were  18,588  so 
aiTested.  As  the  falling  off  in  three  months  is  so  great  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  number  of  atresls  for  this  offence  from  Sept.  1,  1892, 
to  June  30,  1893,  must  have  largely  exceeded  the  number  for  the 
corresponding  period  in  the  preceding  year.  It  is  very  evident, 
therefore,  that  the  effect  of  the  law  which  went  into  operation  on 
July  1,  has  been  to  largely  reduce  the  number  of  arrests  for  druDk- 
enness,  particularly  in  the  cities.

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Probation  Cases. 

Tables  compiled  from  the  returns  of  probation  officers  are  included 
in  this  report  because  the  probation  work  is  a  part  of  the  judicial 
system  9  and  the  statistics  of  it  show  some  of  the  results  of  criminal 
prosecutions.  The  work  of  the  probation  officers  is  performed  under 
chapter  356  of  the  Acts  of  1891,  which  requires  that  they  shall  inquire 
ibto  all  criminal  cases  brought  before  the  lower  courts ;  and  also 
under  the  law  relating  to  drunkenness,  which  provides  that  state- 
ments of  persons  arrested  for  that  offence  shall  be  investigated. 

Table  No.  61  shows  the  ages  and  offences  of  all  persons  taken  od 
probation  in  the  lower  courts.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  greater  part 
of  the  cases  are  included  in  the  three  offences  of  assault,  drunken- 
ness and  larceny,  which,  with  the  exception  of  the  neglect  of  family, 
are  the  only  offences  having  any  considerable  number  against  them. 
A  reference  to  table  No.  62  shows  that  some  of  the  courts  have  not 
considered  any  other  offence  than  drunkenness  as  a  subject  for  pro- 
bation. The  whole  number  of  cases  disposed  of  in  accordance  with 
chapter  356  of  the  Acts  of  1891  was  5,137,  a  decrease  of  60  from 
last  year.  The  number  of  cases  of  drunkenness  investigated  by  the 
probation  officers  was  9,829,  a  decrease  of  574.  This  falling  off  is 
entirely  owing  to  the  change  in  the  law  which  caused  a  large  decrease 
in  the  number  of  arrests  for  that  offence. 

The  act  relating  to  the  duties  of  a  probation  officer  provides  that 
he  shall  perform  such  services  in  the  superior  court  as  may  be 
required  of  him  by  any  justice  of  that  court.  Very  little  work  of 
this  kind  is  done,  however,  for  as  stated  on  page  250  there  were 
only  383  persons  taken  on  probation  in  the  superior  courts  during 
the  year,  and  nearly  all  of  these  were  in  the  county  of  Suffolk. 

In  the  municipal  court  of  the  city  of  Boston  one  of  the  assistants 
to  the  probation  officer  is  a  woman.  Although  the  cases  placed  in 
her  care  are  included  in  the  following  tables  it  may  be  interesting  to 
note  that  the  offences  of  the  women  put  on  probation  in  this  court 
during  the  year  were  as  follows:  drunkenness,  152;  larceny,  31; 
night-walker,  25  ;  idle  and  disorderly,  18  ;  assault,  4  ;  house  of  ill- 
fame,  keeping,  2  ;  fornication,  2,  and  profanity,  stubbornness,  threats 
and  vagrancy,  1  each,  making  a  total  of  238.  The  ages  ranged  all 
the  way  from  fifteen  to  sixty  years.

250  CRIMINAL  PROSECUTIONS.  [Oct. 

Criminal  Prosecutions. 

The  retarns  required  by  sections  34  and  35  of  chapter  219  of  the 
public  statutes  have  been  received  from  all  the  clerks  of  courts,  ^e 
trial  justices,  and  the  clerks  or  justices  of  police,  district  and  muDio- 
ipal  courts.  From  these  returns  the  abstracts  and  tabular  state- 
ments immediately  following  have  been  prepared  to  show  the  results 
of  criminal  prosecutions  in  the  courts  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the 
year  ending  Sept.  30,  1893.  After  the  accounts  of  the  murder 
trials  is  a  summary  setting  forth  the  number  of  cases  tried  in  the 
superior  court  of  each  county,  showing  the  cases  appealed  from  the 
lower  courts  and  those  begun  before  the  grand  jury.  Following 
this  are  tables  giving  the  disposition  of  all  the  cases,  and  a  special 
table  relating  exclusively  to  the  prosecutions  for  violation  of  the 
liquor  laws.  After  the  superior  court  tables  are  statements  coDcem- 
ing  the  criminal  business  in  each  of  the  police,  district,  and  munic- 
ipal courts,  and  a  summary  of  the  cases  before  trial  justices. 

The  whole  number  of  cases  brought  before  the  superior  courts 
during  the  year  was  5,370,  an  increase  of  164  over  last  year.  The 
additional  number  was  wholly  in  appealed  cases,  however,  as  the 
cases  commenced  before  the  grand  jury  were  fewer  by  90  than  in 
the  preceding  year.  In  the  lower  courts  there  were  72,224  cases^ 
an  increase  of  8,994  over  the  number  reported  in  the  preceding 
year.  The  increase  in  trials  for  drunkenness  was  9,069  ;  and  it  will 
therefore  be  seen  that  aside  from  this  offence  there  was  a  decrease  in 
the  number  of  cases  before  these  courts. 

The  facts  relating  to  probation  in  the  lower  courts  are  set  out  in 
separate  tables  printed  in  another  part  of  this  document,  and  as  there 
are  very  few  cases  of  probation  in  the  superior  courts  excepting  in 
Suffolk  County,  no  table  of  them  in  the  higher  courts  has  been  made. 
Outside  of  Suffolk,  where  380  persons  were  placed  on  probation  by 
the  superior  court,  the  only  cases  of  this  kind  in  that  court,  re- 
ported by  the  clerks,  were  2  in  Berkshire,  and  1  in  Essex. 

The  number  of  persons  discharged  on  acknowledgment  of  satis- 
faction is  so  small  that  no  tabular  statement  of  them  has  been  pre- 
pared, but  it  may  be  said  that  cases  were  disposed  of  in  that  way  as 
follows  :   in  Essex  3,  Middlesex  6,  and  in  Suffolk  19. 

The  cases  carried  to  the  supreme  court  numbered  58,  of  which 
Berkshire  had  2,  Bristol  3,  Essex  16,  Hampshire  and  Hampden  1 
each,  Middlesex  10,  Plymouth  3,  Suffolk  17,  and  Worcester  5. 
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Trials  for  Murder. 

Id  the  tables  relating  to  criminal  prosecutions  the  trials  for  mur- 
der are  not  included,  but  are  presented  separately  in  detail  as  a 
matter  of  general  interest.  Prior  to  1892  they  were  omitted  because 
the  indictments  found  in  the  superior  courts  were  certified  to  the 
supreme  courts  for  trial ;  but  under  chapter  379  of  the  Acts  of  1891 
all  murder  trials  now  take  place  in  the  superior  courts. 

The  following  summary  of  the  trials  for  murder  held  in  the 
superior  courts  during  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1893,  is  prepared 
from  the  reports  of  the  clerks  of  courts.  It  will  be  noticed  that  in 
the  list  is  one  case  that  was  included  in  the  returns  of  last  year,  but 
in  which  the  supreme  court  set  aside  the  verdict  and  ordered  a  new 
trial. 

William  E.  Cunningham.  Indicted  in  Middlesex  County  for  the 
murder  of  Margaret  Williams  at  Cambridge,  April  25,  1892.  The 
defendant  at  first  pleaded  not  guilty,  but  afterwards,  on  October  22, 
1892,  he  retracted  this  plea  and  pleaded  guilty  of  murder  in  the 
second  degree ;  whereupon  he  was  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the 
state  prison  for  life. 

James  MgDougal,  Junior.  Indicted  in  Bristol  County  for  the 
murder  of  James  McDougal,  Senior,  in  Fall  River.  The  defendant 
assaulted  his  father  Jan.  29,  1892,  and  on  the  20th  of  the  February 
following,  in  the  superior  court,  he  pleaded  guilty  to  an  indictment 
charging  him  with  assault  with  intent  to  kill,  and  was  sentenced  to 
the  Massachusetts  Reformatory  for  a  term  of  six  years.  March  5, 
1892,  the  father  died,  and  an  indictment  for  murder  was  returned 
a^inst  this  defendant,  to  which  he  pleaded  not  guilty.  Oct.  3 1 , 
1892,  he  was  brought  to  trial,  when  he  retracted  his  plea  of  not 
guilty  and  pleaded  guilty  of  manslaughter.  This  plea  was  accepted 
by  the  government,  and  he  was  sentenced  to  be  imprisoned  in  the 
state  prison  for  a  term  of  ten  years. 

Massimino  Repucci.  Indicted  in  Suffolk  County  for  the  murder 
of  Liuigi  Dell  Orfano  at  Boston,  July  11,  1892.  On  the  8th  of 
November  in  the  same  year  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  to  murder 
in  the  second  degree,  which  plea  was  accepted  by  the  government, 
and  he  was  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  life. 
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Martino  Casina.  Indicted  in  Berkshire  County  for  the  murder 
of  John  Dellea  at  Great  Barrington,  July  4,  1892.  The  defendant 
at  first  pleaded  not  guilty  to  the  indictment,  but  on  Nov.  28,  1892, 
he  retracted  this  plea  and  pleaded  guilty  of  manslaughter,  which 
plea  was  accepted  by  the  government,  and  he  was  sentenced  to  im- 
prisonment in  the  state  prison  for  a  term  of  four  years. 

Charles  E.  Adams.  Indicted  in  Berkshire  County  for  the  mur- 
der of  Louis  Lussier  at  Lenox,  Jan.  16,  1892.  When  brought  to 
trial  the  defendant  at  first  pleaded  not  guilty,  but  afterward,  on 
Nov.  28,  1892,  he  retracted  this  plea,  and  a  plea  of  guilty  of  man- 
slaughter was  accepted  by  the  government.  The  defendant  wa3 
thereupon  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  a  term 
of  twelve  years. 

Daniel  Cahill.  Indicted  in  Hampshire  County  for  the  murder 
of  Ann  Larkin  at  Hatfield,  June  16,  1892.  The  case  was  brought 
to  trial  at  Northampton,  Dec.  19,  1892,  and  on  the  22d  of  that 
month  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  not  guilty. 

William  Lively.  Indicted  in  Middlesex  County  for  the  murder 
of  Mary  Francesca  Lively  at  Pepperell,  Sept.  1,  1892.  On  the  18th 
of  February,  1893,  the  defendant  was  adjudged  insane,  and  was  com- 
mitted to  the  state  lunatic  hospital  at  Worcester  until  the  further 
order  of  the  court. 

Ellen  M.  Gloster.  Indicted  in  Norfolk  County  for  the  mur- 
der of  her  infant  child  at  Weymouth,  March  5,  1892.  The  case  was 
brought  to  trial  at  Dedham,  April  10,  1898,  and  on  the  14th  of  the 
same  month  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  not  guilty. 

Edward  Beauregard,  alias  Edward  Begor.  Indicted  in 
Franklin  County  for  the  murder  of  Abigail  Rogers  at  Wendell, 
Sept.  4,  1892.  April  20,  1893,  in  the  superior  court  at  Greenfield 
the  government  accepted  a  plea  of  guilty  of  murder  in  the  second 
degree,  and  the  defendant  was  thereupon  sentenced  to  imprisonment 
in  the  state  prison  for  life. 

Lizzie  Andrew  Borden.  Indicted  in  Bristol  County  for  the 
murder  of  Abby  Durfee  Borden  and  Andrew  Jackson  Borden  at 
Fall  River,  Aug.  4,  1892.  The  case  was  brought  to  trial  in  the 
superior  court  in  New  Bedford,  June  5,  1893,  and  on  the  20th  of 
that  month  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  not  guilty. 
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Richard  Powell.  Indicted  in  Middlesex  County  for  the  mur- 
der of  George  W.  Brown  at  Somerville,  Dec.  22,  1889.  When 
brought  to  bar  the  defendant  pleaded  not  guilty,  but  afterwards,  on 
June  28,  1893,  he  retracted  this  plea  and  pleaded  guilty  to  murder 
in  the  second  degree ;  he  was  thereupon  sentenced  to  imprisonment 
in  the  state  prison  for  life. 

Amos  L.  Morse.  Indicted  in  Suffolk  County  for  the  murder  of 
William  T.  S.  Wardwell  at  Boston,  June  24,  1893.  July  20,  1893, 
the  defendant  was  adjudged  insane  and  was  committed  to  the  state 
lunatic  hospital  in  Taunton. 

James  Albert  Trefethen.  This  defendant  and  William  H. 
Smith  were  indicted  in  Middlesex  County  for  the  murder  of  Deltena 
J.  Davis  in  Medford,  Dec.  23,  1891.  At  the  first  trial  which  began 
April  24,  1892,  and  ended  on  the  4th  of  May  following,  the  jury 
found  Smith  not  guilty,  and  Trefethen  guilty  of  murder  in  the  first 
degree.  The  case  was  taken  to  the  supreme  court  on  exceptions, 
and  the  verdict  as  to  Trefethen  was  set  aside  by  the  supreme  court 
on  the  ground  that  certain  evidence  for  the  defence  was  improperly 
excluded  by  the  court.  The  case  was  brought  to  trial  in  the  superior 
court  for  the  second  time  Sept.  18,  1893,  and  on  the  29th  of  the 
same  month  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  not  guilty.

Sentences  for  Misdemeanor. 

The  large  number  of  persons  sentenced  to  prison  for  mis- 
demeanors suggests  an  inquiry  into  the  expediency  of  amending  the 
law  relating  to  such  sentences  so  that  more  uniformity  in  the  terms 
of  imprisonment  may  be  secured.  It  is  not  unusual  to  find  two 
men  of  the  same  age  and  of  the  same  general  record  sorving  side 
by  side,  one  having  a  sentence  twice  as  long  as  the  other.  This  not 
only  has  a  tendency  to  bring  the  law  into  disrepute,  but  the  longer 
sentence  may  be  an  excessive  one,  that  should  have  been  avoided. 
It  was  supposed  when  the  probation  law  was  passed  a  few  years  ago 
that  under  it  all  cases  would  receive  a  thorough  examination 
before  sentence ;  this  has  proved  to  be  the  rule  in  some  of  the 
courts,  particularly  in  the  larger  jurisdictions,  but  there  is  yet  room 
for  great  improvement  in  this  respect  in  many  of  the  smaller  courts.

Sentences  in  the  United  States  Courts. 

The  statutes  of  the  Commoawealth  provide  that  prisoners  coq- 
victed  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States  may  be  committed  to  the 
jails  and  bouses  of  correction,  to  the  state  prison,  tbe  reformatory 
prison  for  women,  and  the  Massachusetts  reformatory.  The  law 
relating  to  the  state  prison  and  the  reformatory  prison  for  women 
limits  sucb  commitments  to  persons  who  are  convicted  in  tbe  courts 
of  tbe  United  States  held  within  tbe  district  of  Massachusetts,  bat 
there  is  no  such  limitation  in  regard  to  the  county  prisons  and  the 
Massachusetts  reformatory.  Comparatively  few  persons  are  sen- 
tenced to  tbe  state  institutions  but  in  tbe  course  of  the  year  qaite  a 
large  number  are  received  in  tbe  jails.  A  great  many  of  these  are 
committed  for  non-payment  of  fines. 

Tbe,  following  table  is  intended  to  show  tbe  number  of  commit- 
ments from  United  States  courts,  and  is  presented  in  connection  with 
the  tables  of  criminal  prosecutions,  although  tbe  knowledge  of  such 
sentences  is  derived  from  the  returns  of  the  prison  officers.

The  number  of  books  in  the  libraries  as  returned  this  year  is  about 
the  same  as  that  of  last  year.  The  law  authorizes  a  small  annual 
expenditure  in  the  county  prisons  for  the  purchase  of  books  and 
papers,  and  the  libraries  in  the  State  institutions  are  occasionally 
replenished  by  a  special  appropriation. 

The  Pittsfield  jail  and  house  of  correction  has  adopted  a  plan  to 
obtain  funds  for  the  purchase  of  books,  etc.,  which  might  be  tried 
elsewhere.  In  the  guard  room  there  is  a  small  box  upon  which  is 
written  a  request  for  a  contribution  for  this  purpose.  In  the  last 
twenty  years  more  than  seven  hundred  dollars  has  been  received  in 
this  way  from  visitors.  A  part  of  this  sum  has  been  devoted  to  the 
purchase  of  books,  etc.,  but  about  one  hundred  dollars  was  given 
towards  paying  for  an  organ.  There  is  a  considerable  fund  now  on 
hand,  and  it  is  likely  that  within  a  year  the  library  of  this  institution 
will  be  supplied  with  new  books.

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Recommendations  and  Suggestions. 

Id  the  reports  upon  the  state  prison  and  reformatories  will  be 
found  a  few  recommendations  relating  especially  to  those  institu- 
tions ;  and  upon  the  following  pages  are  recommendations  conceming 
prison  and  criminal  matters  generally,  which  come  under  the  obser- 
vation of  this  Board. 

Aiding  Discharged  Female  Prisoners, 

The  Public  Statutes  authorize  the  commissioners  to  appoint  an 
agent  for  aiding  discharged  female  prisoners,  and  to  expend  a  sum 
not  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars  for  assisting  these  prisoners. 
The  salary  of  the  agent  is  definitely  fixed  by  chapter  330  of  the  Acts 
of  1888  at  seven  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  per  year.  It 
seems  desirable  that  the  commissioners  should  have  the  power  to 
make  this  salary  higher  when  the  amount  of  work  done  and  the 
efiiciency  of  the  agent  justify  an  increased  compensation ;  for  this 
reason,  and  because  there  have  been  heavy  demands  upon  this  appro- 
priation in  recent  years,  we  recommend  that  the  commissioners  be 
authorized  to  expend  for  such  assistance  a  sum  not  exceeding  four 
thousand  dollars,  and  that  the  salary  of  the  agent  be  fixed  bj^  the 
commissioners  and  paid  from  this  amount. 

Manual  for  Prison  Officers, 

Requests  for  information  in  regard  to  the  prison  laws  are  frequently 
received  at  this  office,  and  in  response  to  such  requests  it  has  been 
customary  to  mail  to  the  persons  desiring  information  a  copy  of  a 
pamphlet  containing  the  statutes  relating  to  prisons,  etc.,  which  was 
prepared  by  the  secretary  of  this  board  in  1889.  The  edition  of  this 
pamphlet  is  now  exhausted,  and  we  recommend  that  the  commis- 
sioners be  authorized  to  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars  for  the  preparation  of  a  manual  to  contain  all  the  laws  relat- 
ing to  prisons,  probation,  etc.,  together  with  the  general  rules  of  the 
state  prison  and  reformatories,  and  a  digest  of  such  decisions  of  the 
supreme  court  as  in  any  way  relate  to  the  duties  of  prison  ofiicers. 

Prevention  of  Fire, 

In  the  last  few  years  the  state  has  sustained  a  considerable  loss  by 
fire  at  the  state  prison,  and  quite  recently  at  the  Massachusetts 
reformatory  there  occurred  a  fire,  which  but  for  the  prompt  and  ener- 
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getic  action  of  the  superintendent,  might  have  been  very  serious  in 
its  results.  We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
for  putting  in  appliances  for  the  prevention  of  fire  at  the  state  prison^ 
the  reformatory  prison  for  women,  and  the  Massachusetts  reformatory. 
One  precaution  that  has  been  adopted  elsewhere  is  to  have  automatic 
sprinklers  in  the  work  shops.  By  this  contrivance  a  fire  is  generally 
confined  to  the  room  where  it  originates,  because  as  soon  as  sufiicient 
heat  is  generated  to  open  the  valves  the  place  is  flooded  with  water. 

Probation  Officers^  Etc. 

Under  the  act  of  1891  a  probation  ofiicer  is  appointed  in  each 
police,  municipal,  or  district  court ;  but  in  places  where  all  the  pre- 
liminary  examinations  are  held  by  trial  justices  there  is  no  probation 
officer  to  whom  the  justice  can  apply  for  such  information  as  is  given 
to  the  courts  by  the  probation  officer,  nor  is  there  now  any  authority 
for  the  appointment  of  a  probation  officer  in  such  place  to  perform 
the  duties  provided  in  section  69  of  chapter  220  of  the  Public  Statutes. 
It  is  often  desirable  to  make  investigation  of  cases  that  are  in  hearing 
before  the  trial  justices,  and  in  fact  the  law  relating  to  the  punish- 
ment of  drunkenness  requires  such  investigation  of  a  case  where  that 
offence  is  charged  before  a  trial  justice ;  and  moreover  the  county 
commissioners  in  counties  where  there  are  few  or  no  district  courts 
frequently  desire  information  in  regard  to  a  person  for  whose  release 
an  application  is  made.     We  therefore   recommend   that  in   each 
county  having  trial  justices  there  be  appointed  a  probation  officer  to 
perform  such  work  of  this  character  as  may  be  required. 

We  also  suggest  that  it  may  be  well  to  authorize  the  justices,  in 
some  of  the  larger  jurisdictions,  to  appoint  such  additional  probation 
ofiScers  as  may  be  needed  to  properly  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the 
act  of  1891.  After  the  probation  law  was  enacted,  in  that  year, 
there  was  put  upon  these  officers  a  large  amount  of  work  that  was 
not  in  contemplation  when  the  office  was  created ;  and,  as  a  conse- 
quence, the  probation  officers,  in  some  places,  have  been  so  occupied 
with  the  investigation  of  cases  of  drunkenness,  that  the  plan  of 
dealing  with  young  offenders  in  accordance  with  the  probation  law 
has  never  been  fully  carried  out. 

Reports  for  Distribution, 

We  renew  the  recommendation  of  last  year  that  the  number  of 
copies  to  be  printed  of  the  parts  of  the  commissioners'  reports  relat- 
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iog  to  the  reformatories  be  increased  to  seven  handred  and  fifty. 
The  reason  for  this  recommendation  is  that  a  great  many  requests 
for  information  concerning  the  reformatories  can  be  answered  by 
sending  one  of  the  smaller  books,  if  the  number  is  increased,  whereas 
under  present  circumstances  it  is  necessary  to  send  the  full  report  in 
such  cases,  and  the  edition  of  it  is  therefore  soon  exhausted.  This 
change  would  involve  a  very  slight  expenditure  as  the  only  additional 
cost  would  be  for  paper  and  press  work. 

Sentences  for  Breaking  and  Entering. 

The  statistical  tables  printed  in  the  preceding  pages  of  this  doca- 
ment  show  that  the  crime  of  breaking  and  entering  has,  in  all  the 
years  named  in  the  report,  with  the  exception  of  1890,  steadily 
increased  in  numbers.  This  crime  is  of  the  worst  possible  descrip- 
tion and  should  be  severely  punished.  We  recommend  that  the 
statutes  be  amended  so  that  persons  convicted  of  this  offence  may 
not  escape  a  due  penalty.  A  few  years  ago  it  was  provided  that  the 
crime  of  breaking  and  entering  a  dwelling  house  in  the  night  time, 
being  armed,  should  be  punished  by  not  less  than  ten  years'  impris- 
onment. We  suggest  a  further  change  so  that  a  person  convicted 
of  breaking  and  ent^ering  a  dwelling  house  in  the  day  time  shall  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  for  at  least  five  years  in  the  state  prisoo. 
There  are  different  degrees  of  this  offence  and  the  punishment  should 
not  be  the  same  in  all  cases ;  but  there  is  always  an  element  d 
danger  to  life  in  the  commission  of  this  crime.  If  there  happens  to 
be  in  the  dwelling  house  that  is  so  entered  a  delicate  child  or  a  feeble 
woman,  very  serious  effects  may  be  caused  by  the  sudden  appearance 
of  a  thief  whether  at  night  or  in  the  day  time. 

Sentences  to  Refortnatory  Prison  for   Women. 

The  Public  Statutes  provide  that  sentences  to  the  reformatoir 
prison  for  women  shall  be  for  not  less  than  one  year,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  certain  sentences  for  assault.  In  recent  years'  some  acts 
of  the  legislature  have  allowed  sentences  for  other  offences  for  a 
shorter  time  than  one  year.  For  example,  chapter  270  of  the  Acts 
of  1882,  permits  any  imprisonment  under  two  years ;  and  diapter 
427  of  the  Acts  of  1891,  does  the  same.  It  is  not  practicable  to 
properly  grade  the  prisoners  who  are  received  upon  sentences  of 
less  than  one  year  because  they  cannot  in  a  shorter  time  be  given 
sufficient  instruction  and  training  to  be  useful  to  them.     ImprisoD* 
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ment  for  a  few  weeks  or  months  would  better  be  served  in  the  house 
of  correction  ;  and  we  recommend  that  all  sentences  to  the  reform- 
atory prison  for  women  be  limited  to  not  less  than  one  year,  except- 
ing as  a  punishment  for  escape. 

Separate  Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals. 

The  table  on  page  241  shows  that  in  the  year  ending  Sept.  30, 
1893,  eighty-nine  convicts  were  removed  from  the  state  prison, 
reformatories,  houses  of  correction,  etc.,  to  the  state  lunatic  hospi- 
tals for  treatment ;  and  there  are  now  under  confinement  in  these 
hospitals  several  hundred  insane  persons  who  have  been  removed 
thereto  from  the  state  and  county  prisons.  This  condition  of  things 
naturally  suggests  the  question  of  a  separate  place  for  the  confine- 
ment of  insane  criminals ;  and  we  recommend  the  establishment  of 
such  an  asylum  in  connection  with  one  of  the  state  institutions. 

Subordinate  Officers* 

We  suggest  that  it  may  be  well  to  give  to  the  warden  of  the  state 
prison  and  the  superintendent  of  the  Massachusetts  reformator}',  the 
right  to  appoint  as  an  officer  any  person  who  is  engaged  in  the 
prison  service  elsewhere.  It  is  impossible  to  discover  by  examina- 
tion the  essential  qualities  that  make  a  valuable  prison  officer ;  they 
can  only  be  ascertained  by  actual  observation  of  a  man's  work  in 
that  capacity.  It  would  improve  the  service  if  a  person  engaged  as 
an  officer  in  a  prison  of  a  minor  grade,  and  who  had  shown  special 
aptitude  to  the  work,  could  readily  be  promoted  to  a  position  in  one 
of  the  larger  institutions. 

Superintendent  of  Prisons, 

We  recommend  that  the  office  of  general  superintendent  of  prisons 
be  abolished ;  and  that  the  very  limited  supervision  of  the  indus- 
tries, that  can  now  legally  be  exercised  by  that  officer,  be  performed 
under  the  direction  of  the  commissioners  of  prisons.  The  question 
of  labor  is  inseparably  connected  with  the  discipline,  and  the  same 
authority  that  makes  rules  relating  to  the  one  should  have  like  power 
in  regard  to  the  other.  This  officer  is  expressly  forbidden  by  the 
law  of  1888  to  purchase  or  sell  any  article  for  any  institution,  and 
the  power  given  to  him  when  the  office  was  created  in  1887,  to  estab- 
lish  industries,  was    taken  from  him  in  the  following  year.     The 
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abolition  of  this    office,  besides  lessening   the  expense  of  super- 
vision, would  simplify  the  manner  of  control. 

Support  of  Prisons. 

The  large  annual  expenditure  for  the  support  of  prisons,  both 
state  and  county,  has  excited  much  discussion  in  the  last  few  years. 
All  recent  legislation  has  been  unfavorable  to  any  material  reduction 
in  the  net  cost  of  maintenance,  because  facilities  for  obtaining  an 
income  from  the  labor  of  prisoners  have  been  lessened  from  time  to 
time.  The  only  method  that  has  generally  produced  satisfactorj 
financial  results  in  this  state  is  the  system  of  contract  labor,  but  it 
is  not  likely  that  any  succeeding  legislature  will  restore  that  sys- 
tem, under  which  some  prisons  were  nearly  self-supporting.  Never- 
theless it  seems  desirable  to  make  an  attempt  to  get  a  larger  return 
from  the  labor  of  the  convicts  than  is  now  derived  from  that  source, 
both  for  the  purpose  of  lessening  the  cost  of  support,  and  pro- 
moting habits  of  industry  among  the  prisoners.  All  attempts  of 
this  kind,  however,  must  be  experimental,  and  nothing  should  be 
done  that  would  either  involve  the  state  in  any  large  expend- 
iture, or  that  would  be  difficult  to  change  if  for  any  reason  it 
appeared  to  be  undesirable  to  continue  it.  We  therefore  suggest 
that  in  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory,  where  prisoners  are  held  for 
a  comparatively  short  time  and  the  entire  population  changes  in 
a  few  years,  a  plan  might  be  tested  whereby  the  prisoners  should 
be  charged  with  the  cost  of  support  and  be  credited  with  their  earn- 
ings ;  any  excess  of  the  earnings  over  the  cost  of  support  to  be 
divided  between  the  Commonwealth  and  the  prisoner  or  his  family. 
We  indicate  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  because  the  industries 
are  there  well  organized,  the  prisoners  are  under  good  discipline, 
and  are  with  very  few  exceptions  able  to  do  a  fair  day's  work; 
under  these  circumstances  the  experiment  could  be  better  made 
than  where  these  conditions  do  not  exist ;  moreover,  if,  after  trying 
the  plan,  it  seemed  impracticable,  it  could  readily  be  abandoned  in 
the  reformatory,  whereas,  if  the  attempt  were  made  in  the  state 
prison  with  its  long-term  prisoners,  a  change  could  not  be  so  ea«ily 
made.  There  might  be  difficulty  at  first  in  adjusting  such  a  system 
to  the  prisoners  who  are  not  employed  upon  productive  labor,  but 
from  the  experience  of  the  prison  officers  an  estimate  of  the  value 
of  the  services  of  such  prisoners  could  be  approximated  so  that  an 
equitable  allowance  could  be  given  to  them.     If  it  is  wise  to  naake 
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the  experiment  also  in  regard  to  women,  an  excellent  opportunity 
will  be  found  for  it  at  the  reformatory  prison  for  women,  where  all 
the  prisoners  are  trained  to  some  useful  occupation. 

The  plan  adopted  at  the  Eastern  Penitentiary,  in  Philadelphia,  is 
to  charge  to  the  county  where  the  prisoner  is  sentenced  the  cost  of 
his  support,  and  to  credit  to  the  county  the  amount  of  his  earnings ; 
when  the  prisoner  becomes  expert  he  is  often  able  to  make  good  to 
the  county  the  expense  of  maintenance,  and  to  earn,  in  addition,  a 
sum  of  money  that  is  applied  under  the  direction  of  the  warden  to 
the  assistance  of  his  family,  or  is  reserved  for  his  own  use  upon  his 
release ;  the  latter  disposition  of  the  money,  by  the  way,  is  as  a  rule 
exceedingly  objectionable,  for  the  prisoners  are  mostly  improvident, 
and  are  not  competent  to  expend  judiciously  any  considerable 
amount  of  money.  We  suggest  that  the  plan  which  has  been 
attended  with  such  good  results  at  Philadelphia  might  be  made  part 
of  any  experiment  that  it  is  considered  wise  to  attempt  in  this  state.

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GENERAL  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PRISONS. 


To  the  Honorable  SentUe  and  House  of  EepreunUUiveB  in  Oenerai  Court 

assembled^ 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  14,  chapter 
447,  Acts  of  1887,  the  general  superintendent  of  prisons 
respectfully  submits  his  report. 

Formerly  the  financial  statements  were  made  up  for  the 
year  ending  September  30  and  the  statistical  tables  for  the 
year  ending  December  1,  but  for  the  sake  of  uniformity  it 
has  been  deemed  advisable  to  depart  from  that  practice  and 
make  up  all  tables  and  statements  for  the  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 30. 

The  intent  and  purpose  of  the  framers  of  the  law  of  1887, 
chapter  447,  under  which  the  industries  in  our  penal  and  cor- 
rective institutions  are  conducted,  was  most  fully  expressed 
in  section  13,  chapter  447,  Acts  of  1887,  as  follows :  — 

Sect.  13.  The  general  superintendent  shall,  as  far  as  may  be, 
have  manufactured  in  the  state  prison,  reformatories  and  houses 
of  correction  such  articles  as  are  in  common  use  in  the  several 
state  and  county  institutions.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  notify 
the  officers  of  such  institutions,  having  charge  of  the  purchase  of 
supplies,  of  such  goods  as  he  has  remaining  in  hand,  and  said 
officers  shall,  as  far  as  may  be,  purchase  of  said  articles  as  are 
necessary  to  the  maintenance  of  the  institutions  which  they  may 
represent.  The  articles  manufactured  in  said  prison,  reformatory 
or  house  of  correction  shall  be  sold  at  the  wholesale  market  price 
of  goods  of  like  kind  and  grade. 

This  section  was  the  keynote  of  the  whole  chapter.  Upon 
this  section  depended,  to  a  very  great  degree,  the  success  or 
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failare  of  the  law  in  question.  It  is  well  known  that  the 
State,  through  its  penal,  corrective  and  eleemosynary  institu- 
tions, is  a  very  large  consumer  of  manufactured  products. 
Most  of  these  products  are  such  as  could  be  quite  easily 
manufactured  by  prison  labor,  the  State  being  the  purchaser 
and  the  consumer  of  its  own  productions.  The  irritation 
of  free  labor  by  competition  with  prison  labor  would  be 
absolutely  avoided,  and  the  manufacturer  would  cease  his 
complaints  as  to  the  injustice  of  meeting  prison-made  goods 
in  the  open  market.  There  would  be  a  constant,  growing 
demand  for  these  prison-made  products,  thus  ensuring 
steady  employment  and  a  stability  in  the  establishment  of 
industries  that  would  be  of  vast  benefit  to  the  discipline  and 
welfare  of  the  prison.  A  sure  outlet  would  thus  be  made 
for  the  goods  manufactured,  without  the  expense,  ti*ouble 
and  annoyance  occasioned  by  seeking  to  dispose  of  the 
products  through  the  regular  channels  of  trade,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  risk  of  loss  of  accounts  through  failures  and 
bad  debts.  That  this  plan  was  eminently  practical  was  evi- 
denced by  the  reports  obtained  by  the  Committee  on  Prisons 
of  the  Legislature  of  1886.  Naturally  these  returns  were 
quite  imperfect,  but  enough  was  given  to  show  that  the  plan 
was  entirely  feasible.  The  population  in  these  institutions 
has  increased  rapidly  since  1886,  and  the  consumption  of 
manufactured  products  has  kept  pace  with  the  increased 
population. 

The  Commonwealth  is  a  very  large  consumer ;  the  Com- 
monwealth is  also  to  a  limited  extent  a  manufacturer.  This 
being  self-evident,  then  why  not  manufacture  such  goods  as 
can  be  used  by  the  State  itself  in  her  many  and  varied  insti- 
tutions, without  the  intervention  of  any  one  but  State  officers? 
This  idea  may  not  be  popular  with  the  purchasing  agents  of 
many  of  our  institutions,  for  reasons  that  may  be  obvious, 
yet  legislation  is  not  placed  upon  our  statute  books  for  the 
benefit  of  or  to  enhance  the  comfort  of  these  officials. 
Legislation  looks,  or  should  look,  to  the  welfare  and  best 
interests  of  the  Commonwealth  as  a  whole.  It  matters  not 
whether  this  or  that  individual  may  be  inconvenienced,  hot 
whether  the  State  will  be  better  served. 

The  law  of  1887  was  so  amended  by  the  Legislature  of 
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1888  as  to  take  practically  all  tbo  life  out  of  the  statute »  so 
that  the  purchasing  agents  of  the  various  institutions  were 
not  compelled  to  purchase  of  the  general  superintendent  of 
prisons,  such  goods  that  they  required  as  were  made  in  the 
penal  institutions.  The  powers  of  the  general  superin- 
tendent were  curtailed  so  that  the  duties  became  advisory 
instead  of  executive.  If  the  office  is  to  continue,  I  should 
recommend  repealing  chapter  403,  Acts  of  1888,  and  re- 
enacting  section  13,  chapter  447,  Acts  of  1887.  This  would, 
with  some  minor  perfecting  changes,  give  the  general  super- 
intendent power  to  establish  a  full  and  comprehensive  system 
of  prison  industries,  with  an  outlet  for  the  products  of  such 
industries  secured  at  once,  and  with  an  opportunity  to  so 
establish  these  prison  industries  as  to  utilize  the  labor  to  the 
best  possible  advantage  to  the  prisoner  and  to  the  Common- 
wealth. There  would  be  no  making  or  breaking  of  con- 
tracts. Industries  once  established  could  be  maintained  on 
a  sure,  safe  footing,  indefinitely ;  whereas  now,  agreements 
expire  on  the  piece-price  plan  and  new  industries  have  to  be 
looked  up  and  established  every  two  or  three  years  in  all  of 
our  prisons.  There  is  usually  quite  a  break  between  the 
expiration  of  the  old  and  the  entrance  of  the  new  industry, 
and  during  that  period  the  prisoners  are  left  in  enforced 
idleness.  This  causes  more  or  less  confusion  and  loss,  and 
has  a  most  injurious  effect  on  the  discipline. 

Following  is  a  complete  list  of  the  various  institutions  the 
industries  of  which  are  under  the  direction  and  supervision 
of  the  general  superintendent  of  prisons  :  —

Having  but  just  taken  the  office  of  general  superintendent 
of  prisons  when  Warden  Lovering  resigned,  I  considered  it 
advisable  to  delay  any  reform  or  reorganization  of  the  indus- 
tries until  after  his  successor  had  taken  full  charge.  It  was 
early  seen  by  the  general  superintendent  of  prisons  that  a 
radical  change  in  the  industries,  or  the  methods  of  conduct- 
ing them,  was  indispensable.  With  this  fact  in  view,  the 
general  superintendent  of  prisons  and  the  warden  began  an 
investigation  which  has  led  to  a  thorough  reorganization  of 
all  the  industries  in  the  State  Prison,  the  discontinuance 
of  some,  the  curtailment  of  others,  and  the  establishment  of 
new  ones  in  their  places.  The  warden  has  entered  into  the 
work  of  reorganization  with  enthusiasm,  strength,  energy 
and  business  capacity,  and  the  general  superintendent  of 
prisons  could  not  have  asked  for  stronger  support  or  more 
hearty  co-opemtion  in  his  efforts  than  that  given  him  by 
General  Bridges. 

The  wire  bed  department,  conducted  on  the  piece-price 
plan,  was  the  first  to  be  closed  up  in  May,  1893.  The 
number  employed  at  that  time  in  this  industry  was  six, 
requiring  the  services  of  an  officer  and  occupying  a  large, 
commodious  work-room.  It  was  evident  that  from  all  stand- 
points the  work  was  not  desirable,  taking  up  a  large  amount 
of  excellent  shop-room  that  was  very  much  needed  for  the 
employment  of  more  men,  and  requiring  as  much  super- 
vision for  six  men  as  for  sixty. 

With  the  limited  amount  of  shop-room  at  the  State  Prison, 
it  was  soon  seen  that  in  order  to  keep  all  the  prisoners  em- 
ployed it  would  be  necessary  to  fill  up  the  shops  with  such 
industries  as  would  be  compact,  requiring  the  labor  of  many 
prisoners,  yet  so  arranged  as  to  utilize  every  foot  of  shop- 
room  to  the  best  advantage. 

The  gilt-moulding  department  was  closed  up  in  June,  1893. 
This  was  conducted  on  the  public-account  plan,  occupying 
one  of  the  best  and  largest  work-rooms  in  the  prison, 
although  employing  but  a  very  small  number  of  prisoners, 
less  than  twenty ;  the  materials  used  in  this  industry  were 
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cumbersome,    bulky  and  difficult  to  handle,    and   were  a 
constant  source  of  danger  from  fire. 

The  harness  department,  on  the  public-account  plan,  em- 
ploying some  one  hundred  or  more  prisoners,  was  removed 
to  the  room  formerly  occupied  by  the  gilt-moulding  depart- 
ment. A  change  was  made  in  the  superintendent,  the  force 
of  instructors  reduced  one-half,  the  number  of  prisoners  in 
this  department  cut  down  nearly  one-half,  and  the  quality 
of  work  then  appreciated  quite  50  per  cent.,  and  the  volume 
of  production,  strange  to  say,  remained  about  the  same  as 
when  double  the  number  of  prisoners  were  employed. 

The  brush  department,  on  the  public-account  plan,  is  well 
conducted,  compactly  situated  and  the  business  well  in  hand. 
It  has  not  been  deemed  expedient  to  make  any  change  in 
this  department.  It  is  financially  fairly  successful ;  in  fact, 
it  is  the  only  department  of  which  this  can  be  said,  the  others 
up  to  this  time  having  been  a  failure  in  every  way. 

The  trunk  department  has  been  removed  from  its  former 
location,  occupying  extensive  shop-room,  but  affording  em- 
ployment to  only  ten  prisoners,  to  smaller  quarters  connected 
with  the  brush  department,  where  one  officer  can  supervise 
both  departments.  This  industry  has  now  been  brought 
into  such  shape  that  it  would  be  comparatively  easy  to  dis- 
continue it  at  any  time  and  distribute  the  few  men  now 
employed  among  the  other  industries. 

The  tin  ware  department  should  hardly  have  been  dignified 
with  being  designated  as  a  department.  It  should  come 
under  the  head  of  maintenance,  and  probably  before  another 
year  will  be  abolished. 

The  shoe  department  has  been  in  exceedingly  bad  shape. 
The  salary  account  was  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  amoant 
of  business  done.  The  quality  of  work  produced  was  ex- 
ceedingly poor.  With  a  superintendent  and  six  instructors 
it  seemed  hardly  possible  to  produce  such  inferior  goods  out 
of  presumably  good  materials.  The  major  part  of  the  goods 
produced  were  consigned  to  auction  houses  and  sold  at  prices 
very  much  below  cost  of  materials  alone.  Goods  were  sold 
to  and  accounts  opened  with  utterly  irresponsible  parties  and 
the  accounts  lost.  The  result  is  that  the  State  has  been  a 
very  large  loser,  not  even  getting  its  money  back  which  it 
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paid  for  raw  materials,  to  say  nothing  of  a  return  for  its 
investment  or  the  labor  of  its  prisoners.  The  superin- 
tendent of  this  department  has  been  discharged,  together 
with  several  instructors.  The  salary  list  has  thus  been  cut 
down  one-half.  The  selling  of  the  goods  has  been  given 
into  the  hands  of  a  responsible  business  house,  which  assumes 
all  the  risks.  The  number  of  prisoners  employed  has  been 
diminished  gradually,  until  only  about  one-half  the  number 
that  was  formerly  occupied  at  this  industry  is  now  engaged. 
The  discipline  of  this  department  has  wonderfully  improved, 
and  new  life  seems  to  have  been  given  it. 

The  shoe  department  and  all  the  others  are  now  on  trial. 
A  few  months  will  demonstrate  if  they  are  to  be  successful. 
If  they  succeed,  they  will  be  continued ;  if  not,  they  can  be 
easily  absorbed  by  the  new  industries  that  are  already  started 
under  the  piece-price  plan.  But  I  am  more  than  doubtful 
of  their  success.  Experience  has  demonstrated  to  us  that 
even  with  the  closest  personal  supervision  penal  institutions 
run  upon  the  public-account  plan  are  financial  failures,  and 
I  am  satisfied  that  the  sooner  these  departments  are  closed 
up  the  better  it  will  be  for  the  State,  the  warden  and  the 
prisoner. 

There  seems  to  have  been  an  entire  absence  of  system  in 
the  method  of  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  different  depart- 
ments. In  truth,  it  was  almost  impossible  to  obtain  a  satis- 
factory idea  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  industries  from 
their  books.  The  annual  stock-taking  or  inventory  was  but 
a  mere  farce.  Imagination  or  guesswork  lent  itself  to  the 
mind,  and  goods  in  hand  were  valued  by  heads  of  depart- 
ments at  what  they  imagined  or  wished  they  might  sell  for, 
rather  than  an  actual,  true  value.  This  imaginary  value,  it 
is  true,  was  never  reached ;  but  iheir  figures  showed  a  profit 
if  nothing  else.  Goods  to  the  face  value  of  many  thousands 
consigned  to  auction  houses  and  entered  upon  the  books  at 
a  long  price  were  taken  in  the  annual  inventory  at  that  price ; 
yet  the  actual  cash  returns  for  such  goods  would  not  realize 
75  per  cent,  of  the  inventory  figures. 

Accounts  had  been  carried  on  the  books  for  many  years 
as  live  assets  when  they  were  worthless.  Thousands  of  dol- 
lars of  these  dead  accounts  figured  in  the  annual  reports  as 
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live  assets  when  they  were  of  no  value  whatever.  Bat  an 
end  had  to  come  to  all  of  these  things,  and  this  year  it  has 
been  brought  to  a  head.  A  new  system  of  book-keeping 
has  been  adopted,  new  and  correct  inventories  taken,  all 
accounts  carefully  scrutinized,  and  those  at  all  doubtful 
charged  off.  While  the  losses  apparently  all  came  in  the 
last  two  years,  it  is  very  plain  that  the  industries  as  a  whole 
were  never  successful  financially.  They  have  been  running 
at  a  loss,  and  the  losses  covered  up  each  year  by  swelling 
the  annual  inventories  and  carrying  along  as  live  assets  dead 
accounts.  The  heads  of  departments  had  every  opportunity 
to  make  a  good  showing,  on  paper,  whether  truly  earned  or 
not,  by  making  their  own  inventories,  at  their  own  valuation, 
and  by  their  lack  of  system  in  keeping  their  books  no  one 
could  be  the  wiser. 

No  check  or  supervision  was  made  over  the  recei[)t  or 
shipment  of  goods.  The  way  was  wide  open  for  unscrupu- 
lous or  dishonest  heads  of  departments  to  have  shipped 
thousands  of  dollars'  worth  of  goods  from  the  prison  and 
no  one  could  be  the  wiser.  The  ordinary  safeguards  which 
any  intelligent  business  man  would  put  around  his  own 
affairs  were  utterly  lacking  in  our  most  important  State 
institution.  To  strengthen  this  weak  spot  the  warden  has 
appointed,  with  the  approval  of  the  general  superintendent 
of  prisons,  an  employee  whose  duty  it  is  to  check  all  goods 
received  and  shipped  to  and  from  the  different  departments, 
and  report  direct  to  the  warden  each  day. 

There  seemed  to  be  a  painlFuI  lack  of  responsibility  and 
fidelity  in  some  of  the  departments.     Goods  were  bought 
and  sold  without  the  cognizance  of  the  warden,  credits  made 
with  rotten  concerns ;  in  fact,  business  conducted  as  no  oat- 
side  business  could  be  managed  and  live.     Tools  and  imple- 
ments were   destroyed   and   stolen  to  the  value  of  manj 
thousands  of  dollars  each  year  by  the  prisoners.     Parts  of 
machinery  were  taken  from  their  places,  necessitating  new 
parts.     The  expense  entailed  by  this  conduct  and  gross  laxity 
of  discipline  was  enormous,  and  the  warden,  when  his  atten- 
tion was  called  to  these  entirely  unnecessary  expenses,  ap- 
pointed, with  the  consent  of  the  general  superintendent  of 
prisons,  an  inspector  of  industries,  whose  duties  should  be 
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to  provide  against  the  loss  of  tools  and  the  destruction  of 
machinery,  and  to  have  inspection  of  the  different  indas- 
tries,  with  a  view  to  improving  the  character  of  the  work- 
manship in  the  several  departments.  Since  the  appointment 
of  this  officer  the  change  for  the  better  has  been  marked  and 
rapid ;  the  expense  account  for  tools  and  machinery  parts 
has  diminished  to  a  merely  nominal  sum,  and  the  discipline 
in  the  workshops  is  better  than  for  many  years.  The  work- 
rooms are  now  kept  clean,  neat  and  tidy,  and  are  wholesome 
to  occupy,  and  the  quality  of  work  has  reached  a  very  much 
higher  standard. 

The  loss  to  the  Commonwealth  has  been  so  large  since 
experimenting  with  the  State-account  plan,  the  effect  upon 
the  discipline  of  this  loose,  careless,  irresponsible  manner 
of  management  so  apparent,  that  it  has  been  thought  wise  to 
gradually  close  up  the  departments  running  on  the  State- 
account  plan  with  as  little  loss  as  possible,  and  adopt  the 
piece-price  system.  The  departments  have  all  been  curtailed 
with  that  idea  in  view. 

It  does  not  seem  proper  or  wise  in  an  institution  like  the 
State  Prison,  where  the  demands  are  for  the  very  highest 
executive  ability  and  capacity,  where  the  responsibility  is  so 
great  and  the  duties  arduous  and  never  ceasing,  to  require 
of  the  warden  that  he  should  also  conduct  several  different 
lines  of  manufacturing  business,  requiring  the  use  of  large 
amounts  of  money  and  employing  hundreds  of  men.  Either 
the  business  or  the  prison  suffers  —  probably  both,  for  no 
man  lives  that  can  successfully  carry  on  varied  lines  of 
manufacturing,  and  succeed  as  the  head  of  a  great  penal 
institution. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  the  employment  of  some 
hundreds  of  prisoners  in  new  and  varied  industries.  The 
bane  of  the  State  Prison  has  been  lack  of  work.  September 
30,  out  of  646  prisoners  confined  at  Charlestown,  but  291 
were  engaged  in  productive  labor,  and  of  those  so  listed 
probably  one-third  of  them,  while  credited  to  a  department, 
had  but  very  little  to  do.  In  some  departments  two  men 
took  turns  in  running  one  machine.  The  effect  upon  the 
discipline  of  the  institution  of  such  idleness  and  lack  of  em- 
ployment can  be  easily  understood.     It  is  believed  that  by 
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the  first  of  the  year,  with  the  new  indastries  all  in  operation, 
at  least  550  prisoners  will  then  be  engaged  in  prodactive 
labor.  There  have  been  too  many  prisoners  detailed  for 
kitchen  work,  too  many  for  runners,  too  many  for  yard- 
men, in  fact,  too  many  idlers.  It  has  done  more  to  break 
down  discipline,  the  idleness  of  prisoners,  than  all  else  com- 
bined. 

A  telephone  and  signal  system  has  been  installed  in  each 
workshop,  thus  obviating  the  use  of  runners,  at  the  same 
time  securing  assistance,  if  needed,  by  a  simple  touch  of  the 
button.  This  is  a  very  great  improvement  over  the  old 
methods,  and  will  have  a  beneficial  eflfect  upon  the  dis- 
cipline. 

A  great  deal  of  trouble  and  annoyance  have  been  caused 
the  officers  of  this  prison  by  teamsters,  who  enter  the  prison 
yard  to  deliver  or  receive  goods,  bringing  in  contraband  news 
or  articles,  and  by  their  conversation  and  contact  with  the 
prisoners,  weakening  the  discipline  materially.  The  warden, 
with  my  approval,  has  purchased  an  equipment  for  the  pur- 
pose of  doing,  as  far  as  is  possible,  all  the  trucking  required 
for  the  prison,  by  employees  appointed  by  and  responsible 
to  him.  The  good  results  of  this  move  can  be  perceptibly 
noted  in  the  discipline.

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The  foregoing  tables  give  the  iiDancial  results  in  detail, 
showing  that  there  is  but  one  department  or  industry  (the 
brush)  in  the  State  Prison  that  is  not  run  at  a  great  loss. 
It  is  a  mortifying  condition  to  face  and  one  that  is  far 
from  pleasing.  It  is  a  condition  that  is  widely  apart  from 
being  in  accord  with  Massachusetts'  high  standard ,  as  evi- 
denced in  the  other  State  penal  institutions.  Yet  it  is  the 
situation,  humiliating  as  it  may  be,  and  the  remedy  must  be 
a  drastic  one. 

It  is  not  the  policy  of  the  State  in  this  enlightened  age, 
in  the  management  of  her  penal  institutions,  to  conduct  them 
with  a  view  solely  and  entirely  to  financial  returns.  The 
question  of  the  earnings  of  the  prisoner  is  but  a  minor  one, 
and  is  not  a  factor  of  any  very  great  importance  in  prison 
management.  Yet  the  labor  of  the  prisoner  should  be 
remunerative  in  a  greater  or  less  degree  as  the  skill  of  the 
prisoner  and  the  discipline  of  the  prison  may  warrant. 

Such  a  condition  as  is  shown  by  these  tables  seems  almost 
incredible  —  that  materials  could  be  bought,  shop-room, 
power  and  heat  furnished,  together  with  the  labor  of  many 
hundreds  of  capable  men,  and  yet  the  goods  manufactured 
sold,  after  being  worked  up  from  the  raw  material,  for  less  than 
the  original  cost  of  those  materials  before  an  hour's  labor 
was  expended  upon  them.  To  put  it  still  more  plainly, 
100,000  days'  labor  of  the  prisoners  was  utterly  lost,  and 
the  Commonwealth  would  have  been  about  $20,000  better 
off  financially  if  the  prisoners  had  never  left  their  cells  for 
the  whole  year. 

The  State-account  plan  having  proved  such  a  lamentable 
failure,  early  in  the  summer  new  industries  were  arranged  for, 
to  come  in  under  the  piece-price  system.  These  industries 
will  give  remunerative  employment  to  all  of  the  prisoners, 
the  State  will  run  no  risk  whatever  of  loss,  and  the  financial 
returns,  if  the  discipline  is  what  it  should  be,  will  net  the 
State  at  least  $20,000  clear,  thus  making  a  net  gain  over 
the  results  as  shown  this  year  of  quite  $40,000. 

Tobacco  is  rationed  out  twice  each  week  to  the  prisoners, 
who  are  allowed  to  chew  but  not  to  smoke  it.  The  expense 
is  enormous  — over  $5,000  per  year,  or  $100  per  week  — 
almost,  if  not  quite,  equalling  the  flour  bill.     The  privilege 
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—  for  privilege  it  assuredly  is  —  has  been  ipost  outrageously 
abused.  Every  prisoner  when  committed  states  that  he  uses 
tobacco,  whether  he  does  so  or  not,  and  it  is  then  served  out 
to  him  the  same  as  to  all  others.  Of  course  there  are  many 
who  do  not  use  it,  and  they  have  accumulated  and  disposed 
of  it  as  they  saw  fit.  Tobacco  is  the  medium  of  exchange 
within  the  prison  walls.  It  passes  from  hand  to  hand  as  so 
much  currency,  a  means  to  barter,  buy  or  sell.  Gambling 
is  carried  on  by  means  of  plugs  of  tobacco,  which  has  a  cer- 
tain established  commercial  value.  Bets  are  made  on  base- 
ball matches  and  other  games,  and  paid  in  tobacco.  Some 
shrewd,  sharp  prisoners,  with  an  eye  to  business  and  their 
own  profit,  have  been  able  to  accumulate  hundreds  of  pounds 
of  tobacco,  and  when  their  time  had  expired  were  allowed  to 
carry  it  outside  the  prison  without  hindrance,  and  dispose 
of  the  same  for  their  own  pecuniary  benefit.  The  attention  of 
the  Prison  Commissioners  was  called  to  these  grave  abuses 
by  Warden  Bridges,  and  he  was  instinicted  to  allow  no 
tobacco  or  other  property  of  the  State  to  leave  the  prison 
walls  with  the  discharged  prisoner.  One  prisoner,  whose 
term  expired  last  summer,  had  a  number  of  hundred  pounds 
of  tobacco  nicely  packed  up  ready  for  shipment,  when  it  was 
stopped  by  the  warden  and  the  tobacco  returned  to  the  store- 
house. The  breaking  up  of  this  most  pernicious  custom  will 
undoubtedly  save  a  great  deal  of  expense  to  the  Common- 
wealth, for  without  question  tobacco,  to  the  amount  of  many 
thousands  of  dollars,  has  been  unlawfully  taken  from  the 
prison  by  convicts  and  disposed  of  for  their  own  personal 
benefit.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  either  that  the  tobacco 
dealt  out  to  the  convicts  has  been  the  most  expensive  to  be 
obtained,  costing  the  Commonwealth  nearly  twice  as  much  per 
pound  as  is  paid  by  the  city  of  Boston  for  the  quality  supplied 
to  the  inmates  of  her  corrective  and  eleemosynary  institu- 
tions. In  the  house  of  correction  at  South  Boston,  where 
the  prison  population  runs  about  the  same  in  number  as  at 
the  State  Prison,  the  annual  expense  for  tobacco  is  but 
$1,200  as  compared  with  $5,000  in  the  State  Prison,  and 
the  commissioners  of  public  institutions  of  the  city  of 
Boston  are  considering  the  advisability  of  cutting  off  the 
supply  altogether ;  in  fact,  are  strongly  in  favor  of  it.     It 
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is  an  evil  that  should  be  entirely  abolished.     There  is  no 
more  reason  why  tobacco  should  be  dealt  out  in  the  State 
Prison  than  other  luxuries.     As  well  serve  them  with  other 
stimulants  —  the  opium-eater  with  his  narcotics,  the  beer- 
drinker  with  beer,   the  confirmed  cigarette  smoker  with 
cigarettes,  and   so   on  to  the  end  of  their  wants.     Other 
penal  institutions  in  this  and  neighboring  States  have  ceased 
to  allow  its  use.     It  is  debauching  in  its  influence  on  the 
prisoner.     It  leads  them  into  conditions  that  are  not  con- 
sistent with  prison  discipline,  and  that  should  never  exist. 
Charles  Cook,  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Geographical  Society, 
who  has  devoted  twenty  years  of  his  life  to  studying  the 
prisons  of  the  world,  and  who  is  now  investigating  the  prison 
system  of  this  country  says,  **  I  do  not  believe  in  allowing 
prisoners  tobacco.     A  prison  ought  to  be  a  prison ;  if  it  is 
made  too  comfortable  it  loses  a  great  deal  of  its  value  as 
a  corrective  agent."    It  is  not  wholesome  or  in  harmony 
with  prison  cleanliness,  which  is  a  powerful  essential  toward 
good  discipline.     It  is  a  costly  extravagance  to  the  State, 
and   nothing  but  harm   follows  the   use  of  the   privilege, 
for  it  is  bound  to   be  abased.     It  had  been  the   custom 
for  many  years    to    charge    the    greater  portion    of  the 
tobacco  expense  to  the  account  of  the  industries,  so  that 
if  the  tobacco  account  was  looked  up  in  the  auditor's  annual 
report,  under  the  head  of  maintenance,  it  would  show  bat 
a  few  hundreds  of  dollars  expended  for  tobacco  annually. 
Yet  under  the  head  of  industries   every  department  was 
charged  with  hundreds  of  dollars'  worth  of  tobacco.     This 
made  the  report  misleading,  and  I  did  not  think  any  part  of 
the  tobacco  account  was  properly  chargeable  to  the  accoant 
of  the  industries,  and  since  Warden  Bridges  took  charge  I 
have  had  all  tobacco  that  has  been  bought  charged  to  the 
account  of  maintenance,  where  it  properly  belongs.

*  Fear  hundred  and  twenty-two  of  this  number  were  in  the  IndastrUl  schoob 
during  a  portion  of  each  day. 
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The  rapidly  increasing  number  of  commitments  to  this 
institation,  necessitated,  early  in  the  sammer,  the  providing 
of  additional  means  of  employment  for  the  new  prisoners, 
and  the  making  of  willow  or  reed  chairs  has  been  entered 
upon  on  the  piece-price  plan.  This  is  a  very  neat  and 
attractive  occupation,  and  one  which,  if  well  learned,  will 
provide  excellent  employment  for  the  prisoner  when  dis- 
charged. The  superintendent,  with  my  approval,  has  closed 
up  the  tailoring  or  clothing  department,  which  was  conducted 
under  the  public-account  system,  with  but  poor  financial 
returns,  and  in  winding  up  the  business  the  shrinkage  has 
been  considerable,  probably  more  so  just  at  this  time  and 
under  quite  adverse  business  conditions,  when  all  lines  of 
enterprise  have  been  so  depressed. 

From  the  present  time  onward  all  the  industries  at  the 
Reformatory,  with  the  exception  of  the  engraving  and  print- 
ing departments,  which,  to  all  practical  intents  and  purposes, 
are  trade  schools,  will  be  run  under  the  piece-price  system, 
and  there  can  be  no  loss  or  risk  whatever  to  the  State  under 
that  plan. 

The  caning  of  chairs  has  now  ceased,  the  superintendent 
and  myself  having  concluded  that  this  branch  of  the  chair 
business  was  neither  remunerative  nor  of  any  possible  advan- 
tage to  the  prisoner  in  obtaining  a  livelihood  when  discharged, 
it  requiring  but  little,  if  any,  skill,  judgment  or  mechanical 
ability.

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The  financial  results  of  the  industries ,  as  shown  up  by 
the   foregoing  tables,  are  very  creditable  to  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Reformatory.     While  a  great  number,  nearly 
one-halfy  of  the  prisoners  spent  a  portion  of  each  day  in  the 
trade  schools,   being  taught  carpentering,    blacksmithing, 
plumbing,  tinsmithing,  plastering,  bricklaying,  wood-turn- 
ing, cabinet-making  and  other  useful  trades,  yet,  notwith- 
standing that  all  this  time  was  taken  from  the  productive  in- 
dustries, the  income  return  is  very  favorable.     Besides  the 
accredited  income,  due  credit  should  be  given  for  the  large 
number  of  prisoners  that  have  been  engaged  since  early 
spring  in  the  construction  of  the  extension  to  the  east  wing. 
The  foundations  of  this  extension,  numbering  230  cells,  were 
laid,  the  brick  and  stone  work,  plumbing  and  carpentery 
work  all  done  in  a  thorough,  workmanlike  manner  by  the 
prisoners,   under  the   personal   supervision    and   directioo 
of  the   superintendent,  who   had   the  plans  di*awn   in  the 
institution,  thus  by  his  foresight  and  capacity  saving  the 
Commonwealth  thousands  of  dollars  in  architects'  fees  for 
supervision  and  drawings.     In  addition  to  this  extensive 
wing,  a  new  workshop,  one  story  high,  225  feet  long  and  50 
feet  wide,  built  of  brick,  has  been  erected  entirely  by  prison 
labor,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  increased  number  of 
prisoners  for  whom  employment  was  required.      All  this 
labor,  together  with  the  labor  of  installing  the  new  electric 
light  plant  in  the  institution,  does  not  figure  in  the  income 
return,  but  many  thousand  days'  labor  has  been  performed 
for  the  Commonwealth  in  the  above-stated  manner,  which 
has  been  of  the  value  of  many  thousands  of  dollars  to  the 
State. 

The  discipline  at  the  Reformatory  is  strict  —  by  far  the 
strictest  in  the  State,  with  one  exception  (the  Reformatory 
Prison  for  Women),  being  far  ahead  of  the  State  Prison. 
The  prisoners  are  kept  busy  from  the  time  they  get  up  in 
the  morning  till  lights  are  put  out  at  night.  They  are  made 
to  work,  and  work  hard.  Their  sentence  is  not  to  hard 
labor ^  as  at  the  State  Prison,  yet  they  do  50  per  cent,  more 
work,  and  the  time  engaged  in  labor  is  longer  by  one  boor 
each  day  than  at  the  Stute  Prison.  Idleness  is  the  bane  of 
good  discipline,  and  this  is  well  recognized  by  Superin- 
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tendent  Scott,  who  obliges  the  prisoners  to  perform  a  fair 
amount  of  work,  keeping  them  moderately  busy,  the  result 
of  which  is  shown  in  his  excellent  discipline  and  favorable 
income  return. 

Nothing  but  words  of  commendation  can  be  said  of  this 
institution.  Every  department  works  in  close  harmony  with 
every  other  department.  Its  affairs  are  closely  watched  and 
carefully  supervised  by  the  superintendent  personally.  He 
leaves  nothing  to  guesswork.  He  knows  by  daily  inspection 
whether  his  instructions  are  being  carried  out  or  not.  He 
has  acquired,  by  this  method  of  unceasing  vigilance  and 
unremitting  attention,  a  close  grasp  on  every  detail  of  this 
great  institution  with  its  multifarious  affairs.  It  is  only  by 
being  in  such  close  personal  touch  with  every  department 
and  every  detail  of  this  Reformatory,  with  its  nearly  1,100 
prisoners  and  100  employees,  that  Superintendent  Scott  has 
been  able  to  push  it  up  to  the  high  rank  which  it  holds  to-day. 
Recognized  by  penologists  as  the  leader  among  reformatory 
institutions,  Massachusetts  may  well  be  proud  of  the  exalted 
position  the  old  Commonwealth  has  attained  in  this  line.

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This  is  the  model  female  prison  of  this  country ;  it  is  under 
the  most  intelligent  of  management  and  full  worthy  in  every 
respect  of  the  high  reputation  it  has  attained.  It  is  sincerely 
hoped  that  the  superintendent,  whose  tenth  anniversary  as 
such  occurs  early  in  1894,  may  be  induced  to  give  the  Com- 
monwealth the  benefit  of  her  judgment,  discretion,  character 
and  business  capacity  another  decade  in  the  same  position. 

Mrs.  Johnson's  theory  is  that  occupation  is  the  first 
essential  of  prison  discipline,  and  that  without  occupation 
the  prisoner  is  not  easily  susceptible  to  reformatory  influ- 
ences, and  her  theory  is  put  into  thorough  practice  at  the 
Refoiinatorj'  Prison  for  Women  with  the  best  of  results. 
While  the  prisoner  is  engaged  at  her  work  she  is  not  allowed 
to  be  indifferent  or  shiftless  about  it.  She  must  keep 
busily  employed  over  whatever  she  is  set  to  work  upon. 
The  prisoner  is  thus  trained  to  habits  of  industry,  which  is 
ever  the  foe  of  crime.  Character  is  built  up  and  reformed, 
and  new  courage  inspired  in  her  who  had  lost  nearly  all 
hope.  She  is  paroled  from  the  prison  full  of  confidence  and 
self-reliance  absorbed  from  the  practical  lessons  constantly 
instilled  into  her  mind  by  the  strong  personality  of  the 
superintendent,  who  is  ever  closely  in  touch  with  each 
inmate  of  the  institution ;  she  leaves  the  prison  ready  to 
become  a  useful  member  of  society  —  that  society  of  which 
she  formerly  was  but  a  blot  upon  its  surface.  These  are  not 
mere  figments  of  the  imagination,  but  are  what  we  see  nearly 
every  day  in  the  practical  results  of  Superintendent  Johnson's 
administration.

The  income  from  this  prison  is  a  substantial  gain  over  that 
of  last  year,  and  the  largest  in  amount  for  many  years.  The 
industries  are  well  in  hand,  very  efficiently  managed  and  a 
credit  to  the  discipline,  so  well  administered,  of  the  super- 
intendent. Much  the  larger  part  of  the  prisoners  are  engaged 
in  making  shirts  on  the  piece-price  plan,  and  their  earnings 
per  capita  are  considerably  larger  than  in  any  other  prison  in 
the  State,  which  in  itself  speaks  volumes  for  Mrs.  Johnson's 
business  capacity,  ability  and  energy,  and  her  firm  prison 
discipline ;  for  without  the  strictest  of  discipline  no  such 
commendatory  results  could  possibly  be  attained. 
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COUNTY  INSTITUTIONS. 
Barnstable  County  House  of  Correction,  Barnstable.

The  total  number  of  prisoners  Sept.  30,  1893,  was  7,  all 
being  males. 

There  is  no  workshop  connected  with  this  institution,  but 
with  a  very  little  expense  a  suitable  one  could  be  arranged 
with  sufficient  room  for  the  small  number  usually  confined 
here.  Steady  employment  those  under  sentence  should  have. 
They  should  feel  that  their  incarceration  is  something  be- 
sides a  vacation  at  the  county's  expense. 

Berkshire  County  House  of  Correction,  Pittsfield. 

John  Crosby,  Master. 

The  total  number  of  prisoners  Sept.  30,  1893,  was  66 : 
males,  61 ;  females,  5.  The  highest  number  employed  dur- 
ing the  year  was  63  ;  the  lowest  number  employed  was  25. 

Shoe  heels  are  manufactured  upon  the  piece-price  system, 
in  accordance  with  the  agreement  under  which  labor  has 
been  performed  since  May,  1890. 

The  earnings  during  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1893,  were 
$1,061.23,  a  slight  falling  oif  from  the  year  previous.  Every- 
thing appears  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition  in  this  insti- 
tution. The  industries,  while  not  paying  large  returns,  still 
keep  all  the  prisohers  busily  employed,  which  is  the  first 
consideration,  aUd  the  discipline  is  commendable. 

Bristol  County  House  of  Correction,  New  Bedford. 

Josiah  a.  Hunt,  Master, 

The  total  number  of  prisoners  Sept.  30,  1893,  was  274  : 
males,  226  ;  females,  48. 

Buff,  split  and  grain  boots  and  shoes  of  common  grade  are 
manufactured  on  public  account.  The  highest  number  em- 
ployed at  this  industry  during  the  year  was  78  ;  the  lowest 
number  employed  was  67. 
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Harness  of  medium  quality  is  maoufactured  on  the  piece- 
price  system.  The  highest  number  employed  in  this  depart- 
ment during  the  year  was  74 ;  the  lowest  number  employed 
therein  was  40. 

The  income  returns  from  this  institution  make  but  a  poor 
showing.  It  is  due  to  the  master  to  say  that  it  was  entirely 
beyond  his  power  to  alter  the  business  conditions  as  they 
have  existed  for  many  months  past,  and  the  shoe  business, 
which  is  conducted  on  the  public-account  plan,  suffered 
severely.  But  for  the  earnings  of  the  harness  department, 
which  is  on  the  piece-price  plan,  the  showing  would  have 
been  meagre  indeed.  The  harness  business  has  dropped 
out,  and  the  making  of  chairs  has  taken  its  place,  on  the 
piece-price  plan. 

It  would  be  much  better  for  the  institution  in  every  way 
if  the  shoe  business  under  the  public-account  plan  could  be 
discontinued  and  the  piece-price  plan  substituted  for  it. 

The  discipline  is  excellent,  and  given  a  fair  show  I  have 
no  doubt  whatever  that  the  management  could  make  a  very 
favorable  return ;  in  fact,  I  think  the  master  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated that  he  managed  to  close  up  the  year's  business 
and  keep  a  little  above  water. 

Bristol  County  Jail,  Taunton, 

Andrew  R.  Wright,  Keeper. 

The  total  number  of  prisoners  held  on  sentence  Sept.  30, 
1893,  was  42  :  males,  40 ;  females,  2. 

There  is  no  employment  here,  although  quite  a  large 
number  of  prisoners  are  sentenced  to  this  place,  at  one  time 
during  the  year  there  being  56  held  on  sentence.  Employ- 
ment should  be  provided  for  the  males,  there  being  an  excel- 
lent vacant  room,  well  arranged  for  the  purpose,  in  one  of 
the  wings.  All  that  is  necessary  is  to  procure  the  work. 
The  other  conditions  are  favorable. 

Essex  County  House  or  Correction,  Ipswich. 

Charlfs  W.  Morrill,  Master, 
The  total  number  of  prisoners  Sept.  80,  1893,  was  96 : 
males,   78 ;   females,   18.      The  highest  number  employed 
during  the  year  was  88  ;  the  lowest  number  employed  was  7. 
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Shoe  heels  of  all  grades  are  manufactured  on  the  piece- 
price  system. 

The  amount  earned  by  prisoners  for  the  year  ending  Sept. 
30,  1893,  was  $2,638.71,  a  considerable  falling  off  in  amount 
from  the  year  previous  ;  yet  the  average  number  of  prisoners 
employed  has  been  much  smaller,  so  that  the  per  capita 
earnings  have  been  fully  as  large  this  year  as  for  some  time 
past.  The  discipline  in  the  workshops  appears  to  be  fully 
up  to  the  average  of  houses  of  correction. 

Essex  County  House  op  Correction,  Lawrence. 

Horatio  G.  Herrick,  Master. 

The  total  number  of  prisoners  Sept.  30,  1893,  was  161 : 
males,  142 ;  females,  19.  The  highest  number  employed 
during  the  year  was  125  ;  the  lowest  number  employed  was 
84. 

Men's  and  women's  slippers,  buff  goods  and  base-ball 
shoes,  of  cheap  quality,  are  manufactured  on  the  piece-price 
system. 

The  prisoners  earned  for  the  year  ending  ^ept.  30,  1893, 
$5,897.07.  The  earnings  are  a  substantial  increase  over  the 
past  year,  yet  the  average  number  employed  at  the  pro- 
ductive industries  is  about  the  same  as  last  year.  The 
prisoners  committed  must  have  understood  their  business 
better,  or  the  screws  of  discipline  were  turned  down  a  little 
tighter. 

Essex  County  House  of  Correction,  Salem. 

Samttel  R.  Hathaway,  Master, 

The  total  number  of  prisoners  Sept.  30,  1893,  was  124 : 
males,  111 ;  females,  13.  The  highest  number  employed 
during  the  year  was  88 ;  the  lowest  number  employed  was 
50. 

Heels  for  ladies'  boots  are  cut  and  made  from  small  leather 
chips,  on  the  piece-price  system. 

The  earnings  of  the  prisoners  for  the  year  ending  Sept. 
30,  1893,  were  $3,547.49,  being  $6  less  than  for  1892. 

The  workshop  is  a  disgrace  to  Essex  County  and  to  the 
Commonwealth.     Prisoners  are  hived  up  like  cattle,  in  a 
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small,  ill-arranged,  poorly  ventilated,  badly  adapted  room, 
crowded  in  almost  to  suffocation,  so  close  that  elbows  touch. 
It  is  wonderful  that  an}'^  discipline  whatever  can  be  main- 
tained or  remunerative  results  shown. 

Almost  overflowing  with  inflammable  materials  which  a 
touch  of  the  match  would  ignite,  it  is  only  by  good  fortune 
and  the  closest  supervision  that  a  serious  calamity  has  been 
averted.  The  workshop,  if  well  adapted  to  its  uses,  is  very 
poorly  located,  over  the  kitchen  and  laundry ;  it  was  never 
designed  for  use  as  a  workshop.  A  new  building  for  a  work- 
shop should  be  constructed  at  once,  which  can  be  done  very 
cheaply,  the  county  owning  plenty  of  land  around  the  insti- 
tution. It  is  the  most  urgent  need  of  this  county  at  the 
present  time. 

Franklin  County  House  op  Correction,  Greenfield. 

Charles  S.  Richardson,  Master, 

The  total  number  of  prisoners  Sept.  30,  1893,  was  34 : 
males,  33;  female,  1.  The  highest  number  employed  dur- 
ing the  year  was  25  ;  the  lowest  number  employed  was  6. 

Cane-chair  seating,  on  the  piece-price  system,  is  the 
industry  of  this  institution. 

The  amount  earned  by  the  prisoners  for  the  year  ending 
Sept.  30,  1893,  was  $567.32.  This,  while  much  below  last 
year  in  the  gross  amount,  is  much  larger  per  capita,  the 
average  number  employed  at  productive  industries  for  1893 
being  but  ll-|-9  while  for  1892  it  was  16  •(-•  I  should  recom- 
mend that  as  much  work  as  possible  be  done  upon  the  land 
surrounding  the  house  of  correction,  as  the  labor  would,  for 
the  open  months  at  least,  be  much  more  productive  of  prof- 
itable results,  and  far  better  for  the  prisoners. 

Hampden  County  House  of  Correction,  Springfield. 

Embury  P.  Clark,  Master. 

The  total  number  of  prisoners  Sept.  30,  1893,  was  212: 
males,  190 ;  females,  22.  The  highest  number  employed  dur- 
ing the  year  was  1 74  ;  the  lowest  number  employed  was  70. 

Chair  caning,  of  a  cheap  quality,  is  performed  on  the 
piece-price  system. 
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The  amount  earaed  by  the  prisoners  for  the  year  ending 
Sept.  30,  1893,  was  $4,754.06,  an  increase  of  about  15  per 
cent,  over  last  year.  While  the  average  number  of  prisoners 
employed  has  decreased,  the  earnings  have  increased,  which 
I  ascribe  to  the  better  discipline  of  the  institution,  Sheriif 
Clark  having  made  changes  which  are  shown  in  the  higher 
standard  of  discipline  attained. 

The  use  of  tobacco  has  been  abolished,  which  shows  to 
advantage  in  the  whole  institution  as  well  as  in  the  workshop. 

Hampshire  Countt  House  op  Correction,  Northampton.

The  total  number  of  prisoners  Sept.  30,  1893,  was  48 : 
males,  46  ;  females,  2.  The  highest  number  employed  dur- 
ing the  year  was  40 ;  the  lowest  number  employed  was  15. 

Cane  chair  seating  is  the  occupation  provided  for  the 
prisoners ;  it  is  performed  on  the  piece-price  system. 

The  earnings  of  the  prisoners  for  the  year  ending  Sept. 
30,  1893,  were  $509.78,  a  decrease  from  the  former  year. 
The  number  of  prisoners  being  small,  the  employment 
necessarily  is  not  very  profitable,  but  the  income  per  capita 
is  nearly  up  to  the  average  of  county  prisons. 

Middlesex  County  Hou6e  op  Correction,  Cambridge.

The  total  number  of  prisoners  Sept.  30,  1893,  was  309 : 
males,  282  ;  females,  27. 

Scrub,  shoe  and  stove  brushes,  of  medium  quality,  are 
manufactured  on  public  account.  The  highest  number 
employed  in  this  depailment  during  the  year  was  50;  the 
lowest  number  employed  was  47. 

Mats  of  various  grades,  made  from  coarse  manilla  yam, 
are  manufactured  on  the  public -account  system.  The  highest 
number  employed  in  this  department  for  the  year  was  25  ; 
the  lowest  number  employed  was  19. 

The  industries  netted  a  profit  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30, 
1893,  of  $5,590.92,  which  is  very  creditable  to  the  manage- 
ment, considering  the  unusual  business  depression  and  that 
the  manufacture  of  mats  had  but  just  been  entered  upon. 
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TVoRCESTER  County  House  of  Correction,  Worcester. 

Gen.  R.  H.  Chamberlain,  Master, 

The  total  number  of  prisoners  Sept.  30,  1893,  was  190: 
males,  1 75  ;  females,  15.  The  highest  number  employed  dur- 
ing the  year  was  128  ;  the  lowest  number  employed  was  65. 

The  industry  of  this  institution  is  chair  caning ;  it  is  per- 
formed on  the  piece-price  system. 

The  earnings  of  the  prisoners  for  the  year  ending  Sept. 
30,  1893,  were  $3,353.86,  a  slight  decrease  for  the  year. 

The  prisoners  appear  to  be  well  disciplined,  and  the  work- 
shops clean,  well  lighted  and  properly  ventilated.

«  Unfair  Inferences  are  liable  to  be  drawn  from  tbe  above  statement  of  earafnfi, 
as  some  of  the  prisons  dedact  the  amoant  expended  for  toliacco,  instruction,  etc., 
while  others  do  not.  The  fignres  are  those  reported  by  the  institntions,  and  all  are 
presumably  correct,  aUhongh  they  are  not  calculated  on  a  aniform  basis. 
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The  discipline  of  the  various  houses  of  correction  is,  as  a 
rule,  not  especially  vigorous  or  severe.  There  are  some  ex- 
ceptions to  this  rule,  however,  institutions  where  prisoners 
are  not  particularly  anxious  to  be  sent  a  second  time. 

The  employments  engaged  in  by  the  prisoners  in  the  dif- 
ferent institutions,  while  not  very  remunerative,  are  occu- 
pations requiring  but  little  mechanical  skill  or  ability,  and 
are  well  adapted  to  the  short  sentences  and  shiftless  charac- 
ter of  the  prisoners  confined. 

So  that,  taking  all  things  into  consideration,  I  think  the 
financial  showing  of  the  foregoing  tables  very  creditable  to 
the  institutions,  severally  and  as  a  whole. 
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SUGGESTIONS. 

Prison  Labor  Systems. 

By  the  public-accaunt  system  is  meant  where  the  State  or 
county  enters  into  the  manufacturing  business  on  its  own 
account,  purchasing  raw  materials,  and  utilizing  the  labor  of 
the  prisoners  to  work  these  materials  up  into  manufactured 
goods,  to  be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  State  or  county. 
The  piece-price  plan  is  where  the  materials  are  furnished  by 
a  private  concern,  and  made  into  finished  products  by  the 
prisoners  for  so  much  per  dozen  or  hundred.  On  the  public- 
account  plan  the  State  takes  all  the  risks  of  losses  that  an 
outside  manufacturer  assumes,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  is 
most  seriously  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  personal  interest 
in  the  success  of  the  enterprise  by  the  subordinates.  The 
manufacturing,  buying  and  selling  must  be  entrusted  almost 
entirely  to  subordinates,  whose  highest  concern  usually  is 
their  monthly  salary.  That  intelligent  supervision  and  care- 
ful attention  to  all  the  details,  which  are  so  essential  to  a 
successful  manufacturing  business,  are  absolutely  impossible, 
and  the  result  is  disastrous.  By  the  piece-price  plan  the 
State  runs  no  risks ;  whatever  labor  the  prisoners  perform 
the  State  receives  compensation  for,  according  tothe  amount 
or  number  of  dozens  or  hundreds  completed.  The  anx- 
ieties and  annoyances  of  conducting  a  business  enter- 
prise are  avoided.  A  steady  income  is  assured,  and  the 
prison  management  is  not  perplexed  with  the  problem  of 
finding  a  market  for  their  product  or  employment  for  their 
prisoners. 

Immediately  following  is  a  statement  showing  what  sys- 
tem of  labor  was  operative  in  the  various  penal  institutions, 
under  supervision  of  the  general  superintendent  of  prisons.

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Labor  in  Houses  of  Correction. 

Id  locating  houses  of  correction,  more  attention  should  be 
paid  to  securing  sites  with  an  abundance  of  land,  so  that  the 
labor  of  many  of  the  prisoners  could  be  utilized  in  tilling 
the  soil.  It  is  no  advantage  to  a  house  of  correction  to  lie 
located  in  the  centre  of  a  large  town  or  city  ;  in  fact,  it  is  a 
serious  disadvantage  in  many  ways.  Most  of  our  houses  of 
correction  are  located  in  crowded  centres,  on  land  which  is 
more  valuable  for  other  purposes.  The  county  thus  suffers 
in  two  ways,  —  by  the  loss  of  taxes,  consequent  from  the 
withdrawal  of  this  land  from  the  assessors'  list,  and  the  in- 
terest on  the  value  of  the  land  in  excess  of  what  land  of 
much  less  value,  more  remote  from  the  centres,  could  be 
purchased  for.  The  class  of  prisoners  who  are  sent  to  the 
correctional  prisons  is  such  that  many  of  them  could  be  em- 
ployed to  excellent  advantage  on  the  land.  Their  labor  in  cul- 
tivating the  land  is  much  more  profitable  and  the  returns  far 
greater  than  the  pittance  they  now  earn  in  the  workshops ;  and 
it  is  far  better  for  the  prisoner  in  every  way  to  employ  him 
on  the  soil.  Some  few  of  our  county  prisons  have  tried  the 
experiment,  witb  gratifying  success,  and  other  institutions 
would  gladly  follow  on  the  same  line  if  land  was  available. 

Idleness. 

Idleness  has  been  the  constant  foe  of  good  discipline  at 
the  State  prison ;  it  has  bred  more  harm  than  all  else  com- 
bined. The  Prison  Commissioners,  after  an  exhaustive  in- 
vestigation into  several  breaks  or  escapes,  in  a  letter  to  the 
warden  in  July,  1892,  said :  ''  Inasmuch  as  it  has  been 
asserted,  and  doubtless  with  reason,  that  much  of  the  disor- 
der in  the  prison  is  due  to  the  lack  of  employment,  the 
Commissioners  recommend  that  every  means  be  urged  to 
increase  the  facilities  for  keeping  the  prisoners  employed.** 

I  thas  particularize  the  State  prison  because  for  a  number 
of  years  past  it  has  been  so  constantly  and  so  unfavorably 
before  the  public  eye ;  because  the  discipline  has  been  so 
very  bad,  so  much  below  the  standard  of  the  other  State 
penal  institutions ;  and  to  this  very  weak  state  of  discipline 
can  be  laid  all  the  outbreaks,  escapes  and  the  general  bad 
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reputation  this  prison  has  acquired.  Without  question  this 
poor  discipline  has  been  due  in  a  very  large  degree  to  idleness, 
lack  of  steady  employment,  inadequate  tasks  and  insufficient 
hours  of  labor.  Men  are  sentenced  to  the  State  prison  **  at 
hard  labor^^^  so  reads  the  law.  What  is  this  hard  labor,  but 
a  mere  farce,  a  travesty  on  the  term  hard  labor.  Nomi- 
nally, six  and  one-half  hours  in  the  winter  and  eight  in  the 
summer  are  supposed  to  be  spent  at  their  occupations  in 
the  workshops,  at  light,  easy  employment,  with  a  task  or 
stint  not  one-third  in  amount  of  what  would  be  required  of  a 
free  workingman,  and  with  Wednesday  and  Saturday  after- 
noons spent  in  the  prison  yard  at  recreation,  gametn,  etc. 
They  are  better  housed,  better  clothed,  and  much  better  fed 
than  the  average  law-abiding  mechanic,  and  with  a  well 
stocked  pharmacy  at  hand,  and  daily  visits  from  a  skilled 
physician,  their  physical  condition  is  much  better  than  before 
entering  the  prison  walls.  They  have  been  allowed  twenty 
minutes  to  wash  up  before  leaving  the  workshop,  and  going 
to  dinner  each  forenoon,  and  twenty  minutes  at  night,  —  at 
least  that  was  the  osten>ible  purpose  ;  but  all  the  object  it  has 
appeared  to  serve  was  to  give  the  convicts  in  each  workroom 
an  opportunity  to  cluster  in  gangs  for  twenty  minutes'  social 
converse  each  forenoon,  the  same  thing  to  be  repeated  at  the 
close  of  work  each  night ;  so  that  besides  their  Wednesday 
and  Saturday  aftenioon  opportunities  in  the  prison  yard,  they 
have  had  more  than  half  an  hour  each  day  in  addition,  to 
get  together  in  groups  to  plan  escapes  and  breaks,  plot  for 
riots,  fires  or  the  destruction  of  State  property,  and  to 
scheme  against  the  prison  management.  It  would  be  im- 
possible to  conceive  of  a  plan  whereby  sound  discipline 
could  be  more  easily  or  quickly  corrupted  and  broken  down, 
than  by  the  methods  which  have  been  in  vogue  in  handling 
the  convicts  in  their  employments. 

The  discipline  could  never  have  reached  the  standard  ex- 
pected or  required  in  a  penal  institution,  so  long  as  these 
worse  than  useless  practices  were  allowed  to  continue.  The 
most  unskilled  in  penal  management  can  readily  perceive 
that  the  State,  through  its  penal  officials,  has  been  actually 
offering  a  premium  on  disorder,  insubordination,  and  riot ; 
the  opportunity  did  not  have  to  be  made  by  the  convict,  it 
was  positively  thurst  into  his  hands  under  the  above  system. 
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Employment  is  now  provided  for  all  the  convicts  at  the 
State  prison »  and  the  hours  of  labor  should  be  increased  at 
once ;  the  washing-up  time  should  be  cut  off  entirely ;  the 
meals  of  the  prisoners  being  taken  in  their  cells,  they  have 
ample  opportunity  to  wash  there,  being  allowed  over  an 
hour  for  dinner.  It  is  now  simply  a  question  of  making 
them  work,  and  the  problem  of  good  discipline  is  soon 
settled ;  and  by  work  is  not  meant  in  a  lazy,  shiftless,  half- 
hearted manner,  either,  for  that  form  has  prevailed  alto- 
gether too  long  now  for  the  good  of  the  prison ;  but  make 
their  tasks  sufficient  to  keep  them  busy  during  all  their 
hours  in  the  shops.  This  done,  and  a  long  step  will  have  been 
taken  in  the  direction  of  sound  discipline,  and  no  longer  will 
our  State  prison  bear  the  odium  of  being  the  poorest  disci- 
plined penal  intititution  in  the  North. 

Overwork. 

The  time  has  arrived  when  the  State  should  take  some 
radical  departures  from  the  present  methods  of  dealing  with 
the  convict  and  the  income  of  his  labor.  A  man  is  convicted 
of  an  offence  against  the  law,  and  is  punished  with  imprison- 
ment for  a  term  of  years.  During  all  the  period  of  his  sen- 
tence he  obeys  every  rule,  labors  industriously  and  faithfully 
at  whatever  task  he  is  assigned,  is  never  reported  for  punish- 
ment,—  in  fact,  is  an  exemplary  prisoner,  not  a  word  of 
fault  can  be  found  with  his  conduct  while  in  prison.  Yet  at 
the  expiration  of  his  sentence  he  is  sent  out  into  the  world 
with  but  a  pittance  of  a  few  dollars  which  the  State  through 
its  agents  doles  out  to  him,  sufficient,  perhaps,  to  pay  his 
fare  to  his  former  abiding  place,  and  provide  him  with  food 
and  shelter  for  a  few  days  only.  What  a  preparation  this 
is  to  fit  a  man  to  fight  the  battle  of  life  anew,  who  has  been 
buried  from  the  world  for  a  decade.  How  poorly  equipped 
is  he  to  face  the  frowns  of  an  unforgiving  community,  who 
has  lost  friends,  acquaintances,  business  and  social  connec- 
tions, everything ;  who  is  left  completely  out  of  touch  with 
the  world  and  its  affairs.  It  is  very  trying  and  difficult  for 
a  discharged  convict  to  get  a  new  start,  even  under  the  best 
of  circumstances,  with  strong  friends  and  loving  hearts  loy- 
ally enliisted  in  his  cause ;  but  think  now  of  the  unfortunate

fellow  who  has  made  one  fatal  mistake,  and  has  paid  the  full 
penalty  which  the  law  exacts,  who  is  discharged  friendless, 
homeless  and  alone,  with  but  a  few  dollars  between  him  and 
starvation.  With  no  powerful  friends  or  influences  to  aid 
him  in  gaining  a  new  foothold  in  the  world,  he  must  find 
work,  beg  or  steal ;  and  very  shortly,  worn  out  with  his 
unequal  struggles  against  adversity,  he  succumbs  to  tempta- 
tion, and  again  becomes  an  inmate  of  our  penal  institutions, 
and  is  forevermore.a  State  charge. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  draw  upon  one's  imagination  for 
illustrations  like  the  foregoing ;  they  are  absolute  facts,  and 
many  parallel  cases  are  to-day  in  our  State  prison.  The 
present  policy  is  but  a  narrow,  shortsighted  one,  from  any 
Btand-point,  financial,  social  or  humane.  We  constrain  men 
to  be  criminals,  we  make  them  State  charges,  we  sour  and 
embitter  them  against  the  whole  human  race,  by  our  illiberal 
policy.  What  is  the  remedy?  The  adoption  of  a  system 
providing  that  each  prisoner  confined  in  the  State  prison 
should  be  charged  a  certain  stipulated  amount,  being  the 
actual  cost  for  each  day's  subsistence,  and  all  that  he  could 
earn  above  such  stipulated  amount  should  be  divided  be- 
tween the  prisoner  and  the  State ;  the  amount  he  thus 
earned  to  be  credited  up  to  him  each  week  or  month  on  the 
books,  to  be  kept  at  the  office  for  that  purpose,  and  he  allowed 
to  draw  against  the  amount  thus  credited  for  anything  not 
prohibited,  or  to  send  it  away  monthly  to  his  family  or 
friends,  or  to  have  it  deposited  on  interest  to  his  credit 
in  some  savings  institution  monthly,  as  he  may  elect.  In 
that  way  a  prisoner  serving  a  term  of  years  would,  if  indus- 
trious, efficient  and  faithful,  be  able  to  earn  sufficient  to  give 
him  a  little  start  in  life  again,  and  he  would  not  stand  on 
the  verge  of  destitution  immediately  on  his  release.  What 
money  he  had  accumulated  would  be  the  result  of  his  own 
individual  efforts.  It  would  teach  him  self-reliance,  it  would 
act  as  a  wonderful  incentive  to  good  discipline.  Any  infrac- 
tion of  the  rules  would  then  mean  a  loss  of  so  much  money  for 
each  day  spent  in  punishment ;  it  would  stimulate  the  con- 
viet  to  habits  of  industry.  He  would  soon  learn  that  it  was 
much  to  his  advantage  to  be  painstaking,  active  and  efficient. 
He  would  be  in  partnership  with  the  State.     If  he  grew  care- 
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less,  indolent  and  indifferent,  he  would  lose  as  much  as  the 
State,  and  he  would  have  to  make  up  for  the  cost  of  hi:! 
living  by  the  labor  of  his  own  hands.  This  method  of  deal- 
ing with  the  labor  of  the  convict,  which  has  been  tried  with 
gratifying  success  in  some  of  the  model  prisons  of  the  world, 
is  well  worth  applying  to  our  State  prison.  The  actual  cash 
outlay  would  be  very  small,  for  the  appropriation  for  dis- 
charged prisoners  could  be  almost  if  not  quite  cut  off  as 
soon  as  the  new  system  became  operative. 

Recommendations  . 

I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  the  office  of  General 
Superintendent  of  Prisons  be  abolished,  and  that  all  the 
duties  and  powers  now  vested  in  or  appertaining  to  that 
office  be  placed  with  the  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners ; 
that  the  appropriation  for  clerk  hire,  office  rent  and  inciden- 
tals be  transferred  to  the  Prison  Commissioners.  Or  if  the 
office  is  to  continue,  I  would  recommend  the  enactment  of 
such  laws  as  would  make  effective  the  intent  and  puipose 
of  the  framers  of  the  law  of  1887,  chapter  447,  which  the 
re-enactment  of  section  13  of  that  chapter  would  practically 
accomplish.  It  was  never  the  intent  of  that  law  that  the 
State  should  enter  into  business  on  its  own  account,  only  so 
far  as  the  products  of  the  penal  institutions  could  be  utilized 
by  the  State  itself. 

The  labor  on  the  public-account  plan  in  our  penal  institu- 
tions has  now  nearly  ceased,  and  with  the  arrangements  as 
entered  into  by  the  various  institutions  on  the  piece-price 
plan,  the  duties  of  the  General  Superintendent  of  Prisons 
would  be  but  nominal,  requiring  but  little  supervision  or 
advice,  and  that  of  such  a  character  that  it  could  as  well  be 
done  by  the  Prison  Commissioners. 

I  would  strongly  urge  the  adoption  of  a  system  of  over- 
work in  the  State  prison,  the  general  plan  to  be  formulated 
by  the  Legislature,  the  details  to  be  left  with  the  Prison 
Commissioners.

Be  U  enacted^  etc,,,  as  follows: 

Section  1.    No  contract  shall  hereafter  be  made  for  the  labor  of  S'Ji'i^^e^or 
prisoners  confined  in  the  state  prison,  reformatories  or  any  of  the  Jl^ingu?I^°°" 
houses  of  correction ;  but  such  prisoners  shall  be  employed  by  the  P'***"*  •^®* 
warden,  superintendent  or  master  of  said  prison,  reformatory  or  house 
of  correction,  under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  established  by  the  gen- 
eral superintendent  of  prisons,  in  such  industries  as  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  fixed  upon  by  said  warden,  superintendent  or  master  and 
the  general  superintendent.    The  warden,  superintendent  or  master, 
under  the  direction  of  said  general  superintendent,  shall  purchase 
such  tools  and  implements  as  he  and  they  shall  consider  necessary

Sect.  4.  The  bills  for  tools,  implements  and  materials  purchased, 
together  with  the  salaries  of  persons  employed  under  this  act  in  th« 
houses  of  correction,  shall  be  paid  monthly  from  the  county  treasuiy 
upon  schedules  prepared  and  sworn  to  by  the  master  and  approved 
by  the  general  superintendent  of  prisons.
